TAGORK LAW PROKKSSOUSHIP 

Th© Hon’blo Prasuaiio CJooinar Tufroro, oiio of the Fellows of the 

University, who died ou the*- TiOth Aucrost., I'dKS, bequeathed by his will, 
dated the 10th Oct to tlio Ihiivorsity a inonthly allowance of 

Its, 1,000 for t'ao purpose of fouudint; a Professorship of Law in connection 
with the University to be calk'd the ‘*Ta^oro Law Professorship.** The 
terms of the bequest are eriva'U in too follo^vinf; extract from the will (4- 
Bengal Law Reports, O.C..L at p. 116) : — 

“I am desirous of foumliug a Law Professorshif> to be called tbo ‘Tagore 
Law Professorship’ and of |)r*)\ uliriar an adequate remuneration for th© 
Professor who shall fill the chair provi<lod by me. i <hroct that my Trustees 
OP Trustee do and shall, as sooii as may convoniontly he after iny death, 
invest iu Goveriiuicut Secitri^^ics, such a sum of money taken fnaii my 
personalty or, by tiocrecs, from yie iiu'oira^ of tny i*eal estate at the discretion 
of my Trustees or Trtistcc as will prodifo monthly sum of Hr. 1,000 and 
that when such sum has hceu iuvc.-.tt?<L the .-wime may be assigned, transferred 
and made over to tlie Uinver-ity of t'a!cu‘ta, to be liold upon the following 
trust, that is to say, in trust lo pay iuit of the interest a<5ertdug due there- 
from, the arinuul su:n of Ks. l)y equal iiumthly payments the 

Tagore Law ProLss^r, for tlic* time being, and iu trust to apply the residue 
of the interest' in tho yuMiiner hcrcLucftcr mentioned. And I desire that until 
such sum shall have t)een so invested and made over as hereinbefore directed 
my .said Tnustees or Trustee si mil ritlier fr<^nn the proceeds of niy personal 
estate or from tJiO roi.ts, issur.‘», mai profits arising from my real property 
pay the sum of Rs. I,0q<t a mont’i to the University ol'C’alcutta to be applied 
by the University in tiic sumo manner ai-.d for the same purjiose as the in- 
terest to accrue due from the fund.-, winch I liave horeinbefore directoti, to 
bo made over to the Umverjo'ty. And 1 decline that the right of appointing 
a Professor to the said 'lagiae Law Proft'ssorship’ and removing anil dis- 
missing til© inenmbeut then from shall be vested iu the JSonate of tlwj Uni- 
versity. And that tlio fir-;t c.prwiiTitruent shall bo. rruule so as to begin to take 
©ffeot iiv)t later thmi the oini (d* one year from the dnto of death ; my. will i.s 
that the ‘Tagore Law Profes-ior’ shall road or deliver at some place within the 
town of Calcutta, one complete course of Law lectures without iiharge, to 
the students and other j)cr.son« who may attend such lectures. Within six 
months after the delivery <»f such course of lectures, the lectures shall b©

desire that the oxpernc of such printing and distribution may be defrayed 
out of the residiKi of the annual interest of the said fund. Whatever portion 
of tlie resitiue may remain after defraying the expenses, I desire that it may 
be devoted to the printing and pt^blication of approvetl works on Law of 
Jurisprudence. It, is my will that th© said ‘Tagore Law Professoranip* 
shall, save as horein provided, be as to be the kind of Law which is to be 
taught and in all other matters and things, regulated by and subject to the 
jtiontrol of tii© Senate of the said University,*' 


The present salary is Rs, 9«000 per annum. 
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The scheme for the looturos» as adopted and subsequently modified by 
the Senate on the 19th December, 1931, and 15th September, 1945 stands 
as follows ; — 

1. In the month of Juno in each year, the Faculty of Law shall select 
not more than threo subjects,, upon one of which the Professor for the year 
after tlio next shall bo require^ to deliver a course of at least twelve lectures. 

2. Immediately after the subject or subjocts shall have been thus 
selected, advortisomonts shall be published in such newspapers as the Syn- 
dicate may thinlc proper, stating the subject or subjects so selected and 
inviting applications from candidates for the Professorship. 

3. Candidates shall sojid in their applications to the Registrar on or 
before tho 1st May of the second year following the announcement of the 
subjects f(ir the PiofessorsUip, and each candidate shall forward with his 
application one himdreil copies of a brief synopsis of his proposed lo<3tures 
and also the same number of copies of his introductory lecture or his first 
locturo. Tho synopsis should not be a bare enurnenitiou of headings but 
shouKl >)o su<‘.h that it would be possible for the examiners to form there- 
from an idea both of the subjoet matter and of the method of treatment. 

4. 'Pile ccjpies of introdu<‘tory lectures and brief synopses so sent shall 
bo referred Uy tlio Kanilty of Law to a Special Coimnittoe consisting of the 
Dean of tho KccuHy and not loss than four other p.^rsons to be selected for 
their special compoUaice in this behalf, who shall consider tho same and 
roj)ort to the Katmlty tin their ailjudicfitinii upon tho relative claims of the 
catidiilaf.es with ,i definite recommendation as to whether any of them has 
roachfvi a ^utTicicntlv hi\rh standard to tuerit appointment to the Professor- 
ship, and upon su**h ro}>oi*t the Faculty sliall, unless they decide to take 
action under Ilule 5- A, recommend a candidate to the Senate for election. 
In case tlic Ki<*nUy decide to take action uiulor Rule 5-A, tho Faculty shall 
ropi)rt to the Senate accordingly. 

5. The elect ion of t he Professor shall take place in the month of August- 

r>.A, That if ?io application is received in accordance with Rule 3, or 

if tho P.ic'dtv of Law are satistiod, upon tho report of the Committee men- 
tioned in Rule 1, that tho introductory lociiirns and the brief 8yuoj)ses sub- 
mitted by tlio cjuididatos do not ei^iuce sutHciont merit to justify tho appoint, 
meat of any of them a'? Professor, the Faculty shall take steps to invite a 
suitable scholar ti> fit <;ept the appointment and to deliver a course of lectures 
on sucli sni)ject as mav be dotoriiiinod by the Faculty in consultation with 
th^' Dem. ’Pho natiK* of tho person so nominated, together with tho names 
of the original applicants shall be submitted to tho Senate with a full report 
by tho Faculty mi tho matter, Tho Senate shall tlieri elect a Professor 
or give such fiirthor dd ’colion as may be deemed nwessnry. 

5. Tho Pri>f{*ssor, whotlier elected under Hnlo 5 or o-A, shall, not later 
than tho expiry of tlie twcU’^o months from tho date of his election, forward 
to the Registrar a complete copy (manuscript or typewritten) of tho lectures 
which ho proposos to deliver. The eof)y shall be forthwith referred by the 
Faculty of Law to a Oomtuittee of not more than three persons to bo selected 
for their special competence in this beluvlf, who shall examine the same and, 
before tVio expiry of two mouths from tho iloto of tho submission of the copy 
by the Professor to tlio Registrar, report to tho Faculty whether the work 
is complete and ready for tho press. If upon such report tho Faculty is 
satisfied that the work is complete, tho Professor shall commence to deliver 
his lectures within throe months from the date of tho resolution of the Faculty 
and shall complete' tlve delivery thereof in another three months. The 
copy of tlio lectures delivered shall remain in the custody of the Registrar 
and shall be sent to the press as soon as practicable after delivery thereof. 

7. If the Professor faili# to submit the copy of tho lectures as required 
by rule, or if the copy submitted be found on examination to be incomplete 
and not ready for tlie press, the matter shall be referred to the Faculty of 
Law', upon whose reoommendatic^ the Senate may either extend the time 
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or oanoel the appomtment. In the event of the appointment being can- 
oelled, the Senate shall take fresh steps for the appointment of a Professor. 

8. Tlie salary of the Professor shall be paid on the first day of the 
month by instalments : the first instalment to he paid on the first day of 
the month following that in which the first lecture is ilelivcM-ed.

UNIVERSITY PROFESSORSHIP OK ECONOMICS 

(POBMEBLY DESIGNATED AS MINTO JHtOFESSO HSH IP OF ECONOMICS) 

To commemorate the Jubilee of the Uriiver.sity of Cah'iittn which was 
celebrated in 1908, the HonMJe Mr. .li?«tico Asutosh Mookerjee, the then 
Vice-Chancellor of the University, proposed to the Government of Iiulia that 
a Professorship of Economics should ho estahlislied, 'I'his proptmal was 
•accepted by ODvernmont, and t)io Senate resolved, on the 1 1th April, 1908, 
that the Chair should ho nainod after the Earl of Minto, ilio then Chaiioellor 
of the University. The first nppointmoiit to tho Chair was made in 1909 
and the Chair was maintained hy the Government of India from Central 
Revenues up to 7th March, 1940, aft<^r which date the Government of 
India discontinued the grant for its maintenance. 

The Governnient of India having intimated their decision to discontinue 
the grant for the maial-cnaiico of the Chair after 7th March, 1940, a re- 
presentation was made to that Government through the Go\'«rrimcnt of 
B^gal, in which the latter Government was reqijested that they might 
urge upon the Central Government to reconsider their decdsion and continue 
the grant as before and that, in case the Central Government declined to 
do so, the grant might be continued by the Government of Bengal. The 
Central Government expressed their inability to revise their decision. 
The Goveramont of Bengal was thereupon addressed with the request 
tiiat the grant might be c‘ontributed from Provincial revenues. Tlie 
Qovonunent of Bengal, in reply, observed that the University should 
finance the Professorahip from its own Fund. A further representation 
was then made to the Government of Bengal and the University was in- 
formed that they were unable to modify their previous decision on the 
aubjeet^ The University thereupon decided, on 27th January, 1940, to 
fiuanoe the Chair from its own Fund. On the ngjornmendation of the 
Bxtooutive Committee of the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts 
tlm Syndicate decided to designate the Chair as the University Professor- 
ship of Beonomios. The change of designation was reported to the Senate 
on 24^ Bebraary, 1940. The proposal was aubsequenily approved by 
Gdvertuneai* Tim following rutea tHe appointment and conditions 
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■of Bervioe attaohed to the University Professorship of Economics were 
adopted by the Senate on 24th February, 1940 : — 

The appointment to the Professorship shall be made by the Senate. 
The salary of the Professor will bo on the grade Rs. 700-50/2-1,000 a month. 

The Professor shall be subject to the following conditions ; — 

(1) Ho shall be a whole -time, officer of the University and shall not 
without the sanction of the Seriate previously obtained hold any other 
office to which any salary, emolument or honorarium is attached. 

(2) He sliall be entitled to the University Provident Fund. 

(3) Ho shall be entitle ! to avail himself of tho regular academic vaca- 
tions and holidays of the Univorsitv and shall bo subject to such leave 
Rules as tho Senate may pass from time to time. Ordinarily tho appoint- 
ment shall be made for 5 yours aft ^r wliich it may be renewed or made 
permanent. 

Tho duties of tho Professor will be as follows : — 

(а) To devote himself to tho investigation of the Science of Economics 
and its application to Indian problems. 

(б) To ostimiite and guide advam'od study and research by students 
in tho University of Calcutta. 

(c) To undertake regular teaching work in the Post-Graduate Classes 
and to deliver not less than 4 lectures a week in his subject for tho benefit 
of the M.A. students of the Po-it-Graduato Department of the University. 
The Professor shall be sTibject to sui‘h instmctiimH and rules regarding leave, 
residence and roliromcut as may bo decided by tho University as applicable 
to the Professor. 

Ap]dioatious for the Professorship shall be accompanied by (a) a state- 
ment <if tho original work of investigation in Economics which may have 
been done by the c.uudidates, (h) testimonials to indicate special fitness 
for appointment to the Profes.-^or^ljhip* 

Canvassing by intending eauclid>ites for tho Professorship is strictly, 
prohibited, and if any candidate is proved to have canvassed for the appoint- 
ment dir 0 C?tly or iiidireotly, he* will on that ground alone be disqualified.

It was also rcsolvf'd tluil the Chair should carry a salary of Rs. 12,000 
por annum.

CARMICHAEL PROFESSORSHIP OF ANCIENT INDIAN HISTORY 

ANrf CULTURE 

Ancient Indian History and Culture constitutes a branch of study in 
which researches can be carried on by the aLlvanced students with every 
hope of success. In 1912, the Syndicate were of opinion that the founda- 
tion of a Chair of Ancient Indian History and Culture was probably the 
foremost need of the Calcutta University, It was previously decided that 
Jihe money for the Chair would he met from the sale proceeds of the Matri- 
culation and Intonnediatc Sanskrit Courses and the Sanskrit Grammar 
published by the University. The Chair is now maintained from the 
General Fund of the University. It was resolved that the Chair be desig- 
nated the Carmichael Professorship of Ancient Indian History and Culture 
named after the then Rector of the University, Baron Carmichael of 
Skirling, and that the salary be fixed at Rs. 12,000 per annum. 

The following rules to be applicable to the holders of the Chair, were 
adopted by the Senate on the 1 1th May, 1929 : — 

(i) The Professor shall devote himself to original study and research 
in Ancient Indian History and Cxdture, with a view to extending the 
bounds of Itnowlcdge. 

(ti) The Professor shall stimulate and ^lido advanced study and 
research by advanced students in the University of Calcutta. 

(Hi) The Professor shall \mdertake rej^lar teaching work in the Poet- 
Graduate Classes and shall ordinarily deliver not less than four lectures 
in Ills subject every week for the benefit of M.A. students of the Post- 
Graduate Department of the University. 

(tv) The Professor shall be subject to such instructions and rules 
regarding leave, residence and retirement as may be decided by the Uni- 
versity as applicable to Professors.

ASUTOSH PROFESSORSHIPS 

To perpetuate the memory of the late Sir Asutosh Mookorjee, Kt.,. 
C.S.I., etc., three ProfesHorships called (1) the Asutosh Professorship of 
Sanskrit, (2) the Asutosh Professorship of Islamic Culture, and (3) the 
Asutosh Professorship of Mediaeval and Modem Indian History were 
founded. 

Tlio Senate originally proposed to found two Professorships, viz,, (1) 
the Asutosh Professorship of Sanskrit and (2) the Asutosh Professorship 
of Islamic Culture in memory of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee. The 
salaries of those two Professors, it was proposed, would be met from the 
rentals of the shops on the ground floor of the Asutosh Building and in the 
ev'ent of those proving insufficient in any year, the deficiency would bo 
made up from the General Fund of tbe University. 

The proposal was accepted by the /Sovemment of Bengal and the 
establishment of these two Chairs >vas sanctioned by Govei-nment in 
September, 1920. Subsequently, on a representation made by the Uni- 
versity for financial help, for the re-organisation of tlie teaching arrange- 
ments in A rah it!, Persian and Sanskrit in the Post-Graduate Department, 
tlie Government of Bengal, in their letter No. 173-T.Ikin., of April, 1927, 
communicated tlioir decision to make an amiual grant of Ks. 12,000 to the 
University for the aiipoiritinent of a Professor of Islamic Study and 
Culture Jind enquired >vhethor, m these circumstances, the Universitjf 
would submit a revised proposal for tlie utilisation of the funds thus 
released from the rentals of the Asutosh Building. 

The University, thereupon, requested tbe Government of Bengal to 
sanction the establishment of a third Chair to be called the “ Asutosh 
Chair of Mediaeval and Modern Indian History out of the funds ttus 
released, on Govermneiit undertaking to maintain the Chair of Islamic 
Culture. 

The proposal for the establishment of the third Chair w^as sanctioned 
by tbe^ Goverrmont in April, 1930. 

The Senate at their meeting held on the 19th November, 1927, sanc- 
tioned a set of Rules governing each of the three Professorships.

SIR TARAKNATH PALIT PROFESSORSHIPS OF CHEMISTRY AND 

PHYSICS 

Among the public-spirited and generous benefactors of the University 
first and foremost rank must be assigned to tlio late Sir Taraknath Palit who 
made a princely gift worth about Rs. 15,00,000 in 1912. Out of the income 
derivable from this endowment two Chairs are maintained, one of which 
is designated the Palit Professorsliip of Chemistry, and the other, the Palit 
Professorship of Phyaic.s. Out of the total value of tho endowment, Rs. 
1,60,000 is set apart for the founding of a scholarship to be awarded to a 
distinguished graduate of higli attaiiiiiicnts and character, with a view to 
enabling him to proceed to some ffireign University or UnivorsitioH for the 
purpo.se of advanced study and research in .some special branch of Science.* 
It is expressly stated in the Trust Dee<i thot tho object of the Founder is the 
promotion and diffusior of scientific and teclmical education and the cultiva- 
tion and advancement of science, pure and applied, among his countrymen by 
and through indigenous agency. The Senate agreed, therefore, that the 
Chairs would always be filletl by Indians (that is, persons born of Indian 
parents, as contra-distinguished from persons who are called Statutory 
Natives of India). The Profcssors-eleet may, in the discretion of the 
Governing Body, be required to receive special training abroacl before they 
enter upor the duties of their oifice. It shall be the duty of tho Professor 
(a) to carry original research with a view to extending the bounds of 
knowledge, (5) to stimulate and guide rcjsearch by advance<i students, and, 
as an eaienttal preparation for the purpose, (c) to arrange for the adequate 
iikstmction of the students for the Degree of Bachelor of Science with 
Honours, Master of Science and Doctor of Science and also of other gtudmts 
who may be exceptionally qualified in any of the subjects of study, although

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they may not be even under-graduates of any University, provided that 
they may bo recommended by the Governing Body constituted as follows : — 

(1) The Vice-Chancellor of the University of Calcutta, President {ex- 
officio), 

(2) The Director of PabUo Instruction, Bengal. 

(3) The Dean of the Faculty of Science. 

(4) The Dean of the Faculty of Engineering. 

(5) Four Members of the University, to be annually elected by the 
Senate, two of whom at least shall be representatives of colleges in Calcutta 
under Indian management, afliliated in Science to the University. 

(6) Four members to be nominated every three years by the Founder 
and after his death by his representatives or representative in that behalf 
as is hereafter provided. 

The Founder nominated — 

Mr. I^kenath Palit, I.C.S. (since deceased). 

The Right Hon’ble Lord Sinha of Raipur (died in 1928).* 

The Hon’hlo Mr. Justice B. K. MaUik, T,C.S. (died in 1931). 

The Hon’hlo Sir Nilratan Sircar, Kt., M.A., M.D., LL.D., D.C.L. — 
to be his nominees on the said (Joveming Body. They are and each of them 
are authorised to nominate his or their successor or successors, provided 
always that the Hon’ble Sir Asutosh Mookerjeet shall always be a nominee of 
the Founder if he has not otherwise a seat on the Governing Body. 

The power of nominating a successor or successors shall be inherent in 
every original or derivative nominee of the Founder. 

(7) Two fvjpresentativea of the Professorial staff to be elected by them 
annually from amongst themselves. 

Tiic proceedings of the said Governing Body shall be laid before the 
Syndicate and may be revised by it. 

On the recommendation of the Syndicate the following proposals, made 
by the Governing Body of Sir Taraknath Palit Endowment regarding the 
duties aud tenure of appointmmt of Palit Professors, were adopted by the 
Senate on the 30th January, 1914 : — 

I. That the d\ities of each of the Professors bo specified as follows 

(1) To <levote himself to original research, in the subject in which he 
has been appointed, with a view to oKtendtng the bounds of knowledge. 

(2) To stimulate and guide research by advanced students in their special 
subjects in the University College of Science and generally to assist such 
students in Post-Graduate study and research. 

(3) To superintend the formation and maintenance of the Laboratory of 
the Coll(?ge of Science in his own subject. 

IT. That the Professors be appointed subject to the following condi- 
tions : — 

(1) (a) The salary of Sir Taraknath Palit Professor of Chemistry be 
Rs. 800 a month rising to Rs. 1 .000 a m >ntb by annual increments of Rs. 60. 

(6) The salary of Sri Taraknath Palit Professor in Physios bo Rs, 800 a 
month rising to Rs. 1,000 a month bv annual increments of Rs. 60. 

(2) Each Professor shall be a wliole-time officer of the University Ool^pge 
of Science and shall not, without the special sanction of the Govemlng Body

(3) The appointment of each Professor shall be permanent and no Pro- 
fessor shall be liable to loss of or removal from office or to reduction of the 
emoluments attached thereto on any ground whatsoever, subject, however, 
to the following provisos : — 

(а) A Professor shall vacate his office upon completion of the sixtieth 
year of his age unless, upon tho recommendation of the Governing Body, the 
Senate is satisfied that his services should, in tlie interest of research, be still 
retained by the University, and in such event the Senate may, on the r^om- 
mendation of the Governing Body, sanction his retention for such jieriod as 
may be doterinined. 

(б) A Professor may voluntarily resign his appointment at any time 
upon not less than six months’ notice given by him in wTiting to tho Govern- 
ing Body. 

(c) A Professor on retirement, on the grounti of cither attainment of 
age or of proved ill-health, will be entitled to rcct'ivc a gratuity of one month’s 
pay for each completed year’s tenure of appointment but such gratuity shall 
in no case exceed a maximum limit of eighteen months* salary. 

(d) A Professor shall be liable to removal by tlio Senate on the ground 
of misconduct or neglect of duty, if a rocoinmcndatii^n tf> that effect is mode 
by the Governing Body after full enquiry into specific charges brought 
against him, provided that at such en<pury the Professtu* concerned shall be 
allowed adequate opportuiiit to defend himself. 

*(c) Every Professor sluill be eligible tor the ]u*ivilege of the regular 
academic vacations. In the event of a Professor recjoiring leave on aecoiuit

sidered nec;essary in the intercuts of research. Prof. Ray accepted the 
appointment but dtwrod that his salary from September, 1922, onwards 
might be utilised for the furtheram*© of the Department of ('lieinistry (both 
general and applies! ) or for such other purpose as the Vice-Chancellor and 
the Governing Body might deem fit. 

A scheme for the \itilisatiou of the fund created out of the accumulated 
salary of the Professor was adopted by the Senate on the 24th September, 
1929 (vide ©p. 153-54). 

The Professor was re-appointed in 1927 and again in 1932 for a period of 
6 years on each occasion. 

On the expiry of the tef^n of his appointment in 1937, Sir PraphuUi^ ^ 
Chandra Ray expressed his desire to retire firom his appointment ne Palit 
Professor of Chemistry and the Senate unaniznously appomted him Emerftus 
Pirofessor of Chemistry with effect /Srom the date of his retirement.

SECOND TRUST DEED EXECUTED BY SIR TARAKNATH PALIT 

This indenture made this eighth day of October, one thousand nine 
bundrod and twelve between Taraknath Palit, Barristor-at-Law, of No. 35, 
Ballygunge Circular Road within the Municipal limits of the town of Calcutta, 
eon of Kalikinkar Palit deceased, Kayastha, hereinafter called ttie said 
Settlor of the first part and the said Taraknath Palit, the Hon'ble Sir 
Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt„ D.L., etc., Vice-Clianoellor of the University 
of Calcutta and one of his Majesty's Judges of the High Court, 
Bisirkuxnar Mullick, Barrister -at-Law and the University of Calcutta 
of the second part (who and the survivors of them and other the Trustc^es 
for the time teing of these presents ore hereinafter referred as *'the said 
Trostees”) and the University of Calcutta thereinafter called **the said 
Trustee University’* of the third part whereas by an Indenture bearing 
■date the fifteenth day of June, one thousand nine hundred and twelve and 
made between the said settlor of the one part and the University of Cal- 
cutta of the other part, the said settlor granted and assigned unto the said

to be determined by the Qoverning Body in the said recited indenture of 
the fifteenth of June one thousand nine hundred and tvrelve mentioned 
hereinafter referred to as the said Governing Body and the said scholarships 
shall bo awav^led upon the following conditions, namely : — 

(i) That the recipients of the said scholarships must be very distinguished 
graduates of the Calcutta University^ of either sex and must have token the 
Degree of Master of Science or Doctor of Science or have been awarded the 
Premchand Boyohand Scholarship. 

(ii) That such recipients must bo uninarriefl and must continue so during 
the period they hold such scholarships and if they contravene this condition 
they shall forfeit their scholarship as well as refund the whole of the amount 
of the pecuniary bonofit they shall have received in respect of their scholar- 
ship with interest at the rate specified in tho bond hereinafter mentioned. 

(in) Before proceeding abroad such recipients must insure their lives in

(fv) Tlio snid rt'cipients shall not during the period they may hold the

(tf) No one shall be eligible for the above scholarships whose knowledge 
of the language of the country in which his or her researches or investi^tions 
hav’o to bo prosfwuted is not suoh as to enable him or lior to intelligently 
prosit! uto such researches or investigations in that country. 

(ri) The period <luririp which such scholarKhips shall be tenable shall 
be defcorminod by the said Governing Body and it shall be competent to 
them to extend s'uch period if they deem suoh extension beneficial, 

(rii) Tf tho said Governing Body are satisfie<l that tho recipient of any 
scholarship is not diligently prosecuting his or her researches or investi- 
gat ions or is misbehaving himself or herself it shall be competent to the 
said Body to stop payment of his or her sohohirsliip either temporarily or 
permanently as they may think fit. 

(viil) The right of nomination for any of the aforesaid scholarships 
shall be with th<5 said Governing Body.

(c) Ths^ the said Trustee University shall out of or by means of the 
said Trust Bstate provide and pay transfer and make over to the authoriMsa

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of the Institution registered in the thirtieth day of January one thousand 
and nine hundred and seven under Act XX.I of I860 as the Shilpa Samiti 
and which has since been registered and is known as the Sakhi Shilpa Samiti 
Government Securities of the throe and half per cent, loan of the nominal 
value of Rs, 15,000 (Rupees fifteen thousand) when the same shall be re- 
quired by the said Institution to be applied by it for the purpose of pro- 
viding a local habitation with a view to tiie promotion of the welfare of 
Hindu widows and upon the undertaking to bo given in writing by or on 
behalf of the said Institution to the sai<l Trustee University that in case 
the said local habitation to be constructed or acquired partly by means 
of the said payment ceases to bo utilised for the promotion of the welfare

Physicins, Bengal, Gov<*rmnent Scmirities of the three and luilf per cent, 
loan of the nominal value of X*iupet‘s 50,001) (Kujjees Fifty thousand) when 
the same shall be required by tlio same institution to be utiliseil by it for 
the purpose of ‘providing tho same institution with well equipped Labo- 
ratories in order to qualify for the requirements of alhliation to the Uni- 
versity of Calcutta or in ordei» to instruct and prepare students for any

Municipal Dcljenturo Shares or Stock or Dobenturo of any Railway or 
other Company interest and liividends acc*ruing wherefrom sliall have been 
guaranteed by tho Soerelary of State for India in Council or by the Govem- 
mont of India or by any of the Local Governments in India, East India 
Railww Scripts, Bank of Bengal shar<»s purchase or inortga^ immovable 
properties in C^alcutta or its suburbs and any other securities authorised 
by any rule which tho Calcutta High Court may from time to time pres- 
cribe os a proper invostment for Trust Funds : Provided nevertheless 
tliat during the life of the said settlor the Trustees or tho Trustee for the 
time being sha!! invest moneys liable to be invested in such forms of invest- 
ment as he may approve.

of thAf A presents then in every such <Mse it shall be lawful ifor the serving or 
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oontimiing Tnisteo or Trustees .(and for the purpose of this clause every 
retiring Trustee shall be considered to be a continuing Trustee) to appoint 
a now Trustee or new Trustees hereof in the place of the Trustee or the 
Trustees so dead or permanently residing outside British India or desiring to 
be discharged or refusing to act or becoming incapble of acting as aforesaid 
and such new Trustees sliall be appointed by a majority of votes of the con- 
tinuing Trustees.

I have now decided to make over to the University a sum of ten lakhs 
of Rupees in furtherance of the University College of Science, projected 
by you with the sanction of the Senat4>, and my gift to the University 
will be made on the following conditions : — 


First , — ^That the sura be invested in such approved securities as would 
produce au income, whenever practicable, of four per cent, per annum. 

5wea<i. — The four University Professorships or Chairs be established 
one for each of the following subjects : — 

(a) Applied Mathematics 

(b) Physics 

(c) Chemistry 

(d) Botany, with special reference to Agriculture 


That the Chairs mentioned be always filled by Indians (that 
is persons bora of Indicm parents as contra-distinguished from nemnnA

during such period the Professor *eleot be paid from the income of the fund, 
such allowance as the Senate may, upon the recommendation of the Board, 
determine so as to enable him to receive a thorough theoretical and practical 
training in his special subjects. 

Seventh . — That it be the duty of each Professor — 

(a) to carry on original research in his special subject with a view 
to extend the bounds of knowledge and to improve, by the application 
of his researches the Arts, Industries, Manufactures and Agriculture of 
this country ; 

to stimulate and guide research by advanced students, and generally 
to assist them in Post -Graduate work so as to foster the growth of real 
learning amongst our young men. ^ 

Eighth . — That eight studentships be founded, each of the annual value 
of nine hundred rupees, to be paid out of the income of the fund ; that

I understand tliat 
although that sum has enabled the University to nrrango for instruction 
and research in Pure Science, the University has not been able, from lack 
of funds ,to make a similar advance in Applied Science. I have accordingly 
decided to place at the disposal of the University a further sum, namely, 
three and a half per cent. Government Seouritis for Rs. 11, 4.3, 000, which 
will produce an annual income of Rs. 40,000 to Iw applied exclusively for 
purposes of technological instruction and research. The sum will be held 
by the University as an integral part of the origiiuil gift and all the conditionB 
mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 1913, shall apply, subject to the 
following modifications : — 

First , — That tw'o now University Professorships or Chairs (in all res- 
pects subject to the same conditions as mentioned in ray lettc^r of the 8th 
August, 1913) be established one for each of the following subjects : — 

(a) Applied Chemistry. 

(b) Applied Physics. 

Note . — By *Applied Chemistry^ I mean one or more of the following 
subjects as suggested in the report of the Calcutta University Commission : — 

Colour Chemistry, preparation of dyes, drugs and photographic chemicals, 
tanning, fermentation, gas and coal-tar industrios and oil industry, or such 
other subject or subjects as may from time to time be dctemiincHl by the 
Board of Management. 

By ^Applied Physics’ I mean one or more of the following subjects as 
suggested in the report of the Calcutta University Commission : — 

Electrotechnology, Applied thermodynamics and the standardisation of 
instruments, or such other subject or subjects as may from time to time be 
detennined by the Board of Management. 

— That four additional studentships (in all respects like those 
mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 19t3, be establi^ed, such studenta 
to be attached to each of the Professors mentioned above, 

^That the balance which will remain out of the 
of the l^ind which is likefy^ to exceed Re. 24,000 after paym^t of the sislaries 
. jif the Professors and the studentships should be applied to the equipmeiit 
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and an maintenanoe of the necessary Laboratories, Museums and Work- 
shops, the adequate provision for which is absolutely necessary, and for 
which sufficient money had not been available from other ftmds at the 
disposal of the University. 

Fourthly , — ^That the Board of Management do include the Professors of 
Applied Chemistry and Applied Physics in the same way as the other four 
Professors mentioned in my letter of the 8th August, 1913. 

On receipt of information that tHe Senate has accepted my offer, I shall 
arrange for the transfer of the securities to the University.

RANI BAGISWARI AND KUMAR GURUPRASAD SINGH 
OF KHAIRA PROFESSORSHIPS 

The decree of the High Court in the suit of Rani Bagiswari Devi against 
Kumar Guruprasad Singh of Khaira provides that the ultimate use of 
the Fund vested in the University is to be carried out by the University 
‘ ‘ under the direction of and according to a scheme to be framed by Sir 
Asutosh Mookerjee.*' The gift was accepted by the Senate by resolutions 
dated the 3rd January, 1920, |bnd the 3rd June, 1921. In accordance 
with the provisions of the decree the following scheme was framed by the 
Hon’ble Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.L, etc. : — 

I. That the sum be constituted into a fund to be called the ** Khaira 
Fund for the promotion of Post-Graduate Teaching and Research.” 

II. That the sum be invested in such securities as would produce an 
annual income, whenever practicable, of not less than Rs. 30,000 : 

Provided that if the Senate should deem it beneficial to the purpose 
of the endowments hereinafter declared they shall be at liberty to invest 
the proceeds or any part thereof in any form of investment authorised 
by law or in the purchase or mortgage of landed property within the Muni- 
cipal limits of Calcutta and its suburbs. 

III. That five University Professorships or Chairs be established, 
one for each of the following subjects : — 

(i) Indian Fine Arts. 

(ti) Phonetics, 

(Hi) Physics. 

(if?) Chemistry. 

(t?) Agriculture. 

IV. That the Chair of Indian Fine Arts be named Bagiswari Pro- 
fessorship of Indian Fine Arts ; and that the other four Chairs be named 
Gumprasebd Singh Professorship of Phonetics, Physics, Chemistry and 
Agriculture, respectively. 

V. That if the state of the Fund at any time should so permit, addi- 
tional Professorships, or Readerships, to be- named after Guruprascul Singh, 
be established in each subject as may be determined by the Senate on 
the recommendation of the Board of Management, to be constituted as 
gtated b^reinafber.

In view of the importance and popularity of English as a branch of 
etudy for Post-Graduate students and the extent of the course prescribed 
in the subject it was found necessary to establish two Professorships in 
En g Ufr * On the recommendation of the S^^mdicate, the Senate accordingly 
eubmitt^ a proposal to the Government of India for founding two Pro- 
fessorships in English in the University. The proposal received the sanction 
of the Government of India in 1914. 

The following rules for the Professorship were adopted by the Senate

(3) He shall be entitled to avail himself of the regular academic voca- 
tion and holidays of the University and shall be subject to such rules as 
the Senate may pass from time to time. 

(4) Ordinarily the appointment sliall be made for five years after 
which it may be renewed or made permanent. 

(6) The Professor shall ordinarily vacate his office upon the com- 
pletion of tlie sixtieth year of his age, unless the Senate should decide that 
his se^ces should be still retained by the University for a further period 
or periods. If a person is appointed at such an age that the term for which 
he has been appointed will expire beyond the 60th year of his age, ho need 
not vacate his post at the age of 60 by the operation of the above rule. 
This rule will not preclude the Senate from appointing a geatienaan above 
60 years of age. 

(6) The Professor n^y voluntarily resign his appointment, at any 
tin^, upon not less than six months* notice in writing to the University.

PROFESSORSHIP OF COMPARATIVE PHILOLOGY 

In order to provide for the teaching of Comparative Philology the 
Senate at their meeting held on the I9th of July, 1913, unanimously accepted 
the recommendation of the Syndicate that a Professorship of Comparative 
Philology bo establislied and that the first appointment oe made for a 
term of three years on a salary of Rs. 600 a month. In accordance with 
Sections 1 and 10, Chapter IX of the University Regulations, the above 
proposal which was submitted to the Governor-General in Council received 
the sanction of the Government of India on the 21st August, 1913. 

The follovnng rules defining the duties of the University Professor of 
Comparative Philology wore adopted by tlie Senate on the 27th August.

The manuscript of sucii lectures shall be delivered to the Registrar within 
six mouths of the completion of the course and this will be published by 
the University. The copyright in the lectures will vest in the Professor 
but ho will make over to the University 200 copies of his lectures annually 
for distribution. 

(iii) To hold classes in Comparative Philology, as dirocte<l by the 
Post-Graduate Council in Arts, not less than twice a week, during 
at least 25 weeks every year, for the benefit of such Post-Graduate 
students as may desire to ^tudy the subject or any allied subjeot. 

(iv) To organise and guide research in the subjeot by advanced students. 

(e) To submit to the Senate a report, on the research work done by 

himself and hie pupils every year. (The University may, at its discretion, 
publish any work embodying the result of such lesearoh.) 

(in) To take part in teaching the subjeot or any allied subjeot at the 
under-graduate stege as directed by tlie Post-Graduate Council in Arts.

Dear Sib, 

With a view of making a start for the creation of a Readership in 
Medicine in our University, I bog to make the following suggestions for 
the consideration of the Syiulicate ; — 

The Lady Brahmachari Endowment Fund for Medical Researcli to- 
gether with any other sum of money that may have accumulated in the 
same fimd be converted into Lady Brahmachari Readership Fund. 

In addition I shall make a donation of 3% Promissory Notes of the face 
value of Rs. 2,000 to the Readership Fund. Further, I request that the 
3i% Promissory Notes already endowed by mo and originally constituted 
as a Fund for Nilmouey Bralunachari Gold Medal for Medical Research 
and at present for the Laay Brahmachari Scholar be henceforth called 
Nilmoney Brahmachari Gold Modal for the above newly created Reader- 
ship in Medicine and be added to the above funds. The interest of the 
abovementioned Promissory Notes supplemented by the unspent interest 
of the Nilmoney Brahmachari Gold Modal Fimd for medical research will 
be spent for the honorarium and the Gold Modal for the Reader, any balance 
left being used for the purchase of 3% non-tenninable Promissory Notes 
which will be also added to the above funds. 

By Readership in Medicine is meant special lectureship in a medic^ 
subj^t or in some other soiontifio subject in relation to M^ioine. It will 
be given to a person highly reputed for his knowled^ in that subje^« 
The subjects referred to above are moitioned in the Rules for the Laoy 
Endowment Fund for Medical Research. 

The appointment of the Reader will be made by the Senate on the 
recommendation of a Selection Committee to bo constituted as follows. 
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provided in the Ist-year of appqintment it wUl be made by the Syndicate 
on the recommendation of the donor : — 

(1) The Vice-Chancellor, Ghairman* 

. (2) The Dean of the Faculty of Medicine. If he is already a member 

in a different capacity then a member elected by the Faculty of Medicine. 

(8) & (4) Two members nominated by the Syndicate. 

(5) The Principal, Calcutta Medical College, or Supdt., Medical College 
Hospitals, as the Syndicate may decide. 

(6) The Principal, Carmichael Medical College. 

(7) One expert in Medicine or in an ancillary Science nominated by 

s-fl-orwards in Donor’s absence, the Director of Sciiool of Tropical 
Medicine, Calcutta, or Director, All-India Institute of Hygiene. 

(8) & (9) The Donor and one member nominated by him or their 
derivative nominees. 

Four members shall constitute a quorum. 

The Donor or his nominee will be entitled to nominate their own nominees 
rwpeetively and the power of nominating their nominees shall be inherent 
in the derivative nominees of the Donor and of Lady Bralimachari res- 
pectively. 

It is my request tliat the Readership will begin from the month of 
January next. 

The Donor or the Selection Committee shall not bo bound to recommend 
^y candidate if in their judgment no person is available deserving of the 
honour. ® 

The Selection Committee or the Donor, as the case may be, after such 
enquiry as they may deem necessary , shall draw up a report, recommending 
the name of a diatinguiahed person for the Readership. 

The Senate, for specified reasons, may request the Selection Committee 
to reconsider their decision but shall not be oompetont to substitute another 
name for the one recommended. 

The Reader wiU be appointed triennially. He will doliv’^er a course of 
not less than three lectures at the Senate House. 

^ The honorarium of the Reader shall be Rs, 2,000 in cash and shall be 
paid after the lectures have been delivered and the Reader has made over 
to the Registrar a complete copy of the lectures in a form ready for pub- 
notion. ^ In addition, the Nilmoney Brahmachari Modtil for Readmihip 
m Medicine will be awarded to him. 

The name of the Lady Brahmachari Reader will bo published in the 
Annual Calendar of the University, 

^ The lectures of the Rea<lor slialJ bo published by the University within 

months of their d<'livory, or as so<ni us pr)-jr?ibie thereafter and after 
Umraying thfs c^ost of pubUt^atlori and other expenses, if any, the surplus 
sale proceeds bhail l>e paid to the Reader in whom the copyright of the 
lectures shall vest.

(Two lakhs) for the cultivation and advancement of fundamental research 
in Pure Physics in the University College of Science. 1 have been impressed 
about the potentialities of researches in the Physics of Nucleus of the Atom 
and would be happy to be of some assistance to my Alma Mnter in the 
carrying out of fundamental researches on this subject which, I am informed, 
had already been started. I have much pleasure in handing over to the 
University a sum of Rs. 2,00,000 (Two faklis) in the form 3% War loan

i have the honour to acknowledge the i^eipt of your letter, dated the 
Ihkd inst^t, intimating to me that my offer of one lac of rupees for founding 
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a Lecturoship on Comparative Religion to bo called ‘The Stephanos Nirmal- 
nedu Ghosh Lectures** has been accepted by your University and that any 
suggestions that I might make in this coimection, your University would 
take tliem into consideration and that one lac of rupees in Government 
Promissory Notes might now be sent by mo to the University. 

(1) I am glad that your University is willing to let the Lectures be 
founded by me on the conditions stated in my first letter and 1 am grateful 
for its acooptanco of the suggestions made by me in my letter of the 28th 
April last and that it is willing to take any further suggestions that 1 would 
like to make about them. 

(2) If the University will make the Lectures quarternnial as has been 
desired by mo in my letter of the 28th April last, the Lectures for the first 
time will be delivered in the winter t>f 1922 and the interest of the Govern- 
ment Promissory Notes for 1919, 1920 and 1921 will be used to meet the 
expense of the same. 

(3) I trust your University will bo so good as to arrange for all things 
I have desired in connection with the Lectures before they are delivered 
in Calcutta and olsewdiore. 

(4) It is my wish that the Lectures should bo delivered in a central 
acadeniic placet whore a largo audience is expected to gather by previous 
notifications in public places and in two public prints for the information 
of the mufussil people. 

(5) I think it would be well if the delivery of the Lectures bo inaugurated 
and opened every year by a distinguished gentleman. 

(fi) I think it would be well also if some University authority will kindly 
be present during the delivery of the Lectures tik their end to keep order 
at the place. 

(7) 1 shall be obliged if you will inform me to whom I shall endorse 
over and deliver the Goveriunent Promissory Notes. 

(8) f shall bo grateful if I bo supplied with the abstracts of deliberations 
of the University about my endowment from time to time. 

(9) in conclusion I beg to .suggest for the consideration of the Lecturer 
(a) that my object is to help the moral and spii-itual advancement of my 
countrymen by helxjing the unfoldment of the divinity in theun which is 
calculated to make them truly happy, and (6) that the Lecturer will aim to 
show that excepting the fundamental truths of the Godhead and its attri- 
butes, viz.. Love, Wisdom, etc., which are acknowledged by all civilized 
men, creeds, dogmas, canons, etc., of the religious past and present which 
wore necessary in the time of their first promulgation have no permanent 
value, just as in all living ogranisms we find elimination of the old and 
decayed cells is incessantly going ou and newer colls are coming forth for 
the formation of newer bodies. So it may be proper to think that God’s 
revelation was not closed in the past when the creeds, etc., were fixed, 
and so if the fountain of revelation has not dried up they sliould not be 
made to hinder the reign of an ever higher conscience in human mind, if 
a religion is to bo taken as aji institution having a norm of life within it. 
So the true and lasting form of religion will be based upon the inner supre- 
macy of reason purified by revelation above any oxtemal autliority, dogma, 
etc., which are inadequate to sustain a feeling of obligation. 

Although I venture to make these my humble suggestions, I do xkot 
like to make them binding upon my Lecturer who, I tnist, will be a God- 
filled man and knowing his duties well. 

The generous offer of Mr. Ghosh was thankMly accepted by the Senate 
on the 29th March, 1019- 

The following rules were adopted by the Senate on 27th September,, 
1010 * ^ 

(1) (a) That a course of lectures on Comparative Religion be delivered 
in English onoe in every three years. 

(6 That the course doi consist ordinarily of eight lectures, and 
be delivered not more than twice a week.

^2) That the honorarium of the Lecturer be Rs. 9,000. 

(8) That the copyright in the lectures do vest in the University. 

(4) (a) That the cost of a publication of an edition (consisting ordi- 
narily of 500 copies) be paid by the University ; (6) that of the sum required 
for this purpose, Rs. 1,000 be paid out of the endowment fund, and the 
balance, if any, be paid out of the general funds of the University ; and 
(c) that the sale-proceeds be placed to the credit of the endowment fund. 

(5) That the first course of lectures be delivered during the cold weather 
season of 1921-22. 

(0) That applications be invited by public advertisement in the 
principal Indian, British, Colonial, American and Continental Universities, 
selected Theological Colleges not connected with Universities and selected 
newspapers. 

(7) That the advertisement do state that applicants are expected to 
send a brief syllabus indicating the scope of the lectures proposed to be 

. -delivered. 

(8) That, on each occasion, the advertisement be issued at least two 
years and a half before the time fixed for the delivery of the lectures and 
•candidates be required to submit their applications on or before a pres- 
cribed date at least one and a half years previous to such time. 

(9) That a committee of five members bo appointed by the Senate 
m each instance to report on the applications received. 

(10) That it be a condition of appointment of each Lecturer that he 
will deliver to the University a complete copy of his lectures within one 
month after their delivery. 

(11) That the Senate be at liberty to invite at any time an eminent 
ccholar to accept the Lectureship even though he may not have applied* 

The following instructions have been given by the Donor for the guidance 
of the Lecturers : —

In view of preventing any future misapprehension and for enabling 
the Stephanos Nirmalondu Ghosh Lecturer on Comparative Religion as 
to what is principally aimed at by such lectures, I request you would bo so 
pleased as to put the following instructions in the annual University 
Calendars, in the advertisements for inviting savants of the world and in 
the letters to <9iem. 

I think even the Lecturer whom your University would appoint for 
the next year can be advantageously furnished with a copy of the same 
so that he may come prepared for his task. 

A General OuJtline of Lectures 

The Lecturer will show that every religion, truly so called, is a product 
-of the intuition of the spirit of God within men, and so if it pleased Gk>d 
to reveal truth to them, in nature, it cannot bub bo the same to all men 
though it may not be expressed to them in the same words or apprehended 
%y them in the same manner in their minds. If this is true, the funda- 
mental basis of all religions must be identical, aiming at the same end 
trhibh appears to be nothing but the unity of God and men — ^the consumma- 
-tioa of their happiness. This is inculcated in diverse religions in diverse 
maanars. 

Yha reconciliation of God with men, if God is good, can only be achievw 

maa*e attaining his goodness — his essential attribute. The qualities 
jtibat Jnalns the being of God are innumerable ; only some are capable of 
Jbeing perceived by man’s senses, such as love, truth, wisdom, power, etc. 

m an the chief of the Divine attributes appears to be love. So if man 
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would live the life of Godlike love, he would acquire and implant in him 
the nature of God. Mem’s steady advance to this state would ultimately 
accomplish both God’s and his end — ^the unity of the Creator and the 
created. Christ is one of the high manifestations of (iod. So the highest 
conception of God in the mind of man is Christ. So if man would lift up 
Christ in him, his spirit would enable him to live his life, expressed in 
loving service and sacrifice for fellowmen, his highest advancement and 
greatest happiness would be attained in the end. 

The following letters, dated the 4th January, 1927, addressed to the 
Vice-Chancellor, and dated the 28th October, 1927, addressed to the 
Registrar, in connection with the Lectureship in Comparative Religion 
instituted in this University, were also received from Rai G. C. Ghosh, 
Bahadur, the founder : — 

Sir, 

In comioction with the Lectureship in Comparative Religion instituted 
by me in your University in view of assuring the fulfilment *of the object 
aimed at by me I request the favour of your kindly noting that in appoint- 
ing the Lecturer, care shouUl bo taken to avoid a clergyman in India or 
a Christian missionary being appointed, whoso religious views and teachings 
are well known in India, lest by such appointment my countrymen would 
be led to think that tho lectures are another propaganda of Christianity, 
on the sly, to the detriment of the high object of the foundation, which 
is clearly described in my letters to your Unh^ersity and published in its 
Calendar.

Sib, 

In continuation of my previous letter relative' to the appointment of 
Stephanos Nirmalendu Ghosh Lecturers in future, lest there may be any 
misapprehensions anywhere as to my object in writing that letter, re- 
questing your University not to appoint any missionary as a Lecturer 
who has worked in India, I beg to aver that I bear the highest respect 
towards them for their labours in trying to improve the social condition 
of the people and also the old civilisation found in the country* But as 
my experience is that their activities have not been fruitful in building 
tho life and charactor of the young men on the model of Ghrist, aiming 
at which I was led by the spirit of God to establish the Lectureship. I 
am of opinion that the missionaries whose addresses and writings have 
already been hoard and road, will be able to make little impression upon 
those who will be the hearers in the University owing to their prepossessed 
state of mind, and they may consider the object of the establii^hment of 
thj Chair to bo auobhr3r fr^ish propaganda to smuggle in Christianity, 
whereas my sole aim is only to hold up before their eyes the life and 
teaching of Christ which they may try to follow. 

So I hope that my previous letter referred to above will be oonsidm^ 
quite consistent with tJie object of the ^foundation and published in the 
Calendar for future reforonoo. 

I request you will be so good as to put up this matter before the Syndicate 
for its decision early in November next.

In February, 1924, Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., M.A., D.L., 
D.So., Ph.D., F.R.A.S., F.R.S.E., F.A.S.B., offered to place at the clisposal 
of the University, 3 p.c. Govtirnment Securities for Rs. 40,000 with a view 
to establishing a Lecturesliip to pe called the * Kamalu Lectureship ' in 
memory of his beloved daughter Kamala, on the conditions mentioned 
in the following letter ; —

I desire to place at the disposal of my University Government Securities 
for rupees Forty Thousand only of the 3 per cent. Loan with a view to 
estabti^ a lectureship, to be called the Kamala Lectureship, in memc^ 
of my beloved daughter Kamala (b. 18th April, 1895 — d. 4th Janua^, 
1923). The Lecturer who will be annually appointed by the Senate, w^ 
deliver a comse of not less than three lectures, either in Bengali or in English, 
on some aspect of Indian Life and Thought, the subject to be treated from 
a comparatiive standpoint. 

The foMowing scheme shall bo adopted for the lectureship 

(1) Not later than the 31st March every year, a Special Committee 
of ffve members sliall be constituted as follows ; — 

One member of the Faculty o& Arts to be nominated by the FcMstilty. 

One member of the Faculty of Scienoe to be nominated by the Faculty. 

: One member to be nominated by the Council of the Asiatic Society 
of Bengal. 

One member to be nominated by the Bangiya Sahitya Parishad. 

One member to be nominated by the Founder or his representative. 

4 It being net possible for Mr. Huxley to come over to India on account 
of the war, Dasgupta was appointed te the Lectureship for the year. 
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(2) The Special Committee, after such enquiry as they may deem 
necessary, shall, not later than the 30th June, draw up a report, recom- 
mending to the Senate the name of a distinguished scholar. The report 
shall specify the subject of the proposed lectures and shall include a brief 
statement of their scope. 

(3) The Report of the Special Committee shall be forwarded to the 
Syndicate in order that it may be laid before the Senate for confirmation 
not later than the 31st July. 

(4) The Senate may, for specified reasons, request the Special Com- 
mittee to reconsider their dcscision but shall not be competent to substitute 
another name for the one rocommondod by the Committee. 

(5) The Lecturer appointed by tlio Senate shall deliver the lectures 
at the Senate House not later than the month of January next following. 

(6) The Syndicate shall, after the lectures are delivered in Calcutta, 
arrange to have them delivered, in the original or in the modified form, 
in at least one place out of Calcutta, and shall, for this purpose, pay such 
travelling allowance as may be necessary. 

(7) The honorariiiin of the Lecturer shall consist of a sum of Rupees 
One Tliousiind in Cash and a Gold Medal of the value of Rupees Two Hundred 
only. The lionorarium shall be paicl only after the lectures have been 
delivered and the Lecturer has made over to the Registrar a complete 
copy of the lectures in a form ready for })uhlioation. 

(8) The lectures shall bo published by the Unix^ersity within six months 
of their <lelivery, and after defraying the cost of publication the surplus 
sale proceeds shall bo paid to the Lecturer, in whom the copyright of the 
lectures shall vest. 

(9) No person who has once been appointed a Lecturer shall be eligible 
for re-appointment before the lapse of five years.

asutosh lectureship* 

On the 25th June, 1925, the Governing Body of the University Law 
College decided to set apart from the College Fund, a sum of Rs. 20,000 
for the purpose of creating an endowment for the establishment of a Leo- 
tureship in the University, called the ** Asutosh Lectureship *’ to perpetuate 
the memory of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., O.S.I., etc. 

The following scheme governing the appointment of Lecturers, recom- 
mended by the Governing Body of the College, was accepted by the Senate 
on the 25th July, 1925 : — 

1. The Governing Body of the University Law College shall, on or 
before the 3 Ist day of August iu each year, select a Lecturer for the ensuing 
year and the subject for the Leoturealup. 


♦The original proposal was for instituting “ Asutosh Readership ; 
the Governing Body of the Law College, on the 28th March, 1928, designated 
In modification of the previous rules, the ** Asutosh Reader ** as Ito 
Lectnm ** and the ” Asutosh ^adership Fund ” as l^e ** Asatom Leo- 
tnresMp Fund.** The modifications were reported to the Senate on the 
fith May, 1928. 
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2. The Lecturer so appointed shall during the months of Janixary, 
February and I^roh or in one or other of such months in the year next 
ensuing after his selection, deliver a course of lectures in the subject so- 
seleote^ the course to consist of not less than throe and not more than 
twelve lectures. 

3. The lectures shall be delivered in the University Buildings. 

4. That a sum of Rs. 20,000 set apart shall bo vested in trustees, namely, 
the Vice-Chancellor of tlie Calcutta University and tlio P^incip^vl of the 
Law College for the time being. 

6. Tbe lectures delivered s£i.ll be printed and published on the rceoin- 
mendation of the Governing Body at the cost of the University. 

*8. The honorarium payable to the Lecturer shall bo the income for 
one year of the investment of the said siun of Rs. 20,000. 

7. The names of the Lecturers and their subjects shall be published 
in the University Calendar. 

8. The first course of lectures shall be delivered in Janrary, Febrt ary 
and March of 1926 or in one or other of these months.

LILA LECTURESHIP AND PRIZE 

Mr. Ranendramohan Tagore made over to the University 3i% G. P. 
Notes of the face value of Rs. 7,500 for the purpose of creating an endow- 
ment for the award of a Prize to be called ‘ Lila Prize* and a Lectureship 
to be called ‘ Lila Locturoship ’ in loving memory of his daughter Lila Debi 
(Chaudhuri), who gave many years of her life in cultivating Bengali Lan- 
guage and Literature, hoping tlmt the endowment would be an encourage- 
ment to those of her sisters who are giving their best and most for the 
same purpose, on the following terms and conditions : — 

The Prize will ho awarded and the Lecturer will be appointed every 
alternate year, oornmonoing from the yoafk* 1944, in the order named. 

Out of the interest accrued in two years on Rs. 7,500 at least Rs. 100 
(Rupees one hundred only) will be kept as an award for the prize and at 
least Rs. 400 (Rupees four hundre<l only) will be kept as a honorarium 
for the Lecturesliip.

(iv) Application will be invited for the Lila Prize in the month of 
November by notifloation in newspaper and in the Calcutta Gazette. Each 
application will have to be accompanied by necessary publications of the 
applicant in Bengali and must reach the Registrar within a speoifled date. 

(v) The Committee shall select not later than the month of January 
the candidate whose work will be considered as the beat and recommend 
her name to the Syndicate for the award of the Lila Prize , and the award 
will he made in the Annual Convocation following. 
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(III) The Lila Lootureship shall be conducted in. the following- 
scheme : — 

(i) The Lecturer, who will be appointed by the Syndicate every alter- 
nate year, will deliver a course of not less than throe loctiipos in Bengali 
on some subject of Bengali Language and Literature. 

(ii) The Special Oommitteo after such enquiry as they may deem' 
necessary shall, not later than the month of September next following 
draw up a report reoommonding to * the Syndicate the na»ne of a 
suitable scholar. In selecting the tn^cburei* profoi'onco will be given to a 
lady scholar. The report shall specify the subject of tlio proposed lecture.

The lectures shall 
be published by the University within six months of their delivery, and 
after defraying the cost of publication, the surplus .sale proceeds siiall bo 
paid to tlie Ijooturor in whom the copyright of tlie lectures shall vest. 
No person who has once been appointecl Lecturer shall be eligible for re- 
appointment before the lapse of nine years. 

(2) Prize — The Prize which shall consist of a cash payment of not 
less than Rs. 1 ,000 shall be awarded to the best writer of fiction ir Behgali, 
whether novels or stories, published within three years previous to the 
year of the award. No person who has once been awarded the Prize 
shall be eligible for re-selection before the lapse of nine years. 

(3) Medal — The Medal W'hose value will be Rs. 100 approximately 
shall be awarded to the writer selected for the Prize. 

The Prize and the Modal shall be awarded publicly at the Annual Con- 
vocation of tlio University. The Medal shall bear the words * Saratchandra 
Cbattopadhyay Smriti-Padak ’ in Bengali along with the name of the 
recipient on one side juid the University arms on the other with the year 
of its award. 

The names of the recipients shall be published in the University Calendar 
and also in the Calcutta Gazette. 

(4) Selection Committee— A Selection Committee shall bo constituted 
by 31st January, each year who will select the Lecturer and the person 
to whom the prize and the medal be awarded. It will consist of the 
following members : — 

(i) The A^ioe-Chancellor, Calcutta University. 

(i») Dr, Syamaprasad Mookerjee, Vice-President, Saratchandra Chatter- 
jee Memorial Committee, or liis successor to be nominated by him, the 
power of nominating a successor being inherent in every original or deri- 
vative nominee. 

(m) Mr. Atulchandra Gupta, M.A., B.L., or his successor to be nomi- 
nated by him, the power of nominating a successor being inherent in the 
original or derivative nominee. 

(«e) The Ramtanu Lahiri l^rofessor of Bengali, Calcutta University. 
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( 1 ?) The tlniveirsity Professor of Bengali, Dacoa University. 

(la) A representative of the Baogiya Sahitya Parishad. 

(eii) A representative of the Prabasi Bangiya Sahitya Sammelan 
and 

{viii) A Scholar in Bengali to be nominated by the Syndicate of the 
Calcutta University. 

If in any year in the opinion of the Committee no person is found 
deserving of the award of the Medal and the Prixe or of appointment as 
a Lecturer, the interest thus accruing shall be added to the corpus of the 
fund. In suoh an event an additional appointment and award may be 
made in a subsequent year. 

The Prooeedix^s of the Selection Committee shall bo subject to con- 
firmation by the Syndicate, which shall have the power only to refer back 
the recommendations to the Committee for reconsideration. The Syndicate 
shall be competent to frame additional rules in consultation with the Selec- 
tion Committee, not inconsistent with the scheme outlined above. 

It is our wish that the first series of lectures may be organised and the 
Prisse and Medal be awarded in the year 1D4S.

GHOSE TRAVELLING FELLOWSHIP 

The lata Sir Bashbohary Ghosa, in his Will, made a bequest to the Uni- 
versity of a sum of Rs. 2,60,000, for the purpose of fouixdirig a few Fellow- 
ships in the University. . a * 

The bequest was thankfully accepted by the Senate on the 6tli August,. 

1921 

Th® following is a joint letter from the Executors to the said Will on 
the subject of the bequest : —

We have the honour to inform you that Sir Bashbohary Ghose, by the 
seventh clause of his WiU, dated the 23rd day of May, 1920 (of which wo 
have recently obtained Probate from the High Court), direct^ us, as his 
Executors, to make over to the Calcutta University, out of his estate, the 
sum of Bs. 2,60,000, for the foundation of a few Travelling FeUowships 
It is his recommendation that the University should employ the said sum* 
bv following the clauses and rules which he recorded in English m the 
s^edule ^rked ‘Ka’ to the said Will. A copy of English translation of 
the seventh clause to the said Will annexed to the Probate and of the said 
schedule marked ‘Ka’ is appended hereto. . 

We shall feel obliged if you will place the matter before the University 
in due course for acceptance of the said bequest.

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7th Clause of the Will 

“7. I have resolved to found a few Travelling Fellowships, under the 
supervision of the Calcutta University. In order to defray the ajmiin.1 
costs of those Travelling Fellowships, it is necessary to make over 
Rs. 2,50,000, two and a half lace of rupees to the said University. Hence 
I hereby direct the Executors appointed by this my Will that they should, 
as soon as they can, within one year of my death, make over Rs. 2,50,000, 
two and a half lacs of inipees out of my Estate to the said University. It 
is my recommendation that the Calcutta University should employ the 
said Rs. 2,60,000, two and a half lacs of rupees by following the clauses and 
rules which I have recorded in English in the Schedule marked *Ka’ to the 
Will. 

Schedule ‘ifa’ 

1. That a sum of Rs. 2^ lacs to bo made over to the University of 
Calcutta be invested in approv^ed Securities so as to produce an income, 
whenever practicable, of four per cent, per annum. 

2. That the entire management of the said fund in all respects what- 
soever and the application of its income, be, subject to the general control 
of the Senate, vested in the Board of Management mentioned in my letter 
of the 8th August, 1913, to the University of Calcutta founding four Uni- 
versity Professorships. 

3. That three Travelling Fellowships be founded, each tenable for one 
year, the Fellows to bo remunerated from the income of the F\md. 

4. That the Fellow’ships bo open only to persons who have been at 
any time admitted to a Degree in the University of Calcutta. 

5. That the Travelling Follow s be nominated by the Board of Manage- 
ment subject to coniirmation by the Senate. The Board of Mamagement 
sliall have pow^'or to invite applications and shall satisfy themselves as to 
the general ability of a candidate for Fellowship to profit by a course of 
study abroad. Each candidate shall be required to submit a general 
scheme of the work he proposes to undertake during the tenure of his 
Fellowship. 

6. It shall be the duty of each Travelling Fellow to investigate educa- 
tional methods abroad (that is outside India) in his special branch of study 
or to undertake research in any special branch of learning — such branch 
and the seats of learning when the investigation is to be carried on to be 
determined by the Board of Management in consultation with the candi- 
date. The Fellows shall submit periodical accounts of their work to the 
Board and supply such other evidence of the progress made by them as^ the 
Board may, from time to time, require. 

7. Each Travelling Follow shall, on his return to India, submit to the 
Board a full report embodying the results of his studies and travels which 
shall be published by, and be the property of the University, 

8. The emoluments, attached to a Fellowship, shall be paid ordinanly 
in advance in two half-yearly instalments. The Board shall ^ve power 
however to withhold the payment of the second instalment if the work 
done by a Travelling Fellow during the first half-year of the tenure of 
Fellowship be deemed unsatisfactory by them. A Travelling FeUow may 
be reappointed or have his term extended at the discretion of the Board 
of Management. 

9. Of the three Fellowships to be awarded each year, at least two shall 
be allotted to a Scientific subject. 

10. The Senate shall have power, on the recommendation of the Board 
of Management, to frame suppkmentary rules for the efficient administn^ 

1.3-~1810B 
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tion of the fund. Such rules, however, sliall in no wise conflict with the 
principle laid down above nor shall the Senate have power, under any cir- 
oumstances, to spend any portion of the corpus of the fund but, if one or 
more Fellowships are not awarded in any particular year on account of lack 
of suitable candidates or for like reason, the sum unspent may bo temporari- 
ly Invested by the Board and applied in the award of additional Fellow- 
ships in any subsequent year.” 

The foUowiug supplementary rule re award of the Ghoae Travellmg 
Fellowships was adopted by the Senate, on the 20th May, 1933 ; — 

When a Ghose Travelling Fellowsliip is awarded to a whole-time teacher 
of the University, the University will obtain from him aii undertaking that 
he shall return to his dutie ^ at the end of the period and at the option of the 
University shall continue to serve as such teacher for at least three years on 
his usual scale of pay. In default of this such teacher may be called upon 
by the University to refund the amount paid to him as Travelling Follow. 

The following supplementary rules governing the award of the Ghose 
Travelling Fellowships were also adopted by the Senate, on the 26th May, 
1934:— 

(t) The emoluments attached to the Fellowship shalLbe paid in advance 
in two half-yearly instalments after deducting a total sum of Rs. 600* which 
sum will be paid to the Fellow after the report, which he is required to sub- 
mit under Rule 7, has boon considered and approved by the Board of Manage- 
ment. 

(it) Payment of the second instalment of the emoluments under Rule 8 
will be made to the Follow only rfftor a report of the work done by him during 
the first half-year has been considered and approved at a meeting of the 
Board.

In August, 1908, Mr. 6. K. Lahiri placed at the disposal of the Univenity 
the copyright of his publication known as ^‘Select Poems,* ^ and expresied a

desire that the income from the sale procecwls of the publication might be 
applied for the award of an annual gold modal to the best graduate in Mental 
and Mortal Philosophy at the B- A. Examination, in memory of his father, the 
late Babu Ramtanu Lahiri. The offer was thankfully accepted by the 
Syndicate and since then a considerable balance accumulated to the credit 
of the Fund. In these circumstances the Syndicate, at the siiggestion of the 
donor and with the sanction of the Senate, have, under Section 19, Chapter 
IV of the University Regulations, established a Research Fellowship in 
History of the Bengali Language and Literature, to be maintained out of the 
income of the above Fee Fund, supplemented by grant from the Fee Fund of 
the University and have named the Fellowship after the late Babu Ramtanu 
Lahiri, the father of tlje donor. They had also appointed Rai Bahadiu 
Prof. Dinoschandra Sen, B.A., U.Litt., as the first Ramtanu Lahiri Rewarch 
Follow for a term of five years on a salary of Rs. 260 a month. The duties^ 
of the Fellow were define»d as follows : — 

(1) To devote himself to the investigation of the History of Bengali 

Language and Literature from the earliest times. -u j • 

(2) To deliver annua1l3^ a course of twelve public Itwturos embodying 
the results of his investigations ; the lectures to be published by the Univer- 
sity. 

(3) To submit to th^) Syndicate every six minths a report of the progress 
of work done by him during the preceding six months. The Fellowship to 
be suspended if on the report of a competent authority, the work done be 
not found to be satisfactory or up to the st^dard expected.

SREEGOPAL BASUMALLIK FELLOWSHIP 

In 1897, Babu Sreegopal Basiunallik of No. 46, Panchanantala Lane, 
Calcutta, offi^rod to place annually Rs. 5,000 ih the hands of the University, 
for the purpc»se of creating a FelUvwship for the promotion of Sanskrit learning 
and Vedantic studies and also offered to enter into a bond for the purpose, 
providing for payment of the afor<>said sum annually for five years. On 
the 10th April, 1897, a set of Rulc»s for the Fellowship which was called the 
Sreegopal Basumallik Fellowship in Sanskrit and Vedantic Literature, waB 
formulated and approved between the Donor and the Syndicate of the Uni* 
versity. In 1904 the scdieme for the Fellowship was revised. The scheme 
was further revised in 1920 under the terms of Settlement as decreed by the 
High Court, of Judicatur«» at Fort William in Bengal on the 20th July, 1920* 

On the 16th March, 1926 Mr. S. C. Mallik addressed a letter te the Regis- 
trar, recommending that the scheme of the Sreegopal Basumallik FeUowsh^ 
should bo revised so that from time to time a course of lectures should 
delivered by some one who had specially studied both the Oriental and Occi- 
dental systems of thoughts. He suggested that a total honorarium of 
Rs. 6,000 (inclusive of the cost of publication of the lectures deliver^) s^uld 
be offered for the delivery of a course of public lectures and that if this did 
not prove sufficient to attract a suitable man the trust ffinds riiould be 
ocGumulated for two years and a honorarium of Rs. 10,000 offered. 

The following revise scheme formulated on the lines of the above sugges- 
tions was adopted by the Syndicate in 1925 : — ^ 

1. A sum of Rs. 1,000 should 6e set aside for the cost of publloalion 
the lectures referred to in paragraph 2 of the, scheme. 
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2* A honorarium of Rs. 4,000 shall be offered for the delivery of a courso 
of twelve lectures in December, 1025, ou Vedanta Philosophy dealing es* 
peoially with the place occupied by the Vodauta in the philosophical systems 
of the civilised world and of its merits as comparoil with \^'o8tern Schools 
of thought. ... .... 

3. Notices shall be sent to the leading Universities in India inviting 
applications from candidates for the Followship who shall be required to sub- 
mit their applications in writing to the Registrar on or Iwiforo the 3 1st August 
next accompanied by a statement of their qualili cat. ions and coursers of study 
and by two testimonials. Advortisomonts invititig nppIications shall also 
be inserted in suitable publicHtions circulating in Imlia. 

4. Candidates shall be required to have piirsnod a course of study in 
both Oriental and Occidental systems of Philosophy. 

5. Candidates shall bo required to submit s\''nopsi's of the lectures they 
propose to deliver together with their applications. 

6. The selection orf a Ff>llow shall be made by a SeU^ction Hoard appoin- 
ted by the Syndicate of which the Founder .shall a iiuanber. 

7. In the event of no suitable person appl>'ing the loctur^\s shall be post- 
poned to December, and honorarium of Ks. 0,000 be offered in which 

case notices inviting applications shall he sent to the principal Vmvtirsities 
in Europe and America us well as to the l.nivor.sitios of India, advertisements 
also being inserted in suitable pubUcati(>ns circulating in Europe, America 
and India. 

Note, — (t) The cost of advertisement .should be borne from University 
funds. The honbrariimi should be exclusive of tl)'^ cost of 
publication. 

(n) Locture.s should bo so arranged as not t(* clash with Christ- 
mas holiday's. 

(iti) The Selection Board should .select thn^t* naiiie.s and forward 
them to the Trustee for final st>lection. 

(tv) 100 copies should l>e provhlerl for the Fminder’s reprosenta* 
tivoH and 400 copies for th<» L’niver'-it \ .

SIR PRAPHULLACHANDRA RAY RESEARCH FELLOWSHIP 

Sir PrafAuHftcbaodrs Bay, Kt., CJJE., Ph.D., D.Sc., F.C.S., Sir Tarak' 
Professor of Chai^try, having signified his intention to vacato^ 
Cfew on oompletion of his 00th yciar in September, 1922» the Senato 
iifei|ii6ib6d Imn to contiitu^ in his post for fi years longer in the interest of 
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research. Sir Praphullachandra Ray accepted the offer but desired that his 
salary from September, 1922, onwards might bo utilised for the furtherance 
of the Department of Cliemistry (both General and Applie d) or for such other 
purposes as might be deemed fit. Sir Praphullachandra Ray finally retired 
rrom the Chair in 1937 and his salary from September, 1922 to August, 1937 
was funded. 

On the recommendation of the Syndicate, the Senate on the 24th August, 
1929, adopted the following schc^me for the utilisation of the fund created 
out of the accumulated salary of the Professor : — 

(1) Rs. 6,000 (five thousand) only to bc^ spent for the extension of the 
Inorganic Chemistry Laboratory of the University College of Science. 

(2) Rs. 10,000 (ton thousand) only to be spent for the equipment of an 
Inorganic Research Laboratory at the University College of Science specially 
for the investigation of Rare Earths and for Micro -analysis. 

(3) Rr. 10,000 (ten thousand) only to bo paid to the Indian Chemical 
Society as a contribution towards its Building Fund, 

•(4) The rest to bo fimded and out of the interest a Research Fellowship 
in Chemistry of the valiio of Rs. 200 (two hundi’od) only per mensem to be 
constituted as soon as possible on certain terms and conditions, provided that 
the number of Fellowships be raised to two if and when the funds accumulate 
to such an <»xtorit as to permit such a procedure. 

The revised rules as adopted bj* the Senate on the 20th January, 1936, 
were as follows : — 

(i) The appointment to this Fellowship, which Ls open only to the 
graduates of the Calcutta University, shall be made after inviting appli- 
cations advt»rtis(iment. The candidate for the Fellowsliip should 
ordinarily bo t^ithor a Promchnnd Roychaiui Student or holder of the Doctor s 
D€»grfM) and ho must have already furnished positive proof of his capacity 
for research by sonio strikingly original w'ork. 

(tt) Ho must submit along with his application a full statement of his 
research work previously carried out and also a list of his papers already 
published together with any such refen^nces to his work as may be made by 
other distinguished workers in his subject. Ho should state in his appli- 
cation an outline of work that he intends to do if appointed to the Fellow- 
ship. 

(in*) The Fellow must be a whole-time worker and shall devote himself 
whole-heartedly to his roseandi work. He shall not carry out any work on 
behalf of outsiders in the Laboratory allotted to him for any coi^deration 
and must not bo in recepit of any salary or emolument for serving in and 
other cj^acity. 

(iv) The University shall from its own funds make such recurrii^ and 
periodical grants or contribution as it may consider necessary (ordinarfly 
not less than Rs. 760 and not more than Rs. 1,000) for each Fellow for 
each year in order to enable the Fellow to carry on his researches. 

(v) The Follow should bo appointed for a period of two years for the 
first time. The Fellowship will thereafter be rentiwable every year up to a 
maximum of 5 years (including the first term of two years). 


* On the recommendation of the Syndicate, the Senate, on 15th August, 
1931> decided that the second Fellowship as contemplated in the schen^ 
governing the Sir Praphullachandra Ray Research Fellowship, be held in 
abeyance during the year 1931-32 and that from the savings thereof thw® 
stipends, one of Rs. 60 and two Rs. 26 each per month, tenable for one 
year, be awarded to three deserving students working under Sir PtaphuUa- 
Chandra Ray in the GhemicsJ Laboratory of the University Copeg® ^ 
Boienoe^ ^

a detailed report of the work hcj. has done and ho intends to do in the next 
year, which shall bo duly considered by the Committee before renewal.

G, P. Not<»s of the face value of 1 lac for promotion of 
Physic’o-Biological Kosearcli Work in accordance with tlie scheme and on 
the conditions mentioned below : — 

1. Tho income of the fund wdll bo utilised for maintaining ono or more 
I Fellowships to be natm^d after my husband. 

2, The mariRgeinent of tlie fund in all respect whatsoever and the 
application of its income will (subject to tho general control of the Senate), 
be vested in a Board of Management to bo constituted as follows : — 

(1) The Vico-Chaucellor of the University, as Chairman, ex-officio, 

(2) Tho President of the Post-Graduate Council in Science or the Dean 
of the Faculty of Science in tho ovent of the office of President, Post-Graduate 
Council in Scionce, being aboli.shfxl. 

(3) Ono morabor to bo annually nominated by the Syndicate. 

(4 & 5} Two to bo annually nominated by the Executive Committee of 
Post-Graduate Council in Science, representing Botany and Physiology. 

(6) Tho Director of the Boso Institute for the time being or, in the event 
of there being no Director, a nominee of the Governing Body of the Bose 
Institute. 

(7) A nominee of tho Governing Body of the Bose Institute. 

(8, 9 and 10) The following three nominees of roe, the Donor, namely 

(а) Mr. Syomaprasad Mookerjeo. 

(б) Mr. Bhupatimohan Sen (Principal, Presidency College). 

(c) Myself. 

The nominees of the donor are and each of them is authorised to nominate 
in writix^ his (or her) or their successor or successors and the power of 
nominatixig a successor or successors shall be inherent in every original 
or derivative nominee of the Donor in the manner aforesaid. In any case 
in which no successor is so nominated the remaining members nominated 
by the Donor and their successors will nominate in writing another person 
in his or her place. Until a suoeessor is appointed the lemaining mmnber 
or members will carry on the work of the said Board. 
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At least five members will form a quorum for a meeting. The Pro- 
ceedings of the Board so constituted shall bo laid before the Syndicate for 
confirmation. 

3. Each Fellowship will carry a salary of Rs. 100 per month or more 
if the Board so decides in deserving cases. 

4. Fellows shall be elected by tlio Board of Manageiiiont from amongst 
distinguished graduates who shall bo Bengali Hindus only. 

*6. Each Fellowship will be tenable for a periorl of five years, the Fellow 
to remain on probation for the first year. Ho will be oligil>[o for ro-oloction 
for a period to bo dotormiaod by tho Board in (tnofi r-aso, provided the 
Board is satisfied that such e^xtension of appointment is necessary for 
enabling the Follow to complete the work urKlortakeii by him. 

fi. The University sliall allot a suitable grant to each Fellow for et^uip- 
ment and other necessary expenses for his res<utr( h work. A part of the 
expenses may be mot out of any surplus that may be left out i)f tho income 
from tho endowment fund and the said Board shall also fijul a suitable 
place for tho Fellow to carry’ out their work tind afford suitable fat’ilities 
for the same. 

7. Each Follow shall ilevoto himself exclusivnly resoarcli in his special 
subject and shall not hold any other a])pointmt)j:t itr servirt^ 

8. Subject to general principles outlined uhi>ve tlie modt> of appoint- 
ment of the Fellows, the detaik^ terms and (Conditions of their services, 
the supervision of their work and tho manner in which they ar€» t o discharge 
their duties as also the condition*! on which the Fellowship shall l>e awarded, 
retained and renewed shall bo det<Tmined bv nil»>s to fraimsl by the 
Board from time to time. 

9. The proceedings of tho Board shall he subject To coufirrnat ion by 
tho Syndicate. 

As soon as I am informed tliat the Senate is willing to accept the offer on 
the conditions mentioned above, I shall arrange to transfer Oovf^rmnont 
Promissory Notes of the required value in favour of the University.

The following rules for tho award of the Fellowship were adopted by 
the Syndicate on the 6th August, 1938 -

in September, 1938.

(3) The candidate for the Fellowship must possess high academic quali- 
fications, preferably of Calcutta University and must have already furnished 
proof of his capacity for research. 

(4) Ho must submit along with his application a full statement of his 
research work previoiifily carried out and also a list of his papers already 
published together with any such references to his work as may have been 
made by other workers in his subject. Copies of published papers should 
also bo sent. Ho should give in his application an outline of work that 
ho intends to do if appointed to the Fellowship. 

(5) The Follow must be whole- time worker and shall devote himself 
exclusively to liis research work. 

(6) A roseaiTh grant not exceeding Rs. 1,000 j^or annum ordinarily will 
be placed at the disposiil of the Fellow in order to enable him to carry on 
his researches. The University may make a suitable supplementary 
grant for this purposes. All ap]>lianccs purehast^d out of this fund shall be 
the property of the University. 

(7) The Fellow shall ordinarily be paid Rs. 150 a montli. The Fc^llow- 
ship will be tenable for a period of three years but the Ftdlow will be on 
probation during the first year. He will be eligible for re-election for a 
period not exceeding two years to be determined by the Board of Manage- 
ment., provide! I tlie Board* is satisficnl that su(*h extension is necessary for 
enabling him to complete the work undertaken by him. In applying for 
renew’al of thi» b^clkiwsliip the cantlidate must submit a detailed report of 
the work lie has done and he intimds to <lo if re-appointed which shall 
bo tluly'^ considered by tlie Board Tmforo renewal. 

( 8) The Fellow shall carry on his research work in the Univ^orsity College 

of Science, the Institute or any other laboratory to be approved by 

the Board of Management, under the supervision of an expert to be deter- 
mined b>^ the Board. 

(9) Tlie Fellow shall be required to submit a report of his work at the 
end of each year ; such report is to bo foiwarded to the Board of Manage- 
ment with the remarks of the expert under whom he works.

BIPRADAS PALCHAUDHURI FELLOWSHIP 

Mr. Ranajit Palchaudhuri (Maheiiganj Estate, MahesganJ, Nadia) platoed 
at the disposal of the University Government (Purities of the face value 
of Rs, 50»000 (Rupees Fifty Tliousand only) for the purpose of establishing' 
a Fellowship to be called the Bipradaa Palchaudhuri Fellowship. Thw 
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Endowment is intended for enabling the University to invite competent 
scholars from foreign countries to yisit India and study, under the auspices 
of the University, * Aspects of Hindu Civilisation and Culture *. 

The conditions of the endowment are as follows : — 


(1) ^ The sum made over to the University shall be invested in approved 
aeoorities and corpus shall always remain untouched. 

(2) The management of the fund and its application shall remain 
vested in a Board, subject to the general control of the Senate, to be cons- 
tituted as follows ; — 


The Board 


(i) The Vice-Chancellor. 

(ii) The President, Post-Graduate Council in Arts. 

{iii) Two scholars tp be annually norninatod by the Syndicate re- 
presenting such subjects a<^'TndiaT» Philosophy and Religion, Sanskrit, 
Indian History, Culture and Literature. 

(iv) One norniuoe of the Post-Gradual o Council in Arts. 

(r) Two ropresontativos nominated by the Founder or his heirs. 

In the eventuality of smh nomination (s) not boin^r forthcoming within 
three months of a vacancy the University of Calcutta shall co-opt such 
representatives from amongst his heirs. 

The Board shall frame* rules for the solew'tion of the Fellows, who must 
be graduates from accredited Universities recognised by the respective 
f^tate. 

The nomination made by the Board shall be subject to the approval 
of the Senate. 

The Board shallJav down the conditions which will bo ftjlfilled by tho 
FeUow. 

The Follow shall be paid such remuneration as tho interest of the En- 
dowment will allow supplomentod by an adequate additional grant to be 
made by the Senate. It may, if convenient, also provide quarters at any 
of the University Buildings or any Hostel undor its control. 

Tho Fellow shall ordinarily, be appointed every two years and tho 
Fellowship shall remain in force for a period of two years, out of which 
at least half the period should bo spent at tho University of Calcutta. 

At the completion of his studie.s, he must submit a full report of his 
investigations in the form of a thesis to tho University, which will be for- 
warded for publication after approval by the Board. 

The Board will expect that the Fellow on his return to his native country, 
will continue to maintain cultural relationship with India by means of 
lectures and publications on the subject on which he has specialised. 

The offer for tho endowinont was accepted with thanks bv the Senate 
on the 27th April, 1940. 

On the recommfmdation of the Board of Management of tho Bipradas 
Palohauhuri Fellowship Fund the following revised rules governing the 
Fellowship were adopted by tho Syndicate at their meeting held on 16th 
November, 1961 ; — 

(1) The Follow shall ordinarily be ap|:>ointed every three years and the 
Fellowship shall remain in force for a period of one year. 

(2) The remuneration of the Fellow shall be lls. 6,000 per annum in- 
-iduding all expenses less income tax payable at the usual rate obtaining in 
India. 

(6) Advertisement inviting candidates for the Fellowship shall be sent 
to the Universities in British Commonwealth and America.

ABDUL HALIM TRAVELLING FELLOWSHIP 

Khan Sahib Maulvi Abdul Halim, elder brother of Dr. Md. lehaque,. 
M.A., B.Sc., Ph.D. (Load.), Lecturer, Calcutta University, made over to 
the Calcutta University the sum of Rs. 15,000 (Rupees Fifteen Thousand^ 
only for the foundation of a Travolling Fellowship for sending out a scholar 
to Iran once in three years for the purpose of higher studies and research 
in Persian language or culture, tenable for at least six months, and main- 
tained out of the interest accruing from the fund on certain conditions for 
the award. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Senate on 22nd April, 1944. 

The conditions as modified by the Syndicate on 10th August, 1044, and 
27th April, 1945, stand as follows : — 

1. That the Fellowship bo named Abdul Halim Travelling Fellowship. 

2. That the amount of Rs. 15,000 (Rupees fifteen thousand) only be 
invested in approved securities so as to produce an income of at least 3i% 
per annum. 

3. That the entire management of the said fund in all respects what- 
soever and the application of its income be, subject to the general control 
of the Senate, vested in a Board of Management consisting of — 

(1) The Vice-Chancellor; 

(2) The President of the Council of Post-Graduato Teaching in Arts ; 

(3) One representative of the Executive Committee of the Council of 
Post-Graduato Teachinjg in Arts ; 

(4) One representative of the Syndicate ; 

(5) Donor or a member of his family after his death or a nominee of 
either of them ; 

(6) Head of the Arabic and Persian Department ; 

(7) The Consul-General of Iran in India or his nominee ; 

(8) An expert in Persian to be nominated by the Board of Higher 
Studies in Arabic and Persian ; 

(9) One representative of the Iran Society. 

4. That one Travelling Followi'hjp be founded, tenable for six months 
every third your, the fellow to bo remunerated frem the income of the 
fund. 

5. That the Fellowship bo open only to persons who have at any time 
passed tho M.A. Examination in Persian of tho University of Calcutta or 
Dacca. Persons liolding Doctorate Degree of any University shall not be 
eligible for the Fellowship. 

6. That the Travolling Fellows bo nominated by the Board of 
Management subject to confirmation by tlie Senate. Each candidate shall 
be required to submit a general scheme of the work ho proposes to under- 
take during the tenure of his Fellowship. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Travelling Fellow so selected to investi- 
gate educational methods in Iran in his special branch of study or to under- 
take research in any special branch of leaming-HSUch branch and the seats 
of learning where the investigation is to be carried on to be determined by 
the Board of Management in consultation with the candidate. The Fellow 
shall submit quarterly accounts of his work to the Board and supply such 
other evidence of the progress made by him as the Board may, nom time 
to time, require. 

8. The Travelling Fellow shidl, on his return to India, submit to the 
Board a full report embodyinff the results of his studies and traveb which 
shall be published by, and be the property of, the University. 
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0. The emoluments, attached to a Fellowship, shall be paid ordinarily 
in advance in two quarterly instalments. The Board shall have power, 
however, to withhold the payment of the second instalment if the work 
done by a Travelling Fellow during the first quarter of the tenure of Fellow- 
•ship be deemed unsatisfactory by tliem. 

10. The Senate shall have power, on the recommendation of the Board 
of Management, to frame supplementary rules for the efficient adminis- 
tration of the Fund. Such rules, however, shall in no wise conflict with 
the principle laid down above nor shall the Senate have power, under any 
•oircumstances, to spend any portion of the corpus of the fund but, if the 
Fellowship is not awarded in any particular year ou account of lack of a 
Suitable candidate or for like roa^n, the sum unspent may be temporarily 
invested by the Board and applied in the award of Fellowship next year.

Certain revised rules for the award of the Coates Memoml Prize were 
adopted by the Syndicate at their meeting held on the 8th March, 1912, 
The award of the Coates Memorial Prize was in force up to 1927* 

On ^ Uth of January, 1929, the Syndicate decided to award a medal

4. The Committee may, in any year, abstain from makmg a recom- 
mendation, if in their opinion no person of sufficient distinction to justify 
the award is available. In such a case the surplus income shall be invested 
and added to the Fund. 

5. The Modal shall be presented publicly to the recipient at the first 
Convocation of the University following the award.

The Hon’blo Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.I., M.A., D.L., 
D.Sc., Ph.D., made over to the University Govornemnt Securities for Rs.

PREMOHAND KOYOJIAND RESEARCH STUDENTSHIPS 

Premchand Roychand, Esq., of Bombay, in a letter to the Government of 
India, offered to make a donation of two lakhs of rupees to the Calcutta 
University, and on the 9th February, 1866, paid over this amount to the 
Govermnent of India to be transferred to the University and held by it 
as a Body Corporate under Section 2 of Act II of 1867. Mr. Premchand 
Roychand further expressed a hope “that the money should be devoted 
to some one large object or to a portion of some largo object for which it 
might in itself be insufficient.’* 

The Senate, at its meeting on the 2l8t July, 1866, thankfully accepted 
Mr. Premchand Roychand’s munidcent donation, and directed that it 
should be invested in 6 per cent. Government Securities. 

The Senate on 2nd May, 1908, framed rules for appropriating the pro- 
ceeds of the donation. 

The rules for the PromcViand Roychand Studentships, as modified by 
the Senate on 18th June, 1030, stand as follows : — 

(1) Foiu* Studentships of Rs. 2,400 a year each, to be called the Prem- 
chand Roycbantl Rosoaroh Studentships, shall bo maintained from out of 
the interest of the Endowment. 

(2) Any gra<luato of the University of Calcutta, who has passed tlie 
<»xanunation for the Degree of Master or Doctor in any Faculty of this 
University, during the porio<i of sixteen years from 1st January following 
the year in which ho passed the Matriculation Examination of this Uni- 
versity, shall bo eligible for only one of these Studentships. 

Explanation — Any person who passed the Matriculation Examination 
in March, 1 924, and subsequently passes the examination for the Degree of 
Master or Doctor in any Faculty may be candidate for the Studentship in 
any year not later than 1940. 

(3) The Studentship shall be awarded for promotion of Research and 
shall be awarded to those who have given satisfactory proof of capacity for 
original research. Each studentship shall be tenable for two years during 
which the student will be required to carry on some special investigation 
of work in the subject in which the Studentship was awarded. 

(4) Any person to whom the Studentship is awarded must bo in a posi- 
tion to devote the whole or at least a substantial part, of his time to research 
work. The Studentship shall not be bold along with any other research 
scholarship and if the Studentship is awarded to a person who is already 
holding a research scholcurship, he shall resign such scholarship before he 
may accept the Studentship. 

(5) Ordinarily the Studentship will be indivisible, and in no case diall 
it be divided between more than two students. 

(6) The Studentship shall ordinary be awarded every year, on^ in a 
Literary subject, and the other in a ^ientific subject, 

(7) The Literary subjects shall be as follows 

English, Sanskrit, Pali, the Prakrits and Indian Vernaculars, Arabic, 
Persian, Comparative Philology^ (with special reference to the Oriental 
Z<anguages), Philosophy, History (including Indian History and Culture), 
Anthropology, Economios and Social and FoUtaoal Science. 
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(8) The SoieatiSo subjects shall be as follows : — 

Mathematics, Physios, Chemistry, Physiology, Botany, Geology, Zoology, 
(including Proto-Zoology and Comparative Anatomy) and Experimental 
B^ychology. 

(9) For purpose of the award the Literary and Scientific subjects shall 
be divided into two groups each, as indicated below, and the Studentship 
shall be awarded in those groups in rotation* : — 

LUerary Subjects 
Group A 

Languages — English, Sanskrit, Pali, the Prakrits and Indian Vernaculars, 
Arabic, Persian, Comparative Philology with special reference to Oriental 
Languages and Philosophy. 

Group B 

History (including Ancient Indian History and Culture), Anthropology, 
Economics and Social and Political Science. 

Scientific Subjects 
Group A 

Mathematics (Pure and Applied) and Physics (Pure and Applied). 

Group B 

Chemistry (Pure and Applied), Physiology, Botany, Geology and Minera- 
logy, Zoology (including Proto-Zoology and Comparative Anatomy), and 
Experimental Psychology. 

(10) Candidates for the Studentships shall submit their applications 
to the Registrar not later than the 30th November in any year and shall at 
the same time pay a fee of Rs. 50. Each application shall state — 

(a) the academic distinctions which the candidate has obtained : 

(b) the subject in which he has specialised : 

(c) any research or investigation which he has made in the selected 

subject or in any allied branch of knowledge : 

(d) the subject in which he intends, if elected to a Studentship, to carry 

on special investigation or research. 

Every candidate shall submit along with his application three copies 
printed or type-written, of a thesis dealing with some subject in which he 
has carried on or intends to carry on research. He shall also submit copies 
of such papers as may have already been published by him. Every candi- 
date shall further state whether the research or inv^tigation which he 
intends to undertake will be carried on in any particular library or laboratory, 
and if so, what facilities are available. Ho shall produce along mnth his 
apphoation testimonials to satisfy the Syndicate that he is in habits and 
cluuraoter a fit and proper person to carry on the research that he proposes 
to undertake. 

(11) If a candidate presents a thesis under any one of the groups men- 
tioned in Rule 9, he shall be permitted to present what is substantially 
the same thesis under the other group in the following year. 

|Mi (19) As soon as possible after the applications have been received, the 
Syndicate shall, after taking expert advice, appoint two special Boards of 
Examiners, one to report on the applications in the Literary subjects, 
and the otner to report on those in the Bcientific subjeeta.

(14) Each Board shall submit a report dealing with the name and 
qualidcations of the candidate recommended for election to the Student- 
ship and the grounds for such recommendation. Such report shall reach 
the Registrar not later than the end of February. 

Neither Special Board shall be bound to recommend any candidate if 
in its judgment none of the candidates is qualified to carry on research or 
investigation so as to be worthy of the Studentship. 

(15) The Reports of the Special Board, together with the detailed re- 
ports of the individual examiners, shall be laid before the Syndicate not 
later than the 15th March, every year, and if the Syndicate, upon the 
reports, are satisfied that the candidates recommended are worthy of the 
Studentships, they shall make the award accordingly. 

t»(16) If in any given year there is no thesis up to the required standard 
no Studentship shall be awarded in that year, and it shall be permissible 
to award two Studentships, one in each group in the following year. 

(17) Each Studentship shall be tenable from the month of April and 
each Student shall receive Rs. 150 a month. 

(18) Not later than Slat January in each year, every Student shall 
submit to the Registrar a detailed statement of tl^e research or investigation 
in which ho had been engaged during the year. If the Syndicate are satisfied 
on the report of an examiner or examiners appointed for the purpose that 
the research or investigation has been duly carried on, so that the object 
for which the Studentship was awarded has been realised, the Student 
shall rcxjeive at the end of March next a sum of Rs. COO. 

(Ifl) If it is provcx^l to the satisfaction of the Syndicate tlvat a Student 
has undertaken no research or investigation or has abandoned it or has 
otherwise acted in contravention of the terms upon which the Student- 
ship was granted, they may at any time suspend the payment of the monthly 
stipend. 

(20) The Syndicate shall, whenever practicable, arrange for the pub- 
lication of such of the researches of Premchand Roychand Students as may 
appear to bo of special value or excellence. 

(21) The names of the Premchand Roychand Students, past and present, 
sliail be printed in the Calendar after the names of Fellows.

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ORIPPITH MEMORIAL PRIZE 

In Ai^ust, 1901, the Registrar received from Messrs. Winter Bothamley 
and Co,, Solicitors, London, a sum of Rs, 25,935-0-9, being the value deduct- 
ing costs, of the one-tenth share of the residuary estate bequeathed to the 
University by the late Mr. William Griffith. A Sub-Committee of the 
Syndicate consisting of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor, the Rev. Fr. E. 
Lafont, S.J., C.I.E., M.I.E.E., Alex. Pedler, Esq., C.T.E., F.R.S., and the 
Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukbopadliyay, M.A., T),L., F.B.A.S., F.R.S.E., 
was appointed to consider the question as to the disposal of the amoiznt. 
In December, 1901, a farther sum of Rs. 60 was received from Winter 
Bothamley and Co., on account of assets sold since the division of the 
estate, thus making the total value af the bequest Rs. 25,996-0-9. The 
amount was invested in 3J per cent. Govern men t Securities of the nominal 
value of Rs. 26,800. Out of the intorcjst of this Fund, the Syndicate have 
decided to award an annual prize to be called the “Griffith Prize.” 

The following rules recommended by the Suo-Committeo were adopted 
by the Syndicate on the 1 4th December, 1901 ; — 

An anntial Prize to be called the Griffith Prize will be awarded by the 
University for the onoourfigomont of advanee<l study in Science and Letters. 

All persons who have taken the Degretv of Bachelor in the Faculty of 
Arts or the corresponding Degree in any other Faculty in this University 
will be allowed to complete. The Prize will bo awarded to Science and 
Letters, in alternate years. 

Candidates for the Prize will be required to submit an essay or a record 
of original work in some department of Science or of Letters, as the case 
may oe, and each candidate will be required to send his essay or record of 
work to the Registrar under a distinguishing motto. The name of the 
candidate must be forwarded at the same time in a KoalcKl envelope with 
the motto outside. 

Honorary Examiners will be appointed by the Syndicate to adjudicate 
upon the merits of the work submitted by the candidates. 

If in any year no prize is awarded by reason of no candidate having 
shown sufficient merit to entitle him to tlio prize, the income of that year 
may be utilized in awarding a second prize in the next or any subsequent 
year. 

Tbe value of the Prize is Rs. 900.

JOaENDRACHANDRA GHOSE’S RESEARCH PRIZE IN 
COMPARATIVE INDIAN LAW 

In January, 1902, the late Babu Jogendrachandra Ghosh, Member of 
the Senate, offered to place at the disposal of the Calcutta University Govern* 
ment Securities of the nominal value Rs. 10,000 of the loan of 1865 for the 
encouragement of the study of Comparative Indian Law by persons belong- 
ing to what is called the Adhyapak class in Bengal, and for the purpose of 
establishing, out of the annual income of the Fund, a prize to be awarded 
to the writer of the best essay on the subject under the following condition: — 

(i) By Oomperativo Indian Law shall be meant the Hindu Smirti Sastra 
called Byavaharakhanda and a comparison of the standard Sanskrit 
authorities on the subject with British Indian Law as contained in Par- 
liamentar^r Statutes, Regulations and Acts of the Indian Legislative Council 
and the Law as laid down in Leading Cases. The Study, which it shall be 
the object of the prize to encourge, is the History of the Hindu Smriti Sastra 
as it existed at and from the time when India cam^ under British rule and 
how and to what extent it has been altered under British influence regard 
being had not only to the existing Statutes, Regulations and Acts but also 
to tlmse which, having been in operation for a time, have now been repealed 
or become obsolete and regard being also had not only to the existing Leading 
Cases but to cases which wore considered leading at one time but have now 
l^n overruled, and how and to what extent such alteration has affected 
Hindu Society. 

(ii) The essay at the discretion of a Committee consisting of the Vice- 
Chancellor for the time being of the University, the President of the Faculty 
of Law and the Principal of the Government Sanskrit College in Calcutta, 
may deal with the whole of the Comparative Indian Law, as before defined or 
with part or parts thereof ; but in no case shall cm Essay be entitled to com- 
petition which in any way attacks the religious belief, usages or institutions 
of His Majesty’s subjects. And it shall be in the province and discretion of 
the said Committee (a) to make a detailed programme of studies for the pro- 
posed prize, (6) to name the subject of the essay for smy one particular 
year, and (c) to decide whether such prize shall be awarded every year or at 
lon^r intervals. 

(m) By Adhyapah shall be meant scholars of the Smriti Sastra students 
of Smriti in the Government Sanskrit College in Calcutta, and in the ToUt 
or ind^^ous Brahmanioal schools which send in candidates for the Title 
Examinations held in that college, and students in other similar institu- 
tions in India. 

(w) Every candidate for the prize shall be required to indicate generally 
in a preface to his thesis, and specially in notes, the sources from which his 
information is taken, the extent to which he has availed himself of the ikork 

- — - ^ 

♦The value of the Prize was divided equaSy among the authors of the theses* 
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of others and the portion of the thesis whioh he claims as original. He shall 
further required to state whether his research has been conducted indepen- 
dently, under advice, or in co-operation with others, and in what respects 
hia investigations appear to him to tend to the advancement of knowledge. 

(o) Successful candidates shcdl be required to publish their essays, and 
if necessary, they shall receive help from the University for the purpose. 

{vi) The essay or essays shall be written either m English or in Bezigali 
but if any competitor sends in an essay in a vernacular language other than 
Bengali, he shall be bound to furnish an English translation thereof. 

(vii) The adjudicators for the prize shall be the Vice-Chancellor of the 
University, the Chief Justice of Bengal, the President of the Faculty of Law 
and the Principal of the Sanskrit College in Calcutta. They shall be entitled 
to consult experts on their own selections to assist them, (a) to decide whether 
the essay or essays in competition is or are of sufficient merit to deserve 
the prize, (6) to award such prize, (c) to decide about the number of 
manuscript copies of each eassy to be sent in by the successful competitors, 
and (d) to consider the ways and means of the publication of any essay 
or essays. 

{viii) The prize shall be called the Research Prize in Comparative 
Indian Law.

MAHARAJA OF DARBHANGA SCHOLARSHIP 

On the 29th of August, 1906, the Honorary Secretary of the Maharaja 
of Darbhanga Memorial Fund made over to the University a sum of 
Rs. 9,279-12-2 for the purpose of creating an endowment for the award of 
a Scholarship, to be called the “Maliaraja of Darbhanga Scholarship*’, for 
the furtherance of medical studies. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 15th Septem- 
ber, 1906. 

The following rules for the award of the Scholarship were adopted by 
the, Syndicate ; — 

1. That the Soholarsliip shall be called the **Darbhanga Research 
Scholarship'*, and that it shall be awarded for the purpose of encouraging 
original research in Medicine in its various branches. 

2. That all Graduates and Licentiates in Medicine of the Calcutta 
University shall be eligible to compote for the Scholarship. 

3. That the valu y of this Scholarship shall be Rs. 50 a month, that it 

shall bo awarded every alternate year and that it shall be tenable for one 
year only from July to Jun * 

4. That the Scholarship shall be awarded under the following condi- 
tions : — 

(а) That the Scholar shall bo appointed by the Syndicate on the recom- 
mondation of the Faculty of Modiemo. 

(б) That the Scholar shall be required to devote at least 4 (four) hours 
a day, Sundays and holidays except^, during the tenure of his Scholarship 
to research work in any special branch of M^ical Science to be previously 
seleotcid by him and approved by the Board of Studios in Medicine, and that 
his work shall bo open to inspection by a member of the Faculty of Medicine 
to bo specially deputed by the Faoidty in that behalf. 

(c) That the applications for the Scholarship shall be invited by the 
Remtrar in the month of January of the year in which the Soholcurghip is 
to be awarded and that such applications must reach the University office 
not later than the 30th of April, next following. Every candidate must 
state in his application the sxiecial subject or branch of Medical Science in 
which he propose.s to carry on investigation or research work and miist 
also state iti what respect his invosrigations appear to him to tend to the 
advancement of Medical studies. shall aim state in his appUoatlon 
the place where he intends to oarry on his reseimh work ; if in a recognised 
Laboratory or !Homital a reoommendatbn from the head of such Lid^oratorjr 
or Hospital as to the fitness of the candidate to conduct such work and the 
probable value of such work must aooompany the application. If the 
candidate intends to oarry on his investigation privately, hia a|>plioatloa 
must be supported by a certificate to the above ^ect fkom a member of 
thej^Faoulty of Medtcine. 
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(<i) That during the tenure of his Scholar^ip, every Research Scholar 
shall be required to submit idiort quarterly reix)rts of his work to the member 
of the Faculty of Medicine who may be deputed to inspect his work upon 
whose favourable report the continuance of his scholarship shall depend. 

(e) Each scholar shall, at the end of his tenure of Scholarship, submit 
a complete statement, type-written or otherwise, ready for puolication, 
which shall be laid before the Faculty of Medicine who shall, if publication 
be deemed advisable, decide all questions in connection therewith.

JUBILEE RESEARCH PRIZES 

The following scheme was adopted bv the Senate on the 11th April, 
1908 


1. In commemoration of the Jubilee of the University, prizes shall be 
instituted for the promotion of research by its graduates. 

2. Out of the University Reserve Fund, a sum of Rs. 30,000 (thirty 
housand) shall be set apart and called tlie Jubilee Research Prize Fund. 

. O u t of the income of the aforesaid Fund, two Prizes shall ordinarOy 
be awarded every year. Each prize shall consist of a gold medal of the value 
of Rs. 150 and a sum of Rs. 350 in cash. 

4. One Prize shall be awarded for research in Arts subjects and another 
for research in Soientido subjects. The Arts subjects include Literature, 
Oriental lahguage. Philology, Archaeology, History, Economics, Philosophy 
and cognate branches of knowle<lge. The Scientific suojeots include Jrare 
and Applied Mathematics and the difierent branches of Natural end 
Phyaioal Science.

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6. Not later than the let March in every year the Syndicate shall invite 
the members of the Senate to make suggestions with reference to definite 
problems which they consider to be suitaole subjects for investigation, such 
raggestions to reach the Registrar not later than the Slat of May. It shall 
be the duty of each Member who make suggestions to show that it is possible 
to carry out the suggested research with the means available in tnis country. 
Not later than the 30th June in every year the Syndicate sliall determine and 
announce two subjects, one in Arts and one Scientific, in which Prizes shall be 
awarded in the second year following that in which the announcement is 
made. The announcement shall spcKjify as accurately as practicable the 
particular problem or class of problems in which research is invited. 

6. The Prizes shall be open to all persons who have at any time been 
admitted to a Degree in this University. 

7. Every thesis shall be sent privately to the Registrar not later than 
the 30th Juno, in the next but one year succeeding that in which the subjects 
are announced. Every thesis shall bear a motto but not the name of candi- 
date and shall be accompanied by a sealed envelope bearing the same motto 
outside and containing inside the name and address of the candidate. 

Explanation — ^Theses on a subject or subjects announced in 1937 for the 
Jubilee Research Prizes should reach the Registrar not later than 30th June, 
1939. 

8. Every candidate shall indicate generally in the preface to his thesis 
and spocrially in the notes the sources from which his information is taken, 
the extent to which he has availed liimself of the work of others and the 
portions of the thc^sis which he claims as original. He shall further state 
whether his research has been conducterl independently, under advice, or in 
co-oi)eration with others, and in what respect his investigations appear to 
him to tend to the advancement of knowledge. 

9. As soon as may l>e, after all the theses have been received, the Syn- 
dicate shall liave them adjusted by Boar<ls of Examiners ; there shall be one 
Board for the theses on the Arts subjects and adother for those on the 
Scion tide subjects. It shall be an instruction to the Boards not to 
recommend any thesis for a Prize unless it exhibits a sufficient standard 
of excellence. 

10. Not later than the .30th September in every year, the S 3 mdioate 
shall, upon the reports of,, the Boards (which sliall be publish^ in the 
Minutes), award the Prizes. 

11. If in any year it is reported that there is no thesis worthy of either 
of the Prizes, the Prize shall not be awarded, and a Prize not so awarded 
may at the discretion of the Syndicate be awarded in the same or in any 
subsequent year to the author of a thesis upon any subject which may be 
declared worthy of the Prizo by the Board of Examiners. 

12. Any Board of Examiners shall be at liberty, in recommending 
particular thesis or Prize, to include in their reports the names of any other 
thesem which, in their opinion, deserve considerable praise or coramendiation. 

13. Every candidate sh^l be at liberty to publish his thesis, and the 
thesis of every successful candidate shall bo published by the University.

3. The ”Nalini Sundari Modal” shall be awarded for the best poem in 
Bengali by a lady graduate of this University on a subject to be prescribed 
by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the Board of Studies in Sans- 
kritic Languages, at least one year in advance of the date when the Medal 
is to be awarded. 

4. Not later than the month of April of the year preccniing the year in 
which the above-named Medals are to be awarded, the Board of Studies in 
Sanskritic Languages shall select and recommend to the Syndicate a his- 
torical or biographical subject for the Essays to be submitted in conjpetition 
for the ”Mokflhada Sundari Medal” and also a subject for poems to be 
submitted in competition for the ”Nalini Sundari Medal”. The subjects 
so selected, when approved by the Syndicate, shall be notified in the Gazette* 

5. Every candidate for each of the two aforesaid Medals shall be re- 
quired to submit, not later than the 30th November in any year, as essay 
or a poem, as the case may be, on the subject selected for the Medal for the 
year to the Registrar under a distinguishing motto. The name of the 
candidate must also bo forwarded at the same time in a sealed envelope 
with the motto outside. 

6. Honorary Examiners shall be appointed by the Syndicate to adjudi- 
cate upon the merits of the essays, and the poems submitted by candidates. 
In adjudging the essays submitted, preference should be given to the one 
which indicates research or investigation by the author. The essay and 
the poem of the two successful candidates shall bo published by the Uni- 
versity. 

7. The names of the Medallists shall be published in the Gazette as 
well as in the University Calendar.

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ONAUTHNAUTH DEB PRIZE FOR THE PROMOTION OF RESEARCH 

IN LAW 

Babu Onauthnauth Deb made over to the University 4 per cent. Port 
Trust Debentures of the nominal value of Rs. 25,000 for the institution of an 
annual prize consisting of a Gold Medal worth Rs. 250 and Rs. 750 in cash, 
to be called Onauthnauth Deb Research Prize, to be awarded by the Uni- 
versity for the promotion of Research in Law. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Senate on the 9th March, 1912. 

The Syndicate on the recommendation of the Faculty of Law adopted 
the following rules for the award of the Prize : — 

1. An annual prize consisting of a Gold Medal worth Rs. 250 and 
Rs. 750 in cash, to be called the ** Onauthnauth Deb Research Prize ” shall 
be awarded by the University for the promotion of research in Law. The 
medal shall be presented to the recipient at the annual Convocation. 

2. The comp»etition for the Prize shall be open to all persona who have 
at any time been admitted to a Degree in the University of Calcutta. 

3. A subject for research in any branch of Jurisprudence of Law shall 
be annually selected by the Faculty of Law in the first week of December 
at least two years in advance of the date when the Prize is to be awarded. 
The subject so selected, when approved by the Syndicate, shall be notified 
in the Gazette for general information. 

4. Each candidate for the Prize shall be required to submit, not later 
than the 30th November in any year, a thesis or record of original work in 
the subject selected for the Prize of that year and to send three type-written 
or printed copies of his thesis or record of work to the Registrar under a dis- 
tinguishing motto. The name of the candidate must also be forwarded at 
the same time in a sealed envelope with the motto Outside. 

Explamiiion — The thesis for the Prize in any year must be submitted 
not later tlian the 30th November of the preceding year. 

5. Every candidate shall futher be required to indicate generally in 
the preface to his thesis, and specially in the notes, the sources from which 
his information is taken the extent to which he availed himself of the work 
of others and the portion of the thesis which he claims as original. He ahall 
also be required to state whether his research Ixas been conducted indepen- 
dently, under advice, or in collaboration with others, and in what respects 
his investigations apxM»ar to him to tend to the advancement of knowledge. 

6. A Board of Honorary Examiners, consisting of three experts, shall 
be appointeci by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the Faculty of Law 
to adjudicate upon the merits of the thesis or records of origi^ work sub- 
mitted by the candidates. Tlie award of the Board of Examiners shall be 
subject to the eventual confirmation of the Senate and the thesis of the suo- 
cestui candidate shall be pulbished by the University, 

7. The name of the Prize-Winner and the subject of his thesis shedl be 
published in the Gazette and shall also be printed in the Univsorsity Calendar. 

8. If in any year no thesis is receive or the theses submitted cue pro- 
nounced by the Board of Examiners not to to bo of sufficient merit to deserve 
the Prize, a second Prize or a Prize in a second subjeot shall be awarded ih 
a subsequent year as the Syndicate may direct. 

9. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in role 3, the subjeota 
for 1912, and 1913 shall be determined and announced as early as praotioable.

SIR ASUTOSH MOOKERJEE MEDAL 

On the occasion of the appointment of the Hon’ble Sir A.sutosh Mookerjee^ 
Hlt*r O.S.I., etc., as the acting Chief Justice of Bengal, Babu Kesoram 
Poddar, President, Marwari Association, made over to the University a 
sum of Rs. 5,000 to be utilised in accordance with a scheme to be drawn 
up by the Hon*bIe Justice Sir Asutosh Mookerjee. The offer was accepted 
with thanks and the money has been invested in SJ* per cent. Government 
Securities for Rs. 8,600. 

The following scheme was adopted by the Syndicate : — 

(1) That the income of the fund be applied for the encouragement of 
original research in Letters and Science.

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KALYANKUMAR MUKHEBJEE RESEARCH SCHOLARSHIP 

Mrs. Biva Mukherjee offered a sum of Rs. 23,000 ia cash for creating an 
endowment in memory of her husband. Captain ICalyankumar Muklxerjee, 
for the award of a Scholarship to be called *‘Kalyankumar Mukherjee Re- 
search Scholarship"' for the promotion of Medical research, on the terms and 
conditions mentioned in the following letter addressed to Mr. Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., Barrister-at-Law, M.L.C., Vice-Chancellor : —

Dear Mr. Mookerjee, 

I intend to make over to the University a sum of Rs. 23,000 in cash in 
memory of my husband, Capt. Kalyankumar Mukherjee, L.M.S. (Cal.), 
L.R.C.P. (Ediu.), D.P.H. (Cantab.), who had been a member of the Indian 
Medical Service (from October, 1010), and was taken a prisoner at Kut-el- 
Amara during the Great War and died at a small town in Turkey on the 
18th March, 1017. He displayt^d great bravery in helping the wounded 
under heavy shell tiro and ho was the first Bengalee to be awarded the 
Military Ooss, which he won in 1915, for distinguished service in 
Mesopotamia. 

The object of my endowment will appear from the scheme outlined 
below : — 

1. The scholarship, which will be maintained out of the interest of the 
endowment, will be named after my husband and will be called **Kalyan- 
kumar Mukherjee Research Scholarship.** The value will be fixed by the 
Syndicate. The interest for the first year may be allowed to accumulate and 
if tliis be done, it shall be added to the carpus of the fund. 

2. The Scholarship will be awarded for the promotion of Medical re- 
search. 

I mention below some of the difibrent subjects on which the scholar- 
ship may bo awarded : — 

(а) Nutritional subjects ; 

(б) chemical and pharmaceutical studies of drugs obtained from 
indigenous plants; 

(c) specific pr<mleme (e.g., epidemic dropsy, cholera, etc.) of impor- 
tance to public Health. 

This list may be added to by the University from time to time. 

3. Only Graduates of Calcutta University will be eligible for the Scholar- 
ship. Such Graduates need not necessarily be holders of the Degree of 
Bachelor of Medicine. 

4. The Scholarship will be tenable for one year but may be r^mwed 
at the discretion of the University. 

5. The Scholarship will be tenable either at the University College of 
Science or any institute or laboratory in or outside India, as may be decided 
by the University at the time of making the award. 

6. The following rules will be generally observed for seleotiag the 
Scholar : — 

(а) The University will issue advertisements inviting *a]^icationB for 
the scholarship and fix the date within which such applioamns shoiild be 
aent to the University. 

(б) The applicant will state — 

(i) his academic qualifieatioas s 

(if) his previous researon experience, if any ; 
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(m) the speoiflo problems he proposes to investigate ; 

(iu) the institute or laboratory where he proposes to work ; 
xP) any other detailed information whioh the University may ask for» 

(e) The applications shall be oonsidered by a Selection Oommlttee con* 
sistmg of the following members : — 

{%) The Vioe-Ohanoellor» Chairman, 

g i) The President of the Post-Graduate CounoU in Science. 
i) Two Professors belonging to the University College of Soienoe^ 
to be selected by the Syndicate whose advice may be help- 
ful. 

(iv) One member belonging to the Faculty of Medicine^ to be nomi- 
nated by the Syndicate. 

(v) Another expert to be nominated by the Syndicate. 

(pi) One nominee or derived nominee of the Founder. 

(N,B . — ^The nominee of the Founder will be Mr. Jitendramohan Sen, 
B.So., P.R.G.S., of the Bengal Senior Educatinal Service and he is 
authorised to nominate his successor, and the power of nominating a suo- 
cessor oHaH be inherent in the original or derivative nominee of the Founder.) 

7. The Oonmiittee will interview the candidates, if necessary, and make 
its recommendation to the Syndicate. The Committee will satisfy itself 
that the selected Scholar will have adequate facilities for carrying on his 
work at the institute or laboratory selected by him. 

8. The selection wiU be finally made by the Syndicate. 

9. The University may sanction a non-recurring research grant for the 
Scholar of about lis. 750 per year. 

10. The continuance of the Scholarship will depend on satisfactory 
reports being received by the S 3 uidioate from time to time from the autho- 
rities of the institute or laboratory where the Scholar wiU work. 

11. One of the duties of the Scholar wiU be to publish the results of the 
investigations within a reasonable time. 

12. The Syndicate may frame supplementary rules from time to time 
for the proper management of the fund. 

This letter containing the short sketch of the life of my husband and the 
names of aU *‘Kalyankumar Mukherjee Research Scholars" together with 
the names of the institutions where they carried their research work shall 
be published in the Annual Calendar of the University. 

As soon as you inform me that the University is prepared to accept my 
offer on the conditions mer'tioned above, I shaU send you the amount I 
pfopose to donate.

(d) My idea of creating a Readership out of any surplus money avail- 
able from the Scholarship Fund is to avoid giving a Scholarship to a second 
person out of any unspent scholarship in any year so as to keep up tlie 
standard of the terms of my endowment. 

In this matter I have been guided by what has happened in the case 
of Blamala Lectureship. It was observed that the high standard of the 
lectureship, which was the aim of Sir Asutosh Mookorjee, was likely to be 
lowered if the lectureship was continued every year and for that reason 
the rules of lectureship have boon recently changed and the lectureship 
is now-a-days being given every alternate year.

RULES FOR THE LADY BRAHMACHARI RESEARCH 
SCHOLARSHIP IN MEDICINE 

The Scholarship shall bo called Lady Brahmachari Research Scholar- 
ship. It shall be awarded for the purpose of encouraging medical research 
and will amount to Rs. 100 per month being met from the Lady Brahma- 
chari Reflwmrch Fund. 

The research will be conducted in a recognised medical college or in 
a college affiliated in Science or in such other place as may be approved by 
the Syndicate. 

'rhe first-year of the award of the Scholarship will be 1942. 

The Sdiolarship shall begin from the first of July, except that , in the 
first year it will begin as early as possible in January, 1942. 

The Scholarship will be tenable for one year in the first instance, and 
no new scholar will be appointed earlier than in alternate years. Provided 
If the Scholarship of any scholar be extended for the second year then the 
next Scholarship will be awarded not earlier than two years aftm* the tw- 
mination of the extention of the Scholarship. Provided fuller the Board 
of MiMiageiiient may from time to time keep the Scholaishsp in abeyance 
ftnd utaiaed it for Lady Brahmachari Readership. 
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At the end of 10 months* work of the first year the scholar shall submit 
a complete statement of his work, printed or type-written, for the considera- 
tion of the Board of Management who, after taking export advice, if deemed 
necessary, shall report to the Syndicate whether the woi‘k is highly 
commended stating the special roaxsons for tlie same and then the 
Scholarship will bo continued for another year. 

Applications for the Lady Brahmachari Scholarship shall be invited 
by the Registrar in the mo'-xth of December of the year preceding that in 
which the Scholarship is to be awarded anil such applications must roach 
the office of the Registrar not later than 1st of February next following, 
provided that the applications for the Research Scholarship for the year 
1942 shall be invited as soon as possible after the acceptance of my offer 
by the University. The latter must reach the Registrar not later than one 
month after the applications have boon invited. 

Each applicant shall give the fallowing details in his application : — 

(а) The academic distinctions which the candidate has obtained. He 
shall produce along with liis application testimonials to satLsfy the Board 
of Management that he is in habit and character a fit and proper pcjrson 
to carry on the research that ho proposes to undertake. 

(б) The subject in which hc3 intends, if elected to the Scholarship, to 
cany on his research. 

(c) The subject, if any, i*) which ho has already specialixsed. 

(d) The subject or subjactxS of any thesis of bus which may have been 
accepted by the Calcutta Univorxsity for the Premidiand Koychand Student- 
ship in any scientific subject or for Doctor’s degree of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity in Medicine or any scientific subject or an equivalent degree of the I'ni- 
versity in Surgery or Obstetrics or some other medical subject. 

(e) A statement showing in what respect his investigation or research 
work appears to him to tend to the advancemont of medical knowledge. 

{/) The candidate shall submit a thesis dealing with the lines of re- 
search he intends to undertake in his subject , 

The Scholarship shall be open to Doctors of Medicine or Masters of Siir- 
gerj*- or Obstetrics of the Calcutta University or to distinguished Bachelors 
of Medicine of the same University who have obtaiiicfl the Master’s Degree 
in a Scientific subject and have obtained Honours in Medicine, Surgery or 
Obstetrics and who must not be of more than 12 years standing after gra- 
duating in Medioine on the first of September of the year preceding that 
of the award and who must not be more than 40 years of age on the same 
date* He must not have been recipient of the Scholarship of either of two 
preceding awards. 

As soon as the applications have boen received, the Board of Manage- 
ment shall appoint a Selection Committee from amongst themselves consist- 
ing of not more than five members, one of whom will be the donor or liis 
original or derivative nominee, and one or two experts to bo co-opted by 
the latter to the Committee, provided that the first Selection Committee 
wifi consist of the Principal, Medical College, Bengal, the Principal, Carmi- 
chael Medical College, Chemical Examiner with the Government of Bengal, 
Dr. Syama|»^asad Mookerjee, Mr. 6.

The Selection Committee after taking expert’s advice, if deemed

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The Board of Management or the 63 mdicate may, for specified reasons, 
request the Selection Committee to reconsider their decision but shall not 
oe competent to reverse it. 

The Selection Committee shall not be bound to recommend any candidate 
if in their judgment none of the candidates is qualified to carry on research 
or investigation so as to be worthy of the Scholarship. 

The Scholar may collect materials for bis work in any suitable place 
for work therein for temporary periods subject to the approval of the 
Board of Management. 

The Scholar must be in a position to devote not less than three hours 
a day, Sundays and holidays excepted to research work. If, however, he 
chooses to work on Sundays and holidays, his work will be counted as port 
of his duties, the Board of Management may extent the number of hours 
to four if deemed desirable for the sake of efiicienoy. 

The Scholarship shall not be held along with any other research scnolar- 
ship and if it is awarded to a person who is already holding a research 
scholarship or a paid appointment, ho shall resign the same before he may 
accept the Larly Brahrnachari Research Scholarship. If he is attCLched to 
a teaching institution other than medical, the same restrictions as above 
will apply in his case. If he is a mediral man he may be allowed to be 
attacbod to any rcyjognised medical institution or to be engaged in private 
practice provided his duties in the institution or his private practice will 
not interfere with his duties as a Research Scholar. 

The Scholar will ho allowed, with the approval of the Board of Manage- 
ment to fix the time of his duty for his research. 

The Syndicate may, on the recommendation of the Board of Manage- 
ment, make a yearly grant of Rs. 750 to the Scholar for conducting his 
research. 

The Syndicate shall arrange for the publication of the work of the Scholar 
as soon as possible after its completion. 

The name of the La<ly Brahmacbari Research Scholar will be published 
in the Oilcutta Gazette and in the Annual Calendar of the University. 

The Lady Brahrnachari Itesoaroh Scholar may with the permission 
of the Syndicate submit his work for the thesis of any Doctor’s or Master's 
degree of this University but not for any scholarship or any studentship 
or any medal. 

RULES FOR THE LADY BRAHMACHARI READERSHIP 
IN MEDICINE 


By Readership is meant special lectureship in a subject for a specified 
period given to a person highly reputed for his knowledge in that subject. 

The Lady Brahrnachari Readership lectures are intended for the benefit 
of Graduates in Medicine engaged in medical research as well as of those 
who intend to prosecute their studies in some special branch of medicine. 

The Lady Brahrnachari Heaficr will be app^iinted if and when funds 
amounting to Ra. 1 ,200 are available in the Lady Brahmachari Readership 
Fund and if there is a distinguished person deserving of the Readership. 

If in any year the Selection Committee does not reoonunend any 
candidate who, in its opinion, is worthy of Lady Brahmachari Research 
Scholarship then the sum of money available therefrom will be refunded 
to tne Lady Brahmaohart Research Fund and earmarked for Lady Brahma- 
chari Readership. Farther another sum may be earmarked for the same 
purpose from time to time by keeping the scholarship in abeyanos as stated 
in the conditions of the Lady Brahmachari Endowment* 

The Reader must be a person who has passed the M.B. Basminatioii 
of the Calcutta University with {lonours in Medicine or SurfCry or Obstetrics 
and lias obtained the degree of Doctor of Medicine or “ ‘ ‘ 
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a |ierson with international reputation and honours for his researches in 
medicine or its ancillary sciences may be appointed to the Readership with- 
out any of the preliminary University qualifications mentioned above. 

The appointment of Lady Brahmachari Readers will be made by the 
Senate on the recommendation of the Lady Brahmachari Scholarship 
Selection Committee named before. 

The Selection Committee after such enquiry as they may deem necessary, 
shall not later than two months after their appointment, draw up a report 
recommending to the Senate the name of a distinguished person deserving 
of the Readership and possessing tlie necessary qualifications mentioned 
above. The report shall specify the subject of the proposed lectures with 
a brief statement of their scope. 

The report of the Selection Committee shall be forwarded to the Syndi- 
cate by the Board of Management of the Lady Brahmachari Research 
Fund in order that it may be laid before the Senate for confirmation at 
its next meeting or as soon as possible. 

The Selection Committee shall not be bound to recommend any person 
if in their judgment there is no one available who is qualified to be worthy 
of the Readership, and tlie unspent money will be a%^ailablc for a Reader- 
ship in some future year. 

The Senate may, for specified reasons, request the Selection Committee 
to reconsider their decision but shall not be competent to substitute another 
name for the one recommended by the Committee. 

The Reader shall deliver lectures not less than onco a week, the total 
number of lectures being not less than eight. They will bo delivered from 
such a date and at such a place as may be fixed by the Syndicate in con- 
sultation with him. 

The lectures shall be published by the University as soon as possible 
after their delivery, and after defraying the cost of publications the surplus 
sale proceeds shall be paid to the lecturer in whom the copy right of the 
lectures shall vest. 

The name of the Reader will be printed in the Calendar of the University 
and in the Calcutta Gazette. 

No person who is appointed a Reader shall be eligible for re -appointment 
before the lapse of five years. Provided a person with international reputa- 
tion and honours may be re-appointed a Reader l>efore the expiry of five 
years. 

The Syndicate may make such a grant to the Reader as may be neces- 
sary for his lectures. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 4th July, 1941.

JNANENDRAMOHAN SEN AND SARALA SEN SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 
HIGHER STUDIES IN EDUCATION 


Rai Bahadur Jitendramohan Sen, B.Sc., M.Ed. (Leeds), T.D. (London), 
Dip.Ed. (Oxford), F.R.G.S., F.N.I., Member of the Senate, made over to the 
University of Calcutta promises No. 1, Giris Vidyaranta Lane, Calcutta, 
with the object of creating a fund in memory of his parents from whom he 
inherited the property. The property was worth more than Rupees Eighty 
thousand (Rs. 80,000) and yielded an income of Rs. 3,300 per year. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 7th February, 
1947, and by the Senate on the 8th March, 1947. The Deed of Gift as 
approved by the Syndicate was executed by the Donor and registered on 
the 17th September, 1947. The Donor made over to the University also a 
sum of Rs. 164 being the rent of the premises for the period of September, 
1947, commencing from the date of execution of the Deed of Gift to the 
end of the month. 

The following rules as to the manner in which and the purpose for which 
the Fund is to be utilised were adopted by the Syndicate on 6th February, 
1948 : 

(1) It is calculated that as the present rent realised from the tenants 
is Rs. 276 per month, sufficient funds (viz,, over Rs. 2,000) will be obtained 
from the income of property by June, 1948, and that as the annual income 
will not be less than Rs. 3,000 from 1948-49, it will bo possible to award 
the three Scholarships (viz,, two Jnanendramohan Sen Scholarships and 
one Sarala Sen Scholarship) with effect from 1948-49 leaving some balance 
in the fund at the end of each year. 

(2) The value of each of the Scholarships be fixed as Rs. 76 per month. 

(3) Of the two Jnanendramohan Sen Scholarships one shall be awarded 

to a non-Muslim possessing high academic qualificatiou and the other may 
be awarded to a Muslim capable of eanying on higher studies in Education 
after obtaining the B.T. degree. The thiM Scholarship, viz., the Sarala 
Iten Soholarship, shall be awarded to a lady teacher qualified for carrying 
on studies in Education. 

(4) The Siffiolarships will be tenable for one year in the first instance

Psychology, Sociology and allied subjects. 

(8) If no suitable Muslim candidate or a lady tf+achor be foimd qualified 
for one of the JnanednraiUvihau Sen Scholarships or for the Sarala Sen 
Scholarship in any particular year fhon no award in the category will be 
made during the year and the savings shall bo allowed to accumulate. 
The savings thus made may bo utilised in tlie following* year either by award 
of an additional Jnaneiidramohan Sen Scholarship to a non-Muslim can- 
didate or by increasing the value of th<» scholarpliip in the second year or 
third year of a candidate who has boon carrying on his research work in a 
satisfactory manner; or by invifing an educationist to deliver a course of 
not loss than three hwturos, cither in Bengali or in Englisli on some aspect 
of Theory, History or Practic’.e of Education. The honorarium of the Lec- 
turer shall be determined by the Syndicate, but it shall not be less than 
Rs, 900 {viz., the value of one yoar’.s savings of a Jiianondramohan Sen 
Scholarship). Tf in any year such a lectureship be instituted it shall be 
called the Mnanendramohan Sen Lectureship in Education. * 

(9) As the utilisation of the property in terms of the Deed of Gift has 
been loft to the discretion of the Syndicate and as the University has the 
full right to soli or dispose of the property and utilise the funds in any 
manner it thinks best provided the trust conditions mentioned in the Deed 
of Gift are fulfilled the University shall earmark a sum of not less than 
Rs 3,000 (Rupees throe thousand) per year in its Budget for expenditure 
in terms of the foregoing rules concoming the Jnanondramohan Son and 
Sarala Sen Scholarships Fund. 

(10) The names of the scholars and the lecturers (if appointed) and 
the foregoing rulo^ .shall b3 published in the Calendar of the University,

4,600 for the creation of a fund for 
the biennial or triennial Award of a cash prize to a praduato of the Calcutta 
University, who has publisliod either in English or in Bengali the best work 
on some aspect of Indian Economic History. Regarding framing of rules 
for the award the Syndicate was requested to devise suitable measures 
for giving effect to the desires of the donors to secure a continuity of the 
great work in the sphere of Indian Economic History which was undertaken 
by the late Romeshchundcr Dutt, after whom the prize shall be narnr^d. 

The offer was accepted with tlianks by the Syndicate on 9th July, 
1948. 

(The amount has been invested in 3% G. P. Notes). 

The following rules were adopted by the Syndicate on the 1st March, 
1952 for the award of the prize : — 

(1) The Prize shall be called tho R. C. Dutt Prize. It shall consist of 
cash Prize of Rs. 350 awarded every tluee years. 

(2) The Prize shall bo open to competition among graduates of this 
University for work on Indian Economic History published either in Bengali 
or in English not earlier than 6 years before the year for which the award 
is mcMie.

On the 18th June, 1048, I had offered to create an endowment in the 
University in memory of my parents, but the offer had not yet bec?n accepted. 
In modilication anil substitution of the terms and conditions me tioned in 
my previous letters, I propose to ereato the emdowTOont on tlie following 
terms and conditions : — 

(1) A scholarship to bo named *Biharilal-Mai dakini Scholarship’ in 
memory of my revered parents is to bo awarded every year to a deserving 
candidate for carrying on research work in such subject or subjects as 
may bo deemed by the University on the advice of the Committee of Manage- 
ment hereinafter provided as being contlucive to the development of in- 
dustry and/or agriculture in India. 

(2) The scholarship shall bo available only for candidates who are 
Bengalee Hindus, irrospetdivo of the fact as to whether they are domiciled 
in West Bongal in the Indian Union or in East Bengal within Pakistan. 

(3) Tho recipient of the scholiirship must a distinguished graduate 
of tho Calcutta University or of any othor University that may be approved 
for this purpose by the Coinmittoo of Management. 

(4) The scholarship shall ordinarily and in the first instance be tenable 
for one year but may be extended up to a maximum of two years, one year 
at a time, if the Committee of Management makes a special reoommenda* 
tion to that effect on the ground of continued good work of a high order 
and if the continuance of the scholarship is found necessary for the suooessRil 
termination of the research work undertaken by the Sohelar. 

(5) The scholarship shall be of the value of Hs. 100 per month so long 
as the inooma from the corpus or the savings may be suOlcient for that 
pttipose. 

(6) In case the income in any year proves insuf&cient, it strUI be open 
to the University either to award the scholarship in alternate years or pro* 
portionately to reduce the amount of the scbolarah^. It is my intention 
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to augment in future the corpus of the endowment further so as to obviate 
any possibility of a reduction in the value of the scholarship. 

(7) It will be open to the University on the recommendation of the 
Committee of Management to lay down detailed rules governing the award 
of the scholarship and the continuance thereof subject to the general con- 
ditions laid down in tliis letter. 

(8) The subject of research to be undertaken by a Scholar shall be 
settled by this Committee of Management in consultation with the scholar. 
The scholar must give an undertaking at the time of the award that he will 
continue to devote the whole of his time for the research on the subject 
selected and that he would not discontinue such research work during the 
tenure of the scholarship or till that particular research is completed, which- 
ever is earlier. 

(9) The research work shall bo carried on either in the University 
College of Science of th6 Calcutta University or in such other institution 
or place and under the supervision of such person or persons as may be 
approved by the Committee of Management. 

(10) There sliall bo a Committee of Management consisting of — 

(a) The Vioe-Cliancellor of the Calcutta University, ex-officio. 

(b) Professor of Applied Physics in the University of Calcutta. 

(c) Professor of Applied Chemistry in the University of Calcutta. 

(d) One member nominated by the Syndicate of the Calcutta 
University. 

(c) df (f) *Two nominees or derived nominees of the donor. 

(g), (h) (v) Three members to be co-opted annually by the 

above six members. Such co-opted members being persona 
engaged in and experts in industry and/or agriculture but 
need not necessarily be members of the Senate. 

(11) The names of the first nominees will be intimated to you as soon 
as my endowment is accaptevl by the University. Such nominees are autho- 
rised to nominate their own succe-isors and the power of nominating a 
successor shall be inherent in each nominee of the donor as well of each 
derived nominee. The donor or any of his nominees or any derived nominee 
shall during the lifetime of such donor, nominee or derived nominee, as 
the case may be, have the power to substitute another nominee or derived 
nominee, in place of the one previously nominated by him. If at any time 
any or both the then last nominee? die or resign or fail or cease to act 
without nominating successors or fail or decline to mivke nominations, 
then, in the event of one such vacancy occurring the remaining nominee 
or derived nominee shall be entitled to nominate a successor and in the 
event of two such vacancies occurring at tho same time the Vioe-Chanoellor 
shall nominate two persons as the next successors and such suoooasors 
have all the rights and privileges of derived nominees.

DUKE SCHOLARSHIP 

In August, 1904, the Honorary Secretary to the Duke Memorial Fund 
made over to the University a sum of Rs. 4,003-12-0 for the purpom of' 
creating an endowment for the award of a scholarship on certain conditions.

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KISHORYMOHAN-HARAKINKARI SCHOLARSHIPS 

In March, 1903, Babu Kisliorymohan Ray, Vakil High Court, Calcutta,, 
offered to the University G. P. Notes for Rs. 4,000 of th© 3 per cent, loan for 
the purpose of founding, from the interest thereof, two scholarships of 
Rs. 5 each per month, tenable for one year on the following conditions : — 

(1) That the aforesaid scholarships shall be called “ Kishorymohan- 
Harakinkari Scholarships.'* 

(2) That the aforesaid Endowment and the names of scholars shall 
be published in the Calendar of the University'and be placed next after 
the Rajkrishiia-Kshetramani Scholarships founded by me in 1901. 

(3) That the aforesaid scholarships shall be awarded to the holders of 
Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships and shall be tenable for one year 
commencing next after the expiration of terms of their original scholarships 
on condition that they prosecute or pursue their studios in some well- 
organised institution teaching in Arts or some profession of any technical 
subject, provided that no such scholarships shall bo awarded to any one 
of them if, in the opinion of the University, the student is deemed unfit 
and undeserving by reason of his or her not having made sufficient progress- 
in study during the term of his or her holding the said ** Rajkri^bna- 
Kshetramani Scholarship " or for any other reason. 

(4) That if for any reason in any year any of the two scholarships be 
not awarded to a hohlcr of ** Kajkrislma-Kshetramani Scholarships " the 
saipe shall bo awarded to a most deserving student who would have been 
eligible for one of the Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholarships according 
to the tenor and spirit of conditions attended to the said scholarships but 
to whom no such scholarship was awarded by the reason of their being 
at that time, a more hi student to take. 

(5) That as far as practicable the aforesaid scholarships sliall be subject 
to the conditions attached to the said Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholar- 
ships,” 

(6) That the power of putting a fair conatroction on any doubts 
point in deciditig upon anjnpoint not covered by the aforesaid oonditiona 
attached to the said ” Rajkri^toa-Kshetramani Soholai^ips ” sball 
rest with the University. *

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PREONATH BATTA LEGACY SCHOLARSHIP 

In August, 1904, the Solicitor to the Government of India forwarded a 
oheque on the Bank of Bengal for Bs. 13,017-104, being the one-fourth 
tdiare of the residuary estate of the late Babu Preonath Datta bequeathed 
l>y him to the University. 
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The Senate on the 17th February, 1906, adopted the following soheme> 
edbmitted by the Gonunittee appointed by them at their meeting on tha 
15th April, 1905 : — 

That there shall be two soholarships, one for a successful female candid 
date at the Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science and another at 
the Matriculation Examination, the amount being Rs. 10 for the former and 
Ka. 8 for the latter. The soholarships shall be tenable for two years on condi- 
tion that the scholars prosecute a course of study for the next higher exa^ 
mination. 

That the scholarship shall be awarded to the best among the successful 
oandidates who do not get a Government scholarship, who are natives of 
Bengal, and whose circumstances are such as render help desirable. The 
las^act shall be certified by a Member of the Senate or a Principal of a 
College afdliated to the University. 

The Syndicate shall have power to alter the amount of the scholar- 
^lips according to the funds which are available.

5. That a prize of books, up to the value of Rs. 9, be annually awarded 
to the student gaining tho highest number of marks in Physiology at tVie 
Intermediate Examination in Arts or Science.

Mr. G. C. Bose, Executor of the Will of the late Babu Jagatbandhu 
Bose, placed at the disposal of the University 3} per cent. G. P. Notes of" 
the nominal value of Rs. 6,000 for the purpose of founding a scholarship in 
memory of the mother and grandmother of the donor on the following 
conditions : — 

(1) That a scholarship of Rs. 8 per mDnth tenable for two years shall 
be awarded to such successful candidate in the Matriculation Examination 
for the year, who being a student of the H. E. School, Ilsoba-Mondlai, 
obtains the highest number of marks amongst the fellow students, but 
does not obtain a Government Scholarship.

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BAJKRISHNA-KSHBTRAMANI SCHOLARSHIPS 

In August, 1901, Baba Kishorixnohan Ray, Vakil, High Court, Calcutta, 
made over to the University of Calcutta 3 per cent. Government Promis- 
sory Notes for Re. 4,000 for the purpose of founding from the interest 
thereof two Scholarships each of the value of Rs. 5 per month tenable for 
one year subject to the following conditions : — 

(1) That the scholarships be called "‘Rajkrishna-Kshetramani Scholar- 
iflhip” in memory of his revered parents the late Babu Rajkrishna Ray 
and Srimati Hshetramani Debya, and be published as an endowment in 
the Calendar of the University. 

(2) That each of the two scholarships be awarded to the student who 
may be declared otherwise fit and eligible under the conditions hereinafter 
mentioned in consideration of his or her prosecuting or pursuing his or her 
atudies in some well-organised institution, teaching in Arts or some pro- 
fession or any technical subject. 

(3) That the scholarship shall be open, one to each of the six schools 
jspeoified below, in rotation in the order in which they are named, that is 
one scholarship to each of the first two schools in the first-year, then to 
each of the next two schools in the second year, and so on : 

(1) Rajshahi Collegiate School 

(2) Deoghur R. Mitra H. E. School 

(3) Bogra Zila School. 

(4) Pabna Zila School. 

(6) South Suburban School, Bhowanipur. 

(6) Dumka Zila School. 

(4) That one of the scholarships shall be awarded to the most deserving 
student who successfully passes the Matriculation Examination of the 
Calcutta University from one of the two schools as indicated above to 
which the scholarships are open for any year, but fails to obtain any other 
scholarship of a value equal to or higher than this scholarship, and the 
other scholarship to such student from the other of the two schools. 

(5) That if in «iy year no student be eligible, according to the condi- 
tions hereinbefore mentioned from any school to which one of the scholar- 
ships is open for the year, the same shall bo open to the school next in 
rotation, provided that both the scholarships shall not bo given to on© 
and the same school for two years consecutively. 

(6) That if in any year no student be eligible for any of the scholar- 
ships €U3Cording to the conditions hereinbefore mentioned, from any one of 
the aforesaid six schools (a contingency not likely to happen), the same 
slmll be awarded to such deserving student of any other school situated 
within the jurisdiction of the Commissioner of Rajshahi Division as the 
Syndicate of the Calcutta University shall 8t)lect, having regard to the tenor 
and spirit of the conditions hereinbefore mentioned. 

(7) That the power of putting a fair construction on any doubtful 
point in or of deciding upon any point not covered by the aforesaid condi- 
tions, shall rest with the University.

If the student be a recipient of any Government or University Scholar- 
ship or any other endowment through Government or University or the 
Pirojpur High School Trust Fund Scholareliip, the Scholarship would, in 
that cas(s bo aM ard^nl to the next first student, who is not such a recipient. 

For the Ahov€> purpose the annual interest on the G. P. Notes of the 
face value of Rs . 3,500 will bo expended. 

Second Endowment 


Out of the annual interest on the balance left of the G. P. Notes, t.e., 
Rs. 600, a silver modal is to be awarded annually to the student securing 
the highest number of marks in Bengali (Vernacular) among the candidates 
at the Matricuhvt ion Examination from the schools within the Sub-Division 
of Pirojptir, District Barisal, provided the student continues his studies 
in an affiliated college. 

In case the first candidate does not continue his studies in any affiliated 
college the next candidate in order of merit in Bengali, who fulfils the 
conditions will got the modal. 

The inscription on the modal will be as follows : —

for Bengali in Pirojpur Sub-Division, at the 

Matriculation Examination, 19

Babu Kshitiadranath Banerjee, in deference to the wishes of his uncle, 
the late Babu Kedarnath Banerjee, pleader and resident of Barasat, in 
the District of 24-Parganas, made over to the University 3| per cent. 
Government Securities of the nominal value of Rs. 8,000 for the purpose 
of creating an endowment for the award of a scholarship, a gold medal 
and a prize of books. The donation was subsequently supplemented by 
a further sum of Rs. 1,000. The conditions for the award are as follows 

(а) That a scholarship of Rs. 8 (eight) a month tenable for two years 
awarded every alternate year to the l^st student who pcksses the Matri- 
culation Examination in the First Division from the Barasat Gk>vemment 
School but does not obtain a Government or any other scholarship, if he 
pursues his studies for the next liigher examination in an affiliated oo|lege. 

The scholarship of Rs. 8 a month tenable for two years, under this clause 
which was originally awarded every alternate year is now awarded annually. 

(б) That the l^rasat Government School failing to pass in any year 
any student who might satisfy the said conditions the portion of the interest 
available for scholarship will be added to the fund. 

(c) That the scholarship be called * Thakurdas Banerjee Scholarship * 
in memory of the donor’s father. 

(d) That a prize in Sanskrit books of the value of Rs. 25 to be called 
the '' Prasannamayi Devi Prize,** perpetuating the memory of the donor’s 
mother, be presented at the annual Convocation to the female student 
who gains the highest number of marks in Sanskrit at the Bachelor of Arts 
Examination among the successful students of her own sex ; or in the 
absence of such a student the prize be similarly awarded to a male student, 
who gets the highest number of marks in Sanskrit at the scune examination. 

(e) That a gold medal of the value of one hundred rupees be awarded 
every year publicly at the Convocation of the Senate for conferring Degrees 
to the only or the best D.L. of the year, if any, or failing him to the student 
who stands first at the M.L. Examination, or failing him to the student 

who stands first at the Final B.L. Examination. 

(/) That the modal bears the words ** Kedarnath Banerjee Medal 

awarded to ” on one side and the University Arms 

on the other. 

(g) That the names of the winners of the scholarship, prize and the 
gold modo^l be published in the Gazette as well as in the University Calendar. 

(h) That the donor be allowed to nominate Arindrajit Mukhopa^yay 
who passed the Matriculation Examination in 1911 in the First Division 
from the Barasat Government School and has been admitted into the 
Ripon College, as the first holder of the Thakurdas Banerjee Scholarship. 

(i) That in subsequent years the University will award the said scholar- 
ship to any one in term of the condition in paragraph (a). 

(j) That the scholarship, prize and medal be awarded with effect 
from the year 1911.

ESHAN SCHOLAKSHIP 

Babu Eshanchandra Bose of Calcutta bequoathf^d by his Will to the 
University a sum of Rs. 12,000 in Governemnt Securities of the 6 per cent, 
loan (reduced to 3J p.c.) for the purpose of founding a scholarship to be 
awarded annually in accordance with the terms specified in the following 
extract from the Will : — 

** I direct my said Executors, immediately on my decease, if the same 
shall not be contributed during my life time to set apart out of my estate 
Government Securities of the late East India Company, or of the Government 
of India or both of them, for the amount of rupees twelve thousand of some 
^ per cent, loan, otherwise, that my Executors shall immediately after my 
decease invest sufficient part of my estate in the purchase of similar Govern- 
ment Securities for rupees twelve thousand of 5 per cent, loan so as to provide 
annual income of Rupees six hundred,^ and to endorse over and transfer the 
0um to the Government of Bengal or the President for the time being of 
the Syndicate of the Calcutta University, subject to the trusts hereinafter 
mentioned concerning the same, that is to say, interest to found a scholar- 
ship, in the Calcutta University, to be called ** Eshan Scholarsliip ” to be

The present value of the Scholarship is Rs. 480. 
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awarded to tho first scholar being a Hindu native of India in the B.A. list 
for the year in the order of merit, in oonsideration of his continuing his 
studies in the Calcutta Presidency College with a view to attainment of 
the higher degree of M.A. and to be paid to him upon or in case of his 
attaining that degree, but not otherwise 

Tho Syndicate have laid down the following rules for the award of the 
Eshon Scholarship : — 

(I) The competition for scholarship shall be condnod only to candidates 
who have passed the B.A. Examination with Honours. 

(II) In deciding who the “ first scholar *’ is, only the marks awarded 
in the subject in which a candidate has obtained Honours shall be considered.

JUBILEE POST-GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS 

The following scheme for the institution of Scholarships for Post- 
Graduate study of research in Literary or Scientific subjects framed under 
Section 18, Chapter IV of the New Regulations, has been adopted by the 
Senate : — 

1. For the endowment of Post-Graduate study in accordance with 
the New Regtilations in the Faculties of Arts and S(deneo twelve University 
Scholarships shall be established. 

2. Each Scholarship shall be of the value of Rs. 32 per month, and 
^all be tenable for a term of two years. 

3. The scholarship shall be awarded annually upon the results of the 
B.A., B.Sc. and B.Com. Examinations. 

4. One scholarship shall ordinarily bo awarded to each candidate 
whose name stands first in the Honours list in each of tlio subjects for 
the B.A. and B.Sc. Examinations and in the First Division at the B.Com. 
Examination, provided that — 

(i) he has obtained First Class Honours in a subject for the B.A. and 
B.Sc. Examinations or has passed the B.Com. Examination in the First 
Class. 

(ii) he does not accept any other University Scholarship or any Govern- 
ment or College Scholarship, and 

(in) he undertakes to prosecute a regular course of study for the degree 
of Master of Arts or Science either under one or more University Lec- 
turers or in a college duly afilliated for the examination in the subject 
which he takes up. 

5. If a candidate in any subject is disqualified under provisions (Hy 
and (Hi) of Rule 4, the scholarship in that subject shall be awarded to the 
next candidate in the First Class who may bo duly qualified, provided 
that all the other candidates, who stand first in the i*irst Class in any 
subject and are qualified for a scholarship, have received the same. 

6. If in any year the number of candidates qualified for a scholarship 
’Under the preceding rules exceeds the number of scholarships available, 
the Syndicate may, with the sanction of the Senate, award additional 
scholarships. 

7. A candidate who obtains Honours at the B.Sc. Examination under 
the Old Regulations will be deemed to have obtained First Class Honours 
in a subject within the meaning of Rule 4, provided he has obtained a First 
Class in subject n or in any two subjects taken together from among 
subjects HI to IX, Sections 6 and 7 of the B.Sc* Regulations (Calendar 
for 1906, p. 68). 

8. Ajs a condition of the continuance' of the scholarship each scholar 
must produce at the end of every three months, from the University Lec- 
turer, whose classes he is attending, or from the Principal of his college, 
certificate of good conduct, diligence and satisfactory pro grass in his studm* 
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9. The Arab aw^rd of the scholarahips be lUixdd upon the results of 
>the B*A. and B.So. Eicanunatioua, 190$.

The Will barely mentioned that, out of the amount received the Uni- 
versity will awaril a prize or a scholarship in the name of the late Rai 
Bahadur Kailaschandra Basu. There was nothing in the Will regarding 
tfie terms and coiKiitions of the award of a prize or a scholarship. 

(The amount liiis boon invested in 3i% Q. P, Notes.) 

The following rules ware adopted by the Syndicate on 5th June, 1945, 
for the award of a h ilarsliip out of the income of the Fund 

(1) The scholarship shall be called ** Rai Bahadur Kailaschandra 
Basu Scholarship.” 

(2) Out of the income of the Fund, a scholarship of Rs. 10 per month 
tenable for two years shall bo awarded to the student who stands first in 
the First Division at the B.Com. Esiamination, on condition that (i) he 
prosecutes further studies in Commerce for the M.A. Examination in the 
Post-Graduate Dv^partmont of this University and that {ii) he does not 
enjoy any other scholarship. 

(3) la (*,ase the student standing first in the First Division does not 
avail himself of the s<*.holiirship or is found not eligible for the scholcurship, 
it shall be awarded to the next candidate in the First Division at the B.Com.

(4) That if in a particular year tluTO is no female candidate who passed 
the Final M.B. Examination as aforesaid the medal be awarded to that, 
female candidate who secures the liighest number ol‘ marks, among the 
female candidates at the B.A. and B.Se. Honours Examination of the' Eal- 
eutta University. 

(6) That the me<lal be publicly presented to the reinpient at the Annual 
Convocation for conferring degrees and that tla* names of the medallists 
be published in the Gazette and the Uiih'^ersitj EaUmiar.

SIR ASUTOSM MOOKER.TEE PRIZES 

Prof. L). R. Bluin<larkar and Mahamahopadhyay Dr. Satischandra 
VidyabluisVian, Mernliers of the Senate, placed at the disposal of the Uni- 
versity, tliroiigh the Se^jretiiry to the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching 
in Arts, Gov^eniment secMirity for Rs. 1,000 representing the surplus of sums 
contributed by the friends an«l admirers of §ir Asxitosh Mookerjee on the 
occasion of his birthday anniversary held in 1919, the income whereof is to 
be applied for the present in awarding a prize of books to the most deserving 
of the graduates under taking the study of Indian Vernaculars in the M.A. 
Examination. 

The gift was thankfully accepted by the Senate, at its meeting of the 
23rd August, 1919. 

Qovorrimont 80 (;urities of the nominal value of Ra. 1,200 bearing interest 
at the rate of 3 J per cent, per annum have been added to tho fund. Instead 
of one prize, two prizes have been decided to be awarded, one of Rs. 70 and 
the other of Hs. 30 (Syndicat(3, dated the 26th January. 1923). 

The Rules for the award of the prizes as modified by the Syndicate on 
22nd Mtirch, 1941, stand as follows ; — 

1. Two prizes of books worth Rs. 60 and Rs. 40, respectively, shall be 
annually awarded on the result of the B.A. Examination, to 

(i) the graduate who stands first in Bengali Honours, and 

(i«) the graduate who obtains the highest marks in Bengali Verna- 
oular (excluding tho paper under Rule 5 Alternative Bengali) : 

Provided always that they continue their studies m the Post-Graduate 
Classes of the University with a view to appearing at the M.A. Ex€unination 
in Modem Indian Languages with Bengali as their Principal subject. 

2. A prize of books worth Rs. 50 shall be awarded annually, on the 
result of the B.A. Examination, in the following subjects, viz., Hindis X7rdu» 
Assamese and Oriya, by rotation and in the order of the subjects stated. 

The prize shall be awarded to the graduate standing first in honours 
in the subject in which the awai^ is to be made in any particulaT year, and 
if no such graduate be available, then to the graduate who obtains the

I^vided always that the graduate to whom the award is to be made, 
continues his or her studies in the Post-Groduati< Classes of the University 
with a view to appearing at the M.A. Examination in Modern Indian 
Languages with the said subject as his or her Principal subject. 

The Syndicate decided, on 2nd March, 1945, that in eases of the first 
candidates being ineligible for the awards on account of not being students 
of the University Post-Graduate classes in Modern Indian Language with 
the same subjects as their Principal subjects, the award will be made to 
the best among those who fulfil the above conditions although they may 
not stand first in the subjects at the B.A. Examjnation.

SIR BIPINKRISHNA BOSE SCHOLARSHIP 

Sir Bipinkrishna Bose, Kt., offered 6 per cent. War Bonds (Income- 
tax free) of Rs. 8,000 on the following conditions : — 

(1) That the aforesaid Bonds shall constitute a permanent Trust Fund 
of the University. 

(2) That the interest accruing on them on the Slst March, 1023, on 
Ist October, 1923, and Slst March, 1934, shall be appropriate by the 
University to meet the present deficit in its fund ; and 

(3) That thereafter the interest accruing on the Bonds shall be utilised 
in giving a scholarship of Rs. 40 per month or Rs. 480 per annum to a Post- 
Graduate student in Science of the University College of Science and tenable 
so long as he studies in that institution, subjecit to such conditions as the 
University may from time to time lay down. 

(4) That when the Bonds shall bo paid up by Government, the money 
realised shall be invested in Government Promissory Notes and in no other 
security and the interest on them shall be utilised as set forth in condition 
No. 3. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate, and a Committee 
was appointed to frame rules for the management of the fund. 

The Syndicate, on the 9th February, 1923, approved the following rules 
framed by the Committee ; — 

1. That a scholarship of Rs. 40 per month, tenable for one year, be 
established and be named Sir Bipinkrishna Bose Scholarship. 

2. That the scholarship be annually awarded for proficiency in only 
one of the following subjects in the order stated : — 

I. Anthropology. V. Physiology. 

II. Experimental Psychology. VI. Geology. 

III. Botany. VII. Physios. 

IV. Zoology. VIII. Chemistry. 

The Boholarship shall be awarded to the successful candidate who dis- 
tinguishes himself most at the B.A. and B.Sc. Honours Examinations in 
the subject for the year. 

3. That the first award shall be made on the results of the examinations 
in 1924, and the subject of the scholarship for that year will be Anthropo- 
logy ; the subject for each succeeding year shall be taken from the above 
list in the order. 

4. The scholar shall prosecute his studies for the M.A. or M.Sc. degree 
at the University College of Sciepce and the scholarship shall be tenable 
subject to tbe production of periodical certificates of satisfactory progress 
in study under the Professors concerned. 

In 1923, Sir Bipinkrishna Bose, Kt., offered a second instalment of 6 
per cent. Bonds for Rs. 2,000 in order that with the additional amount 
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the inoome of the fund created by him in 1022 would bo raised to Rs. 600 
and thereby the Sir Bipinkrishna Bose Scholarship would be valued at 
Rs. 50* instead of at Rs. 40.

(6) That the medal be called the “Bankobehary Banerjee Medal.'*

GOLOKCHANDRA GHOSH MEDAL 

On the 4th May, 1908, Babu Dwarkanath Ghosh made over to the Uni- 
versity 3 per oent. Government Promissory Notes of the nominal value of 
Rs. 2,600 for the purjiose of creating an endowment to commemorate the 
memory of his father, the late Babu Golokchandra Ghosh, on the following 
conditions : — 

(1) That an annual gold medal be presented publicly every year to 
the successful candidate at the M.A. Examination in Sanskrit, who obtains 
the highest number of marks in the Vedanta Philosophy provided he does 
not obtain any other medal. In case the required candidate is not available 
the medal is to be presented to a deserving candidate who shall have passed 
the M.A. Degree Examination in Sanskrit Moral Philosophy, irrespective 
of caste, creed and sex. 

(2) That the medal is to bear the following inscriptions : — 

**Dwarkanath Ghosh, Donor, in honour of his father, the late Golok- 
chandra Ghosh of No. 52-2, Sankaritola Lane, Calcutta, awarded to ** 

on one side and the University Arms on the other. 

(3) That the names of the medaHists be printed in the Calendar and 
in the Calcutta Gazette. 

The S^dicate on the 17th July, 1931,* resolved that the medal be 
awarded in accordance with the following principles : — 

(1) A candidate who passes the M.A. Examination in Sanskrit (stand- 
ing first in Group D) will get the medal provided ho does not get any other 
medal excluding the University gold medal. 

If such candidate obtains any other medal, then 

(2) The Golokchandra Ghosh Medcd will bo awarded to that candidate 
who has passed the M.A. Examination in Sanslcrit and has secured the 
liighest number of marks among the successful candidates in Groups B, 
C, E» F and G but who has not obtained any medal other than the University 
medals.

HEMCHANDRA GOSSAIN PRIZES AND MEDALS 

The terms of the bequest for the above-named Prizes and Medals are 
given in the following extract from the Will: — 

"*Real encourgement not being afforded to Sanskrit language in this 
country is being noticed day by day. Therefore I provide that whoever 
come off best of all in Sanskrit Literature in the M.A. Degree Examina- 
tion at the Calcutta University in any yecur shall get a reward of Rs. 590 
(five hundred rupees) in a lump sum ana the present of a gold medal of the 
value of one hundred and fifty rupees. On one side of the gold medal shall 
be engraved in the Bengali language my name and Serampur as my reddenee 
Jind on the other aide the name of the recipient soholar and the Bangali yea^. 
It ia my belief that the learning of Science is absolutely necessary in 
cavuHltf. Therefore in order to give an impetus to the enoourgement 
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of "Science*, 1 provide that whoever will stand first of all in the M.Sc. Exa- 
mination for lienee at the University of Calcutta in any year shall get a 
reward of 500 (five hundred) rupees in a lump sum and the present of a gold 
medal of the value of 150 (one hiuidred and fifty) rupees in that year. On 
one side of the gold modal shall be engraved in the Englisli language my 
name and Serompur as my residence and on the other side the name of the 
recipient scholar and the English Christian year. 

For the performance of the act mentioned in this clause and in clause 
preceding it, my -executor shall make over Company’s papers, that is. 
Government Promissory Notes for 37,500 (thirty-seven thousand and five 
hundred) rupees bearing interest at three and half per cent, out of my estate 
to the Calcutta University. They shall perform the acts stated in the 
said clauses out of the interest on the said papers.” 

The following scheme for giving effect to the wishes of the testator 
was adopted by the Syndicate : — 

(1) That a prize of Ks. 500 in money and a gold medal of the value 
of Rs. 160 to be called the '"Hemchandra Gossain Prize and Medal in Sans- 
krit” respectively, bo awarded annually to the most successful student 
in Sanskrit at tho M.A. Examination of the year. 

(2) That the medal bear on one side the University Arms, and on tho 

other the following words in Bengali — “Hemchandra Gossain, Serampur, 
awarded to ” 

(3) Tliat a prize of Rs. 500 in money and a gold medal of the value 
of Rs. 150 bo annually awarded to the student who stands first in order 
of merit among tho successful candidates at the M.Sc. Examination. 

(4) That the modal bear on one side the University Arms and on the 

other the following words in English "Hemchandra Gossain, Serampur, 
awarded to ” 

(5) That the above prizes and medals bo publicly awarded at the 
annual Convocation of tho Senate for conferring degrees and that the 
names of the recipients be published in tho University Calendar.

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UPENDRANATH MITRA SCHOLARSHIP 

The late Mr. Roby Dutt, Lecturer of the Calcutta Univerfsxty^ be* 
queathed by his will to the University a legacy of Rs. 10,000 (ten thousand) 
for the creation of an endowment for the award of a Post-Graduate scholar- 
ship in English Literature in memory of his maternal grandfather, the 
late Babu Upendranath Mitra, who was a Vakil of the High Court and 
an Honorary Fellow of the Calcutta University. 

The Syndicate, on the 2Gth July, 1918, thankfully accepted the legacy. 

The rules for the award of the scholarship, as modihed by the Syndicate 
on 30th November, 193-1, stand as follows 

(1) That tho award bo made annually on the results of the M.A. Exami- 
nation in English. 

(2) That the Scholarship be awarded to the student, who, after a regulctr 
course of study in the Post-Graduate Department in English, distinguishes 
himself most at tho M.A. Examination in English with a thesis. If in a 
particular year no such student is available tho scholarship will be open to 
any student, who, after a regular course of study in tho Post-Graduate 
Department in English, has passed the M.A. Examination in English in 
tho First Class. 

(3) That tho Scholarship bo awarded on the condition that the scholar 
shall carry on further study and research under the guidance of a University 
Toachor in English with a view to qualifying himself for a higher exami- 
nation, such as that for the Premchand Roycliand Studentship or the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy, or to compote for research i>rize such as 
the Griffith Prize or the Jubilee Research Prize. The continuance of 
the scholarship will depend upon the production of a quarterly certificate 
of satisfactory progress in studios from the University teacher concerned ; 
and the scholar shall, at tho end of his term, submit a full statement of his 
work. 

(4) That until further orders the scholarship bo of the value of Rs. 60 
a month, be tenable for two years and that a sum of Rs. 600 be annually 
contributed from the General Fund of the University to the Endowment 
Fund so that the scheme may bo effectively carried out. 

(6) That the names of the scholars be published in the Gazette and in 
the University Calendar.

and the samo time and who have been successful at the first attempt.

BENTLEY :VIEMORIAL MEDAL 

The District Health Officer, Howrah District Board, made over to the 
University a certain sum for creating an en*lowmont for the annual award 
of a medal to perpetuate the memory of Dr. C. A. Bentley, tlie tlioii Director 
of Public Healtli, Bengal. It was proposed that the amount should be 
kept in custody till the annual interest was found to be sufficient for award- 
kig a gold or gold-centred silver modal annually to the best student in the 
D.P.H. classes. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on the 19th June^ 
1942, and the amount was ordered to be invested in G. P. Notes. 

It was also decided that draft rules for the aw'ard of the medal be drawn 
up and placed before the Syndicate for approval in duo course. 

3J% G. P. Notes for Rs.* 1,000 form the present corpus t>f the fund and 
there will be also a closing balance of Ks. 284 at the end of June, 1951. 
If Rs. 200 out of this amount is invested then the annual income from 
the next year will bo Rs. 36. The minimum for a gold -rimmed silver 
medal is Ks. 40. 

The following rules for the award of the medal wore adopted by the 
Syndicate on 3rd March, 1951 : — 

(1) The medal is to bo called “The Bentley Memorial Modal.*’ 

(2) It will be annually awarded to the best siitdont of the D. P. H. 
Class who is a native of !^ngal and who passes the D.P.H. Examination, 
Parts I & II in the first attempt. 

(3) The medal will be presented publicly to the recipient at the Annual 
Convocation. 

(4) The medal shall bear the University Seal on tho one side and the 
name of the medal with the name of tho recipient on the other. 

(6) Tho names of tho medallists will bo publishe<l in the University 
Calendar.

CHUNILAL BOSE MEDALS AND PRIZE (a) 

Mf. A. P, Borb, Executor to the estate •>! the late Rai Bahadur Dr. 
Chunilal Bose, offered to make over to the University per cent. G, P. 
Notes of the nominal value of Rs. 2,000 for creating an endowment for 
■awarding medals and a prize, in accordance with the bequests made 
to the Universitj by the late Rai Bahadur in the Will. 

The terms of the award of the medals and the prize are as follows : — 

First Bequest 

“ The interest to arise on the G. P. Note of 3J per cent. Loan of the 
nominal value of Rs. 1,000 is to be utilised for the purpose of awarding a 
fsilver medal and a prize to be styled ‘ Chunilal Bose Modal ’ and * Chunilal 
Bose Prize * annually to the student who stands first in the agf^egate 
-at the Preliminary Scientific M.B. Examination of the University in Che- 
mistry (including in that term both Inorganic and Organic Chemistry), 
-such prize to consist of medical books to be selected by the candidate to 
whom the prize to be awarded and the first of such medals and prizes 
should be awarded on the results of the Preliminary Scientific M.B. Exa- 
mination held in April, 1936.** 

Second Bequest 

“ The interest to arise on the G. P. Notes of the 3J per cent, loan on 
the nominal value of Rs. 1,000 (Rupees one thousand) is to be utilised for 
the award of a silver medal to be called ‘ Chunilal Bose Medal ’ annually 
to the student who stands second in order of merit at the Third M.B. Exa- 
mination of the Calcutta University which is usually held in the month 
of May or thereabout.*’ 

The bequests were thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 3rd 
-July, 1931. 

On a suggestion from Mr. A. P, Bose, the Syndicate on the 8th January, 
1932, modified the rules for awarding the two medals as follows ; — 

(1) The medal to be awarded on the results of Pr. Sc. M.B. Examina- 
tion will be awarded for the first time on the results of the examination 
held in April, 1931, and subsequent award will be made on the combined 
results of the examinations held in April and November each year. 

(2) The medal to be awarded on the results of the Third M.B. Exa- 
mination will be awarded to the candidate who stands first and not second, 
in the examination : provided, however, if the candidate who stands first 
'Obtains the University Gold Medcd, the Medal will be awarded to the candi- 
date who stands second. The first award will be made on the results of 
the examination to be held in April, 1931, and subsequent awards on the

In the event of the absence of the recipient the award 
shall be announced by the Vice-Chancellor at the Convocation. 

(3) If the University awards Honours in Medicine in the results of 
the Final M.B. Examination, the student must have to obtain Honours in 
this subject to be eligible for this award. 

Shoiild the University at any time institute a special examination for 
Honours in Medicine the award of the medal shall be made from among 
the candidates for such examination to the student who obtains Honours 
and secures the highest marks in Honours in that subject, provided that 
such marks must not be less than the marks representing 75 per. cent of the 
total aggregate marks in the written, oral and practical portions of the exa- 
mination in the subject. 

(4) Students passing the Final M.B. Examination in November or 
thereabout shall be eligible for the medal. 

(5) The first award shall be made on the results of the Final M.B.

(3) The medal shall bear the inscription * Nilmoney Brahmachari 
Medal for Medical Research * on one side and the University Arms on the 
other and shall be awarded publicly at the Annual Convocation for con- 
ferring degrees following the award.

On the 4th Dooembor, lvS67, the Honorary Sec^retary to the Committee 
appointed for the pur]joHC of commemorating the service of the late Hon’ble 
William Ritchie, Vi<'e-Cliauoollor of the University, Advocate-General of 
Bengal and Member of the Supreme Council, mfuie over to the University 
Rs. 672 establishing an annual prize of books. The amount was invested 
in Government securities and the annual procjeeds allowed to accumulate 
till the fund amounted to more than Ks.

3. Two prizes of the value of Rs. 45 and Rs. 40 respectively will be 
awarded to two Second-year students of the University Law College, who 
pass the Preliminary Examination in Law held in July, in the First Divi- 
sion, immediately after finishing their Preliminary Law course of study 
in the aforesaid College, and who occupy the first two highest places in 
the list of the successful candidates from the Universitv Law College as 
collegiate students, provided that they do not secure any other prize of 
books from the University for the same results. In the event of the prize- 
winner securing any other prize in Law from the University on the same 
result, the Prize should go to the next best man. 

Two such other Prizes of the respective value of Rs. 45 and Rs. 40 
■will be awarded to two ITiird-year students of the University Law College, 
who pass the Intermediate Examination in Law hold in July, in the Firpst 
Division, immediately after completing their Intermediate Law lectures 
within two years, from their date of admission into th i Aforesaid College 
on the same terms and conditions as laid down above. 

4. The award of such Prize will be made by the Governing Body of 
the University Law College on the report of the Principal. The names of 
the Prize-holders will be published in the Calcutta University Calendar.

AMBIKACHARAN CHAUDHURI MEDAL* 


In 1879, Govornmonh accoptei the offer of Babu Ambikacharan 
Chaudhuri, Assistant Engineer, Nagode, to invest Rs. 1,200 in 

4 (roduoed t:) 3i) per eont. Government Promissory Notes on condition 
that out of the interest of the investments a modal is awarded annually 
to that stn lent of the Sibpur Civil Engineering College, who stands first 
in Mathematics at the B.E. Examination. The administration of the 
fund was ontnistod to the Principal, Civil Engineering College, Sibpur, 
The Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, having proposed that the medal 
should, in future, bo publicly presented at the Convocation of the Calcutta 
University, the Government of Bengal, in its letter No. 409, dated the 19th 
July, 1890, appointed the Registrar of the Calcutta University as adminis- 
trator of the fund in place of the Principal, Civil Engineering College, 
Sibpur. On 14th October, 1890, the latter officer made over to the Uni- 
versity the sum of Rs. 132-11-1 being the amount of balance at credit 
of the above fund and forwarded a copy of the Report on the audit of 
the account of the fund countersigned by the Accountant-General, Bengal. 
The investments, at present, amoimt to Rs. 1,400 yielding an annual 
income of Rs. 49. 

The Syndicate on 21st February, 1930, decided that the award of the 
medal be confined to the regular candidates only.

SIBLEY SCHOLARSHIPS 

The late Mr. George Sibley, formerly a fellow of the University, be- 
queathed all his shares in the Ghoosery Cotton Mills, Limited, to the Senate 
^ the University “ upon trust to foun^ scholarships of the value of Rs. 
50 per mensem for graduates of the University in Civil Engineering with 


^ A gold-rimmed silver medal oat of the value of the 
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power to divert from time to time any portion of the income not exoeeding 
an equal moiety any other way, which may, in the opinion of Senate, be 
better calculated to further the study of Engineering Science among the 
natives of India.*’ At the time of his death Mr. Sibley owned 225 shares 
in the abovenamed company, the nominal value being Rs. 200 each. Of 
these 25 shares had to be sold to meet the claim of the Indian Revenue 
authorities in England demanding a legacy duty of 10 per cent, of the 
value of the sliares and the amount of any dividends received or accrued 
since the testator’s death and to pay the Attorney’s bill of costs. The 
remaining 200 shares together with dividend warrants for Rs. 809 were 
made over to the Secretary and Treasurer, Bank of Bengal, with instruc- 
tions to sell the shares at their market value, and to invest the sale 
proceeds and the amount of dividends in the 4 (reduced to 3^) per cent, 
loan of 1865. The Faculty of Engineering at its meeting held on 22nd 
March, 1893, recommended to the Syndicate that out of the interest of 
the above endowment one scholarship to bo called the Sibley Scholar- 
ship of Rs. 30 a month tenable for two years be awarded annu^ly (1) to 
any B.E. at the end of his practical course who attends and works regularly 
in on Electrical Laboratory or in nn Electrical Workshop, or (2) to any 
B.E. who is bona fide working in a mine. The selection of the scholar 
is to be according to their standing in the B.E. Examination, and each 
scholar is to bo required to submit to the Registrar a certiheate of good 
conduct at tlie end of each month. The Scholarship is to be forfeited if 
the conditions on which it is granted cea.sod to be observed. 

The rocommondution of the Faculty of Engineering was adopted by 
the Syndicate on the 8th April, 1893. 

^ Subsequently the rules were revised as follows by the Senate on the 
25th January, 1930 : — 

(1) Two scholarships of the value of Rs. 80 each per mensem tenable 
for one year shall be annually awarded to the first students two in order 
of merit, who being natives of India^ jiass the B.E. Examination in Civil 
Engineering brunch and satisfactorily completes the post-graduate course 
of one year’s practical training. 

(2) One scholarship of the value of Re. 50 per mensem tenable for 
one year shall bo annually awarded to the student who, being a native 
of India, passes the B.E. Examination in Mechanical Engineering branch 
securing tJic highest number of marks. 

(3) One sclioltirship of the value of Rs. 50 per mensem tenable for 
one year shall bo annually awarded to the student who, being a native of 
India, passes the B.E. Exiunination in Electrical Engineering branch 
securing tlio highest number of marks. 

(4) One s(‘}io!arship of tho value of Rs. 60 per mensem tenable for 
one year shall be annually awarded to the student who passes the final 
examination of the School of Mines at Ohanbad and who, being a native 
of India, secures the highest number of marks among such successful 
candidates as arc graduates or under-graduatos of tho Calcutta University. 

(The Scholarship in Mining will take effect from the date of joining 
the apprentice work, if it falls within the year of the award. Syndicate 
item No. 40, dated the 8th September, 1933). 

(5) Tho above scholarships cannot be held with any other soholar- 

ehip on stipend. They will be allowred to be drawn only so long as the 
recipients are pursuing their respective profession as research students 
or apprentices in workshops or mines or in large engineering works approved 
by the Faculty of Engineering. They shall cease to be drawn when the 
recipients secure salaried appointments or take up any other profession 
alien to Engineering. * 

(6) If during its tenure any schplarship cease to be drawn under 
operation of Rule 5 or for any other ocniss, it will be continued to the nexb 
meritorious candidate fulfilling the conditions of its award. 
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(7) The names of the scholars shall be published in the University 
Calendar. 

On an enquiry from the Principal, Indian School of Mines, Dhanbad, 
as to whether examination of the School of Mines at Dhanbad held at 
the end of the combined course of four years for the Diploma of Associate- 
ship of the School in Mining Engineering should be regarded as the final 
examination in Mining for the purpose of the award of the Sibley Scholar- 
ship or the award should be made on the three years’ course in Coal Mining 
or on three years’ course in Metalliferous Mining, the Faculty of Engineering, 
on 15th December, 1930, decided that the scholarsliip should be awarded 
to the student who obtains the highest number of marks at the examina- 
tion held at the end of combined course of four years, for the Diploma of 
Associateship of the School in Mining Engiiieoring, but that if, in any 
year, no student appears at the examination, the scholarship should be 
awarded to the student obtaining the highest number of marks at the 
Third -year Examination for the certificate in either Coal or Metalliferous 
Mining. 

N.B . — ^The scholarship under the now rules was awarded for the first 
time on the results of the examination of 1029. 

The award to the candidates who passed the BdtI. Examination in 
1928 and completed their practical training in 1920. should be considered 
as award for 1929 {vide Syndicate, item No. 45 ot 7th August, 1930). 

The Syndicate, on the 19th February, 1031, decided thst the position 
of first two candidates in Civil Eiigiaof^ring llranoh to l>i^ ilt»u>rmined 
on the marks of the Professional Soetion. 

The Syndicate on the 5th June, 1931, decided tl^at the Sibley Scholar- 
ship in Civil Engineering is to bo made tenable for one year from the date 
of the students’ joining their roseareli or appreiitifM work. 

The following rules regarding the priiKjiplo of award of the Sibley 
Scholarship in Mf'tjhariical Engineering and in Iwlocitrical Engint3t>riiig 
were adopted by the Syndicate on iOth August, 1931, and 2nd October, 
1936, respectively : — 

(1) The scholarship should be awarded on the rebuilt;! of the Pro- 
fessional Section of tiie li.E. Examination. 

(2) The scholar .should be required to take up his practical training 
or apprentice work within one year from the dete of the award. 

(3) The award should be mad*.) shortly after the publication of the 
restdts of the 13. E. Examination in Me<-*haai.Ml EngiiKv^ring an*l not after 
the completion of one year s Po.st-Ura hiate ])rac'tical training. 

(4) The payment will bo m v^lc ov'cry in mth oa production of certi- 
ficate from the Head of the institunon where the scholar is receiving 
practical training. 

Rules for the award of the Scholarship as avlopted by the Senate on 
2Sth January, 1950, stand as follows 

(1) Every year one scliolarsbip will be aw'ardod — f)no year for Civil 
Engirieermg and the next year for any one of the following branches of 
Engin^mg, viz,. Electrical, Mining, Moclianieai and Metallurgical En- 
gineering each of the value of lis. 35U per month imd tenable in advanced 
countries overseas for one year, in case no suitable candidate is available 
in ^y particular year, for any particular brunch, the award will bo with- 
held for th(3 year and will be mado available next year in the same branch 
m addition to the iisual award due for tlmt year. 

scholarship will bo open to graduates in Engineering, Civil, 
Me^onical, El^tncal or Metallurgical of the Calcutta University and 
to Xhploma holl8&rs of the Indian School qf Minos of not more than 2 years 
eiand^ and who have passed the B.E. Examination of the Calcutta Uni- 
VMiQr or the Diploma Examination of the Indian School of Mines as 

ease may be m the first class or division. In the case of Mmiir^j ar Dtoloma 
^MOloer, the candidate mcMtt have passed the J.Sc. Examination of Ool- 
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cuita University. The Scholarship will be awarded by a Selection Com- 
mittee, and shall be tenable at an institution laboratory, Government 
Department or Engineering firm as may be approved by the Syndicate 
at the time of making the award. 

(3) The University will issue advertisements inviting applications 
for this scholarship and fix the date within which such applications should 
be sent to the University. Each applicant will state in his application 
his academic qualifications and distinctions, the specific problem ho pro- 
poses to investigate and the institution or place whore ho proposes to work. 

(4) The cost of passage, equipment, etc., or premium, if any, is to be 
borne by the candidate himself. The candidate or his guarantor must 
deposit the return passage with the University l^efore the candidate pro- 
ceeds abroad. 

(5) The scholar shall bo required to submit a short report of his work 
every three months through the authorities of the institution or firm 
where he Ls working and the continuance of the scholarship will depend 
on the satisfactory report being received by the University. 

(6) The scholarship will bo paid in 4 equal instalments each year 
on the submission of the report as stated in the clause (5). 

(7) The name of the scholar will be published in the Calendar of the 
University. 

(8) The scholar will bo required to take up practical training or re- 
search within one year from the date of award. 

(9) The scholar may, with the permiasion of the Syndicate, submit 
his work for the degree of Master or Doctor of Science or Engineering of 
a University but not for any scholarship, studentship or medal.

Mr. Gunendranath Mukliopadhyay, L.M.S., placed at the disposal of the 
University a sum of Rs. 1,000 for the annual award of a gold medal in 
memory of his parents to be called “Debendranatli-Hemlnta Gold Medal** 
to the Post-Graduate student who passes his final oxaininatioii (M.A., 
M.Sc., Ph.D., D.So., M.D., DX., M.L., M.O. and M.S.), with the best of 
health and paying attention to his physique all through his University 
career. 

The offer was thankfully accepted by the Syndicate on the 12th March, 
1926, and the money was invested in the 3i per cent. G. P. Notes. 

The Syndicate, with the concurrence of the donor formulated the follow- 
ing scheme for the award of the medal : — 

(1) That a gold medal be instituted out of the interest of the sum of 
Rs. 1,000 offered by Babu Gunendranath Mukhopadhyay to the University 
of Calcutta. 

(2) That the medal ho called the ‘*Debendranath-Hemlata Gold Medal.’* 

(3) That the competition for the medal bo limited to M.A., M.Sc., Ph.D., 
D.Sc., M.D., D.L., M.L., M.O. and M.S., of not more than three years* 
standing. 

(4) That the Registrar shall call the name of the entrants for the com- 
petition by notification in the Press in the middle of November of each 
year. 

(5) That the standard of physical fitness shall bo determined by the 
examination of health of the competitors by the Students* Welfare Dejmrt- 
ment of the Calcutta University as well as by application of such tests as 
may be decided upon by a Committee of three experts appointed by the 
Syndicate from time to time provided always that one of the represen- 
tatives of the Calcutta University Students’ Welfare Department shall 
be a member thereof. 

(6) That the name of the recipient of the gold medal sliall be published 
in the Calcutta Review and Calcutta University Calendar. 

It was also agreed that the medal should bear the arms of the Uni- 
versity on one side and the following motto in Bengali on the other by 
way of encouraging physical culture : —

VIHARILAL MITRA ENDOWMENT 

The late Rai Bahadur Viharilal Mitra left a W^ill whereby he made a» 
bequest to the University of a sum of Rs. 4,000 per month for the advance- 
ment of Hindu Female Education. It was also provided that under certain 
circumstances the University would be the residuary legatee of the estate- 
The money received under this bequest was partially utilised for the 
creation of a special Fellowship called the “Viharilal Mitra Fellowship.” 
The terms and conditions of the Fellowship as approved by the Senate on 
the 25th September, 1936, are as follows : — 

{%) It will be awarded to a competent Hindu Bengali lady graduate to> 
be selected by the S 3 nidicate after inviting applications for the same. 

(n) The Fellowship will be tenable for two years. 

(in) Its value will be Rs. 200 to Rs. 250 per month and a special addi- 
tional grant will be for meeting travelling expenses, the amount to be> 
•determined by the Syndicate. 


*Thf Syndicate on 2nd December, 1950, decided as follows : — 

That the award of the Medal be transferred to N. O. 0. under the samer 
oonditions as they exists previously.

My Deaii Mr. Mookkrjeb, 

With a vi‘iw to provide facilities for the better fuldlmeiib of my aims 
and objects in creatiiig tlio two endowments which the University has al- 
ready boon ploa-iod to ac*;opt and which iiavo respectively been named -after 
my fatlior and niy mother, 1 bog leave to submit herewith for the a:‘.oeptanc 0 
of the University of Calcutta the scliemo for a Third Endowment al-^o to 
bo named after my iathor in Wiios > 11^11 jry my tirst Endowment was created. 

It IS perhaps noovlloss to point out thvit tny First and Second Endow- 
raonts iiud this proposed Tnird Endowmiiit arc all inspired by the same 
humble desire of helping my community and, through it, iny country in those 
holds of activity where the progressive nations of the world have achieved 
their economic welfare. Uiifortiuiately India has av'oided the arena of the 
struggle and it will yet take some time ft>r my country to realise ttiat tiie 
medievM.1 legacy of placid pathetic coiitentmont is but a clog and a handi- 
(iap in the modern world tluxt one ancient attitude of a serene, passionless 
spiritual <iobaohiuent lit up with radiant hopes of the hereafter and un- 
alTected by blio stir and ferment of the modern world must now be 
supplomeuted with scioutilie and industrial activity to prevent the 
threatened national calamity of economic stagnation. 

The danger arises not merely fnirn inaction, but from a fatally wrong 
pLveing of tilings. Tilts working man of the present ago standing on the 
lowest step of the industrial ladder in the real dynamic force wanih, trans- 
mitted upwards, e.roatos and sustains the commercial and manufacturing 
structure of tiio modern society. Yet how seldom is he allowed to come 
to his own. I have notitted with regret that far loss fortunate and far more 
luird-workiag as he is tliau most of us ho does nob receive propijr considera- 
tion in mtvny oivsos from his immediate superiors. After all many of the 
latter have the scioutilie training and, on the bop of tills the road of pre- 
ferment and ofUcial riscognition for them lies only boo often through the 
sweated labour of their subfirdiaabes. Our first endeavour therefore ought 
to be to make those tiveraoers and supervisors what they ought to be both 
from the standpoLni of their personal fitness as well as from the standpoint 
of tlxeir relation to the working-men whom they control. The unschooled 
overseer of to-day knows only wlxat ho has done or soon in factories and 
workshops ami naturally enough, improved methods, oonducivo to economy^ 
ofiftcionoy, increase in output and the improvement of its quality are beyond 
his reach. Ho is not a thinking or progressive foroe bub a part of the maohi- 
nery, and the human element ig him funotions but feebly in oonsequenoe. 

I seek therefore in the present Endowment by whioh I propose to trans- 
fer to the .University of Calcutta Gk»vorament Securities of the face value 
of Ra. 50,000 and the terms and conditions of whioh are set forth in Annexure 
A, to improve the officer in direct charge of labour, to encourage the growth 
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of a different and, aa I hops, a higher type of man who m\y be the im ne- 
diate captains of industry. My ideal is to have the vigorous intellect of the 
University man combined with the health and strengtli of the normal 
labour in them. Their academic qualifications supplemented by thorough 
practical experience will ena>)le them to stand midway between the expert 
and the working-man, to interpret the one to the other and, at the same 
time, to bring into play these qualities of foresight, forbearance and sym- 
pathy which find little place in modern industrial organistion. Men of 
this type will be neither too liigh, if need be, to render personal labour nor 
too low to take the leader’s part in rnatters of general direction and manage- 
ment. 

I can well appreciate that the question of ca]>ital will come up as soon 
as their training has been completed and capital in India up to the present 
has been rather shy. Still I hold that finance follows the man of skill as 
•surely as trade follows the flag and that “the vineyards of God will not 
turn into wilderness as the true Itibouror appears before the gates.” ]\Iills 
and workshops will absorb a good many of them and for the rest it would 
be a splendid services to our people if they would endeavour in all ear- 
nestness to revive the dying cottage industries of India. 

I may here bo permitted to appeal to future scholarship -holders wlio 
may benefit by this or my other endowments to maintain unimpaired 
tlie plain and homely Indian stylo of living. To my young friends destined 
to inherit the earth in the coming y<^r which I shall not live to see my 
advice is — “Liv’e even as your sires lived in homely simplicity. It will 
make you happy with the modest income that your work will fetch you 
and it will enable you, with your unostentatious mode of living, to spare 
part of your earnings to sot up in the world a poorer brother with a sym- 
pathetic heart and kindly feelings.” 

Lastly, I should much regret if those inadequate offerings of mine are 
interpreted as in any way sectarian or communal. I have, it is true, 
restricted the benefit of rny three Endowments to Bengalee Protestant 
Christian. As a Bengalee Protestant myself I fool that my brothers 
faith require some special encouragement to fall in line with the rest o 
my countrymen, and I am convinced that if they get it, the progress of 
my country as a whole will be more effectively secured. I love them 
not only because they are Protestant Christians but also beoatiso they 
are men of Bengal. It is only to fai^ilitate the general and harmonious 
progress of my motherland tliat these Endowments have been sot apart 
for the members of my own community. 

ANNEXUKE-A 

(1) That notwithstanding that the University of Calcutta shall, after 
formal acceptance of my present proposal, become the custodian of the 
three per cent. Government securities of the face value of Rs. 50,000 and 
hold the same in deposit for creation of scholarships hereafter out of the 
interest thereof as laid down below, the said interest shall belong absolutely 
to meet during my life-time pro\ddod however that it sliall be inoumbent 
on the Registrar, for the time being, of the Calcutta University to collect 
the said interest and to make over the same to mo if and wh^ I so re- 
quire or to invest the same in approved Government securities Trom time 
to time subject alwa^^ to my directions in this behalf. The securities 
so purchased together with the interest not demanded or withdrawn by 
me. shall on my death be added to and form part of the above endow- 
ment which shall be called the Lai Chand Jdooherjee Second EndowmenU 

(2) That after my death a personal allowance of Rs. 50 per month out 
dr interest accruing to the said Endowment shall be paid during her 

to each of my two nieces, named Sm. Ratnamala and to Sm. 
Vi^ctamala, both daughters of my brother the late Akshoy Ooomar 
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MoQ^cerjeo provided however that ia the evout of the djabh of any one 
or both of them the amouut or amounts thu^ S3t free together with the 
balanoe of the inoome of the Endowment shall be formed into Scholar- 
ships to be styled *‘Lal Chand Mookerjee Indian Scholarships for Pro- 
testant Bengalee Christians," to be awarded to desirable candidates ac- 
cording to the discretion of the Committe? of Management hereinafter 
mentioned. The amDiint of each schilarship should not ordinarily ex- 
ceed Rs. 50 per month. 

(3) That if any one or both of my said nieces predecease me, the income 
of the said securities which was to have been paid to her or to them as 
personal allowance under Clause (2) together with the balance of the in- 
come of the Endowment shall, on my death, bo formed into scholarships 
of not more than Rs. 50 each ordinarily, to be styled "Lai Chand Mookerjee 
Indian Scholarships for Protestant Bengalee Cliristians" to be awarded 
as in Clause (2) to desirable candidates according to the discretion of the 
Cjinmittec of Miuagomciit. 

(4) Th4t thi Slid S ^h )Urships shall be tenable for not more tlian three 
years within the t Ji-rit iri il limits of India, it being clearly understood 
that the ininiinum amount of each scholarship, which may vary in different 
oases as well as the period thereof, shall bo <leterminod by the Committee 
of Management mentioned below after due consideration of the sujbject 
or subjects in which training is to bo received by the selected scholarship- 
holder and the ordinary expenses of docent living in the place or places 
whore the training is to be? received. 

(5) Tliat the subject or subjects shall be selected from amongst the 
followif'JLg, provided howev’er that the Committee of Management shall 
Ufive the power, in <*onformity with the aims and objects of his Endow- 
mmt, to suggest and avid thereto other subjects from time to time : — 

Spinning, weaving, dye- making, mechanical, railway and electrical en-

(fi) That for purposes of general management and control of the En- 
dowment and more espiicially for soloctiug suitable candidates, for sano- 
tioning the subjivts in which training is to be received by them and approv- 
ing the firms, institutions, fa<’tories, mills, etc., where such training is to be 
rwoivod, for fixing the amount and the period for which a scholarship is to 
be tenable and for finally disposing of all matters connected with this 
Endowment a Committee of Management shall be formed the Personnel 
of which shall be selected by tho Syndicate of the Calcutta University, 
provided however tliat the majority of its members shall be Indians, and 
the Vice-Ohanoellor shall bo its Chainhan eX'OffieiOy and it shall contain 
at least tjiro Protestant Christian members nominated by tho Syndicate 
amongst the Principals and teachers of Colleges affiliated to the University 
of Oaloutta and provided also that my pupils, Messrs. Ramaprasad 
Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., and Syamaprasad Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., Barrister- 
at-Law, sons of the late Sir Asuto^ Mookerjee and Susilkumar Lahiri, 
M.A*, B.L., Advocate, High (^ourt, Oiilcutta, son of the late Susibhushan 
Lahiri, shall be life members of the said Committee, The Prooeedings 
of the Committee of Management shall be subject to confirmation by the 
Syndicate, The eaid Committee of Management constituted as above 
shall administdr this as wall as all the other Sadowmmts already created 
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or to be created by the pre.ient donor in favour of the Protestant Bengalee 
CSirifltians. 

(7) That every candidate for the **Lalohand Hooker jee Indian Scholar-

time of liis birth. 

(б) That he shall be of sound health and orLlinarily between IS and 23 
years of age. 

(r) That every candidate for tlio Lalchand Mookv-rjoe Indian Scholarship 
shall be a B.Sc. or B.E. preferably of the ITiiiversity of CuIcutUi nr shall 
have passed an examination or tost oqnivalont to the* B.Sc.. or B.E. Exami- 
nation of an Indian University. The piiverry of an a]>plicant or 4^f his 
guardian may also be sympathetically cunsidenHl in sanctioning a 
scholarship in oases whoro such an applicant is in every resptjct as 
highly qualified as the other applicant. 

(d) That ho shall bo required to submit oimhj a year or more frocpioutly, 
if BO directed by the Coinmittoe of Management, u certiticMte of good cojuluct 
and satisfactory progress and rcgnlai attendancjo from the he-id of the w^ork- 
Shop, school or factory wiioro he re<‘eives his training and failure to produce 
this certificate may entail forfeiture of his sclndarship. 

(«) That lie shall bo bound to recoiv-e training in tlie subject or subjocta 
approved or sanctioned by the Committee provied, however that hef^uro '* 
final sanction thereof the Committee of Mamigomoiit sfiall take into con-

(8) That itiatmuch as the Comraittee of Managoin 'ut hMoin proposed, 
shall admii lister this and my previous endowments and otiicr endowments 
tliat might bo subsequently created by mo for Bengalee Protestant 
Christians and nominate sciiolarship-holders, under tho terms and condi- 
tions therein respectively set forth or to be sot forth, tho Committee sliall bo 
entitled wdiilo making such nomination to give proforon.ee to candidates who 
on grouucU of qualifications and attaiiiinonts and after completion of their 
training under this Endowment, are likely to compote also for tho “ Lal-

The following scheme for utilising the amount of the donation woe* 
adopted by the Syn^cate on 13th November, 1937 : —

DR. KAMALKRISHNA RAHA SCHOLARSHIP 

The following rules for the award of the scholarship were adopted by 
the Syndicjate on 9th June, 1942 : — 

(1) A scholarship to be calied the *Dr. Kamalkrishna Raha Scholar- 
ship” shall be maintained out of the income of the endowment. The 
value of the scholarship shall be Rs. 75 per month. Ordinarily, it shall 
be awarded once every three years and shall be tenable for tluM yean, 
subject to satisfactory report. 

(2) The funds of the endowment shall bo a<imimstered by a Gk>veniing 
Body which shall be constituted evejy throe years as follows : — 

(i) The Vice-Chancellor of Calcutta University, Chairman, 

(W) and (in) One member from the Executive Committee, Council 
eC Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts, and one from the Executive Oommittea,^ 
Oouncil of Post-Graduate Teaching in Science. 
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{iv) One member elected by the University Appointments Board. 

(v) One member to be nominated by the Syndi^te. 

The Governing Body shall have the power to co-opt not more than 
three members who are specialists in subjects for which awards are to be 
made. 

The Proceedings of the Governing Body shall be subject to confirmation 
by the Syndicate. 

(3) The scholarship shall be awarded to deserving students of Calcutta 
University who must be of Bengali parentage, to enable them to undergo 
a course of training or to carry on research or investigations in any of the 
following branches of learning : — 

{A) Practical Aeronautics including Pilot's Training, Ground Engineer- 
ing, Commercial Aviation in India and other related technical 
investigations. 

(B) Practical Submarine operation. 

(C) Practical Military Science at any Military College in India or in 

the Indian Navy. 

(D) Rural Reconstruction, viz , — 

(t) Sfiuiitation. 

(ti) Co -operative work in the different aspects of Agriculturep 
Animal Husbandry, Dairy Farming, Marketing of Rural 
Products, etc. 

(in) Education. 

.(E) Handicrafts, i,e,, manufacture of — 

(а) Textile good.9, in any recognised Textile Institution 

(б) Leather Goods 

(c) Pottery 

(d) Measuring Instruments (Precision and Industrial) 

(e) Battc'ries of different types 

(/) Elet’trie )S witches and accessories for House Wiring 
ig) Stationeries, mz\ Carbon Paper, Stencil Paper, Tapes and 
Ribbons, Pins, Clips and Fasteners of different varieties^ 
Erasers, Fountain Pens, Stylo Pens, Nibs, Propelling Pencils, 
etc. 

(A) Balances, and Weights for different purposes 

(i) Surveying and Drawing Instruments, viz,. Prismatic Compass, 

Measuring Tapes and Measuring Chains, Measuring Scedes, 
etc., and other accessories 

(j) Small -sized House Pumps 

{k) Small Oil Engines 

(l) Spectacles Frames and other requisites for Opticians 

(w) Safety Razor Blades, Strops, Razors, Hones, etc. 

The Syndicate may add to or alter the list of subjects. 

(4) Candidates for the scholarship must satisfy the Syndicate that 
they posmss sufficient preliminary knowledge to enable them to undergo 
the training or carry out the investigations which they desire to under- 
take. They must have passed the Intermediate Science Exammation 
of Calcutta University. 

(5) In the first week of January in the year in which the scholarship 
IB to be awarded, the Registrar shall invite, by advertisement, applications 
for the scholarship which must bo submitted to him not later wan 15th 
February. 

(6) Candidates for the scholarship must not be less than 17 or more 
‘tihan 19 completed years of ag^ in the year in which they apply. 

(7) The application of every candidate must set forth precisely the 
partii^ar branch of industry he intends to study and t^ institution or 
arm in India which he intends to join for the purpose. He must 
state the approximate total expenditure including premium, if any ; how 
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this extra amount will be met, and what arrangement he proposes to make 
for the payment of premium, if any, required for his training. 

(8) Candidates for the scholarship shall submit to the Registrar, along 
with their applications — 

(o/ Certificates of moral character from at least two perscnB oi res- 
pectability and position with whom they may be acquinted 
(given not more than one year ago). 

(6) A certificate of physical capacity to imdergo the course of life and 
study which they will have to tollow, signed or countersigned 
by a medical TT>A.n holding a Degree or Diploma of a recognised 
British or Indian University or Uicensing Bodv (given not more 
that one year ago). 

(9) A candidate elected to the scholarship must make an affidavit 
in the following terms : — 

(a) That he will remain a whole-time scholar during the period of 

his training. 

(b) That, unless disabled by illness, if he fails to complete his studies 

in accordance with the terms and conditions sot out in his appli- 
cation, he shall forfeit his scholarship and that })e will bo further 
liable to refund the amount spent on him for the purpose. 

(10) The Governing Body after due consideration of all the applications 
received, and if necessary, interviewing such of t})em as may be selected 
for the purpose, shall in the first instance, make a preliminary selection 
by the end of March of not less than three names for the scholarsliip. 

An enquiry will then be addressed to the relevant authorities in order 
to ascertain whether facilitios for practical training, etc. (if any), desired 
by the candidates so selected are available, and if so, on what terms. 

On receipt of necessary information the Governing Body shall finally 
consider the applications of the candidates concerned togeth*^^r with a state- 
ment of particulars as to the facilities for pmetioal training available and 
the terms on which tliey aro offered, and select, not Liter th.i i the I5tn of 
April, a candidate for the scdiolarship, who is, in their opinion, (qualified 
to promote the object of the Donor. 'rUe award of the scholarship shall 
be subject to the approval of the SvTidicato. 

(11) Every scholar shall, within four weeks of his arrival at the selectee 
place of study, forward a report to ttie Registrar countersigned by proper 
authorities showing (a) the course of study ho proposes to f. »lL>w, (6) the 
arrangements made for his residence and supervision. 

(12) Every scholar shall, at the en<l of every half yca»', forward to the 
Registrar a certificate from the proper authorities, showing proof of satis- 
factory progress in study. The continuanoe of the s<?holarsluj> shall depena 
upon the production of such reports. 

(13) The Governing Body will keep thomselvos m touch with the student 
on his return after completion of study, and assist him in becoming appren- 
ticed to any Factory or industrial concern if he so desires. And when he 
desires to start an industrial business himself Lite Governing Body may, 
at their discretion, pay him a further sum not exceeding Rs. 900 towards 
his maintenance for a year on such terms as they think fit and proper. 

(14) The Syndicate shall publish the names of the selettted scholara^ 
with their subjects and places of study in the University Calendar. 

(16) Subject to due compliance with the above conditions the scholar* 
ehip will be forwarded quarterly in advance, by the Registrar, free of all 
otorges, to the chief controlling authority of the institution whore the scholar 
IMrbseoutas his studies for payment to him. 

0M} The Goyemmg Body can, at their discretion, increase the number 
0 jpelioted oanffidates in any year or years, if funds permit. 
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(17) The Governing Body may, at any time, with the approval of the 
Syndicate, alter these rules consistently with the terms of the endowment, 
but not so as to prejudice the holder of any scholarship already awarded.

Messrs. Abdul Rouff Sircar and Abdul Wadid Sircar of Central Court, 
2, Chittaninjan Avenue, Calcutta, at the request of Dr. Md. Ishaque, M.A., 
B.Sc., Ph.D. (Lond.), Lecturer, Calcutta University, donatod Rs. 5,000 
in per cent. G. P. Notes to the Calcutta University for creating an 
endowmtnit for the annual award of a Gold Medal out of its interest to 
perpetuate the memory of their uncle, the late MaiiKu Zainul Abedin 
Sircar, who was a Merchant and Zemindar, on certain conditions. 

Tile ofFor was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 9th June, 1944. 

The conditions as modified by the Syndicate on 27th April, 1945, stand 
as follows : — 

(1) That the Endowment bo named VZainul Abedin Sircar Memorial 
Fund.*’ 

(2) That out of the interest of tho Fund a gold medal be awarded 
every year by tho Syndicate in accordance with the scheme outlined below : 

(a) That a competition be held annually by the University in only 
one of the following branches in the order stated — 

{i) Theses written in English or Per.sian embodying the result of re- 
search work of tho candidates on a prescribed subject relating to Persian 
language, literature or culture. 

{ii) Original Poem or Poems written in Persian by the candidate on 
a prescribed specimen line (Tarah).

(b) Tliat the competition bo open ordinarily to graduates of the Cal- 
cutta or the Dacca University who must be of Indian parentage by birth : 

Provided that in tlie year in which candidates will be required to submit 
poems, the competition shall be on an all-India basis, and all persons in 
India shall be eligible to compote for the medal irrespective of the fact 
wliether they are graduates or they are of Indian parentage or not. 

(c) That not later tlian 31st Mtirch every year n Board of Adjudicators 
shall bo constituted as follows ; — 

(i) Tho Head of tho Department of Arabic and Persian, Univorsity 
of Calcutta. 

(ii) and (Hi) Two experts in Persian, one to be nominated by the 

Board of Higher Studies in Arabic and Persian and one by the Executive 
Committee of the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts, University 
of Calcutta. * 

(tv) An Iranian gentleman to be nominated by the Consul-General 
of Iran in India or his nominee. 

(v) One of the Donors or a member of their family after their death 
or a nominee of either of them.

(d) That the Board shall within the 30th April pre^ribe a ^bject 
or a Tarah or a topic, as the case inay be, for the competition which shall 
bo duly notified. Every candidate will be required to submit to the 
Registrar of the University on or before the 30th of November — 

(i) Three copies of his thesis (one copy if written in Persian) in the 
case of clause 2a(i) above, or 

(ii) A copy of the poem or poems in the case of clause 2a{ii) above, or 

(tii) A copy of synopses on the prcjcribfid topic giving an outline of 

the points on which the cnnditiato proposes to deliver a short speech before 
the public. 

The theses or the poems or the synopses shall be forthwith referred 
to the Board of Adjudicators who shall, as soon as possible thereafter, 
submit a report commending in order of merit the theses or the poems or 
the synopses, as the case may be, which in their opinion are of sufficient 
merit to justify the award of the modal. 

(e) As the modal is awarded witl» a view to encouraging original com- 
position and research as well as proper articulation of Persian soutmIs tlm 
candidates whose theses or poems are comrnendod will be retjjuireti to 
them in public just as the competitors for public speaking will be roquiiw 
to deliver a short sjDoech <m the subjiMit-matter of their synopses. Ino 
medal shall be awarded on the merits of the theses, poems, or synopses as 
well as on the method of speaking. In the case of theses preference will 
be given to those written in Persian.

(3) That the Medal shall bo awarded publicly at the Annual Convo-

(5) That the names of the recipients should be published annually in 
the University Calendar and also in the Calcutta Gazette.

The fimd has fiin<'e been in- 
vested in 3J% G. P. Notes of 1900-01 of the face value of Ra. 29,200 con- 
verted into Stock Certificates, yielding a not annutil income of Rs. 1,022. 

As the last surviving Executor-Trust^^) to the Will of the abovcnamed, 
I propose to transfer the Fund to the University of Calcutta. .\.s it is felt 
that the Government of India may, at a future date, repay the loan, ab- 
solute discretion will be granted to the University to sell or (jonvert the 
Stock Certificates or any portion of them and invest the proceeds on other 
than Trustee securities, viz., non-redeeinablo cumulative Preference Shares, 
yielding fixed rate of intere.-3t, a list of whiidi is appended herewith to servo 
as a guidance. 

The proposal above referred to is subject to the following provisions ; — 

(1) That the interest or dividend accruing out of the Fund shall only 
be usable and that the corpus shall be left untouched. There shall l>o set 
apart before starting operation of the scheme, a sum of Us. 1,000 tequi- 
valent to one year's stipend to be kept as reserve against falling off of 
income, in case of conversion of the securities. 

(It is expected that this amount of Hs. 1,000 will accrue at the end of 
the current year, December, 1946). 

(2) * That out of the annual income the Univ'er.sity shall maintain three 
scholarships which will be iirdinarily valued at Hs. 20 each ^n^r month and 
another at Rs. 25 per month, to be tenable for such period as the Selection 
Board may determine in their discretion. The scholars will be selected 
after advertisement in Calcutta Newspajiors.

Sm. Ashalata Devi, the owner of premises No. 34, Kali Temple Road, 
Calcutta, made a gift of the house to the Calcutta University on the following

(ft) The said property is subject to a charge in favour of the Corpora- 
tion of Calcutta for the payment of Rs. 3,000 on accoimt of betterment 
fee. Out of the sale proceeds the Calcutta University will pay off this 
jamount together with all interest to the Corporation of Calcutta. 

(fff) Out of the balance in hand the Calcutta University will pay to 
her Rs. 460 to cover the expenditure for the performance of Sradh Cere- 
mony, etc., now as also Rs. 168-4-0 to pay the probate duty of the Will of 
her husband Prakaschandra Mukherjee. 

(tv) Out of the balance after meeting the items mentioned above 
Rs. 2,000 is to be paid to her in cash for her personal use. Provided that 
the amount payable to her under the clause will go up to Rs. 3,000 if the 
net bcdcmoe after making payment is at least Rs. 15,000. 

(e) Rs. 15,000 or the larger amount, if available, will be invested by 
the Calcutta University in any approved security according to their dia- 
oretion and the net amount of interest accrued will be paid by the Uni- 
versity to her in two six monthly instalments during her life time. 

{vi) On and after her death the entire amount invested as above will 
be vested in the University absolutely. The University shall out of the 
tnoome which will bo available make proper arrangement for the help and 
encouragement of poor Hindu students preferably of South Calcutta. Tho 
details shall be settled by the University on the advice of Babii Ramaprasad 
Mookerjee. 

{vii) The endowment shall be known as Prakashchandra Mookerjee

What little experience I have been able to gather has oonvinoed me that 
one of the methods to encourage the proapority of our motherland ie to- 
have a body of properly trained men qualified to organiie the production

far been utterly indifferent. 

It is the purpose of the Sreemati Prosonnomoyee Mookerjee Second 
Endowment consisting of Rupees one lakh in 3 per cent, non-terminable 
Government securities already forwarded to you to afford financial assis- 
tance to poor and deserving Ciiristian Indians, Catholic and Protestant, 
born in that part of Bengal which is included in the Indian Republic to 
enable them to acquire tliis training and thus to partially fill the existing 
gap. 

WliUe the subjects in which training, theoretical and practical, are 
indicated below, it is open to the Committee of Management to add or to 
alter them in any manner whatsoever always attachifig more importance 
to the practical side and keeping in mind the object for which the Endow- 
ment is created. It is also suggested tliat the Committee of Management 
will determine the institutions where it is to be taken keeping in view its 
suitability for the purpose as also that same sort of control should be 
exercised on the holders of these scholarships and that if their work is not 
satisfactory, they should be deprived of it after warning. 

I sliall be grieved if in spite of my past record there is any misunder- 
standing of the motives responsible for the limitation of the above facihties 
to the members of my own religious group.

(1) Notwithstanding that the University shall become the custotiian 
of 3 por cent. Govermnent Secnirities of the face value of Ks. 1,00,000 and 
hold the same in deposit for creation of scholarships hereafter oi the

The Securities so pur- 
chased together with all intcuost, demanded or withfirawn by me, shall 
on my death be added to and form part of Ihe above Endowment. 

(2) That after my death the interest accruing to the said Endowment

(ff) Higher Accountancy ; 

(h) Training of labour and labour subjects ; 

(i) Rural organiziition and formation of self-sufficient Village com- 
munities ; 

(j) Organization and management of building societies and investment 
trusts. 

(5) That for the purpose of general management and control and, more 

especially, for selooting suitable candidates, for sanctioning the subjects 
of training and the firms, institutions, busimess houses and places, etc., 
where such training is to be acquired, for fixing the amount and the period 
for ofich scholarship and for finally disposing of all matters connected with 
the Endowment a Committee of Management shall be formed, the personnel 
for which shall be selected by the Sjmdicate of the Caloutta University,

Terms and Conditions of the Sudhircoomar Mookerjee Trust Fund No, 1 
for the Promotion of Military Education among the Youths of West 

Bengal 

(1) The Fund shall be called “The Sudhircoomar Mookerjee First 
Endowment.** 

(2) The object of the endowment shall be the creation of a scholar- 
ship to be paid out of the income of the Fund for the promotion of Military 
education among the j^ouths of 'West Bengal. 

(3) The Fund shall be administered by the same Committee of Manage- 
ment as that laid down for the administration of the endowments noted 
below ; — 

(а) Lalchand Mookerjee Indian Scholarship Fund. 

(б) Lalchand Mookerjee Foreign Scholarsnip Fund. 

(c) Sreemati Prasanuamoyee Mookerjee Foreign Scholarship Fund. 

(d) Sreemati Prasaunamoyee Mookerjee Indian Scholarship Fund. 

(e) Sreemati Bangabala Mookerjee First Trust Fund. 

(4) The corpus of the Fund already lodged with the Calcutta University 
consists of 3% (1896-97 non-terminable) Government securities of the face 
value of Rupees one lakh, to which addition may be made from time to 
time under conditions and circumstances stated below: 

(5) It shall be open to the Committee referred to in paragraph 3 to 
realise the investments and re-invest the proceeds in other trust, securities 
as and when they shall consider it to the benefit of the Endowment to do 
so. Every such transaction shall have to be sanctioned by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor and the Syndicate of the Ctjcutta University. 

(6) One scholarship of Rs. 1,000 per annum and tenable for the duration 
of the course is to be awarded every alternate year by the Committee of 
Management to candidates who are e^lmitted into the Prince of Wales's 
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MiHiary OoUege, Dehra Duu or any othor college with comparable faoilitiea 
for Military Xraining that may be set up by the Government of India» 
for the terms oommencing in January and August respectively. 

The scholarship shall bo open, without any distinction of caste, crTOd 
or religion to citizens of India, as defined in part II of the Constitution 
of India, with Bengah as their mother tongue. No candidate will ordina- 
rily be eligible for the scholarship if the total annual income of his family 
or joint family exceeds Rs. 12,000 a year. The Committee of Management, 
however, shaU iiave the power to award a scholarship if they are satisfied 
that a candidate is in need of financial assistance from the Fund for the 
prosecution of his studies in the college. 

In the absence of suitable candidates, the Cojnmitteo of Management 
shall not be bound to award the scholarship. 

(7) If in any year the total amount of the income from the Fund or such 
other receipts as may accrue exceed for any reason the sum sufficient 
to meet the financial requirements of the above scholarship, such excess 
shall be accumulated and added to the corpus of the fund and the income 
when sufficient applied to the creation of now scholarships to l>o awarded 
tmder the same conditions as laid <lown in the preceding paragraphs. 

(8) The selection for scholarships from iiinojig the candidates who 
fulfil the necessary conditions will bo made by the C'oirimittoe of Miinage- 
ment, after due advertisement with the heli> anti aflvi<;e of tlio G. O. C., 
Bastern Command or an uflicer dej[>utod by liim now below the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel. 

(9) A person holding a scholarship out of this Fund may combine it 
with any other scholarship or stipciid provided that tlio \’ahie of the com- 
bined scholarship does not exceed the total auioimt of tho estiniaUvl annual 
ei^nditure of tho scholar at tho colicgi . Hie Committijo of Manage- 
ment, at their discretion, may make a rotluctiun in tho value of the scholar- 
ship corresponding to iiny such ext?c.ss. 

(10) No scholarship will be awarded unless tho candidate’s parent ^guar- 
dian executes a bond agreeuip tt) keep bun at tho <'.oJlcgo for the whole 
course, and to send him thereafter for further truining to sin’h institution 
as may bo determined by the G(»vorument of India with a view to his 
admission to tho Armed i'\n*c<‘S, or in default to refund to this Fund tho 
amount of scholarship actually draw'n by liiin. 

(11) The payment of tlio scholarship will be made in advance to a 
scholar through the Principal or tho Hea»l of the coUego in two equal instal- 
ments of Rs. oOU each, <jno at tho boermning of eacii term. A soholar 
shall continue to enjoy tho boneftt of soboUrsliip for tho d\iration of 
his course in tho college unless the Prineipal t»r tho Hoatl of the college 
recommends otherwise. 

(12) The above rules may from time t.<i time ho amended or altered 
at tlie discjretion of the Committee of Mariagomont, subject, however, 
to approval by tho Syndioatci of tho Calcutta University provided that 
the aims and tho objects of tho scholarships as embodied in paragraphs 
1 to 6 are not interfered with. 

(13) In the event of tho Prince of Wales's Military College at Dehra 
Dun or similar institutions ceasing to exist, the Fund may bo utilised 
by the Committee of Management, with the approval of the Syndicate, 
in such other manner as will foster the <levolopuiorit of military ciducation 
among scholars as tlefinod in paragraph 6 above with a view to their ad- 
mission to the Armed Forces. 
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SUDHIRCOOMAR MOOKERJEB SECOND ENDOWMENT 

In his letter, dated the 29th November, 1939, Dr. H. C. Mookerjee, 
M.A., Ph.D,, forwarded 3J% G. P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 25,000 
and requested the University to accept the amount as the first instal- 
ment of his 6tn Endowment called ^^Sudliircoomar Mookerjee Second 
Endowment.’* 

It was stated that he expected to make further additions to tne corpus 
till it reached the amount which he had in mind when he would forward 
the particulars of the terms and conditions under which the income from 
that endowment was to bo utilised. 

The offer was accepted with thanks by the Syndicate, dated the 9th 
December, 1939 and Senate, dated 

The corpus of the fund is at present Rs. 1,00,000.

SUDHIRCOOMAR MOOKERJEE THIRD ENDOWMENT 

In his letter, datcvl the 4th July, 1949, Dr. H. C. Mookerjee, M.A., 
Ph.D,, communicated his desire to create an endowment to be known as 
^‘Sudhircooinar Mookerjee Third Endowment” consisting of 3% non-ter- 
minable Government Securities of the face value of Ruidocs one lakh, the first 
instalment of whi(?h consisting of four pieces of securities (face value 
Rs. 25,000/ — ) was forwarded with his letter. 

It was propo.setl that the terms and conditions of the endowment would 
be communicated to the University later on. 

The offer was accejited with thanks by the Syndicate on the 8th July, 
1949. 

A futhor instalment of 3% G. P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 25,000 
was received from the Donor (Item No. 62 of Syndicate, dated the 16th 
January, 1950.) 

The corpus of the fund is at present Rs. 50,000 in 3% G. P. Notes.

BANGOBALA MOOKERJEB ENDOWMENT FUND FOR HIGHER 
TRAINING OF NURSES 

In his letter, dated the 5th December, 1951, His Excellency Dr, H. 0* 
Mookerjee, M.A., Ph.D., proposed to create another endowment which is 
to be called ^Bangobala Mookerjee Second Trust*’ out of Rs. 37,000 to bo 
transferred from his other two endowments viz., “Bangobala Mookerjee 
lat Trust Fund and Sudhirooom^r Mookerjee Third Endowment*’ Rs. 36,000 
from the former fund and Rs. 1900 from the latter as also out of the accumu- 
lated interests of his other endowments, up to Slat Maroh^ 1952. 

It was proposed that the terms and conditions of the endowment would 
be oomminioated to the University later on. 
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The proposal was aooepbed with thanks by the Syndicate on 13th Dee« 
ember, 1951. 

At the request of the Donor, His Exoellenoy Dr. H. C. Mookerjee, the 
name of the “Bangobala Mookerjee Second Trust Fund” was changed to 
**Bangobala Mookerjee Endowment Fund for Higher Training of Nurses’* 
by the Senate on 26th July, 1952. 

This fund was supplemented by the grant of Rs. 80,000 sanctioned in 
two instalments of Rs. 30,000 and Rs. 50,000 each by the Government of 
West Bengal. 

The corpus of the fund is at present Rs. 1,33,500.

GOVERNMENT SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM BY INDIANS 

The State Scholarships tenable in England, originally established by 
the Government of India, wore provincialised under the orders of that 
Government with effect from Ist April, 1921, the local Governments being 
authorised to establish their own scholarships subject to certain restric- 
tions. In their letter No. 414-T.Edn., dated the I2th September, 1925, 
the Government of Bengal informed the Hon*ble the Vice-Chancellor 
and Syndicate of the University of Calcutta that they were pleased to 
establish two State Scholarships of £ 300 a year each for the purpose of 
general study tenable for three years in the United Kingdom with the 
usual war bonus to bo awarded every other year to the l^st Hindu and 
Mahomedan candidates from the Universities of Bengal and requested 
them to nominate candidates for the purpose.

GURUPRASANNA GHOSH SCHOLARSHIPS 

The terms of the bequest are given in the following extract from the 
Will : — 

‘T direct that my executors shall after payment of all my just debts 
and making due provision for the objects hereinbefore mentioned and the 
costs they are likely to incur in the administration of my estate soil the rest 
and residue of such of my estate as consist of landed properties and my 
jewellery and furniture and make over the proceeds thereof and all monies 
or securities or money of which I may die possessed to the University of 
Calcutta for the following purposes — ^namely, that thi^ said University 
shall, out pf the income thereof, send every year or as often as funds will 
permit either together or alternatolj’’ pure natives of Bengal to study in 
Europe, America or Japan the Arts, Science and Industries of Europe 
and America on such conditions and terms as to the said University may 
seem proper but they must bear in mind ray intention which is as follows : 

the promotion of real learning amongst our young men so that they 
may become specialists in some subjects of Arts or Science, the cultivation 
of knowledge of Agriculture and of the Industries of Europe and America 
or the East. 

It is my desire that the University should further my object by award- 
ing fellowships tenable for certain number of years or in such other way as 
to the University may seem ]>roper. In the case of boys or young men 
Bent out to learn the in<luatrios of Kuro])c, America or tho East, or Agri- 
culture, it is my desire that such educational tests be not laid as the con- 
dition for the obtaining of fellowships for that purposi^ as to make it possible 
for none but graduates to compete. My object is that young men possessed 
of energy and such preliminary knowledge as may be necessary should bo 
sent and that the sons of artisans and mechanics following such industry 
in India may avail themselves of the fellowship. Preferenc*e should al- 
ways be given to Hindus ; if tho University declines to undertake the 
work I direct my executors and triisieos to discharge tho functions them- 
selves and make such arrangements as they think best. 1 give liberty 
to my executors and trustees to vary this direction if they think desirable 
in furtherance of tho Tata Scheme, regard being had to tho method in 
which I wish this direction to be carried out.” 

The scheme adopted for giving olfoct to the wishes of tho testator and 
as modified by the Senate on tho loth August, 1931, is as follows : — 

1. Not less than three scholarships each to be called tho “Guruprasanna 
Ghosh Scholarship” shall be maintained out of tho income of the endow- 
ment. Each Scholarship shall be tenable for three years, and one appoint- 
ment shall be made annually. A scholarship, if tenable in Japan, will be 
of the annual value of Rs. 1,000 ; if tenable in Europe or America of the 
value of Rs. 2,000. 

2. Candidates for the scholarships must tmdor the terms of the Will 
of the Founder be “pure natives of Bengal” and “preference shall always 
be given to Hindus.” 

3. By the 16th of December in the year previous to that in which the 
scholarship is to be awarded tho Registrar shall invite by advertisement 
applications for the scholarship, which must bo submitted to him not later 
thw the let of February following. If an applicant has not already passed 
the Intermediate Examination in Science this University, or the final 
examination of a recognised school of Arts or Technical or Agricultural 
Ck>lleTO he must produce with his application proof that he has attained a 
josovdedge of English and Mathematics up to the standard of the Matri- 
eulation Examination and of Physics and Chemistry up to tho standard 
of Hie Intermediate Examination in Science. 
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Any person who intends to be a candidate for these scholarships may 
he examined upon payment of a fee of Rs. 2 for each subject, in English and 
Compulsory Mathematics in the papers set at the Matriculation Examina- 
tion and in Physics and Chemistry in the papers set at the Intermediate 
Examination in Science ; and if he attains the minimum standard laid 
down in the Regulations in all or any of the subjects in which he is examined 
he shall be entitled to receive a certificate accordingly. 

4. Candidates for the scholarships must have completed 18 years on 
the 1st March, in the year in which they apply. 

6. The application of every candidate must set forth precisely the 
institution in Europe, America or Japan in which, if selected to the scholar- 
ship, he intends to study, as also the part icular branch of Agriculture or 
the Arts, Science and Industries of Europe, America or the East, in which 
he desires to specialize. 

6. Candidates for the scholarships shall submit to the Registrar, along 
with their applications: — 

(o) (Certificates for their good conduct from persons of respectability 
and position with whom they may be acquainted. 

(6) Certificates of their physical capacity to undergo the course of life 
and study whicli they will have to follow in the country to which they intend 
to proceed, signed or countersign od by a medical man holding a degree or 
diploma of a recognised British or Indian University or Licensing Body. 

Candidates must also state whether they have the consent of their 
families to preceded to Europe, America or Japan. 

7. The applications shall, in the first instance, bo considered by a 
Committee of the Syndicate, consisting of the Vice-Choncellor and three 
other members, who shall make a preliminary selection of not less than/owr 
names for the scholarship, before the end of February. An enquiry will then 
be addressed to the Education Department of the High Commissioner for 
India, London, in the ^*ase of scholarships tenable in the United Kingdom 
or to the relevant authorities in the cfi^e of scholarships in other countries 
in order to ascertain whether facilities are available for practical training 
in the praticular s\ibjects in which the candidates so selected desire to spe- 
cialise and, if so, on what terms. On receipt of necessary information, 
the Committee shall finally consider the applications of the candidates 
concerned witli special reference to the facilities for practical training 
available and the terms on which they are offered and shall submit their 
report to the Syndicate not IcUer than the \st Avgust following. If the 
necessary information regarding facilities for practical training is already 
available, the Committee may take their final report without previous 
reference to the High Commissioner or other authorities as stated above. 
In case where enquiries are addressed to such authorities, their replies 
are not received in time, the Commit toe will proceed to make their report 
on such materials as are available to them. On receipt of the report, 
the Syndicate shall award the scholarship to that one among the candi- 
dates who is best qualified to promote the object of the Founder. 

8. The Syndicate may contributo towards the expenses of the passage 
of the selected scholar and the premium for practical training such amount 
as the state of the funds may permit. The Syndicate may also, whenever 
prcMSticablo, contribute towards the return passage of any scholars who 
has especially distinguished himself in his studies. 

9. Every scholar shall, within four weeks of his arrival at the selected 
place of study, forward a report to the Registrar countersigned by the 
•proper authorities, showing (a)^ the course of the study he proposes to 
follow, (6) the arrangements made for his residence, supervision and control. 
Any departure from the conditions to study and residence thus reported 
shall be duly intimated by the scholar for the approval of the Syndicate. 

10. Every scholar shall at the end of each term at the Institution 
where he prosecutes his studies, forward to the Registrar a certificate 
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from the proper authorities, show^ that his residence, conduct and the 
progress in study have been satisfactory during the term. The oonti- 
nuance of the scholarship shall depend upon the regidar production of 
such certificates. 

11. Every scholar will be liable to forfeit his scholarship, who, not 
being disabled by illness or prevented by any other cause which the Syndi- 
cate may deem sufficient, fails to complete his studies for three years in 
accordance witn the terms and conditions set out in his application. If 
a scholarship be forfeited the scholar will be further liable to refund the 
amount, if any, contributed for bis passage. 

12. Subject to due compliance with the above conditions, the allow- 
ance will be forwarded quarterly in advance by the Registrar free of all 
charges to the chief controlling authority of the Institution where the 
scholar prosecutes his studies for payment to him. 

13. The Senate may, at any time upon the recommendation of Ssmdi- 
cato, alter these rules consistently with the terms of the Will of the Founder, 
but not so as to prejudice the holder of any scholarship already awarded. 

The following letter, dated the 11th June, 1938, was received from 
Messrs. B. N. l^su & Co., Solicitors, on behalf of the administratrix of 
the Estate) — Gu^uprasanna Ghosh deceased, on the subject of Release of 
University’s interests in the aforesaid Estate : —

According to the directions of the Will of the testator, the immovable 
property, furniture and jewellery loft by the late Babu Guruprasanna Ghosh 
were sold by the executors, and the net proceeds of sale after meeting the 
necessary expenses of the estate were made over to the University of 
Calcutta. 

By the Will, the payment of certain annuities wore directed, namely : — 

(a) A sum of Rs. 50 per month to Mr. Kali Churn Banerji for life, and 
after his death to his widow for life. 

(5) A sum of Rs. 100 per month for the expenses of Debsheba and of 
feeding Atiths and Fakirs at the Atitlishala of the testator. 

(c) A sum of Rs. 100 per month for helping poor Hindu widows and 
orphans of the respectable classes of Bengal. 

The aggregate of the above payments amounted to Rs. 3,000 per year. 

At the time of the death of the testator, a Zemindary call^ Lot Nakor- 
bag in the district of Midnapore, which formed part of his estate, was let 
out on a Putni lease, and the Putnidarsghad to pay as rent the amount 
required for payment of Government revenue and cesses and a further 
annual sum of Rs. 3,000. 

On the death of the testator, his executors set apart the above pro- 
perty, called Lot Nakorbag for payment of the above annuities amounting 
to the aggregate sum of Rs. 3,000 annually.

On the death of both the exieoutors, Sreemutty Manorama Dasi, daughter 
and heiress of the testator was granted by the High Court on the 25th 
May, 1910, Letters of Administration to the estate of the testator with a 
copy of the Will annexed. 

The administratrix being desirous of finally distributing the estate 
offered to the University in 1926 to make over to it the balance in her hands 
of those assets of the testator to which the University was entitled under 
the Will. Those assets after pp,yment of the necessary expenses and out- 
going consisted in 1926 of the following : — 

1. 3 per cent. G. P. Notes of Government of India for Ks. 1,500. 

2. 3J per cent. G. P. Notes of Government of India for Rs. 23,000. 

3. Rs. 6,261/10/- in cash. 

Mr. Kali Churn Banorji and his wife, the annuitants mentioned above, 
who wore entitled to Rs. 60 per month having died, the amount payable 
to them became a part of tho residuary estate to which the University 
became entitled. It was suggested to the administratrix in 1926 that 
she should purchase the interest of the University in the property known 
as Lot Nakorbag, the yield from such interest being at that time Rs. 600 
per year, as tho University did not desire to encumber itself with the diffi- 
culties of managing landed property, and tho uncertainties of tne income 
derived from such property. 

In the course of the negotiations that took place in 1926, the testator’s 
daughter in lier individual capacity and not as administratrix expressed her 
willingness to take over the share and interest of tho University in Lot 
Nakorbag, the price then suggested being 16 times the net annual income, 
that is to say, Rs. 9,600. But the University at that time did not accept the 
offers of the udminstratrix and the sale of the University’s interest in Lot 
Nakorbag fell through. The residuary property in the hands of the adminis- 
tratrix to which the University was entitled was not taken over, nor was any 
Release executed in favour of tho administratrix. 

Thereafter, the gerenal economic depression set in. The Piitnidars of 
Lot Nakorbag made default in pa 3 maent of tho Putni rents, and arrears of 
rent accumulated. A suit for rent had to bo instituted by the administra- 
trix against the Piitnidur and a decree was obtained. In execution of that 
decree the Putni Taluk was sold. But the loss that happened was Rs. 
6,709-14-6 on the basis of the actual receipts and disbursements. Then the 
administratrix purchased the property as there was no other buyer. 

Since tho Bengali year 1339 B.S. (1932-33), the administratrix as pur- 
chast^r took Khas possession and commenced collceting rents directly from 
the tenants. There was further loss as will appear from the income and 
expenditure of Lot Nakorbag since 1339 B.S., as shown below : —

There was thus a deficit since 1339 B.S. of Rs, 16,700-8- 4 *. which 
had to be met by the administratrix. Added to the previous deficit of 
Rs. 6,709-14-6, the total deficit up to 1344 B.S. was Rs. 23,410-6-10^. 

Lot Nakorbag was allocatcxl by the executors for payment of the annui- 
ties during the subsistence of the Putni, when the net annual income was 
a fixed sum of Rs. 3,000 and the University’s share of it after death of the 
Rev. Kali Chum Banerji and his wife was Rs. 600. The loss on Nakor- 
bag has to bo oaloula*tod on the basis of the share payable by the Uni- 
versity out of tho total loss of Rs. 23,410-6-10} is Rs 1,682-1-4}. A sum 
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of Rs, 295 is payable by the euiministratrix to Messrs. H. N. Diitta & Go,, 
the aoUoitors of the administratrix, for costs a fifth share of which amoimt- 
ing to Rs. 69 is payable by the University. Added to Rs. 4,682-1-4^ the 
total deduction amounts to Rs. 4,741-1 -4(. 

In view of the steadily diminishing funds constituting the residue, the 
administratrix communicated with you through our Mr. J. N. Basu, so that 
the fund now in hand may oe taken over by the University. The fund 
now consists of : — ^ 

(i) 3 per cent. G. P. Notes for ] With interest accumulated 

Rs. 1,500. s either from the 30th June, 

(ii) 3^ per cent. G. P. Notes of / 1926 or the Ist November, 

Rs. 23,000. j 1926. 

{Hi) The cash in hand in 1926 was Out of that, the sum of Rs. 
Rs. 8,261-10-0. 4,741-l-4i has been deducted 

leaving a cash balance of 
Rs. l,520-8-7i. 

The property Lot Nakorbag is not only of no value now, but is onerous 
•as a deficit has had to be met for the past four years. 

It is now proposed that the following should be made over to the 
University: —

3J%G. P. Notes for Rs. 23,000 [ stated above. 

Cash— Rs. 1, 520-8-7 J. J 

Upon the above being made over all accounts between the estate of 
the testator and the University would stand closed, and the University 
ahould execute a Release in favour of the administratrix. In vdow of the 
fact that the endowment was founded by Vier father the testator's daugh- 
ter will herself add to the cash balance and make it Hs. 6,000 in place 
ofRs. I,520-8-7t. 

As the University’s interest in Lot Nakorbag is of no value, it is pro- 
posed that the University instead of going on paying its share of the losses 
as they accrue due every year should transfer its interest to a nominee of 
the administratrix. 

If the above Scheme is approved by the University, the above .securities 
and money may be made over on execution of the above documents.

SIR TARAKNATH PALIT SCHOLARSHIPS 


Out of the Trust estate of Sir Taraknath Palit, Kt., a suiu of Rs. 1,00,000 
has been set apart for tlio purpose of creating an endowment for establishing 
and maintaining, out of the interest thereof, scholarships for advanced 
students in Science to enable them to carry on research or investigation 
abroad, that is to say, out of India. The number and value of such scholar- 
ships shall bo determined by the Governing Body. The scholarships 
wiU be awarded upon rho following conditions : — 

1. That the recipients of the said scholarsliips must be very distin- 
guished graduates of the Calcutta University of either sex and must have 
taken the Degree of Master of Science or Doctor of Science or liave been 
awarded Premchand Roychand Scholarship. 

2. That such recipients must bo unmarried and must continue so during 
the period they hold such scholarships and if they contravene this condition 
they shall forfeit their scholarships as well as refund the whole of the amount 
of the pecuniary benefit they have received in respect of their scholar- 
ships, with interest at the rate of not more tlxan 6 per cent, per annum. 

3. Before {>roceeding abroad such recipients must insure their lives in 
favour of the Calcutta University for such amount and in such manner as 
the Gov^erning Body may determine and the premium in respect of such 
insurance shall be payable by tlio recipients out of the amount of scholar- 
ships so awarded to them. 

4. The said recipients shall not during the period they may hold the 
said scholarships, enrol themselves as members of any of the Inns of the 
Court or attempt to qualify themselves for any of the branches of the legal 
profession and if such recipients contravene this condition they shall forfeit 
their scholarships as well as refui^d the whole of the pecuniary benefit there- 
under as aforesaid, with interest at the rate of 6 per cent, per annum. 

5. No one shall be eligible for the above scholarships whose knowledge 
of language of the country, in which his or her researches or investigations

have to be prosecuted, is not such as to enable him or her to intelligently 
prosecute such researches or investigationa in that country. 

6. The period during which such scholarships shall be tenable shalt 
be determined by the said Governing Body and it shall be competent U'> 
them to extend such period if they deem such extension beneficial. 

7. If tne said Governing Body are satisfied that the recipient of any 
such scholarship is not dilligontly prosecuting his or her researches or in 
vestigations 6r is misbehaving himself or herself it shall l)e cornpetont to th( 
said Body to stop payment of his or her scholarship either temporarily or 
permanently as they may think fit. 

8. The right of nomination for any of the aforesaid scholarships slial. 
be with the said Governing Body. 

9. The University shall require each of the recipients of such scholar- 
ships before proceeding abroad, to enter into a Bond w«th them to refund 
such sum as may bo spent for him or her in respect of* hi.^ or her scholarship 
together with interest on the total amount spent at a rate not excjoedinj: 
six per cent, per annum from the chit© or dates of expenditure witlnn such 
time and on such conditions as tlio said University may think fit proviiled 
always that the said University may, in any (*,ase, foHxjar ouforciiig such 
Bond as to any part or the whole of the money secured thereby as the said 
University may in their discretion think fit, 

10. bliould tile saui Guvorning Body at any tiiiK^ be unable, for want 
of suitable candidates or of any other reason, to apply the inouies allotted 
to such scholarships, the University shall accumulate the same ami apply 
the same for the purpose of such scholarships tlioreafter and all monies 
recovered under the Bonds aforesaid shall bo «pplica»^»le to iiio provision of 
such scholarships as herein oefore montioued.

RADHIKAMOHAN SCHOLARSHIP 

Srijukta Sailasuta Debi, widow of the late Babu Radhikamohan Ray* 
endorsed, in favour of the University* 3^ per cent. Government Promissory 
Note of the face value of one lakh and fifty thousand rupees towards the 
end of April, 1928, with a view to creating a Fund to be termed **^e 
Radhikamohan Scholarship Fund’* for the promotion and diffusion of 
Scientific and Technical education and the development of Applied Science 
and Scientific Industry among the Bengali Brahmins on the conditions 
stated in the following letters : —

Dear Sm, 

My revered husband the late Babu Radhikamohan Ray contemplated 
creating a trust oi a permanent character for the promotion and diffusion 
of Scientific and Technical education and the development of Applied 
Science and of Scientific Industry among the Bengali Brahmins. Un- 
fortunately, however, he departed from this world before the execution 
of the Trust Deed. To give effect to the said unfulfilled desire of my 
husband I had for soma time past been contemplating the foimding of a 
fund to be termed "*The Radhikamohan Scholarship Fund” and of placing 
at the hands of the Calcutta University a substantial sum. With this 
view I have endorsed in your favour 3j|^ per cent. G. P. Notes, bearing No. 
272924 of 1900-01 and of the face value of one lakh and fifty thousand 
rupees towards the end of April, 1918. My gift to the University will 
be made on the following conditions : — 

(1) That the said scholarship shall be named “Rculhikomohan Educa- 
tional Scholarship” in commemoration of my husband, the late Babu 
lladhikninoluui Kay. 

(2) That such scholarships will be available only to Bengali Brahmin 
students of the qualifications hereinafter mentioned, who must have some 
previous training in jMcwhanical Engineering or in Chemical or some other 
Technh-al industry existing in this country or in Agriculture : and who 
intend to go abroad for the purpose of acquiring further knowledge in such 
subject, iu Phigland, Germany, Japan or other countries in Europe, Asia 
or America ; but who must not, while enjoybig the scholarship, study 
for the Civil Service, or Engineering, or Medicine, Law or any other pro- 
fession alien to the purpose for which the Sciiolarship has been founded, 
with a view to practise as a Doctor or a Civil Engineer or to take up service 
under Government provided that the study of the preparation or manu- 
facture of Drugs and Medicines or of articles ordinarily manufactured in 
engineering will not be included in the terms medicine and engineering 
stated above. It will be regarded as an additional qualification, but not 
a necessary one, if the candidate be a Graduate in Science of the Calcutta 
or Dacca or any other University or a diploma-holder of the National 
Cotmcil of Education, Bengal.

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(3) That no candidate shall be selected on any account unless he has 
the following qualifications : — 

(а) That he is a Bengali Brahmin. Other qualifications being equals 
preference will be given to a Barendra Brahmin. 

(б) That ho is of such circumstances that he or his guardians cannot 
bear the cost of his further education. 

(c) That the age of the candidate is not less than 20 or more than 30 
completed years. 

(d) That he possesses ^ood health and moral character. 

(4) That once every year or once every two years as the funds permit 
the Governing Body hereinafter mentioned will proceed to make a selection 
from among the candidates ot the qualifications specified in clauses (2) and 
(3) and to award a Scholarship to him as mentioned in Clause (6) for prose- 
cuting his advanced studies abroad with a view to following an industrial 
profession ; ■ provided always that it shall be within the powers of the 
Governing Body to select candidates with the required qualifications and 
award Scholarships to thorn for advanced training in the aforesaid subjects 
at some Industrial centi*e in India if the object of founding the Scholarship 
will be bettor served thereby instead of sending such candidates abroad. 

(5) That the selected candidate shall have to make an afiidavit in such 
terns as may be required by the Governing Body from time to time to 
suit the occasion. 

(6) That the selected candidate will bo paid his passage (Second Class) 
and a sum of Rs. 1,500 before he starts from India on furnishing an affi- 
davit referred to in Clause (5) and a furtlier sum of Ks. 1,500 in the same 
year in monthly instalments as may bo necessary and a third sum of 
Rs. 2,000 in the next year also in monthly instalments as may be necessary 
on the Governing Bo<ly being furnished with proof of the candidate's 
satisfactory progress in study during th(‘ first year. On completion of 
his study the Governing Body will j)ay his j*eturn passage (Second Class). 

(7) That in case the place of study is chosen in India the Scholarship 
will be suitably reduced and will not exceed half of tlio amount specified in 
Clause (6) and the Governing Body can at their discretion increase the 
number of selected candidates in any year or years to utilise the saving. 

(8) That the Governing Body will keep themselves in touch with the 
student on return after eornplotiofi of his study and assist him in being 
apprenticed to any Factory or Industrial cioncorn if he so desires with a 
view to his acquiring exptjrience of Indian conditions of the particular 
industry in which he has hpccilised. And when he desires to start an 
Industrial business himself the Governing Body may at their discretion 
pay him a sum not exceeding Ks. 1,000 by way of a small capital on such 
terms as they think fit and fjrojier. 

(9) That in case the income of the G. P. Note shall exceed the amount 
required to meet all the expenses aforesaid or in case no suitable candidate 
be foimd in any year and the 8ur|>lus accumulates to such an extent that 
more than one candidate may be trained on the above terms and conditions, 
the Governing Body will, if practicable, send two or more such candidates 
in place of one to study abroad or at some selected place in India or con- 
tinue the Scholarship of any selected student for a third year. 

(10) That the Calcutta University shall pay the above amoimt and 
also meet such incidental expenses for purpose of carrying out their duties 
as trustees as may be necessary, out of the income of the said G. P. Note 
and shall publish the names of the selected scholars with the subject and 
places of study in the University Calendar. 

(11) That til© University acting as Trustees will forthwith deposit 
tlse said G. P. Note in safe custody with^the Imperial Bank of India, Cal* 
outta, and will open an account in the name of the above fund to be termed 
^Badhikamohan Scholarship Fund* and will also realise the interest of 
the said G. P. Note for credit in the account of the aforesaid fund. 
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(12) That the said University shall not be able to withdraw the G. P. 
Note from the said Imperial Bank of India except in the event of the Bank 
being wound up. In case the Government pays off the particular loan 
the said University will in that event authorise the Bank to realise the 
money and invest the same immediately in other sorts of G. P. Notes as 
may be dicidod by the said University, and on such investment such G. P. 
Notes will form a part of the said Fimd and Clause (11) for safe custody 
will apply to such other sorts of G. P. Notes. 

(13) That the Governing Body who will administer the scholarship 
must be six in number as hereinafter constituted. They will meet from 
time to time whenever convened by the said University and they will not 
be entitled to charge any remuneration, gratification or expenses of any 
kind of their work in connection with this scholarship. In the event of a 
difference of opinion among the members of the Governing Body the votes 
of the majority will prevail, the Chairman having a casting vote in case 
of a tie. Once every year the said University shall place before the Govern- 
ing Body an annual account of the fund for their information and approval. 

(14) The Governing Body referred to above will be constituted as 
follows : — 

(i) Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University (Ex-officio^ Chairman). 

(ii) Director of Industries, Government of Bengal. 

(Hi) A member or Officer of an Industrial concern in Bengal, being 
a Bengali, to be selected by the Syndicate of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity in consultation with the Head of the concern for a 
term of three years immediate vacancies under the head being 
filled by the Syndicate, 

(iv) Sir P. C. Ray, Kt., 92, Upper Circular Road, Calcutta. 

(c) Srijut Jotmdramohan Ray, 49, Landsdowne Road, Calcutta. 

(vi) Srijut Kshirodmolian Goswami, Memari, Burdwan. 

(iV), (v) and (vi) are to be members for three years and vacancies under 
(iv), (v) and (I’i), to be filled by mo or my legal successor or successors. In 
the event of there being two or more successors who are not unanimous in 
choosing their nominee or nominees the S 3 mdioate of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity shall fill up the vacancy or vacancies by selection from among the 
nominees of each successor. 

This is my scheme and I solicit the favour of your kindly moving the 
Senate of the Calcutta University for the acceptance of my glR on the con- 
ditions mentioned above.

The rules for the award of the Radhikamohan Educational Scholar- 
ship, as adopted by the Syndicate on the 3rd May, 1929, and amended by 
the Senate on the 9th May, 1931, are as follows : — 

1, A Scholarship to be called the ‘Radhikamohan Educational Scholar- 
ship' shall be maintained out of the income of the endowment. The Scholar- 
ship shall be tenable for two yeara and the award shall be made every 
year or once every two years as the fund permits. The select€»d candidate 
shall be paid his passage (Second Class) and a sum of Ks. 1,500 before ho 
starts from India, on his famishing an aOidavit, and a further sum of 
Rs. 1,500 in the same year and a third sum of Rs. 2,000 the next year. On 
completion of his study ht3 .sluill be pRid his return passage (Second Class). 

In case the place of study chos(*n is in India, the scholarship shall not 
exceed half of the amount specified above together with Second Chiss fare 
to and from his destination once each way. 

That in case the income of the G. P. Notes shall exceed the amount 
required to meet all the expenses aforesai 1 or fn ca.se no suitable candidate 
be found in any year and Iho surjdus *iccumuhites to such an extent that 
more than one candidate may be trained on the above terms and conditions, 
the Governing Body will, if practicable, send two or more such candidates 
in place of one to study abroad or at some soltjcted place in India or con- 
tinue the Scholarship of any selected student for a third year, 

2. Candidates for the Scholarship must be Bengali Brahmins and 

other qualifications being equal, preference shall be given to a Barendra 
Brahmin. * 

Candidates applying for the Scholarship must have a year's previous 
training in Mec^hanical Engineering or in Chemicnt or soma other Technical 
industry existing in this country or in Agriculture, in a college or Institution 
or in a reputable firm. 
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It will be regarded as an additional qualidcation, but not a necessary 
one, if the oaddidate be a graduate in Science of Calcutta or Dacca or any 
other University or a Diploma-holder of the National Council of Educa- 
tion, Bengal. 

3. In the First week of Jar^wiry in the year in which the Scholarship 
is to be awarded, the Registrar shall invite by advertisement applications 
for the Scholarship which must be submitted to him not later that the 
first of Febrtcary, 

4. Candidates for the Scholarship must not be less than 20 or more 
than 30 completed years of ago, in the year in which they apply. 

5. The application of every candidate must set forth precisely the 
particular branch of industry he intends to study and the institution or 
firm in Europe, America, Japan or any other country which he intends to 
join for the purpose. Ho must also state what arrangement ho proposes to 
make for the payment of premium, if any, required for his training. Only 
in exceptional circumstances, and provided the funds permit, the premium 
may be paid by the Governing Body. 

6. Candidates for the scholarship shall submit to the Registrar, along 
with their applications : — 

(а) Evidence of sucli circumstances as will show that he or bis guardian 
cannot boar the cost of his further education. 

(б) (\>rtificatt*.s of moral character from at least two persons of res- 
pectability and j)osition with whom they may be acquainted. 

(c) A certificato of physical capacity to undergo the course of life and 
study which they will iiavc to follow in the country to which they intend 
to proceed, signed or ccjinitcj’signed by a medical man holding a Degree 
07’ Diploma of a recognised British or Indian University or Licensing Body. 

7. A candidate, selected to the Scholarship, before proceeding abroad, 
must take an affidavit in tVie following terms : — 

(o) 'rimt whiitj fjiijoyirig the Scholarship abroad, he will not study for 
Civil Service, ov Engino<*ring, or Medicine, or Law, or any other profession 
alien to the ]n 3 ri)ose for which the scholarship has been founded, with a 
view to ]3ra.etising as a Doctor or a Civil Engineer or to take up service 
under Go\'<'rniueijt, ja^tvided that the study of the preparation or manu- 
facture of drugs and ni<?dicines or of articles ordinarily manufactured in 
engineering will not bo included in the terms medicine and engineering 
stated al)OV(3. 

(6) That unless disabled by illness, if he fails to complete his studies 
for two years, in accord ani!e with the terms and conditions set out in his 
application, he shall forfeit his scholarship and that ho will bo further liable 
to refund the amount spent on him for the purpose. 

8. 'riie Guvorniag liody after the consideration of all the applications 
received, shall, in the first instance, make o preliminary selection of not 
less than six months for the scholarship by the end of February, 

Aji enquiry will then bo addrossod to the Education Department of 
the Office of tbo High Commissioner for India, London, in the case of 
Scholarships in the United Kingdom, and to the rolevmit authorities in 
the case of Scholarships in other countries, in order to a^scertain whether 
facilities for practical training (if any) desired by the candidates so selected 
are available, and, if so, on what terms. 

On receipt of necessary infoxTnation, the Governing Body shall finaUy 
consider the applications of the candidates concerned together with a 
statement of particulars as to the facilities for practical training available 
and the term on which they arc offered, and selected not UUer than the lat 
of August^ a candidate for the Scholarship, who is, in their opinion, best 
qualified to promote the object of the donor. The award of the Scholarship 
shall be subject to the approval of the Syndicate. 

9. Every Scholar shidl within four weeks of his arrival at the selected 
place of study, forward a report to the Registrar countersigned by proper 
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auihoritieB, shoiving (o) the course oi study be proposes to follow, (6) the 
arrangements made for his residence, supervision and control. 

10. Every scholar shall at the end of the first year, forward to the 
Registrar a certificate from thcf proper authorities, showing proof of satis- 
factory progress in study during the first year. The continuance of the 
Scholc^ship during the second year shall depend upon the production of 
such a certificate. 

11. The Governing Body will keep themselves in touch with the stu- 
dent, on his return after completion of study and assist him in becoming 
apprenticed to any Factory or Industrial concern, if ho so desires, with a 
view to his acquiring experience of Indian conditions of the particular in- 
dustry in which he has specialised. And when he desires to start an Indus- 
trial business himself the Governing Body may at their discretion, pay him 
a sum not exceeding Rs. 1,000 by way of capital on such terms as they 
think fit and proper. 

12. The S 3 mdicate shall publish the names of the selected scholars, 
with their subjects and places of study in the University Calendar. 

13. Subject to due compliance with the above conditions the Scholar- 
ship will be forwarded quarterly in advance, by tlie Registrar, free of all 
charges, to the chief controlling authority of the Institution where the 
Scholar prosecutes his studies for pajrment to him. 

14. The Governing Body can at their discretion increase the number 
of selected candidates in any year or years, if funds poi-mit. 

16. The Governing Body may at any time, with the approval of the 
Sjmdicate, alter these rules consistently with the terms of the Endowment, 
but not so as to prejudice.

LALCHAND MOOKERJEE ENDOWMENT 

Dr. * Harendracoomar Mookerjee, M.A., Ph.D., University Tnspoftor 
of Colleges* desired to create an endowment in memory of his late lamented 
father, Mr. Lalchand Mookerjee* for sending properly qualified Bengali 
Protestant Christian students abroad for a course of theoretical an<i practical 
training in technical, industrial, mechanical, agricultural and allied subjects. 

The endowment is to be called ‘Lalchand Mookerjee Endowment' 
and will consist of 3i per cent. G. V. Notes of the face value of Rs. 1,50,000. 
His proposal is that from the interest accruing to the fund a number of 
scholarships should be created, the largest of which should not ordinarily 
exceed Rs. 2.50 per month. The object of those RchoInrshij)s is to oucourago- 
the proper type of yf)ung men of his <*ommunjty who may not bt‘ in aOluent 
circumstances to avail themselves of the facilities thus olTered to acquire 
up-to-date scientific training and hr in a f)osition thereby to serve their 
community and their country as load* rs of industry. 

He proposed to make over to the University of Cidcutl-a jx^r cent, 
Oovemment SecuriticM of the face value of Rs. 1,50,000 on the following 
terms and conditions : — 

1 . Notwithstanding tli/it the University shall, after the formal accept- 
ance of his proposal, become the custodian of the Governniont Sr'curitiea 
and hold the same in de-fiosit for the creation of scholarships out of its 
interest only as lai<l down below, only the intere^st shall belong absolut(‘1y 
to him during his life-1 inic and after his death it shall belong absolutely 
to his wife Sreemati Ihuigabala Mookerjee during her life-time and tlie 
said interest periodir*ally accruing shall be realised by the Registroi' of the 
Calcutta University for tho time being and made over to him and after his 
death to his wife, unless lie in his life-time or hi.s wife after his death gives 
notice in advance to the Registrar of the Calcutta, University of re-investing 
the interest in approved Government Securities, in wliioh case it shall b€» 
added to the corpus of the endowment. After tho death of bot-h of them 
any portion of the interest which is not spent on scholarships shall be added 
to the corpus of tlio endowment. 

2. That after his death and the death of his wife, whichever shall 
happen later, monthly scholarships payable out of tho interest shall bo 
created and their number shall bo determined. They shall bo styled 
“The Lalchand Mookerjee Foreign Scholarships for Protestant Bengali 
Christians.” 

3. That these scholarships shall bo tenable for not more than five 
years outside the territorial limits of India and the amount of each scholar- 
ship shall not ordinarily be more than Ks. 250 per month and that tlie 
minimum amount of each scholarship wMich may vary in different oases 
as well as the period thereof shall bo determined by a Committee of Manage- 
ment or Governing Body mentioned below, after consideration of the subject 
or subjects select^ for study and the ordinary expenses of decent living 
in the place or places where the study is to be pursued.

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4* The subject or subjects for the scholarships will be selected from 
^among the following technical subjects : — 

Spinning, weaving, dye-making, mechanical and electrical engineering, 
aviation and applied aeronautics, film-making, manufacture of photo- 
graphic plates and materials, mining and colliery work, soap making, 
pottery, ene^el, glass-ware, leather and leather goods, celluloid work, 
fruit-preserving, biscuit-making, sugar refining, manufacture of drugs

the majority of the members shall be Indians and the Vice-Chancellor 
shall be its Chairman, ex -officio and it shall contain at least two Protestant 
Christian members nominated by the Syndicate from among the Principals 
and Teachers of Colleges affiliated to the University of Calcutta and pro- 
vided also t.hut his pupils Messrs, Hamaprasad Mookerjee and Syama- 
prusad Mookerjee, sons of the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee and Mr. Susil- 
kumar Lahiri, M.A., 11. L., Vakil, High Court, shall bo life-members of the 
said (’ommittee, 1'hc Proceedings of the Managing Committee will bo 
subject to confirmation by tlio Syndientt^. 

fi. Kvory apf)licant for *'Tho Lalchand Mookerjee Foreign Scholar- 
ship” will bo required strictly to conform to the following conditions : — 

{a) He shall bo a Protestant Christian and a native of Bengal and bom 
of Bengali parents and he shall be called upon to submit conclusive evidence 
that his father and motlier are or were both Bengalis by birth and speak 
or spoke the Bengali language as their mother-tongue and further more 
that both of tiiem aiv or were Protestant Christians, at the time of his 
birth. 

{b) He sliall be of sound health and ordinarily between 20 and 26 years 
of age. 

(e) He shall be a graduate in Science or Engineering preferably of the 
Calcutta University or shall have parsed an examination which will be 
regur<lud by the Committee of Management as equivalent thereto and shall 
produce satisfactory evidence of previous practical training in workshops 
in the subject of his study or any other allied subjects. Poverty of the 
applicants and their guardians must be taken into account in awarding 
the scholui’sliiiis. 

(d) He shall bo required to submit once a year or more frequently if so 
directed by the Committee of Management a certificate of good conduct, 
satisfactory progress and regular attendance from the head of the institution 
where he studies and failure to jiroduco this certificate will entail disconti- 
nuance of the scholfirship. The said certificate shall also contain details 
of attendance at lectures and practical classes, examination results, if 
any, and i^oports from the teachers or engineers or other officers uxider 
whom the scholar is undergoing training. 

7, If at any time the Committee of Management are satisfied that no 
applicant for scholarsliip possesses the minimum qualifications as laid 
•down above, generally the Committee shall have the right of rejecting all 
a>pplications and adding the unexpended amoimt or amounts to the corpus 
of the endowment. 
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8. That in conformity with the aims and objects of the endowment 
as laid down above, the Committee of Management shall have the power 
of making bye-laws and regulations from time to time regarding the selec- 
tion of candidates, of subjects of study, of places where such study is to be 
prosecuted as well as regarding the amount of the several scholarships. 

9. The University shall permit him to make such further additions 
to the corpus of this Trust Fund as he may be able to add from time to 
time. 

10. That the Committee of Management will keep themselves in touch 
with the student on retuin after coinplot.ion of his study and assist him in 
being appointed in any factory or industrial concern if he so desires with a 
view to his acquiring experiences of Indian condition of the particular 
industry in which he has specialised. 

11. That in case interest accumulates to such an extent that a larger 
number of candidates may be trained on the above terms and conditions, 
the Committee of Management will, if practicable, send more candidates 
for study abroad or continue the soholarshij) to any selected student for 
a further year. 

12. That the University acting a^ Trustees wdll forthwith deposit the 
G. P. Notes in safe custody with the Imperial Bank of India, Calcutta, 
and will open an account in the name of the above fund to be termed 
^‘Lalchand Mookerjee Foreign Scholarship Fund** and will also realise the 
interest of the said G. P. Notes for credit in the account of the aforesaid 
fund. 

While he has no desire to bind down any one who might in future be 
benefited by his endowment, he thinks it desirable to retiord that it would 
please him much if scholars returning from abroad live in the Indian stylo 
and, if possible, try to help some other poor and deserving student. 

On the recommendation of the Syndicjate the offer was accepted with 
thanks by the Senate on the 21st January, 1033.

With a view to supplement and more effectively to facilitate in the 
light oif future experience, the aims and objects a1reB4y set forth in the 
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'*La1ohand Mookerjee Endowment** which you have been pleased to accept 
I am now desirous of creating a second endowment in memory of my beloved 
and revered mother, now deceased, Sreemati Prasannamoyee Devi. 

The two endowments were conceived as counterparts to each other 
and intended to be worked on lines of harmony as sister agencies seeking in 
close operation to achieve kindred interdependent and mutually com- 
plementary' objects. It seems to me that it is after all bare justice to the 
scholars who will benefit my first endowment that some provision ought 
to be made for the proper utilisation of those opportunities which may 
be secured to their efforts. 

I feel also that to be blessed with any amount of success in my humble- 
hope of serving my countrymen and my brothers in faith, it is not enough 
to offer stipends for vocational training, for the field thereby created may 
still remain unfruitful in tho absence of another class of workers equipped 
with knowledge of market organisation, commercial economics and practical 
business finance. If, therefore, my first endowment seeks to provide a 
band of well-trained Indian youths who con develop the industrial and 
agricultural resources of our country, it is tho ooject of the proposed second 
endowment to train side by side with them another band equally well 
qualified in order to take cliarge of the outturn of the former’s labour and 
dispose of the same with efficiency and profit. It appears to me that the 
biisinessina.li siiould step in to relieve tho practical worker and manufacturer 
from the strain of hostile competition and from the difficulty of securing 
a market of their products. 

My humble hope, therefore, in submitting for favour of acceptance by 
the Univeruty of tho “Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Endovinent” is to see 
more of such businessman in our country than we now claim to have. I 
rnay have loa\^f) to submit in this connection that I do not place a very 
high prcmiiun ujjon mere theoretical excellence of academic proficiency. 
As other qualities are called for in the race of life, I have come to value 
doing more than knoioing, and this endowment is intended to train up a 
body of traders and not teachers of businessmen and not speculative eco- 
nomists and financiers, Tho young men helped by this endowment are 
expected to take their part in tho industrial and agricultural development 
of our (‘ountry ; (1) by finding, creating or organising proper markets 

for tho raw materials of India like jute, cotton, rice, wheat, tea, coffee, etc, 

(2) by providing banking and financial facilities to sound, well-managed 
Indian concerns engaged in promoting tho economic welfare of the country ; 

(3) by selling, distributing or otherwise profitably disposing of, without 
detriment however to tho interest of poor consumers, finished products 
made out of Indian raw materials by Indian labour with Indian capital 
and under the <lirection of Indian experts ; (4) by establishing commercial 
houses, banks, insurance companies, financial Syndicates, building societies,, 
investment trusts, co-operative societies, indnstTial bureaus, museums 
and exhibitions, etc., wdth the primary object of stimulating interest and 
enterprise on rational and well-directed lines in respecjt of Indian product ; 
(5) by adopting other ways and means to help on India’s economic regi- 
ment which is of vital importance for the futxire of our country. 

This oiulow’ment is to be called “Sreemati Prasannamoyee Mookerjee 
Endowment” and will consist of per cent. G. P. Notes of the face value 
of Rs. 1,00,000. Out of tho interest of this capital sum at least two scholar- 
ships shall be created, one tenable in India and the otlier tenable outside 
India and valued respectively at not more than Rs. 60 and Rs, 200 per 
mohth. As has been sufficiently indicated, the object of these scholar- 
ships is to encourage tho propor»type of young men of any community wno 
may not be in affluent circumstances to avail thems<^ve8 of the facilities 
thus offered to acquire a thorough practical and specialised training on 
modern lines and thus to qualify themi^lves to serve our country as business- 
financiers, organisers, and pioneers of indigenous activity and enter- 
prise in the spheres of trade, commerce and industry. 
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In submitting for favour of acceptance the undermentioned terms and 
conditions 1 beg leave to point out that these terms and conditions are 
‘Closely akin to and sometimes identical with the provisions of the *‘Lal- 
chand Mookerjee Endowment” which has been kindly accepted by the 
University. 

While I have no desire to impose the Indian style of living upon candi- 
dates who may benefit by this endowment, I may still be permitted to 
appeal for acceptance as an ideal now unhappily neglectod. I would, 
if I may, ask them to cling firmly to India’s ancient ideal of quiet content- 
ment because it enables us unostentatiously to give something to our 
motherland in return for the gift of life received from her and specially 
to bear in mind that one way of serving her is to servo her children, own 
brethren, I would therefore most earnestly request every young man who 
benefits from this endowment to devote some part, however small, of bis 
means to help at least one other struggling and meritorious student to 
acquire some kind of training which will enable him to earn his bread by 
his own exertions so as not to become a burden on society. 

It would tlefoat iny object if on account of tbe fact that tbf^ fii>t and 
the present endowments are for Protestant Hengali Cbristians otdy, sclu)lar- 
ship-holders are led to think that 1 believe in what is now being (‘luinio- 
terised as ‘'eomnuinalism.” My community bes not jnade ns much pro- 
gress as I would like to see and this is tlie only reas<tT» for limiting the spiiere 
of these humble and inadequate attempts to be of us‘‘ to iny country. 
I would ask all my young frieiids to bear in mind that after all India is 
greater than her Oln’ldren, that Cbristianr arul non-Christians all being 
to her and not to us, and that God’s kingdom will not conie with prvice 
on earth and good will tow'ards men until and unless w(> leani to live in 
peace and amity with all.

with this Endowment, a Committee of Management shall be formed, the 
person iiel of which shall bo selected by the Syndicate of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity. provided however that the majority of the members shall be Indians 
and tlie V^ice -Chancellor shall be it Chairman, ex-officio, and it i^all con- 
tain at least two Protestant Christian members nominated by the Syndi- 
cate from among the Principals and the Teachers of colleges affiliated to 
the University of Calcutta and provided also tliat my pupils, Messrs. Rama,- 
prasad Mookorjee, M.A., B.L., and Syamaprasad Mookerjee, M.A., B.L.,, 
Barrister -at-Law, sons of the fate Sir Asutosh Mookerjee and Mr. SusU- 
kurnar Lahiri, M.A., B.L., Advocate, High Court, Calcutta, son of the late 
Sasibbushan Laliiri, shall be life-members of the said Committee. The 
Proceedings of the Managing Committee will be subject to conflrmatioiL 
by the Syndicate.

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR STUDY OUTSIDE INDIA 


6, Every candidate for the **Prasannamoyee Moolcerjee Scholar* 
«hip” shall be required strictly to conform to the following conditions : — 

(а) He shall be a Protestant Cliristian and a native of Bengal and born 
of Ben;i;ali purnnts, and he shall be called upon to submit conclusive evidence 
trliat his father and mother are or were both Bengalis by birth and speak 
or spoke the Bengali language as their mother- tongue,' and furthermore 
that both of them are or were Protestant Christians, at the time of his birth. 

(б) He shall be of sound health and ordinarily between 20 and 26 years 
of age. 

(c) Every candidate for a “Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Foreign Scholar- 
ship” shall be at least an M.A. in Commerce and every candidate for a 
“Prasannamoyee Mookerjee Indian Scholarship” shall be at least a B.Com. 
preferably of the Calcutta University. If a candidate does not possess the 
M.A. or B.Com. Degree as aforesaid, he must have passed an examination 
or test approved by the Committee of Management and deemed as equiva- 
lent thereto. Flach candidate shall also produce satisfactory evidence of 
previous practical experience in mercantile firms or business- houses in the 
subject or subjects of training selected by him or in some other allied sub- 
jects. The pioverty of the applicant and of his guardian may be taken into 
account in awarding the Scholarship, provided however such an applicant 
is in every respect as highly qualified as other rival candidates. 

(d) He shall be required to submit once a year or more frequently if 
-so directed by the Committee of Management a certificate of good conduct 
and satisfactory progress and regular attendance from the head of the firm 
or institution or business concern where he undergoes his training and failure 
to produce this certificate may entail discontinuance of the Scholarship. 

(e) He shall have freedom in suggesting for approval the subject or 
subjects of training in which ho desires to sj>ecialisc, provided however that 
before final sanction thereof the Committee of Management shall be satisfied 
that there are simple facilities for specialising therein and also that such 
specialisation is or will in the near future be conducive to the interest of 
our country. 

7. If at any time the Committee of Management are convinced that 
no candidate for Scholarship possesses the minimum qualification as laid 
down above ot* that the subjects selected by the candidates do not waiTant 
any grant or scholarship in view of the absence of proper facilities therein, 
the Committee shall have the right of rejecting all ai^plications and of adding 
the unexpended amount or amounts or any part thereof ratably or in any 
other proportion to the corpus of this endowment or to the corpus of the 
^‘Lalchand Mookerjee Endowment” or to the corpus of a third Endowment 
which I intend hereafter to create to be named after my son, the late Sudhir- 
kuRiar Mookerjee. 

8. That in conformity with the aims and objects of this Endowment 
as laid down above, the Committee of Management shall have the power 
of m^ing bye-laws and regulations from time to time regarding the selec- 
tion of candidates, subjects of training and study of places whore the same 
is to be prosecuted and the amounts and the number of scholarships. 

9, That the University shall permit me to make such further additions 
to the corpus of this Endowment as I may be able to make from time to 
time. 

10. That the Committee of Management shall keep themselves in 
touch with the Scholars notwithstanding completion of training and ex- 
piration of Scholarship and help them in any suitable or convenient manner 
to become apprenticed to commerical firms or industrial concerns if they so 
desire witli a view to their acquiring local eiqierience of the particular lines 
of work in which they have sf^eciab'sed. 

11, That in caso the interest of this endowment accumulates to such 
an extent that a larger number of candidates may be trained on the above 
texsna and conditions, the Committee of Management will, if practicable. 
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'Select more candidates for study and business-training or may continue 
grant of Scholarship in favour of a selected candidate for a further year. 

12 , That the University acting as Trustees will forthwith deposit 
the G. P. Notes in safe custody with the Imperial Bank of India, Calcutta, 
-and will open an account in the name of the above fund to be termed **Sree- 
mati Prasannamoyeo Mookerjee Scholarship Fund*’ and will also realise the 
interest of the said G. P. Notes for credit in the account of the aforesaid 
fund. 

On the recommendation of the Syndicate, the gift was accepted by the 
-Senate on the 26th January, 1934, with thanks.

University Buildings 

The University had no local habitation of its own since its foundationr 
in 1857 till 1872. During this period the University had to transact ita- 
business in rented houses. In 1 864 the site to the west of the College Street, 
flBMsing the tank to the south of the Hindu School and the Sanskrit College, 
was selected for the University Buildings. The Public Works Department, 
Bengal, who was entrusted with the work of constructing the Building on 
the land, submitted in 1866 an estimate amounting to Ks. 2,52,221 and 
instructions were issued by the Government of India to take uji the work in 
hand at once. The buildings known as the “Senate House” were com- 
pleted by the end of the year 1872 at a cost of Ks. 4,34,697 and the University 
took possession of them early in 1873. 

The Darbhanga I-^ibrary Building was built on the land to w^est of the 
Senate House at a cost of over Rs. 8,00,000 of which two lakhs and a half 
were contributed by the Hon’ble the Maharaja of Darbhanga and the re- 
mainder was met out of a Government grant of Rs. 2,00,000 and by a con- 
tribution of about double the amount from out of the Reserve Fund of the 
University. The work of construction of the Darbhanga Building was 
entrusted to Messrs Martin & Co., Ltd. in 1909 and was completed towards 
the end of 1912. The building accommodates the University Law 
College, its Library and the University Offices. The top floor which is 
utilis^ for holding the University Kxaminations accommodates about 
700 candidates. 

The building on the land to the south of Darbhanga Library Building 
measuring about a bigha and a half purclioscd at a cost of Ks. 1,50,000 
by the University out of its Reserve Fund cost the University over 
Rs. 4,00,000 of which three lakhs were met out of Government ^ant of 
throe lal^s and the remainder out of the Reserve Fimd of the University. 
The building has been constructed for the purpose of providing Hostel 
accommodation to Hindu students of the University Law College who 
do not live with their parents or guardians. It has been named “University 
Law College Hardinge Hindu Hostel” after the name of tlio then Chancellor 
of the University, and it provides a<*commodation for over 150 students. 
The Hostel is under the direct supervision of the Principal of the Univer- 
sity Law College, subject to general control of the Governing Body of the 
College, whose proceedings are laid before the Syndicate for confirmation. 

The University Press was located in the shed to the immediate west 
of the Senate House originally orecte<l to accommodate the Law Classes of 
the University Law College temporarily, {^ending the completion of the 
Darbhanga Library Building to which the College lias been permanently 
removed. On account of enormous increase of work in the Press, the accom- 
modation available in this structure was found insufficient and on the re- 
commendation of the Syndicate a sum of Rs. 1,40,000 was sanctioned by 
the Senate on the 4th June, 1938, for erecting a lYess Building at 48, Hazra 
Road, which being a portion of the Palit Estate, the Governing Body of 
the Sir Taraknath Palit Trusts resolved that the land might be taken on 
a lease for 99 years on a rent of Ks. 60 per month or the Iwd might be 
purebred by the University for the purpose. The construction of the Press 
Building on the land was completed in the early pairt of the year 1940 and 
was occupied by the Press in July, 1940. On the removal of the Press 
to the new Building the shed under which it was previously located has* 
been demolished. 
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The University College of Science and Technology which came into 
existence through the liberality of Sir Taraknath Palit and Sir Raehbehary 
Ohose is housed in buildings at 92 ,Upper Circular Road, and 35, Ballygunge 
Circular Road. 

Three rooms were constructed on the second floor of the Sir P. C. Ray 
Annexe at 92, Upper Circular Road, at a cost of Rs. 11,111. The Indian 
Chemical Society made a donation of Rs. 10,000 for the purpose which was 
accepted by the Senate on 29th September, 1934, on certain terms and 
conditions. 

The Senate, on 14th September, 1935, sanctioned Rs. 85,000 for the 
extension of the building of the University College of Science at 92, Upper 
Circular Road, mainly for the Department of Applied Chemistry. The 
extension has been completed and includes also accommodation for the 
Department of Applied Physics. The Senate also sanctioned Rs. 76,000 
on the 4th Juim, 1938. for further extension the building for the Depart- 
ment of Applied Physics, which has since been completed. A one- 
storied building has also been constructed in the east corner for workshop 
and store for the Chemistry Department at a cost of Rs. 4,000. 

A two-storied building has been newly built with a total floor area of 
about 18,000 square feet for the Department of Radio Physics and Elec- 
tronics. 

The Government of India sanctioned a Capital Grant of Rs. 3,40, '000 
for the purjjose. The construction of this building was sanctioned by the 
Syndicate, dated the 26th May, 1949, and the cost of the construction of 
the building bus been about Rs. 3.80 loc^s. 

The construction was undertaken in June, 1949 and completed in Octo- 
ber, 1951. 

This building acoomraodates the whole department of Radio Physics 
and Electronics with its own Lecture Theatre, teaching laboratories. 
Library and Workshop. Besides these, it also accommodates research 
laboratories for conducting researches on ionosphere, radio valves, TJ.H.F. 
and microwave lu'opagation, nuclear magnetic resonance, radar, etc. 

iSuring the year 1952 now extension to the Applied Physics building 
has been completed. This extension consists of a two-storied building 
with a floor area of about 8,000 sq. ft. to accommodate (1) Material Test- 
ing and A])pliod Hydraulics Laboratories, (2) Machine Tools Laboratory, 
(3) Applied Heat Laboratory, (4) Drawing Office and (6) Library and 
Reading Room of the Department. The Government of India sanctioned 
a Capital Grant of Rs. 1.87 lacs for the purpose. The construction of 
this new *^xtension was undertaken in May, 1950 and completed in Septem- 
ber, 1952, and the co.st of construction is about Rs. 1.65 lacs. 

The extension of first floor on the Workshop building and stair case 
in between the main building of the Applied Chemistry Department and 
the Workshop covering a floor area of 9,800 sq. ft. has been completed. 
This extension was made to accommodate (1) Oil, Soap and Plastics Labo- 
ratories, (2) Class Rooms, (3) Drawing Office, (4) Library and (5) Lec- 
turers* research and sitting rooms. 

Rs. 2,00,000 was simetioned for this purpose by the Syndicate, dated 
the 22nd July, 1948, out of Rs. 2,25,000 received from the Government 
of India. This extension was started in the month of October, 1948 and 
W€is completed in tho month of July, 1951. The cost for the construction 
of the building only is Ks. 1.6 lacs. 

Further extension of tho second floor on the Workshop and other build- 
ings attached to the Department is nearing completion. 

The fish market known as Hadhab Babu’s Bazar and situated to the 
south of the Senate House was acquired out of the Goverument grant of 
Rs. 8,00,000. The land measures over 3 bighas. A two-storied btiiiding 
at a cost of Rs. 3,17,615-7-0, had at first been erected on the site in whi<3i 
were accommodated some of the more important Departments of the Post*

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Graduate Teaching in Arts and the Post-Graduate (Lending) section of the 
University Library. 

The building has boon named “Asutosh Building’* in memory of the 
lat;© Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.7. His Excellency the Governor of 
Bengal opened th • building on the 29th .lune, 1926. 

In 1926, the Govoniinord. of Bengal aajictionoil n special grant of Rs. 
1,96,000 towards the cost of erection of a third storey of the Asutosh 
Building. The third storey*’ was completed in November, 1927. A portion 
of the fourth storey on the C ollcge Street side only was constructed during 
1928. 

In 1934, the Senate sanctioned Rs. 1,20,000, out of the Asutosh Building 
Fund, towards the cost of complfition of the fourth storey of the Asutosh 
Building for accommodating therein the University Library as also the 
Lending Library of the Posi -Gj’aduato Department. The new Library 
Hall has an accommodation for H.'iO students. I’ho w'alls of the Reading 
Room are decorated with frescoes illustrating the development of Indian 
culture and civilization with sjjecial roferenco to the contributions made 
by Bengal. 

During the year 1962 the new Hostel Building at 35, Ballygiinge Cir- 
cular Road, for the Technological students, was completed on the 
31st October, 1952. Tlio building is a four-storied one — the ground, Ist 
and 2nd floors covering an aggi-egato area of 10,012 sq.ft., will accommodate 
75 students. Thv're is provision for Superintendents’ Quarters on the 
ground floor and a common room on the 1st floor. The Government of 
India sanctioned a loan of Rs. 2,54.000. The cost of the building including 
all the services is Rs. 2,54,000. 


UNIVERSITY ROWING CLUB 

The Calcutta Improvement Trust has placed at the disposal of the 
University, in lease, a plot of land ini^a-suring 2 biglias 19 cottahs and 12 
chittedss in the Lake Extension Area for the use of tlniversity Rowing Club 
and a suitable Boat House has been erected there for the use of the club at 
a coat of Rs. 20,000. 
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Maharaja Sir Rameswar Singh of Darbhanga University 

Centrai Library 

In June, 1869, a small collection of books bequeathed to the I^iversity 
by the will of Babu Eshan Chandra Bose, was received by the Registrar. 

Babu Joy Krishna Mukherjee of Uttarpara made a donation of Rs. 5,000 
(five thousand) in July, 1869 for the purpose of forming a library. The 
amount was invested in 4 p.c. Government securities till the completion 
of the University building. 

In 1874 the Syndicate appointed a Committee to report on the steps 
it was advisable to take to form a library. The Chief recommendation 
of the Committee was that the Calcutta University Library should as far 
as possible be made ‘supplementary to other libraries now existing in 
Calcutta*. The proposal of the Committee was accepted by the Syndicate. 
The University Library occupied one of the two side rooms of the Senate 
House Building. In 1908 the Hon’ble Ramoshwar Singh, K.C.I.E., 
Maharaja Bahadur of Darbhanga, maxle over to the University a stun of 
two and a half lacs of rupees for the erection of a building in which the 
library might bo located. This munificent gift w'as accepted by the Senate 
with thanks. The library accommodated in the new building was named 
after the Maharaja, which was called the Darbhanga Library Building. 

In 1934 the fourth storey of the Asutosh Building for accommodating 
the University library as also the lending library of the Post-Graduate 
Departments was erected. The libraries were transferred to the 4th storey 
of the Asutosh Building in 1935. 

The Reference Section of the University Library now remains open 
from 7 A.M. to 9 P.M, on week days and from 10-30 A.M. to 6 P.M. on 
Sunday. The Lending Section remains open during the normal office 
hours of the University. The library remains closed on University holi- 
days. 

Rules for the Management of the Maharaja Sir Rameswar Singh of 
Darbhanga University Central Library, under Section 4, Chapter XXVIII 
of the Regulations : — 

(1) (o) The library is for the use of Resident Follows, University 
Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors, Readers, Lec- 
turers, Assistant Lecturers, Post-Gradmite Fellows, Teachers of the Under- 
Graduate Classes of the University, Demonstrators, Resident Registered 
Graduates, Stuilonts of the University Post-Graduate Classes and Research 
Students or Research Assistants working under University Professors, 
and they alone have the privilege to use it, subject to the present rules amd 
to such further rules aiul orders as may bo agreed by the G^eral Committee 
under Section 5 (1) of the Regulations of the University, 

(6) The Post-Graduate and the Under-Graduate students who attend 
the Uni^' 0 ^sity Classes only are permitted to read books connected with 
their respective subjects to study in the University Library. They are 
entitled to take out only one volume at a time from the Library on a deposit 
of Rs. 5 only, subject to the rules framed for the Lending Section, 

(c) Persons excepting the students of the Post-Graduate and Under- 
Qraduate Cla43se8 of the University and of the Law Colley, who will be 
permitted to read in the library sh^l have to make a deposit of Rs. 10 and 
to pay a fee of Rs. 2-8-0 for every six months. 

2. (a) Persons who are neither Resident Fellows of the University nor 
University Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors 
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Readers. Lecturers, Assistant Lecturers, Post-Graduate Fellows, Teachers 
of the Under-Graduate Classes of the University, Demonstrators, Resident 
Registered Graduates, Students of the University Post-Graduate olassee 
and Research students or Research Assistants working under University 
Professors may receive special permission from the Syndicate to use the 
Library for the purpose of Literary or Scientific Research. Such per- 
mission will be grani^ on the recommendation of the Library Executive 
Committee. 

2. (6) In recommending any person to the Syndicate under this rule, the 
Library Executive Committee shall specify in writing, for the information 
of the Syndicate, the grounds on which they base their recommendation* 

3. Subject to the exceptions specified in Rule 5, Resident Fellows, 
University Professors, Assistant Professors, Assistants to Professors, 
Readers, Lecturers, Assistant Lecturers, Post-Graduate Fellow^s, Teachers 
of the Under-Graduate Classes, Demonstrators, Resident Registered 
Graduates and Research Students, or Research Assistants working under 
University Professors and such other persons ns are allow’od to make use 
of the Library under Rule 2 and who reside in (Calcutta may borrow and 
temporarily remove from the library such iiooks as tliey may require cn 
the following conditions : — 

(a) In this rule the term ‘volume* shall include pamphlets and parts 
of works separately shown. 

(&) Resident Fellows will be entitled to take out up to ten volumes 
at a time. 

(e) Under special circumstances Resident Fellows may, with the sanc- 
tion of the Executive Committee, take out more than ten volumes. 

(d) Resident Registered Graduates and Research Students or Research 
Assistants working under University Professors will bo entitled to take 
out not more than four volumes at a time and, in order to be allowed this 
privilege, will have to make a deposit of Rs. 25. The Registrar may, in 
the case of specially valuable books and with the sanction of the Executive 
Committee, ask for a special deposit. 

(e) Persons, who are allowed to make use of the Library under Rule 
2 and who reside in Calcutta, may take out books on the same conditions 
as Resident Registered Graduates. 

(/) University Professors, Assistant Professors, Readers, Lecturers, 
Assi^nt Lecturers, and Assistants to Professors will, during the time they 
hold office, be entitled to the same privileges as Resident Fellows. Teachers 
of the Under-Graduato Classes and Post-Graduate Fellows will, during the 
time they hold office, be entitled lo take out up to five volumes at a time 
and Demonstrators working in the Univei-sity are allowed to take only one 
volume at a time. 

(g) No books shall be issued and delivered except to the authorised 
borrower in person or to some one having UTitton authority from him to 
receive it on behalf of the authorised borrower. 

(/i) Every volume borrowed shall be returned to the Library within 
two calendar months of the date on which it wits removed from the Library. 
In case any borrower fails to return any book within this period, a notice 
shall be sent to him by the Librarian calling for the return of the book. 

(i) If a book called for under the previous section bo not returned within 
one week after the receipt of the Librarian's notice, the person who has 
borrowed the book from the Library shall bo subject to a fine of one rupee 
for each volume so retained, and to a further fine of an equal amount for 
each additional week that he may retain it after the expiration Of the 
second week. 

(j) Subject to the provisions of Rules 9r, 5, 6, and 7, a book returned to 
the Library may be again bopowed by the same person, provided that 
HD other Fellow or person entitled to use the Library has lodged with the 
Librarian an application for the samp work. If such application hae 
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t>e6n made the book may not be taken out by the original borrower until 
returned by the second applicant. 

4. The privilege of any Fellow or other person to use the Library 
shaU be suspended so lox^ as he retains any book which, under these mleop 
he is not entitled to retain and so long as he leaves unpaid cmy fine which 
may have been imposed on him under Rules 3, 6 end 7. 

6. (a) Books which are valuable on account of their rarity or which 
belong to a series and which, being out of print, it may be difBcult or im- 
possible to replace if lost, or boo^ required for constant reference shall 
not be removed from the Library. 

(6) A list of the works excluded from removal under this rule shall 
be drawn up by tho Executive Committee, and will be subject to revision 
and extension from time to time. 

6. (a) The Librarian shall report to the Executive Committee all cases 
in which books have been mutilated, disfigured by writing on the margin 
or otherwise injured while in the possession of readers. 

(6) Any person guilty of such an offence shall be required to replace 
the injured by an uninjured copy of the book, and shall be liable to the 
cost of its proper binding and other charges. Further, he shall be fined 
and suspended from the privileges of the Library at the discretion of the 
General Committee. 

7. (a) A general inspection of the Library and of the record of books, 
issued and returned, shall bo made annually in the first week of May by 
the Executive Committee, or by one or more members of the Committee 
deputed by tViem for that purpose. 

(6) During this period of inspection the Library shall be closed and all 
books wliatever and by whomsoever borrowed shall be returned to the 
Library by tho .Slst March of each year. 

(c) Any person, who fails to return, in accordance with this rule, all 
books borrowed by him, shall be subject to a fine of not less than two rupees 
for each volume retained; and if such volume is not returned before the 
expiration of one week after the lost day of inspection, a further fine of an 
equal amount shall be imposed for each volume for each additional week 
until that volume is returned or until a copy of the same edition and of 
equal value is placed in the Library in its stead, and all expenses connected 
therewith paid by tho borrower. 

8. The Library shall be closed on Sundays and all Public Holidays 
and on all days for holding public examinations. Subject to the excep- 
tion under Rule 7, it shall bo opened on the days between the hours of 
7 A.M. and 7. P.M. 

N.B , — As stated before the Library now remains closed on Universi^ 
holidays only and it remains open from 7 A.M. to 9 P.M. on week da 3 rB 
and 10-30 A.M. to 6 P.M. on Simdays. 
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University College of Science 
Laboratories, Museums, Etc. 

UJCnrERSITY COLLEGE OF SCIENCE 

On tho 15th February, 1919, the Senate formulated a scheme for the^ 
management of tho University College of Science, according to which, a 
Governing Body was annually constituted for its administration, consisting 
of the following : — 

{a) Members of the Governing Body of the Palit Trusts, 

(6) Members of the Board of Management of the Ghose F'und. 

(c) University Professors attached to each department of the college. 

(d) Representatives of the University Lecturers attached to each depart- 

ment of the coUogo. 

(c) Representatives of investigators, if any, engaged in research in 
each department of the college. 

The Vice-Chancellor was the ex-ojjicio President of the Governing Body 
and a Vice-President and a Secretary were annually appointed by tho 
Senate. 

The affains of the college wore cwlministered by this Governing Body, 
but as it was found on experience that a more co-ordinated control and 
management of the affairs of the college was necessary, the Senate, on tho 
recommendation of tho Syndicate and with the concurrence of the Gov'em- 
ing Body of the college, as also of the Executive Commit too of the Councitr 
of Post-Oraduato Teaching in Science, rosolv^ed on tlic' 4th dune, 1938, that 
tho resolution of the Senate, dated the loth February, 1919, sanctioning 
the constitution of the Governing Body for tho miuxagement and admini- 
stration of the college be rescinded and that the poweis and functions 
assigned to the Governing Body bo vested in tho Executive Committee of 
tho Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in iScience. The Senate also decided 
that in order to have a proper representation of tho three Trusts, 

Palit, Ghose and Khaira, one representativ'e from each of tho following 
Bodies be added to tho Executive Committee : — 

Governing Body of the Sir Taraknath Palit Trusts. 

Board of Management of the Sir Jlashbchary Ghose Endowments* 

Board of Management of the Khaira Kimd. 

The Regulations of the University (iSoc. 15, Chapter XT) was changed 
accordingly. 


UNIVERSITY LABORATORIES 

The princely gift of tlie late Sir Taraknath I’alit, Kt., D.L., and Sir 
Rashbehary Ghose, Kt., C.S,I„ M.A,, D.L., Ph.D., cj^ahlod tho University 
to st^ the University College of Science, and tho Laboratories of Physics, 
Allied Physics, Chemistry, Applied Chemistry, Applied Mathematics 
and Experimental Psychology have been equipped in tho Sflcicnce College 
Buildmg at 92, Upper Circular Hoad. 

With the expansion of tho University College of »Scienco and the open- 
ing of the Departments of Applied Chemistry and Applied Physics, the want 
of ^ up-to-date Technical Workship was keenly felt. This doffcioncy haa 
Jbfflll* to a great extent, made up by tht^ construction of a Workship on 
Imefi. at the Science College Building at 92, Upper Circular Koad» 
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The Biological Laboratories have been equipped in the building and 
in the surrounding grounds at No. 35, Ballygunge Circular Road which 
was the residence of the late Sir Taralmath Palit. University Professors 
of Botany and Zoology are in charge of those Laboratories. 

The munificent gift of the late Raja of Khaira has enabled the Uni- 
versity to establish a Chair of Agriculture and steps are being taken to 
provide for an Agricultural Laboratory with a small plot of land for 
experimental farming. 

A laboratory for Commimication Engineering has been established in 
the University College of Science out of a donation of Rs. 25,000 from the 
Charity Trust Fund belonging to the estate of the late Rai Bahadur Mokh- 
ram Kanodia. The donation was made by virtue of an award made by Dr. 
Syamaprasad Mookerjee as an Arbitrator in a High Court Suit, duly con* 
firmed by the High Court, with the full consent of the representatives of 
the two branches of the family of tho late Rai Bahadur. 


CYCLOTRON 

The apparatus called Cyclotron was installed at the University College 
of Science with the grant of Rs. 60,000 to the University by Sir Dorabji 
Tata Charities Trust in 1940, supplemented by an almost equal amount 
from the University Fund. This was the first of its kind not only in India 
but also in Asia. By means of this apparatus common elements can be 
endowed with the same properties as those possessed by radium and some 
of them can be used for purposes for which radium is now exclusively used. 
Moreover, some of the common elements taken with food or medicine like 
carbon, sodium, nitrogen, etc. can be made radio>active by means of the 
Cyclotron. 


KIRTIKAR HERBARIUM 

In 1920, Major B. D. Basu expressed a desire to present the University 
with the books on Cryptogamic Botany, MSS., Photographic drawing and 
collections of Fungi, Algae, l.<ichen8 and Mosses, belonging to the late 
Lt.-Col. K. R. Kirtikar, F.L.S., I.M.S. (Retd.), on the following conditions : — 

1. That the University would establish a Herbarium and name it 
•*Kirtikar Herbarium,” 

2. That the University would publish a work on Cryptogamic Botany 
of India, in which the researches and drawings of Lt.-Col. Kirtikar would 
be published. 

3. That not less than two members or representatives of the Donor*B 
family be allowed free access to work in the Laboratories and Herbarium as 
well as to use the Library of the University from which they may be allowed 
to borrow books. 

It was further stated that he was also desirous of presenting one hun« 
dred unboimd sets of Indian Medicinal Planls to the University, the sale* 
proceeds of which might be applied to any one of the above-mentioned 
purposes. 

The Syndicate accepted the ofier with thanks on the 6th August, 1920, 


ASUTOSH MUSEUM OF INDIAN ART 

On a moposal from the Executive Committee of the Council of Post- 
Qraduate Teaching in Arts, the University decided to establish a Fine Arto 
Oallery and Museum in connection with the Post-Graduate studies in An* 
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cieat Indian History and Culture. The Museum, named Asutosh Museum 
of Indian Art after the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, was located in the 
West Hall of the Senate House, where necessary structural alterations 
were made for the proper housing of the Museum. The Museum is under 
a Committee of Management with a salaried Curator for its supervision 
and management. The amount which was funded for the provision of a 
Fine Arts Museum out of the salary of the Rani Bagiswari Professor of Fine 
Arts, during the period the Professorship lay vacant, after the retirement 
of Dr. Abanindranath Tagore, C.I.E., D.Litt., the first incumbent of the 
post, was utilised for the Museum. 

The object of the Museum is to collect and preserve specimens represent- 
ing different phases of Indian Art, special emphasis btung given to Bengal 
Art. 


FURTHER ART COLLECTIONS THROUGH DONATION AND 

GIFT 


Since 1042 some 2,000 objects of varying types, cov'ering a period from 
7th-8th cent. B.C. down to modern age including stone and bronze images 
of gods and goddesses of the Brahrnanical Buddhist and ilaina pantheon, 
figures and plaques in tornicotta, sjioeirneus of wood and ivory carving, 
coins, textiles and j^aiutiiigs representing numerous and some hitherto un- 
known regional schools of India ha\o l>een acquired by the museum mostly 
through gifts. Besides stray presents made by individuals, some persons 
have made over to the museum very rich arul valuable c<jllections which 
include 30 specimens of interesting stone and wood carvings of medieval 
Bengal, originally belonging to the late Dr. Dinosh Chandra Sen received 
from Sri J. N. Dey of Cocola House, Bohala, several .ancient terracottas 
from Mathura, Kaufiambi and Sagardwip from Sri Asitkumar Haidar of 
Lucknow, a number of imj)ortHnt «ton<' and otlier objects {2nd- 18th cen- 
tury AuD.) collected by pioneer Bengali archaeologist P, C. Mookerjee, 
from his grandsons, an interesting wooden tablet with Kharusthi inscription 
from Centra) Asia presented by Sri Sailendranath Mitra, some prehistoric 
stone implement.^ from Bankura jiresented by Sri M, A. T. Iyengar, Dis- 
trict Magistrate, Bankura, and numerous terracotta objects, mainly from 
Tamluk ranging from prehistoric times <iown to the Gupta period bringing 
to light the great antiquity and the importance of the site of Tamluk 
identified with ancient Tamralipta, presented by Sri Parcshchandra 
Dasgupta, Professor of History, Tamralipta Mahavidyalay, Tamluk, 
Besides these the Museum got on loan from the Eastern Circle of the ^- 
chaeological Survey of India a very lar^e number of antiquities including 
rare terracotta figures, seals, etc. found in course of excavation from North 
Bengal.

I have the pleasure to inform you that I am desirous of presenting to 
the Asutosh Museum of Indian Art of the Calcutta University the Collec- 
tions of my late revered father Mr. Puranchand Nahar, M.A., B.L., con- 
sisting of Indian Painting, Sculptures, Terracottas, Bronzes, and other 
objects of antiquity, inter alia only subject to the following terms and 
conditions : — 

(1) The entire collection shall be kept and preserved at a place where 
the Asutosh Museum of Indian Art is at present maintained or will in furure 
be housed or located. 

(2) The objects of the collection will be distinctly marked in such a 
manner tliat it may bt^ easily identified as belonging to the collection of 
Mr. Puranchand Nahar, and it shall always be properly and carefully 
preserved, displayed and catalogued. 

(3) The collection shall remain open to members of the donor’s family 
and to all bona fide students, scholars and all other persons interested in it, 
subject to the Rules and Regulations of the Museum. 

(4) There shall always be a representative of the donor’s family on the 

Museum Committee. The donor shall bo a life-member of the Committee 
and shall have the power to nominate his successor, such power to bo exer- 
cised by all derivative nominees of the donor. In case no such nomination 
is made the Museum Committee shall co-opt a member belonging to the 
donor’s family. , 

(5) The University of Calcutta shall maintain at all time a Post-Gra- 
duate Research Fellowship, attached to the Ancient Indian History and 
Culture Department. In selecting such scholars the University will, when* 
ever possible, give preference to persons who propose to work on some sub- 
ject dealing with Jainism. The said Fellowship is to be named after my 
late revered father Mr. Puranchand Nahar. 

The approximate valne of the collections is Rs. 40,000. 

1 shall be obliged by your kindly intimating to me that the University 
is willing to accept my offer on the aforesaid conditions.

University Basanti-Bijay Schooi of Mining at Ikhra 


Mr. Prankrishna Chatlorjco of 115A, Amhorst Street, Calcutta, offered 
in the following letter addressed to the Hon’blo the Vice-Chancellor to make 
oyer to the Calcutta Univ’^ersity his school at Tkhra with buildings and lOQ 
bighas of land and rupees t>en thousand in cash for the equipment of a labora- 
tory suitable for mining students together with an annual grant of 1,800 
rupees chargeable upon his estate for the purpose of starting a University 
Mining School : —

Sir, 

For some time past I have entertained a strong desire to open up faci- 
lities for instruction in Mining in tliis Pre-sidcncy. I feel much attracted 
by your successful efforts to promote scientific and technical training by 
the establishment of the University College of Science and Technology^ 
and I venture to approach you in the hope that my humble offer of assis- 
tance in the direction indicated will receive favourable consideration at 
the hands of the University authorities. 

I have maintained for many years at Ikhra (near Raneegunge) a school 
named Basanti-Bijay H. E. School, which has been recognised by the Uni- 
versity as qualified to impart instruction up to the Matriculation standard. 
Tht> school is very largely residential and has, I venture to think, a record 
of successful work to its credit. The school gi’ounds occupy an area of 
nearly 30 bighas, on which stand the school building and the hostel for 
students and teacliers. Ikhra is situated in the very heart of the coal 
district and is an obviously suitable place for th(' establishment of a Mining 
School. 

It is my desire that the University may establish a University Soboo 
of Mines at Ikhra ; the beginning may be modest, but doubtless there will 
be considerable development before many years elapse. With this object 
in view, I am prepared to make over to the University in perpetuity the 
following properties ; — • 

(1) One hundred bighas of land at Ikhra. (Value — about Rs. 50,000.) 

(2) The Basanti-Bijay H. E. School with its furniture and appurten- 
ances to be managed and maintained by the University and to be developed 
into a University Sdiool of Mines. 
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(Value of building and furniture — about Ra. 75,000.) 

Note. — 1 shall oomplete the buildini^s now in course of erection and 
put in order the existing building. (Estimated cost — about Rs. 10,000.) 

(3) Rupees Ten thousand in cash for the equipment of a Laboratory 
auitable for mining students. 

(4) An annual grant of Ra. 1,800 charged upon the estate left by my 
late father Babu Bijay Gobinda Chatter] ee, under the terms of his will. 

(Capitalised value — Rs. 30,000=) 

The institution should be placed by the University under the manage- 
ment of a Committee composed as follows : — 

I. The Vice-Chancellor of the University, PresiderUf ex-officio. 

2-3 Two members of the Senate (elected annually). 

4. One member of the Faculty of Science (elected annually). 

6. One member of the Faculty of Engineering (elected annually).

8. One member to represent the Department of Industries (annually 
nominated by the Miniater-in-Charge).

II. One representative of the staff in the Gonoral Department of the 
institution (annually elected by them). 

12. One representative of the staff in the Mining Department of the 
institution (annually elected by them). 

The Hon*blo Sir Asutosh Mookerjoo shall always be a Member of the 
Committee, if ho has not otherwise a seat thereon. 

There shall in addition bo an Advisory Board which shall also act as 
aJBoard of V’isitors. The Board shall bo constituted annually by the Senate 
and shall include on representative of the Department of Mines of the 
Government of India and one person possessing intimate knowledge of the 
working of Mines. 

As soon as this offer is accepted by the Senate, I shall take the necessary 
steps to execute the requisite deeds in favour of the University.

University Agricultural Institute, Barrackpur 

la 1937, a Committee was appointed by the Syndicate under the Chair- 
manship of The Hon*ble Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., D.Litt., 
IsLi.p., Borriste^at-Law, M.JL.A., tho then Vice-Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity, to consider tho question of instituting a course of Agricultural 
Bduoation in the University. The scheme of Agricultural Education as 
drawn, up by the Committee was placed before the Senate on 4th .Tune, 
1938. The University in the mean-time secured a plot of land measuring 
about 100 bighas at Barrackpur. The land belongs to the Royal Cal- 
cutta Turf Club and tho Stewards of the Club kindly agreed to lease out 
the land to the University at a nominal yearly rent of Rs. 5 only for the 
entire plot. 

The schemo of Agricultural Education as drawn up by the Committee 
was approved by tho Senate on 4th June, 1938. 

The Institute originally opened with a. course for two years and tho 
minimum qualification for admission to tho courso was a pass at the I.Sc. 
Examination . 

Tho buildings of the Institute as also tlie land belonging to it having 
been requisitioned by the military authorities during World War II, the 
Institute was removed to a rented building with rented lands for agricul- 
tural farming experiments nearby in tho Barrackpore area. 

Subsequently on the establishment of tho Agricultural College at 
Jhargram through tho munific >tit gift of Raja Narasinha Dob of Jhargram, 
the equipment^ of tho Barrackjjoro Agricultural Institute woro removed 
to Jhargram, the establishment at Barrackpur being abolished altogether. 

(For details regarding the Jhargram Agricultural College, vide Chapter 
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Appointments and Information Board 

A scheme prepared in 1936 by the then Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Syama- 
prasad Mookorjee, M.A., B.L., D.Litt., LL.D., Barrister-at-Law, M.P., 
for providing greater opportunities to the Graduates and Under-graduates 
of this University with co-operation of business houses and different indus- 
trial concerns, for either employment or training or both, in trade, industry 
and commerce, was adopted by the Senate on the 23rd January, 1937. 
An Appointment and Information Board was thereupon established 
with a whole- time Secretary, in the middle of 1937, for a period of two 
years as an experimental measure, in accordance with the scheme adopted 
by the Senate. The Senate also sanctioned Rs. 36,000 for giving effect 
to the scheme. The scheme having proved successful, the Board was 
made a permanent Department of the University by the Senate on the 
24th June, 1939. 

„ The main functions of the Board may be stated as follows 

(1) To select apprentices for practical training, both technical and 
non -technical, in firms and industrial concerns. 

\2) To recommend to firms names of suitable ccindidates for appoint- 
ments when request ed ; 

(3) To conduct examinations on behalf of employers for recruitment ; 

(4) To remain generally in touch with employers, to cclle'^t statistics, 
regarding possible openings and to supply information to :he Graduates 
and Under-graduates reguiding the careers open to them. 

(6) To advise students preparing for various Service Examinations, 
to supply them with particulars of such examinations, and if necessary, 
to organise their training ; 

(6) To orgaiiiee, from time to time, course of lectures to be delivered 
by well-known businesfemen of the city, enjoying wide practical experience 
on different industrial and commercial subjects ; 

(7) To advise students regarding their careers, and to secure faci- 
lities for their admission into institutions where necessary ; 

(8) To study different fields of employment, to suggest new avenues 
and to organise courses where necessary. 

The Board maintains a Register of suitable candidates (only Graduates 
and Under-graduates of the Calcutta University), with details of their 
qualifications and careers, seeking employment through it. For this 
purpose, it \\ork6 in close co-operations with the institutions affiliated 
to the University. In order to enable mufassil students to take advantage 
of the facilities offered by the Board, it has set up an Advisory Committee 
in every college. It is always in close touch with different Chambers of 
Commerce and Industrial Associations of Calcutta and their members, 
from whom valuable support is received. Tlie Board is also consulted 
by some of the Government department and quasi -government insti- 
tutions. 

The Board is resj^onsible for organising and conducting the Diploma 
Course in Social Work for giving training to Labour Welfare Officers 
employed by Governments both (Antral and State, and Industries. This 
course starts in January and spreads over one year. It has now been 
decided to establish an All-Incna Institute of Social Welfare and Busi- 
ness Management for which a suitable plot of land has been obtained from 
Government of West Bengal ^nd necessary funds raised. This Institute 
will apart from running the present Diploma Course in Social Work (Labour 
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Welfare) shall also run courses in General Social Work, Business Manage* 
ment. Industrial Administration and allied subjects. 

The Institute of Jute Technology the scheme of which was originally 
formulated by the Appointments Board and later on adopted by the 
Indian Jute Mills Association in a revised form started functioning in 
1961. The foimdation*stone of the Institute Building was laid on the 
20th February, 1947, by Mr. I. G. Kennedy, President, Indian 

Jute Mills Association and the Institute is located at 35, Ballygunge Cir- 
eular Road, a plot measuring 4 bighas having been purchased from the 
Palit Trust. The cost of construction including land has been^ over 
JRs. 23,00,000. The property of the Institute vests in the University by 
an irrevooaole trust deed executed in its favour by the Associa- 
tion and the Institute is managed by a Gk>verning Body, The Institute 
was formally opened on the 10th March, 1951, by the Flon'blo Dr. B. C. 
Roy, Chief ^ Minister, Government of West Bengal. It provides instme- 
tion in spinning and weaving and in other technical branches of the jute 
industry with a view to equipping University trained men for employ- 
ment in responsible positions in the Jute mills. The Course is of thr^ 
years duration and armngoments have been made for their practical 
training. The Appointments Board is the main channel for recruitment 
of apprentices to be engaged by the jute mills who arc admitted into the 
Institute. The recurring expenses for running the Institute is in the 
neighbourhood of Rs. 2,50,000 a year and the Indian Jute Mills Associa- 
tion gives a recurring grant of Rs. 2,00,000. Provisions will also be made 
in the Institute when fully organised for carrying on research work for 
improvement of machinery used in the mills. 

The Board has decided to continue its policy of establishing new insti- 
tutions and of introducing new courses of studios without any financial 
ability on the part of the University as hitherto done instead of confining 
its activities only in securing emplo 3 mient for the students.

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University Students’ Information Bureau 

The Committee on Indian itudonta in the United Kingdom, in 1921-22, 
Teoommended in their report that in place of the then existing Provincial 
Advisory Committees, each Indian University should establish a Bureau 
to be specially staffed and cquii^ped for the purpose, 

(а) of supplying students, wishing to pursue their education abroad, 
with all the information, advi:^e and assistance which they may require, 
and 

(б) of supplying the foreign Univ^ersity authorities with information 
regarding the students which will enable them to make their selection 
from the applications forwarded. 

This recommendation of Ihe Committee was generally approved by 
the Syndicate on llth May, 1923, and at the request of the Government 
of Bengal, a scheme for the establishment of the Bureau was drawn up 
by the Syndicate and was sanctioned by the Government of Bengal in 

1925. In accordance with the Scheme the existing Provincial Students* 
Advisory Committee was abolished and the “ University Students* In- 
formation Bureau ** was osiablishod by the University on Ist April, 

1926. 

In October, 1945, the Govornmont of Bengal requested the University 
of Calcutta to roconstitute tho existing University Students* Information 
Bureau, now designated Students’ Advisory Bureau (Overseas), on the lines 
of the recommendations of the Central Advisory Board of Education, One 
of the recommendations of tho Central Advisory Board of Educatuon was 
that Provincial Students’ Advisory Committees or University Information 
Boards should consist in future mainly of young men or women with recent 
experience of University life in the United Kingdom. The Syndicate accor- 
dingly reconstituted the Students’ Advisory Bureau (Overseas) in 1946 
and the present constitution of tiie Bureau is as follows : — -

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VIHARILAL MITRA INSTITUTE OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE 

In 1943 the question of establishing an Institute for imparting training 
to teachers in Domestic Science came into consideration in order to meet, 
as far as practicable, the demand from schools for trained teachers in 
Domestic Science. A scheme in this connection was accordingly drawn 
up which was first considered by the Teachers Training Committee. It 
was then, with the opinion of that Committee, placed before the Viharilal 
Mitra Endowment Committee. The scheme as finally ekdopted involved 
an initial non-recurring expenditure of Rs. 10,000 and a recurring ex- 
penditure of about Rs. 15,000. The entire sum, it was decided, was to bo 
met from the Viharilal Mitra Fund. The scheme was put into operation 
from the commenc'ement of the session 1044-45 and the Institute, the 
first of its kind in Bengal, was opened on Ist .luly, 1944, with Miss Jyoti- 
problia Dasgupta, M.A., H.T., Dip.-in-Edn. (Loud.), as its Head. 

The aim of the Institute is threefold : — 

1. To train teachers of Domestic Science both in the contents of the 
subject and in the methods of teaching it. 

2. To make women economically independent to a certain extent 
through some vocation. 

3. To make them efficient in solving problems of homo administration. 

The course is open to women only. 

Ruies of Admiaaion 

Any candidate may be admitted to the course who has passed the 
Intermediate Examination with Chemistry or who has passed the Inter- 
mediate Examination without Chemistry but has served as a bonafide 
teacher of Domestic Science in an Institution, either approved by the 
Government or recognised by the University, for a period of not less than 
two years. 

A candidate may be admitted to the course who has j^assed the Inter- 
mediate Examination without Chemistry but has, in addition, obtained 
a recognised Diploma or Certificate in the Teachers’ Training Course or 
of Training in First aid. Home Nursing, Needle-work, Cookery, Home 
Art and, Craft or in any other subject that may be regarded as equivalent 
to those mien tioned above. 

Candidates who have passed the Intermediate Examination but do 
not come under any of the categories mentioned above, may in speciid 
cases, be also admitted to the course. 

The Institute Ls at present housed in a three-storied rented building 
at 45, Beniatola Lane, Calcutta. 

Beaidence of atuderUa 

On the 2nd fioor of the building there is a hostel for students under 
training with an aooommodation for 17 students. The hostel fee for 
resident students is Rs. 35 only, Rs. 28 being the boarding oharge and 
Bs. 7 as seat rent. 

Session and Fees 

The session begins in June and extends up to May each year. The 
tuition fee is Rs* 8 only per month payable by the 27th of each month.

Short history of its establishment and development 

PreBid'ency College bae a history of continuous development since the 20th 
January, 1817, when the Hindu College, or the Mahavidyalaya, was founded 
through the generosity and vision of a number of prominent Hindus and 
Englishmen of Calcutta. It is thus the oldest College established in India for 
imparting English education. It was the success of the Hindu College which 
proved the strength and extent of the popular d«^iiiaud for an English education 
and helped in moulding the educational policy of the Government which had till 
then done little to encourage modern education in India. 

In 1B58, the Government decided to take over the Hindu College under its 
direct management and the Senior Department of the College was then renamed 
the Presidency College aud thrown open to eligible studente of all communities. 
(The Junior Department of the Hindu College survives in the Hindu School). 
Though the College began to function from that year, it was formally establish- 
ed on the 15th June, 1855, after theortiers of the Court of Directors of the 
East India Company had been obtained, and the Government declared its 
intention to expand the College till it became **Bometlung approaching to the 
dignity and tiroportiou of an Indian University*** 

The College is thus in its beginnings carried back to the first efforts to 
promote western education in British India and is associated with David 
Hare and Baja Bammohan Bay. who were inspireis of the inovemeut which led 
to the foundation of the Hindu College. 

From 1855 to 1910 the College was administered by the Education Depart- 
ment under the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. In 1909 a Governing 
Body was constituted in accordance with Chapter XIX of the University 
Begulations, and met for the first time oo Tuesday, the 8th March, 1910. 

The College continued to be affiliated up to the post-gradual e stage till 1917, 
ivhra the University assumed the entire respousibility lor M.A. and M.Bc. 
teaching. The college is, however, in a way, still connected with post-graduate 
teaching as it admits and provides facilities of study and work for M A. and 
M.Bc. students and lends the services of many members of its staff on an 
honorary basis for part-time post-graduate teaching in the University. 

Recent changes in teaching arrangements in the College include the com- 
plete separation of Pass and Honours teaching, the restriction of admission to 
the B.A. and B.Sc. classes to Honours atudeots oniy, provision for Intermediate 
teaching in Civics, Biology end Geology, the transfer of the Sanskrit and 
Pali and of the Arabic and Urdu Department lo tbe Sanskrit and the Central 
Calcutta College respectively, the addition of a Statistics Department and a 
GeogOMplw Department, the creation of a full-fledged Department of Bengali 
and the mumption of tutorial assistance to M.A. students in certain subjects. 
Tbe 0#n%e continued to be a Men’s Cdllege till 1945 when its doors were 
thrown open to a small number of meritorious women students also. But their 
admission is at present restricted to the Honours nnd Post-Graduate classes 
only.

PRESIDENCY COLLEGE* CALCUTTA 
Buildings, etc. 

The Main Bailding of the College (nearly a century old) houses the Prin- 
cipsl's Boom, the Office* the Arts De^^artiDents (including the Mathematics 
Department) and their lecture-rooms and seminars, the Chemistry and Geo- 
graphy Departments with their laboratories, seminars, and lecture-theatresj 
the Arts Library, Student's Common Booms and the Gymnasium. A wing 
added to the Main Building in August, 1928 h.mses the Astronomical Observa- 
tory, rooms for the Physical Instructor and the Athletic Club, and menials' 
quarters. The largest telescope of the Astronomical Observatory (the largest 
in use in the city) is housed in a special structure on th e roof of the Main 
Building. The Baker Building, completed in 1913, houses the Physios, 
Physiology, Botany Geology and Statistics Departments with their laboratories, 
workshops, seminars and lecture theatres, and also the Science Library The 
lawns and playgrounds of the College were considerably extended during 1925* 
30, and a small Experimental Botanical Garden was put up in a portion of 
the lawns in 1943. The College Hostel (Eden Hindu Ho)tt ]) was built in 
1685, the hostel for post-graduate students was re-started on its present site 
in 1948. 

Laboratories 

The College has up to date laboratories attached to each of the Science 
Departments where most modern appliances have been provided for facilities 
of teaching and research. The Astronomical observatory is equipped with up 
to date instruments and has the biggest telescope in use in the city. 

Library 

The College Library, which is one of the finest Libraries, contains more than 
75,000 volumes, all arranged under the Dewey Systems and properly catalogued* 

Hostels 

There are arrangements for the residence of students not living with parents 
or guardiana. The Eden Hindu Hostel, a fairly big building, provides acoorn* 
modation for under-graduate students. There is another Hostel for post- 
graduate students* 

Extra-curricular activities 

I* Litarary and Scientific : (t) In almost every subject there is a Seminar 
including a Seminar Library. Students read papers in meetings which arer 
presided over by a member of the staff. Sometimes there are speeches by 
specialists invited from outside the (College. There are thirteen such Seminars 
now. 

iii) The Seminars are meant for Honours and Post-Graduate students, 
though Intermediate students, too, occasionally take part in the discuBBiuns, 
Fur students in general, there are the Debating Society and the Magaoines* 
printed and band-written arts. 

The Debating Society holds debates periodically and organizes competitions. 
Sometimes ex-studeuts are also invited to take part in debates. The College 
Magazine comes out twice a year and there are various manuscript 
brought out by groups of students. One of these is posted on the 
week. This * wall-paper* is an organ of the College Union. . 

The Babindra Psrishad is a cultural organization that arranges gf * wider 
appreciation of Babindranath's literature and music, through lectures and 
festivals. 

II. The Junior Common Boom is furnished with various joarnala, Tndian 
and foreign. It makes arrangements for indoor games and also for entertain- 
ments such as Steamer Parties. 
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The Athletics Committee is sab-divided into various sections and with the 
help of the Physical Instructor arranges for Football, Cricket, Tennia, Hockey 
and Bowing. There is a Gymnasium in which macy students take regular 
physical esercise. Exhibition sports are held once a year. The College haa 
a Platoon in the Sixth Bengal Battery of the N C.C. 

The Dramatic Section of the College Union organizes a performance at 
least once a year. There aie also musical Soirees and theatrical performances 
held by students on special occasions. 

There is a Social Sernce wing of the College Union which, as its name 
implies, tries to render assistance monetary and other, to people in distress.

The recipient of tliis free-studeutship entitled to free tuition and is not 
required to pay either the admission fee or the examination fee.

Endowed Scholarehipe 


(a) A number of scholarships paid out of the income of the Presidency 
College Graduate Scholarship Fund is attached to the College. The fund 
originated with the subscriptions oontrihnted in 1816 for the Hindu College ; 
in 1863 it was amalgamated with three hitherto separate funds, which com me* 
morated men eminent for their services to the cause of education. The 
scholarships are tenable by Graduates of the College in Arts or Science for 
two years after taking the B A. or B.Sc. Degree, and have since 1936-37 been 
dhided into two groups of eight scholarships, respectively, awarded in alter-

Student Assistants

The posts attached to the 
Astronomical Observatory carry a remuneration of Bi». 30 per month each ; 
no remuneration is attached to the posts in the Geology Department, but 
holders are allowed the privilege of free tuition in the College 

Prizes and Medals

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and Arts students , respectively, who ubrain the hif^hest aggregate marks in 
the annual ezamioation of the Ist Year Calss. 

Two prizes of books, called the CaDningham Memorial prizes, founded 
in memory of the late John Arthur Cunninghata, of the Indian Educational 
Service and Professor of Cliemistry at Presidoncy College, are awarded 
annually to the best students in Chemistry at the B.Sc. and M.Sc.

HOOGHLY MOH3IN COLLEGB 
(P.O. Chiasurab, Diat. Hooghly) 

First Affiliation, 1857 

Short History of its Establishment^ and Development 

The iDStitution waa founded in 1331, aud waa originally supported from 
funds bequeathed by IVfubammad Mohaiu, a wealthy vlahomadan gentleman, 
who dying without heira in tha year 1812, left hia large property, yielding 
.an annual income of Ba. 45,000. to Maho'uedan Trustee i ** for the service of 
God.’* Owing tv^ the misappropriation of the funds. Government asaumed 
the office of the Trustees. The right of assumption waa oppoaed by the original 
Trustees but upheld by the Courts The period of litigation extended over 
many years, during which the annual income accurnulact^a. forming a surplus 
of Rs. 8,61,100. The surplus was devoted to the foundation and endowment 
of the Hughli College, and was further increased by a porbion of the originil 
aamindaree that became available on the death of one of the Mootwalieea of 
the Hnghli Imambarah, an institution which also derives it* support from 
Muhammad Mobsin's legacy. The college endowments were further increased 
by the accumulation of unexpended revenue until the income amounted to 
Ba. 51,000 per annum in 1873, when the Government nf India resolved to 
transfer the whole of the Mohsin endowment to the purpose of Mahomedan 
location throughout Bengal, and accordingly, increased the Provincial 
assignment of education in Bengal, by Ra. 60,000 a year in order to meet 
the expenses of the Hughli College, which has now become an institution main- 
tained by Government. 

The College started with two Departments, the English Department having 
a Principal, a Professor and three teachers while ths Oriental Department 
had ten Maulaviea and two PandPs. Later the English Department was 
divided into the College and the Collegiate School Th^ Seh'X>( remained a 
part and parcel of the college until 1913 when it became independent of the 
college physically and administratively. The Madrassa became a separate 
unit in 1922. 

The TTniversity affiliated the college in 1857. Atone time the college had 
a flouriahing Law Department and Its students appeared at the M.A. Exatnins- 
tion also. The new 1917 regulations of the University saw the extinction 
of the Law Department and the M.A. classes. 

The financial dependence of the college on Mohsin endowment was brought 
to an end in 1872 when the Government took over the responsibility for all 
its expenses. 

Some of the most distinguished sons of Bengal were former students of 
this institution. Dwarkanath Mitra, Bankimchandra Chatterjee, Ameer 
Ali, Atttlananda Chatterjee, U< N. Brahmachari, Lalit Mohan Chatterjee 
were all former alumni of this College. 

Building 

The College ia mainly housed in a large two storeyed building overlooking 
the river Hughli* It has extensive gardens around. Some extensions and 
additions to the building have been made to cope with increasing demand for 
accommodation* 

Labofatofies 

The Physical and Chemical LaboratorieB & the College are well equipped. 

Libsrafy 

The Library contains more than 17000 Volumes including many rich 
ec^lectinns d standard authors and reference books. The students' oommon 
Mom.H well equipped with twpers and magaSinea. 
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Hostels 

There are three hostels for the residenes of students not living with parents 
or guardians— two for the Hindu and one for the Muslim students. 

Extra-curricular activities 

The College provides students with extensive facilities for extra curricular 
activities. Through the College Union, run by elected office bearers, the stu- 
dents receive valuable training in Self-Government. The different sections of the 
College Union enable the students to participate in literary activities, games 
and outdoor recreation, periodical excursions to places of interest, lectures and 
debates, etc. There is also an openair gyinnasium. Besides, the College 
platoon of the National Cadet Corps imparts military training to its members 
and davelopes qualities of leadership and good citizenship. 

Subjects in which the College is Affiliated and Combination of Subjects Allowed, 

The College teaches up to tho B.A. and B.Sc. standard. It is affiliated 
in Honours in the following subjects : — Bogli^h, Sanskrit^ Philosophy, Bengali, 
Economics, History, Malheinatics, Physics and Chemistry.

Examination of the 
Calcutta University* These Scholarships were founded by the late Babu 
Sniyya Mohan Banerjee of Telinipara.

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KRISHNAGAE COLLEGE 
(Krishnagftr. Nadia j 
First affiliation, 1857 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Krishnagar College was fcrtnally opened on Isi: January, 1646 with the 
object of providing a liberal education for the inhabitants of Nadia and 
neighbouring districts. Ii was open to all irrespective of religion or caste. 
Twenty scholarships, eight senior and twelve junior, on the results of a general 
examination were attached to the Institution. The highest test for the College 
Branch was the Senior Scholarship Examination while that for the School 
Branch was the Junior Scholarship Kxaraination. The School and the College 
were then one Institution nnd had or:e combined staff. The first Principal of 
the College wa-t Captain D. L. Richaidson. Tht College including the School 
Depai^tment began its career with a total roll strength of 246 boys. On June 
22, 1848 the Council of Educaiion appointed by the Governor General of India 
took over the general control of the College from the Local Committee., The 
Council retained its power ot control till its functions dL*\olvfcd on the Director 
of Public Instruction, Bengal, in January, 1855. 

The colhye remained in a renied house, iiniil May, 1856 when the present 
beautiful mansion a handsome structure «<tanding upon 3 bighas of laud, with 
its extensive grounds was built. Within 10 years the College was reorganised. 
The Entrance and F.A Examinations of the Calcutta University were now 
substituted for the Old Junior and Senior Scholarship Examinations. The 
B.A. and the Law classes were started in 1865 The M.A. classes were started 
in 1870. In 1873, Chemistry was introduced as a, compulsory Science subject 
in Firts Arts course In 1871 tie B.A*. classes were abolished and the College 
was reduced to a Second Grade status. I'hree years later the B.A. classes were 
restored on certain conditions and Krifilinagur College again became a First 
Grade Institution. To meet the growing demands of Science the College 
Laboratory wa-» built in 1880 for Physics and Clieinistry. It was extended in 
1904. 

In 1907, Krishnagar, College like other Government Colleges was recognised. 
The Collegiate School was permanently separated from the College in January, 
1908. The M.A. and B L. classes were abolished. Affiliations for I.So. and 
B.Sc. Examinations were obtained. Tutorial Classes were introduced. There 
were two important administrative changes in 1908-9 viz., the appointment of 
a Governing Hody and the establisliuient of a staff Council. The condition of 
the Library and the Laboratories was gi>atly improved. In 1918, the College 
obtained new affiliations iu English and Mathematics Honours, and in Econo- 
mics and Pbilosijphy Pass courses. The students’ Common Room founded in 
1905 was reorganised. The students’ Aid Fund was started in 1918. The 
College Magazine, first started in 1908 in manuscript form under the name of 
**Life and Light”, came to be first printed as the College Magazine in Julv, 
1916. 

Co-education was first introduced in r)32 Afith oulv one girl stulent. After 
1937 the College improved iu miiiy dir:jotions. N-^^w affiliations were obtained 
in a number of subjects. The College Union, which had b^gan its career as a 
part of the Common Room activities, came to be fully reorginised in 1937. 
The College celebrated its CenteQai;y in January, 1916. 

The partition of Bengal was a turning point in the history of Krishnagir 
College. Owing to influx of refugee students from Eastern Pakistan the roll 
strength of the College went up abruptly. It mounted to the neighbourhood 
of 80Q of which the nuoiher o\ girl students was about 100. Morning classes 
bad to be arranged to meet this unforeseen development and the teaching staff 
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was strengthened appreciably to cope with the increased volume of work. Nfew 
affiliations were obtained .in a number of subjects. 

A new building is being erected for the Chemistry Department. Plans for 
further expansion of the College buildings and construction of Principal's 
quarters are well under way. The day is not far off when Honours classes in 
Chemistry and Physics will bo started. 

Buildings 

The main structure of the College building is typical of tb:t arohit«iCtaral 
pattern prevalent in the mid* nine teeuth century, spectacular and magnificent, 
bearing the family resemblance of the Calcutta Uaiveraiiy Senate House or the 
Calcutta Town Hall, with imposing pillars on either facade, very high ceiling* 
decorative arches and 'massive doors and windows — in all, a splendid blend of 
Gothic strength' and Grecian beauty. It overlooks a pretty lawn on the south, 
interspersed with well-kept flower beds, and the extensive play-fields of the 
College beyond* There are other structures of more recent origin acd modern 
style constructed to meet the growing needs of the College. There are elaborate 
plans for the expansion of the College buildings awaiting execution in the near 
future. 


Laboratories 

The college has properly equipped Laboratories for Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology, 


Library 

The Library contains more than 17,000 volumes and is extensively used by 
the students. 

Hostels 

Prior to partition, there were two Hostels —one for the Hindus opened in 
June, 1876, and the other for the Moslem, viz., the Anderson Moslem Hostel 
opened in Jul^t 1936. Ever since partition, there has been a heavy influx of 
students from East Pakistan callJog for greater hostel accommodation. A 
specious private building situated close to the College, was hired on rent in 
De<wber, 1947 and a third hostel— the New Hindu Hostel, was started therein. 
This building has been taken by Government on lease for ten years from 1952. 
The total accommodation offered by the three hostels is 121. The old Hindu 
Hostel has a well-equipped Gymnasium attached to it; and as all the three 
hostels are close to the College grounds the inmates enjoy immense opportuni- 
ties for out-door games. There are a lew stipends for needy boarders. 

The Asst. Civil Surgeon of the Sadar Hospital, Erishnagar, is in charge of 
the medical attendance of the Boarders. 

Extra-curricular activities 

The extra-cnrricalar activities of the College form a regular and almost a 
daily feature of college work and are co-ordinate with and complementary to 
class teaching. A variegated pattern of extra-curricular activities is formulated, 
and executed by the stadmsts through the democratic machinery of the Stndenls 
Union. There are teechers to guide in each branch of activities of the Union 
but the students take the initiative and organise the functions on their own 
resources. Thus the first lessons in such valuable social virtues as leadership 
and teamwork, consideration for others, toldration of other's views and adjust* 
ment of self to common good, are inculcated through constructive activities. 
It is in this spirit of freedom and self-education that these activities art; con* 
dimted from day to day. ^The Students* Union which has given to itself a 
written oonstitution, eleots its executive chroogh ao electoral College composed 
iaf re^ceMtflAtives of each dais. Ji has six wings -the Stu iy Oirele, the Social 
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SectioDi the Magazine Section • the Common Boom Section, the Athletic Section 
and the Poor Students' Aid Section. The various activities of the Onion 
have enriched the corporate life of the college.

First Affiliation, 1857 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The older Gazetteers are unanimous in recording that a “British” College 
was opened in Berhampore in 19*26 but the college, in fact, was opened in 1863. 
The foundation stone of the building, one moiety of the co?t of which was paid 
by the community, was laid in 1853 and the building came into use in 1869, 
when the institution became a first grade college in Arts. A Law Department 
was added in 1964. The status w’as, however, reduced in 1872 to that of a 
second grade college and the Law par ment was abolished in 1876. The 
institution again became a first grade college with a Law Department attached 
in 1888. The Law Department was abolished on the establishmeift of the 
University Law College. The Maharaja of Ccssimbazar however donated a 
sum of Ra. 60,000 for the establishment of Scholarships to be awarded in 
preference to K. N. College graduates. It is open to all classes of the 
community. 

In pursuance of the policy recommended by the Education Cemmission and 
fldepted by the Government of India, the Bengal Government decided in 1686 
to transfer the Berhampore College to private manngement. The magnificent 
offer of the late Maharani Swarnamayi rf Coasimbazar to maintain the college 
for five years was accepted. Accordingly by a Bengal Government Resolution, 
dated the 14tJi May, 1887, the control cf the college, administrative and 
financial, was vested in a Board of Trustees Since the Mabarani's death in 
1898, the college has been financed by bfr nephew and successor, the Hon'ble 
Maharaja Sir Manindracbandra Nandi, K.C.I.E., of Cossirnbazar. In 1906 
the college was handed ever by a deed of transfer to the Hon’ble Maharaja Sir 
Manindracbandra Nandi. K*C.I.1‘\, of CossimbaFar, with a Board of Manage- 
ment consisting of the Maharaja as President, the District Judge, the Di.strjct 
Magistrate and the Inspector of Schools, Presidency Division, aa ex-officio 
Members, and Bai Baikuntfaanath Sen, Bahadur, C.I.E. In accordance with 
the terms of the Trust Deed cf 1904 Mahar\j Kumar Somendrachandra Nandi, 
M.A., assumed the Presidentship of the Boird of Management on the death of 
bis father, Maharaja Srisebaudra Nandi, M.A., M.L.A., on the SSnd 
February, 1962, 

Building 

The College Building, an imposing Gotbic-Saracenic structure 'with spires 
and a high tower-clock, visible from afar stands in picturesque surroundinga 
on the bank of the Bhagirathi. A long covered corridor connects the Library 
with the main building and gives a pleasant view of the river and tbe meadows 
beyond. 

Laboratories 

Tbe Laboratories have been re-modelled since tbe inanguratioa of the New 
Regulations, and equipped witlf a Power house and Gas Plant of l^eir own ; 
the laboratories are not only well furnished to perform tbe experiments required 
for the B.Sc. Honours syllabos but also are stocked with apparatus for ordinary 
research work. The four laboratories for Physics, Chemistry, Botany and 
Biology, respectively, are located in finely built rooms and Botanical garden and 
Herbarium are provided for Botany students. A Biological Museum is attached 
to the Biology Laboratory. 
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Library 

The College Library is one of the oldest and biggest in the Mofassit. It 
contained 16,261 Volumes in the 31st May, 1961. 

For the Common Boom 20 periodicals are taken and there is also provision 
for indoor games. In connection with the Common Boom, annual Competitions 
are held in general knowledge and extempore speech-making for which prizes 
are awarded to the value of about Bs. 100. 


Hostels 

There are three hostels for Hindus and one hostel for Muslim students. 
The Eumar Hostel, a Government building on the bank of the Ganga, has a 
spacious compound including a pinyfield. A new block has been recently 
constructed in the compound. Maharaja Manindracbandra Hostel lodged in 
Government Barrack X is the biggest Hindu hostel. The hostels are looked 
after by paid Superintendents who are all members of the College staff and the 
messing is arranged by the boarders themselves under the general supervision 
of Superintendents. 


Extra-curricular activities 

There is a College Union which meets regularly with a member of the staff 
as President to discuss matters of general interest. The Founder’s Day 
celebration is an important function of this College when an Inter-collegiate 
debate for Maharaja Manindracbandra Memorial Trophy is held. Tfns annual 
memorial function was inaugurated in 1947. K.N College Society for Science 
and Culture was formed in 1917. Every student of this college is "a m-imbor of 
this society. Under the auspices of this society a Science Exhibition is held 
every year just before the Puja Vacation and extra-mural lectures and scientific 
excursions are arranged and mock- parliaments, debates, recitation competition 
and music competition are also held. Beputed Scientists and educationiUs 
are invited to open the Exhibition and preside over its annual social gathering. 
The Exhibitions arc very well-attended. 

There is a college Athletic club. Students play cricket, hockey, football etc. 
The college participates in Int-r-College matches and all local competitive 
games. Asides each hostel has its own athletic organisation. 

The K.N. College NCC has a UoH strength of about 100 cadets under two 
officers who are members of the College staff, having the rank of Lieut, and 
2ud Lieut. The Corps belonging to the 4th Bengal Battalion is expanding.

Stipends and Scholarships, etc. 

Scholarships. — (1) Scholarships numbering two and three in alternate years 
called the Berbampore College Scholarships, of the monthly value of Rs. 8 
each tenable for two years in the Degree Classes of the Institution, are 
awarded on the results of the Intermediate Examination, to students tahing 
up Honours^ Course for the Degree Examination. (2) The "Kennedy 
Scholarship** of Rs. 4 a month founded by public subscription in honour of 
J. Kennedy, Esq., formerly a CoUector of the District, is awarded to the 
successful Intermediate candidate from the college, who stands next to those 
obtaining Berbampore College or Government Scholarships. It is tenable 
for two years in the Degree Classes of the institution. (3} Five "Rsjib 
Scholarships** of Rs. 4 a month each founded in commemoration of the donor, 
the late Rai Rajiblochan Ray, Bahadur, the benevolent Dewan of the late 
Maharani Swarnamayi are awarded to the fjrst five successful Matriculo- 
tion candidates from the Berbampore Centre. They are tenable for two 
years of the Intermediate classes of the institut'on. (4) Four Scholarships 
named "Rani Diutarini Scholarships** founded by Raja Jogendranaraiu Hoy 
of Lalgola in memory of his wife, late Rani Diutarini, were establiabed in the 
year 1908. Out of the four scholarships, two of the value of Rs. 6 per mensem 
areto be enjoyed by two First-year students who pass the Matriculation 
Examination from the Collegiate School and secure the highest number of 
marks without obtaining any Government Scholarship and two of the value 
of Rs. 8 per mensem, are to be enjoyed by two Third-year students who pass 
the Intermediate Examination from the College, and secure the highest 
number of marks without obtaining any Government Scholarship. (5) 
Twenty -four Scholarships of Rs. G a month tenable in the University Law 
College for one year <;hif fly open to competition among students giaduating 
from this college, are awarded from the endowment established by the 
Maharaja of Cossim bazar. Eight of these are to be competed for in each year 
of study there. 

Mfedals.— A silver medal, named the Mackenzie Medal founded by the late 
Rai Mukundalal Barman Bahadur, in commemoration of Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie's visit to this district in February, 1898, is awarded to the student 
who stands highest from this College in the B.A. Examination with Honours. 

Free Studentships and Stipends. -^Students holding Government Scholar* 
ships and students holding * 'Berbampore College** and "Kennedy" Scholar- 
^ips as well as students holding University Scholarships receive tuition free. 
Four free studentships are awarded on the results of the annual examinations. 
In commemoration of the Silver* Jubilee, four half-free Studentships are 
awarded on the resnlta of the Annual Examination.

SCOTTISH CHURCH COLLEGE, CALCUTTA 

{In which are incorporated the General Assembly's Institution 
and Duff College) 

(4, Cornwallis Square) 

First Affiliation, 1867 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In 1830 the Beverend Alexander Duff fouoded in Calcutta an institutn^n 
for the propagation of the Gospel through education at once liberal and 
religious on Western principles and with English as the medium of instruc- 
tion in the higher classes. This he named the General Assembly's Institution, 
because it was founded under the direction of the General Assembly of ihe 
Church of Scotland, whose first missionary he was. Its success was immediate 
and great. Again, in 1843, when Dr. Duff and his colleagues cast in their 
lot with that party in the Church which separated itself and formed the Free 
Church of S^tland, they founded another college under the name of the Frece 
Church of Scotland Institution, on the same principles and with similar 
success. To the name of this second institution the title of Duff College wis 
added after the death of that illustrious man. 

For some years previous to 1908 the separated brauchos of the Church in 
Scotland bad been desiring and aiming at co opetation anl even re-union. 
Thus the demand for increased efdctency in Indian education and the evident 
wisdom of concentrating their efforts in one institution found them ready to 
take the decisive step of uniting their separate colleges in Calcutta. Accord- 
ingly from the first day of June, 1908, the General Assembly’s Institution and 
the Duff College ceased to maintain a separate existence, and were united a3 
the Scottish Churches College, working under the Scottish Churches Mission 
with a Mission Council in Calcutta and a Board in Edinburgh. 

In October, 1929, the two main branches of the Scottish Church were 
re-united in Scotland, and, in consequence of this, by a decision of the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scotland, the college in Calcutta is known as the 
Scottish Church College. 

The aims and principles of its founder, his colleagues and succcssurti, 
remain essentially unaltered. The Scottish Church College continues to 
provide, for all who enter it as students, the same sort of education, based u|:ou 
and pervaded by Christian teaching, which has done so much for Scotland and' 
which is Scotland's nest gift to India. 

Buildings 

The college builliags stand on extensive grounds to the east of the Dorn - 
wallis Square now known as Azad Hind Bagh. The B-T. classes for women 
students only are accommodated at the Lady Jane Duudas Hostel Butlding. 

Laboratories 

The college has well-equipped laboratories for each of the Science subjects 
taught with up-to-date and valuable implements, etc. 

Library 

The Library contains over 23,000 volumes. There is a latge reading rociu 
for the use of the studenls with accommodation for 148, and a smaller on e for 
ihe uai of the staff.

Hostels 

The college has five hostels aud one students* residence. One of the hostels 
is for women students. E tch ho^iel has a resident Superintendent who is a 
member of the Staff and a qualified Medical Officer. 

Extra-curricular activities 

The Students* Union is the representative body of all the students of the 
college. Certain student associations are recognised by the College Senatua 
and tliey arrange meetings, exhibitions and outings for students. There are 
several literary societies also. A night school for poor children of the locality, 
boys and girls, is being conducted by the students of the college from 1911. 

Students aie encouraged to attend the playing field at Canal East Road 
wheie various kinds of games arc played. The College Swimming Club uses 
the Cornwallis Square tank.

First Appiliation, 1860 

Short history of its establishment and development : 

The Sanskrit College which is a Government inutitution was established 
in 1824 '*for the preservation and cultivation of the literature, religion and 
laws of the Hindus*’. Though the immediate object of the institution was 
the cultivation of Sanskritic learning in all its branches, English edu- 
cation too was imparted to the students of this College from 1826. Classes 
for the teaching of English, though discontinued in 1635, were however 
re-introduced in 1844. Soon after the establishiuent of the Calcutta Univer- 
sitj, this College was affiliated to the higher examinations of the University. 
But the connection of the Institution with the University made no difference 
to its intensive Sanskrit teaching which continued to be the chief feature 
of the curriculum of this Institution from a lower stage in the School up to 
the higher stage of the College. In regard to subjects other than Sanskrit 
there has been for a long time past some co-ordination of teaching in the 
B.A. classes between this College and the Presidency College, but, according 
to the arrangements made by the Government and approved by the University 
in 1951. students of the Sanskrit College both of the I. A. and B.A. classes 
are required to attend classes at the Presidency College in all aubjects other 
than Sanskrit and Ancient Indian and World History. The Sanskrit 
College was further expanded in 1961 by the starting of another Departmentf 
viz., the Post-Graduate Training and Research Department for providing 
facilities of training and research in San.<3krit subjects. This College has 
therefore four distinct departments now : (ll The Arts Department (affiliated 
to Calcutta University) ; (2) The Oriental Department or Tol ; (3) The 

Post-Graduate Training and Research Department; and (4) The Sanskrit 
Collegiate School. 

Building 

The College classes are held in the old premises to the north of College 
Square. It is an imposing building with spaces inside and around. Thero 
has been no extension to the old building. 

Hostel 

There is no Ho^rtel. Some students of the College are allowed accommo- 
dation in the Eden ^odu Hostel which is attached to the Presidency College* 

Library 

The approximate number of printed volumes is 28,000 and the number 
of manuscripts in the Library is 5176. Students and teachers get ample 
facilities for study and research. Books are issued to students and teachers 
and the usual library hours are from 10-30 A.M. to 4-30 P.M. on weekdays 
and from 10-!50 A.M. to 2 P M- on B iturclays.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

St. Xavier’s College which is under the direction of the Society of Jesus 
was established in 1860 at Park Street, in the building which had been St. 
John’s College in the tune of Dr. Carew. The object of tbia institution is to 
give a full course of liberal education. 

As learning without education properly so-called would not answer the 
wishes of .parents for the happiness cf their children, special care is taken to 
form the character of the pupils to inspire them with a love of religion and 
morality, to train them to gentlemanly manners and to hibits of methodical 
work, in short, to fit them for their duties in after-life. 

Building 

St. Xavier’s College is situated in a spacious four-storied building surround- 
ed by ample play-ground. There arc large Icccure halls, besiles a fine big 
hall, for Educational bioscopes and Social functions. 

Laboratories 

The College has fine Chemical, Physical and Biological laboratories and 
halls for Practical Science. The labo’-alories are well equipped. There is a 
Solar Observatory. 


Library 

The Lending Library of the College is entirely separate froni the College 
Library which allows of reseaech work: there are in the Goethals Library, 
over 10,000 volumes consisting of important rare books on Indian topics. The 
total number of book>« in the College Library in various subjects on 31st 
August, 1951, was 32,130 books and for Reviews and Periodicals 7,065. 

There is a spacious Reading Room in the College, which is provided with 
tables and benches. The students can take cut books, periodicals, etc., from 
the library and read them there during Ibeir leisure periods. The college 
contributes about Rs. 550, for the upkeep of the Reading Room. Most of the 
important Bengali and English Weeklies and Dailea are 

subscribed. 

Hostels 

There are two hostels, one for the Christian studeiits situated in the College 
compound and one situated at 219-1, Lower Circular Road. There nre qualified 
Medical practitioners attached to the hostels, 

Extra-curricular activities 

St. Xavier’s pays special attention to the moral and social aspect of the 
training of its students. In the College there fiourisb a number of associations 
which in their several ways contribute to be development of a young man’s 
personality ; the Bengali, Hindi, Urdu, Pgnjabi, and the South Indian 
Literary societies, the Science Asooeiation^ the College Magazine, the 
Dramatic Group, the Sodality, the Bqver Crew^ the National CSadet Corps, the 
jS^rts AssociatioD are only a few of these associations. Students have 
Ihereifore ample opportunitiee to discover and develop their special talents. 

Dade^s fim this College belong to the ^d Bengal Batcaliob and 6th 
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Twice in the year, the College Magazine is published. Professors and 
students both contribute articles to the Magazine. 

Tbe students are given every facility to meet the Professors in their leisure 
periods and cordial relations exist between the teacher and the taught. 

The College has a gymnasium. Students are encouraged to participate in 
healthy games/e.g • football, hockey and cricket. The College has a ground 
of its own in the college compound and another playground in the Calcutta 
Maidan where students play the games. 

The College has one platoon of the National Cadet Corps. Two of the 
members of the teaching staff are Officers of the Corps and they take keen 
interest in the training of the students. The parades are held on the Brigade 
Parade Ground.

First Affiliation, 1872. 

Short History of its EstabHshment and Development 

This institution was originally founded in 1859. under the name of Calcutta 
Training School, bj Babas Tbakurdas Chakra varti, Madhabchandra Dhar, 
Patitpavaua Sen, Gangacharan Sea, Jadavch indra Palit and Biistavacharan 
Addy with late Babu Syamacharan MuUik as its patron. The first Headmaster 
of this Institution was Hemchindra Banerjee, the great Beogali poet. It conti- 
nued up to 1861 uoder the management of a Committee of Indian gentlemen 
consisting of the founders and a tew other additional members. In 1864 the 
management devolved entirely on Pandit Iswarehandra Vidyasagar, and the 
name ** The Metropolitan Institution. Calcutta ” was substituted for the 
Calcutta Training School. In 187*2 it was affiliated to the standard ot the 
First Examination in Arts of the Calcutta University and was thus raised to 
the status ol a Second-grade College. In 1879 it was affiiiaced to the B.A. 
Standard and was thus raised to the status of a First-grade College. In 1833 
it was affiliated to the B.L. standard, in 19l)7 to the I. Sc. standard, in 1910 
to the B.Sc. standard aud in 1923 to the B.Com. standard. B L. Glasses 
were discontinued in 1903. The name of the college was changed by the 
Vidyasagar Institute (the Board of Trustees of the college) to Vidyasagar 
Oollege ” in 1917. A department exclusively for women students opened in 
July, 1931 was» run for nearly ten years for the benefit of girl students of the 
city but was discontinue 1 during the World War II. ^ ^ 

The properties of the College were vested in a body of Trustees called 
the Vidyasagar lastibiuo. In S^pt'^mber 1836 whs- there wis an acute 
financial difficulty the minigemeut of the College, was entrusted by the 
Trustees to a committee ca.led the College Council. The council was in 
charge of the college till ths pres.mt Governing Body wis eitablishel on 
8tih August, 1921. 

The institution, in iU present form at any rate, was the handiwork of 
Pandit lawarchandra Vidyasagar. It was the first attempt to impart higher 
education to middle class Hinius at a small cost through a purely iudigduoua ^ 
^l^ncv ani was conducted in a wav that was chanoterist'c He gave it a 
costly local habitation and endowei it with a valuable library and laboratory. 
The college building has been extende 1 at a considerable cost and all the 
laboratories^Physical, Chemical. Botanical. Zoological and Psychological^ 
have been considerably improved in recent years and Geographical laboratories 
have also been added. ^ 

According to the deed of Trust admission is restricted to Hindus incluiipg 
Buddhists, Jains, Sikhs, Brahmas and others who come from Hindu Stock. 

Building 

The collage building consists of three large three storied huildioga aud 
one four atoried building. A furth^ extension of the oollege has been made 
by the erection of a thr6e.store«ed building ooncaining five lax^^e rooms 
aocommodating over 160 students in each, and four smaller rooaii for Wotitres 
and five others for laboratories and workabop. This annexe, ataada on 
14 eotcahs of land acquired just to the east of the main bnildnkif sSl has cosh 
a lakh and a half altogether. .

Extra-curricular activities 

There are different Seminars attached to the differnt departments of studies. 
There is a debating society, where students are taught the art of eloquence 
and clear thinking, to foster a spirit of fellowship among ths teachers and the 
taught and to enlarge the outlook on life. 

There is a College Union whose aim is to develop a sense of corporate life 
among its members and to train them for their duties in future life as good 
citizens. 

All students of the College are members of the Union. The Union arranges 
for Social function, raises funds for the Social service, relief work as well as 
for rendering financial and other help to the poor and deserving students of 
the College. 

It is managed by the students under direction and control of the Vice- 
Prinolpalt who is the President of the Union. 

There are arrangements for regular and systematic health examination of 
the alumni of the college in the different departments. 

(a) The College has a Health Department under the direct supervision 
of a qualified Doctor who holds medical examination of boys and gives 
eiecdssary Medicinal and dietetic insiructions. A printed chart is maintained 
of every individual student. 

The services of the Students* Welfare Committee of the Calcutta University 
are also obtained from time to time. There is a weli-equipped Medical 
Chamber in the College under a wholetime Compounder who renders first aid 
and attends to minor ailments. 

There is a well-equlpped Gymnasium, under three trained Physical 
Instructors, which is open to all College students. One of the Physical 
Instructors is entrusted with imparting pre-military training, for preparing 
boys for enrolment in the National Cadet Corps. A fall Company of the 
National Cadet Corps, under a Commissioned Officer, Prof. Niranjan De, hm 
been formed. The College has also a fully trained division under Divisional 
Superintendent, Prof. Jyoti Banjan Quha, a professor of this college. 

There are arrangements for practically all kinds of Outdoor Sports — 
Cricket/Football, Hockey. Tennis, Swimming, Bowing, Basket Ball, Voll*y 
BalL Boxing etc. The Cricket, Football and Hockey players from this 
College nave received wide recognition because of their proficiency and display 
in^^Inter- 'Varsity tournaments. In fact, players from this College have 
always figured in very great numbers in Calcutta University teams and won 
Univeraity Blues. 

Prominent sportsmen of All Bengal ropntation who figured well in various 
sporting clubiand toumaments were almost all students of this College. Among 
others mention may be made of Sri Gosto Panl. Hernanga Bose, Sanmatha 
Datta, Anil Dey, Paakaj Bay, Dilip Ghosh, S.Banarjee, (Shute Banerjee), Prof. 
S .Bay. N. Hay, Saik«h Bose and a host of others, each of whom excelled in 
Foottoll, or Oridmt or some other kind of garnet.

First Affiliation, 1878 

Short History of its Establishment and DevcloiJinent 

The institution was started in 1884 as a private school.. In 1836, it was 
made over to Goveromeut with an accumulated Fund of Ha. *2,000 and in 1840, 
it was converted to a Zila School, In 1873 an endowment of Ks, 60,000 
(sixty thousand) was funded by the people of the district and handed over to 
Government and in consideration of this. Government raised it to the status 
of a Second Grade College. After it had remained under Government control 
for about half a century, the management of the College with its attached 
school was under a deed of agreement transferred in 1887 to the local Muni- 
cipality, “not as a measure of economy but as a inoasuro promising useful 
political results.** It continued under the management of the Municipality 
till the 27th March, 1923, when it was taken back by Government and placed 
under the control of a Governing Rody, with tho District Magistrate' as 
ex-officio President. 

lu 1916, the college was aihliated in Science up to the Intermediale 
standardfi In July, 1922 it was raised to the status of a First Grade College 
with affiliation np to the B.Sc. standard, in view of the growing demand for 
scientific educalicn, and in accordance with the suggestions of the (Tniversity 
Inspectors. Further extension of affiliation in Science was obtained in L926 
in two Honours subjects, viz., Physics and Maihematics* Affiliation in 
Biology was obtained in 1948. In July 1910 affiliation was obtained up to 
the B.A. standard. In 1951 further extension of affiliation in Economics 
Honours was obtained. 


Building 

The college is located in the healthiest part of the town in a big fine two- 
storied building of imposing structure, having ample accommodation and facing 
an extensive open land belonging to it. 

Laboratories 

The important feature of the college is its splendid laboratories, which 
are boused in almost the whole of the ground-floor ol tho big college building. 
There is a well-fitted workshop attached to tho laboratories. 

Library 

The College Library is fairly stocked with up-to-date books of various 
descriptions. There are over 6,739 volumes in tho Library. Students are 
given every facility to borrow becks or read them in the Library Hall subject 
to rules of the college. Books of reference, text-books and such other books 
as are deemed unfit for the perusal of the students are not issued* 

In the Common Boom the students are provided with a number of magazines 
and newspapers. There are also arrangements for indoor games such as 
table-tennis, cariom, etc. Students are given to understand that the Common 
£kx)m is an integral part of the coyege. It is a place for rest or study. 

Hostel 

There is a Hostel within easy distance of the college under a Resident 
* Superintendent. It is a fine two-storied, south-facing building situated in 
the healthiest part of the town. There is also a students* mess. 

There is a visiting Medical Officer and boarders get free medical advice. 
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Extra-cu mcular Aciiv iti e$ 

The students and teachers of the college are constituted into a College 
Union which operates in two sections, viz,, the Literary and the Athletic. 
The Principal is the President of the Uuion» and there is a Ceutral Council 
which is composed of the representatives of the diherent cUsses. The Ath> 
letic Section of the Union looks after indoor and outdoor games and manages 
the College Gymnasium. The activities of the Literary Section embrace 
the publication of the College Magazine, organisation of college debates and 
Socials and the management of the Students’ Koading Itoom. 

There aro auflicirnt facihtie*^ for a variety of out-door games (football, 
basket. ball, vniipy-bail. badminton, tennis, hcckry and some indigeuouj 
(games) in which the majority •of students take active part. Physical exercise 
has been made compulsory. There is al-.o an open-air Gymruisinm equipped 
with up-to-.date apparatus (Indian clubs, dumb-bells, bar-bells, chest-weight 
and boxing apparatus, expanders, developers, parallel bars, accessories of 
ground exercises). To encourage students medals and prizes are awarded 
for their proficiency in swimming, walking, and other sports, and gymnasium 
exercises. In addition lo this there arc chalh ngo cups tor foot-ball, basket- 
ball, Hadududu, and walking. The coiiego participates in inter-collegiate 
sports and all Local competition games. 

A whole-time Physical Instructor is in charge of College sports and athletics. 

The college provides one company of Infantry to the third llattalian 
National cadet corps (Senior Division), West-Bengal.

Stipends, Scholarships, etc. 

Two scholarships, one of Rs. 5/- and the other of Its. 3/8/- per mensorn, 
tenable for two years in the college, are awarded annualiy to two first-year 
students of the college, who pass the Matriculation Examination from the 
Collegiate School, and stand first and second, in order of merit, next to those 
obtaining Government Scholarships. 

The first scholarship of Its. 5/- named the Ayodhyarain Scholarship, was 
founded by Raja Mahendra Lai Khan, Zemindar <1 Midnapore, to perpetuate 
the memory of his father, and tho second named Lachinan Prasad Garga 
Scholarship, of Hs. 3/8/- by the Zemindar of Mabisadal in bis name.

First Affiliation, 1881 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 
General Department 

The Institatioii was originally established as a School under the name of 
City School in 1879. F.A. clussos were opened in 1881 and the B.A. classes 
in 1884. Thus the School dtvele-pcd inlo a first grade College within five years 
of its establishment. A building was erecied at 13, Alirziipur Sireet and was 
opened by Lord Eipon lu Dcctiubcr, 1884. Mr. A. M. Bose, proprietor of the 
Institution, made over the Luihiing to a body of Trustees in 1888. In 1945 
the College was placed uiid( r ilte control of a Seciety registered under Act XXI 
of 1800 and called the Cit y College Institution which is now known as the 
Brahmo Samaj Education Society. It is the object of the Society to promote 
the cause of education coiiipichending the mind, heart and body and founded 
on a thcistic basis conducive to good of man and the Glory of God. The Insti- 
tution is open to all students without distinction of race, creed or caste. Owing 
to increase in the nuinbi r of students the College Section of the Institution 
was removed to 102/1, Amherst Street in 1918. 

C ommerce Department 

Towards the end <d thuties it was visualised that there would be a growing 
demand of Commerce Graduaics in diircrcnt departments of the Government , 
Local bodies. Chambers of Cianmeice, Mercantile firms and business houses. 
It was also realised that this demand would be still more accelerated by what- 
ever plan of natioual iocun.-'Uuction might be put into operation. Ab the 
existing facilities available in iIjo city were too inadequate to meet the ever- 
increasing demand, the Commerce Dcpartmenl was organised on a modest 
scale in 1939 at 13, Mirzapur Street to impart instruction m the evening particu- 
larly to thoso who wore employed during the day time. The brilliant result 
achieved and the popularity earned right from the very inception of the Depart- 
ment were mainly re spoil, -jible for its expansion which led to arranging Morn- 
ing classes at Mirzapm SiiO( r, Evening and Day classes at Amherst Street* 
In August, 1940, wlicn transport fuciiilios in the city wore completely disorga- 
nised by the communal liots, it was thought exf^dient to provide scojie for 
attending College classes on zonal basis and accordingly a branch at South 
Calcutta exclusively for evening siudouts residing in that part of the city w'as 
started to ovcrcomo disintegration of transport sei vices. Thus the College 
has at present five self coutamed units located in three commodious buildings 
in three diifeieut zonts of iJie city catering to students to their best advantage. 
Effective co'Ordinatiou oi the several units has, however, been euiured by 
centralised control. 


^ Buildings 

The main College building, an imposing structure stands on the 
Amheist Street* It is commodious, well-lighted and well- ventilated. A separate 
block lias recently been constructed in the College compound*, 

Thi; different units of the Commerce Departm^t are housed in three 
buildings in throe zon^s of the City— one at 1U2/1, Amherst Street, one at 13, 
Mirzapur Street and one at 50, Mabim Haider Street. 
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Labarataries 

The college maintains woll-equippcd laboratories for teaching the Science 
subjects. There is also n well-filteJ workshop attached to the Physics 
Department. 

Practical cla'^s is introduced in the Commerce Department by Practice and 
Deinonslration classes as well as by elaborate arrangement for Audio-visual 
instruction, educational trips and other subsidiary arrangements. 

Library 

There is a decent library containing a large number of^iooks in dillerent 
subjects including books of reference. 

There is a vast coinmorcial library and a Rlu'icimi for the Commerce 
Department. 


Hostel 

The Rammoban Roy Hostel attached to I he College has accdininodation for 
176 students There is a medical officei attached to the* Hostel. 

A number of students of the Day B.Coin. classes are also accommodated 
in ibis Hostel. 


Extra-cu rricula r Act iv it i cs 

There is proper arrangement for physical education in the College Gym- 
nasium under the supervision of an able instructor. Instruotions for all kinds 
of exercises, light and heavy, arc given. Arrangements have also been made 
for football, cricket, tennis, etc. 

There are also several Societies in the college .such as the Bengali Literjirv 
Society, the Hindi Literary So<^ietv, the Historical Society, etc. which tend 
to develop a healthy corporate life. 

The Students’ common room is providt d with a number of periodicals includ- 
ing literary and scientific journals besiden other books. 

Other extra-curricular activities, including debates, discussions, social 
gatherings, Studenti* Welfare Organisations and allied activities are conducted 
under proper supcrvit^ioii leading to the deveiopmeut of healthy traditions and 
wholesome corporate life. 

There is also a platoon belcDgiDg to the 1st Bengal Battalion and the 6th 
Bengal Battery of National Cadet Corps. 

The Commetce Department provides in addition facilities for excursions 
to places of commercial and industrial interest.

(Burdwan, West Bengal) 

First Affiliation, 1862 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Started as an Aoglo-Vernacular school in 1817 the institution attained 
the status of a Second grade Arts college in 1881. Form il affiliation to the 
F.A. standard was obtained in 1882. The history of the Institution since 
its inception has been one of slow but steady growth. 

In 1927, Degree classes in Arts were added to commemorate the gradu- 
ation of the present Mabarajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan. I.Sc. classes 
m Chemistry and Physics were formally inaugurated in 1936, by the then 
Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta University, Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee. 
Extension of affiliation to the Degree standard in Chemistry and Ph^S'CS 
was sanctioned in 1945. In 1918 the institution was affiliated to the Inter- 
mediate standard in Biology and the first batcli of students was presented 
in 1950. Extension of affiliation in Alternative Bengali to the B.A. Pass 
standard with permission to present candidates in 1952 has been sanctioned 
daring the session 1951*52. The college has also applied for extension of 
affiliation in commercial subjects to the Intermediate standard with effect 
from the commencement of the session 1952-53. 

Building 

With the expansion of the college and the increase in its numerical 
strength the existing building was felt to be inadequate and the Government 
was approached for a capital building grant as early as 1929. The matter, 
however, did not make much progress till 1938, when due to the good offices 
of the late Lord Brabourne the college received from Government a capital 
building grant of Rupees Two Lakhs and Seventy Thousand. This amodnt, 
supplemented by a grant by the Burdwan Ha], has been utilised to erect a 
new commodious, two storeyed building for the college on the western banljC 
of the Syamsa'^ar together with quarters for the Principal. The MehifiiajS- 
dhiraja Bahadur has made a free gift of the land required for the purpos#^ 
measuring nearly four bighas, and the Foundation Stone of the new building, 
to be called the Herbert House, was laid by His Excellency The Right 
Honourable Sir John Arthur Herbert, G.C*I.E., Governor of Bengal, on 
the Sri Panchami day (Tuesday, ISth February), 1940. 

Laboratories 

The laboratories for the science subject taught has been properly equifiped 
for efficient teaching of those subjects.

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There are two anattached College Messes for Hindu sludents and one 
unattached College Mess for Muhammadan students who do not reside with 
their parents or guardians housed in three nice and commodious buildings. 
Free medical help is provided. 

Extra-cuTTieular activities 

The Common Boom is well provided with periodicals (both English and 
Bengali) and the students are encouraged to spend their leisure either in the 
Common Boom or in the Library. 

There is a Students' Union with several sectionsi 012 ., Debating, CulturaU 
Social Service League, etc. There are also Science and Economic Societies 
which meet occasionally. Papers are read and discussions are held under 
the guidance of teachers. 

The college has a gymnasiam in charge of a well-qualified Physical 
Instructor. It has its own play*ground, and it makes arrangements for out- 
door games, Footbi 11, Cricket, Volley ball etc. There is, at present, one 
unit of National Cadet Corps consisting of 2 platoons in charge of a professor. 
There is provision for medical examination of Ptudents by a well qualified 
doctor who reports on the general health of students with suggestions for 
remedy where necessary. 

There is a Seminar for students in the 3rd and 4bh ear Classes who 
have taken up Honours in English. They are asked to work in the Seminar 
during their leisure periods and arc required to make a note of what they 
read in the book kepi there for the purpose. Their reading is supervised 
and checked from time to time by the Professors of English incluiing the 
Principal.

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Thrive acholarships, each of the ▼a?ue of Rs. 10 per menBemt are awarded on 
the results of the Intermediate Examinations — two to those students who occupy 
the top most places among students passing from this college and the third to a 
deserving poor student. These scholarships are tenable for two years at the 
Burdwan Kaj College subject to conditions of good conduct and satisfactory 
progress. Holders of Government scholarships and stipends are not entitled 
to these scholarships.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Instituiuiion was originally established as a school under tho name of 
the “ Presidency School in January, 1880. It continued for two years under 
the management of a conmnttec and in January, 1882, the management passed 
entirely into the hands of Sir Surendranath Hanerjea who thus became the sole 
proprietor of the Institution. 

In January, 1884, Surendranath raised it to the status of a College affiliated 
to F.A Standard and named it “The Presidency Institution.” Within the 
same year he converted it into a full-fledged first-grade college under the name 
** The Ripon College.” He extended tlie scope of the Institution further by 
opening the Post-Graduate Department of Law in 1885. Surendranath was 
ail along at the helm of affairs and personally participated in the teaching work 
with the greatest devotion. 

In 1909 Surendranath handed over the college with the atiacbed school to a 
Board of Trustees. This Board expanded it by the addition of the ” Depart- 
ment of Commerce ” in 1940, and also by opening a “ Branch College” at 
Dinajpore in 1942, as further contributions of this Institution towards the needa 
of collegiate education in tfae province. The Branch-college has now been 
converted into a regular independeot college under the name Surenaranath 
College, Dinajpore.” 

The Board of Trustees decided that the entire institution in Calcutta should 
bear tfae name of Surendranath and* the College was accordingly re-named 
Surendranath College, Calcutta. 

Buildings 

The Surendranstb College is housed in a large four-storied building at tbs 
junction of Harrison Road and Baitakkbana Road. It is only three minutes’ 
walk from the SealJah Statiun, is on the Tramway line and close to a Bus 
station. The college has just acquired a bpacious site to the south of the 
existing building and has also obtained proprietory rights in the lands and 
buildings of the present premises. On the acquired site provision will 
be made for the recreation o' students as also for additional rooms for 
Library, Laboratories, etc. 

The existinf^ building has 14 mg rooms for aucuuiii.odsting large classes, 
and smaller rooms for tutorial classes. The Laboratories occupy the whole of 
the first floor and parts of the ground and third floors. The Library, the Office f 
the Students' Common Room, the PiincipaPs Room and the B.Sc. Lecture 
Room are on the ground floor. 

There are two lecture theatres, one for Physics and the other for Chemistry. 
Botany Laboratory and Lecture Room are on tl»e third floor. There is a room, 
which serves as an office for the college Ambulance Division and University 
^rps Platoon. There are a workshop aod a Store-room for gymnasium appara* 

Lahoratofies 

Tiw laboratories for tfae different Science subjects are well-equipped with 
up-to-date appliances, etc. There it a workshop for the Physics Department.

.Street has been secured for providing additional residential facilities to the 
students of the college.

* Surendranath Chhatrabas’. 

Extra^currieular Activities 

The College Union is the nucleus of all corporate activities of the students. 
It manages the Ccmmon Boom, arranges discussions, debates, Extension Lec- 
tures and excursions and organises College Socials. 

The Athletic and Sports Society looks after games and sports. There are 
arrangements for Football, Hockey* Cricket, Bowing, Swimming and Sports. 

Physical Culture and Ambulance Section imparts training in Physical 
Culture and in First Aid, and encourages social service work. 

The college has been allowed a full company on the National Cadet Corps. 
Stndent? are admitted to the Corps on recommendation by the Principal and 
after passing a Medical test. Cadets from this college belong to the 2od 
Bengal Battalion and 6th Bengal Battery 

Is managed and edited by students who work under the control and guidance 
of professors. 

Therein a Hindi LiVrary Society and Economics, History, Philosophy, 
English, Matbemaiics and Science Societies in the college. 

Medical advioo is given by competent physicians and there is arrangement 
for emergency aids.

First Affiliation^ 1887 

Short History of its Establishment and Development : — 

The College is the final oiitcoma of the loag-contiaued efforts of the 
late Baba Jovkissea Mukherjce ia furtherance of the cause of English 
edocatioD in Bengal In 1846 he had a Government school opened at 
Uttarpara on the basis of an endownaeni by him and bis brothers the late 
Baba Rajkissen Mukherjee, of Rs. 1/200 a year and a Government assign- 
ment of equal value. The school prospered and won its way to the front 
rank among the schools in Bengal. 

Babu Jdykisseu Mukberjee's wish was that his school should ultimately 
expand into a College and to this end* so long ago as in the year 1853. he 
asked Government to raise the school to a first grade College offering to 
contribute an equal sum with Government towards the maintenance of the 
College, In 1883 be submitted a proposal for the conversion of the sohool 
into a second grade College, offering to make an endowment for its support 
60 that it might cost the Government nothing. The then edncational policy 
of the Go vernient stood, however, in the way of his proposal being accepted 
and it was accordingly not accepted. 

He finally went up to Government in April, 7887, with a proposal fur 
the establishment of an aided College in connection with the old Government 
school. Government accorded him permission to op*»n such a College but 
on the condition that he took the school off the hands of the Government. 
He agreed to do s > provided Government left the school the material advan- 
tage it derived from its couneotion with the Government. It took some 
time to settle the terms of the transfer which was formally effected in March, 
1889, The College and the collegiite school were then under the manage- 
ment of a Board consisting of the collector of Hughly as a President, of 
Raja Pearymohan Mukherjee, C.S I., and Babu Kashbehari Mukheriec 
as representatives of the late Babu Jaykissen Mukherjee, and of Babu 
Monobar Mukherjee, as a repiesentative of the Late Babu Rajkissen 
Mukherjee. But the Uttarpara school hnviug been resumed by Government 
on 1st April, 1897, the College came to be maintained by Raja Pearymohan 
Mukherjee, who in 1914 made a permanent endowment to the College. 
After the death of the Raja in 1923 bis sou Kurnar Bliupendranath Mukherjeo 
continued to maintain the College by his contributions. Since 1999, this 
grant came to be supplemented by a recurring niaiutunance grant from 
the Government The Kurnar, however, discontinued his grant to the 
College from January, 1950, on his settling the bulk of his property in 
favour of his sons. The late Jyotiprasad Banerjee of Bhadrakali, in his 
Will created a trust in favour of the College, in terms of which the College 
has been receiving a monthly grant of Rs. 100 only from hia estates. The 
College now eojoys a maintenance grant from the Government of West Bengal. 

Building , 

The College ia housed in a building of.ita own on the Acbaryya Dhruba 
Pal Road fpart of former Grand Trunk Road), Uttarpara. about 6 miles 
from Calcutta and a stone's throw from the Bally Ehal. It enjoys an 
enviable posit'on, being situated on the river Hughly, in a pro^firassive muni- 
cipal area, healthy and free from malaria. 

The class rooms are large, well- ventilated and equipped with eleotrical 
fittings. 
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Laboratories 

The Laboratories are adequately equipped. The College generates the 
gas required for its Laboratories in its own generating plant and receives 
its supply of filtered water from the Municipal mains. 

Library 

The College Library has got a fairly large collection of select books on 
various subjeots adopted to the use of both students and teachers. The 
collection is enriched by annual additions. Students are encouraged to use 
the Beading Boom, where, wlien needed, books of reference are consulted 
by students Personal contact with stndents is maintained by the Prof-in- 
charge of the Library, who offers valuable guidance for study to them. 

Hostels 

The College has an attached Hostel of its own, accommodating about 
50 boardeis and is under a Resident Superintendent, who is a member of 
the teaching staff. It is a fine two-storied building, with electric fitting 
and commanding a direct view of Dakshinasswar Temple, associated with 
Bamkrishnadeb. 


Extra-curricular Activities 

There are two spacious Common Rooms, one for tho boys and another 
for tlie girls. A fairly larg^ number of English and Bengali magazines and 
leading Calcutta Newspapers are supplied to the Common Booms. 

There is a covered Gymnasium within the College Compound equipped 
with approved and up-to-date apparatuses. Students, including Hostel 
boarders, get ample facilities for training the guidance to the students 
personally. 

The College Athletic Club provides for football, cricket, volley-ball etc. 
Athletic sports are held annually both "for boys and girls. The College 
also provides for induor games. The College Magazine which had formerly 
two issues, came to be published ouce a year only, on account of the acute 
paper scarcity. 

The College offers facilities for military training to students under the 
National Cadet Corps. Cadets from this college belong to the 3rd Bengal 
Battaiiou. 

There is a Debating Society under the charge of a Professor. Extension 
lectures are held from time to time which the students are encouraged to 
attend. The College also helds an old students* Reunion Social annually 
when the old and the new alumni of the College meet and exchange views 
and the present student give exhibitions of their dramitlc and other talents. 
Annual open air picnics and t?xcursioDs are also held.

First Affiliation, 1S87 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This Institution was founded under tbe name of Bsngahasi School in May « 
1886 by tbe late Mr. G, C. Bose. Tbe success of the school in the first year 
of its existence led him to add to it a College Department which was affiliated 
to the F.A. standard in June, 1887 and to the B.A. and B.L. standards in 
March. 1S96. Tbe collei^e also prepared students and sent them up for the 
M.A. Exaininalion for which separate afSliatiou was not required under Act II 
of 1867. 

With the reorganisation of the Calcutta University under the Act of 1904 
affiliation was sought and obtained in all the major subjects of Arts and 
Science up to the B.A. (Hons.) and B.Sc. star dards. Since then the college 
has received further affiliation in Biology (1031), Anthrop*.lo>i,y (1934), 
Commercial Subjects (1940) up to I. A. standard and up to B. Com. standard 
in 1944 and in Zoology (1918/, Bengali- Second Language (Pass and Honours) 
(1948), in Anthropology and Honours in Physics (1951) up to B.A. and B.Sc. 
standards. Evening classes for the conveni^mce of sMiicnts employed in 
offices, etc. were opened for the B.Sc. course in 1946 and for the B.A. course 
in 1947. 

The phenouienal growth of the Institution may bo judged from the fact 
that while in 1887 there were only six teachers and twelve students in tbe 
beginning, to*clay in 1952 there are more than 125 teachers and six thousand 
students* 


Buildings 

The college buildings have undergone extensive additions and alterations 
during the Inst four years. Four spacious lecture rooms and a commodious 
common room— 1800 sq. ft. wuh Fresco painted walls and furnished with 
indoor games like Carrom/ Pinpong, etc. and newspapers and pericdicsla 
have been added to the original buildings. 

Laboratories 

Tbe College Laboratories iu the different science subjects have been 
equipped with all requisite appliances. 

Library 

The College Library has been enlarged and entirely remodelled. There 
is spacious well-equipped reading room where tbe students find all amenities 
of quiet study during their off periods For the convenience cf Honours 
students Seminars have been provided in the top most ficor cf the college 
with shelves where books indispensible for reference and advanced study are 
kept and issued to students by tbe teacber-in-charge. 

Hostel 

Tbe Bangabasi College Hostel, known as ' Acharyya Girisebandra 
Chbatrabas, is situated at 86, Scott Lane, and accommodates about 200 stu* 
dent. It is managed by the Besident Superintendent and Assistant Superinten* 
dent who are members of the teaching staff in consultation with the 
p!diio4^L It is visited daily by an expeheue ed Medical Officer 
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Extra-curricular Aetivitiec 

The Eztra-Acadexnio departmecis of the college form an important adjunct, 
and each student is expected to associate himself with the activities of one or 
other of these. 

The College Magazine (founded in 1903) was the first of its kind to be 
started in this province. It is managed by a comriiittoe consisting of three 
members of the teaching staff and two student-associates elected by the 
Students' Association. It has an English, a Bt^ngali and a Hindi section. 
Students are encouraged to contribute articles to the Magazine in which their 
writings are always given preference. 

The College Clubs (Hockey, Football, Cricket, etc.) are managed entirely 
by students. The Vice- Principal as tho President and a member of the 
teaching staff as Vice President render every as<(i8t.inc6 to students in 
organising these games properly. 

The College Gymnasium is accom-nodated in A-haryya Girischandra 
Chhatrabas and is under the personal supervision of Sri Milmoni Das popularly 
known as the * Iron Man ’. It is prepared to issue certiGoates of physical 
fitness to students who pass the necessary tests. 

The Social life of the college is entirrdy under the management of the 
Students* Association of which the Principal is the patron. All stodenDs cf 
the college are members of the Aasociaticn. 

It is by active participation in this deaprtment that students develop initiative 
and organising capacity, and learn to shoulder and discharge responsible duties 
in the true BX)irit. 

The Students' Association arranges social and cultural functions from time 
to time. It also renders help to poor and deserving students from its own 
funds but subject to the approval of the Principal. The Association has got a 
literary section which subscribes periodicals, magazines, newspapers, etc., for 
the use of its members in the Common Room of the College. 

The college has a platoon belonging to the 2nd Bengal Battalion and 6th 
Bengal Battery in the National Cadet Corps.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This Institution was founded by the Hon'ble Mr. J. E. Drinkwater 
Bethune, Member of the Executive Council of His Excellency the Governor 
of India, on the 7th May, 1849. It was intended for education of Indian 
ffirls and was first held in the residence of Baja Dakshinaranjan Mukherjee, 
Bahadur, Talukdar of Oudli and Zamindar of Bengal in Sukea Street. The 
education imparted at the beginning was of an elementary nature and the 
intention of the founder w^as to attract girls of the upper classes. Baja 
Dakshinaranjan made a gift of a plot of land in Cornwallis Square on which 
the foundation of the School Building was laid by Sir John Little, the Deputy 
Governor of Bengal, on the 6th November, 3660. But before the building 
could be completed Mr. Bethune passed away after a short illness on the 
12th August, 3861. All the expenses of the school were met by Mr. Bethune 
out of his own pocket and at his death be made over the building, then in 
course of construction, to Government for the purpose of the school. 

After the death of Mr. Bethune the school was maintained by the gene- 
rosity of Lord and Lady Dalhoiisie who felt a great interest in its cause. 
After the retirement of Lord Dalhousie from India the financial responsibility 
of the school devolved upon the Government of the East India Company. 
It passed through many vicissitudes until its amalgamation with the Banga 
Mahila Vidyalaya in 1878. The number of pupils on the Boll was the highest 
in 1866 being 138 and lowest in 1869 when it was only 15. 

Through the earnest endeavour of Sir Alfred Croft, the then Director 
of Public Instruction, Bengal, the school was amalgamated in 1878 with the 
Banga Mahila Vidyalaya which had been founded by some prominent mem- 
bers of the 38rahmo Samaj for teaching girls up to the Entrance standard 
of the Calcutta University. This may be taken as the starting point of the 
present school, when it bad only one student. Miss Kadambini Bose, 
in the highest class who passed the Entrance Examination in 1878. Her 
success led to the opening of the college classes which owe their inception 
to Sir Alfred Croft, but for whpse sympathy and interest, the idea of the 
college for girls might not have materialised. When Miss IBose passed her 
F.A. Examination in 1860, B.A. Classes were opened with two students, the 
other being Miss Chandramukhi Bose wbo later became the Principal of 
the college. Both of them graduated in 1883 and after that the college 
classes, which had been begun as an experimental measure, were made 
permanent. Many distinguished Bengali women have been students of 
this Institution including the poetess Srimati Priyambada Debi and Lady 
Abala 33ose. 

With the introduction of the New Begulations of the Calcutta Uni- 
versity the college classes bad to be expanded considerably. 

Buildings 

The college is boused in large buildings to the west of the Cornwallis 
Square, now called Azad IHnd Bagh. ^ 

Laboratories 

The college has well-equipped Laboratories for Science subjects. 

Library 

The Library is well organised under the charge of a Librarian^ 
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Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a college union the object of which is to promote and te 
cultivate a closer co-operation between the teachers and the taught and to 
create an interest for extra-academic activities among students by means 
of debates, excursions and social gatherings on the occasion of the College 
Day Dramas in English, Sanskrit and Bengali are staged by students. 

Students are encouraged to play outdoor games. There is a Physical 
Instructress who imparts lessons on physical training and also organises 
games, for which there is a wide choice, such as, Basket Ball, Volley Ball, 
Badminton and Tennicoit with beautiful playgrounds within the college 
compound. There is a platoon belonging to the 1st Bengal Girls* Troop of 
the N.C.C.

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VICTORIA COLLEGE, COOCH-BEHAR 
First Affiuation, 1888 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was founded to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Majesty 
the Late Queen Empress Victoria and formally opened by His Highness thii 
Late Maharaja Sir Nripendra Narayan Bhup Bahadur, G.C.I.E*, O.B., of 
Cooch-Behar, on June 16, 1888. For 19 years the college was maintained 
entirely at the expense of the State, charging no fees from the students. 
A tuition fee of Es. 3 per month w'as introduced from the 1st of June, 1907, 
It has been increased in several stages to Rs. 7 for I. A., Rs. 8 for I.Sc., 
Rs. 9 for B.A., and Rs. 10 for B.Sc. The college enjoyed affiliation up to 
the M.A. standard in English and Philosophy, as well as for LL.B. degree 
ever since its foundation. With the promulgation of the Kew Regulations 
of 1917, the affiliation was restricted to the B.A. (Honours) standard in 
Ehglish and Philosophy. Affiliation for B.Sc. (Pass Course) was granted 
in 1923 and for Honours in B.A. and B.Sc. Mathematics in 1927, but this 
w^as suspended with effect from 1934. On the 1st January, 1950, the State 
of Cooch-Behar merged with the province of West Bengal and since then 
a new chapter in the history of this college has opened. The Government 
of West Bengal have taken up the administration of this institution and 
now it is under the control of the Director of Public Instruction, West 
Bengal. Affiliation in B.Sc. (Pass Course) has been revived from June, 
1950, and new affiliation in Biology in the I.Sc. course has been extended 
from the same date. Attempt is also being made for extension of affiliation 
up to the B.A. (Honours) standard in Economics and B.A. and B.Sc. 
(Honours) standard in Mathematics with effect from June, 1952. 

For 17 years from 1896 to 1913, the college had the proud, privile|[e 
of having the great savant Dr. Brajendranath Seal, M.A., Ph.D., as its 
Principal. In the new set up the teaching staff consists of 29 members. 

Building 

The college building provides ample accommodation for all requirements. 

Laboratories 

The college laboratories are piovided with modern equipments and 
appliances and are fully stocked and commodious. 

Library 

The Library is stocked with necessary books including books of refer- 
ence and is specially rich in English and Philosophy. Books on general 
literature, popular science and many important magazines and periodicals 
are provided for the Beading Room, 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There are arrangements for Sports, Athletics and Physical Exercise. 
Annual sports on the Founder's day and Inter-class competitions are held 
and prizes and trophies awarded. 

A college magazine is issued regularly. The college union in^ its three 
sections, rtz., (1) Literary and debaling, (2) Athletics, (3) Magazine, seeks 
to build up and develop the literary and cultural life of the students.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The institution ms founded bv the late Maharani Ftbdma Sundari Debi 
€f Hetampur in memoxy of her latheroin-law and was foimally opened in 
1897 with the object of promoting the growth and spread of higher 
education in the Tillage areas of the district of Birbhum. Begarding this 
illustrious' lady Mr. Cunningham in his report on this college, to the 
UniTersity says: ** It is very charming to hear of the foundress Maharani 
to whom the idea and the endowment of the college are entirely due. It is 
difficult to comprehend how a conception of the value of education that was 
worthy of the nation builders of Germany and Japan could have penetrated 
behind the purdah of a remote Bajbari in a comer of Bengal.** She actually 
invested her whole property in that education which was to bring about 
the salvation of her country. This college now receives Es. 12,000 annually 
from the endowed property. 

This college is situated at Hetampiir in the district of Birbhum within 
three miles of the Bailway Station Dubrajpur on the Ondal-Sainthia chord 
of the East Indian Bailway — ^just five hours run from Calcutta. The place 
is healthy and is free from Malaria and other epidemics. It has none of 
the distractions of a large tovn. The college is open to all bonafide students 
vrithout any distinction of caste and creed. 

Building 

The college building is a handsome two storied structure formerly used 
for the worship of the goddess Saraswati and is sufiicient for accomm^ating 
250 students. 

Laboratories 

There are three well-equip{)ed Laboratories where all modem 
equipments and appliances are provided. 

Library 

There are over 5,000 books in the College Library. Students are 
encouraged to make extensive use of the Library to supplement their college 
etudes and reading is carefully guided by the Professor-in-Chaxge. There 
is arrangement for reading books in the Library. Students and Professors 
are allowed to borrow b^ks from the library. Some daily, weekly and 
monthly English and Bengali papers are provided for the students 
Common-room, 

Hostel 

The college has extensive boarding houses of its own under the 
direct care of some of the Professors of this college. The hostel buildings 
stand on spacious and attractive sites and are exceptionally healthy. 
There is also a separate hostel for Mahammedan students.

(33, Amherst Street) 

First Affiliation, 1865 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was originally founded under the auspices of the Church 
Missionary Society in January, 1865 as the Cathedral Mission College 
with afl&liation up to the F. A. standard of the Calcutta University. It 
started its first classes in a rented house at 25, Sookea’s Street. In 1869 it 
moved to its own premises at 22, Mirzapore Street. In 1880 after fifteen 
years of pioneer work in the infant days of the Calcutta University, the 
Cathedral Mission College ceased to exist as an institution affiliated to 

the University and was converted into a Divinity School. In 1899 the 
college was restarted under the name of the Church Missionary Society’s 
College. In 1908 it moved to its present commodious site on Amherst 
Street. In 1913 the college obtained affiliation in Chemistry to the Inter- 
mediate Science standard and also in the principal subjects to the B.A. 
standard including English Honours. The present name was adopted in 

1914 when the college was raised to the status of a full-fledged First-grade 
Arts College. At subsequent dates the affiliation of the college was extended 
up to the Honours standard in History, Economics and Philosophy. In 
1919 the college received the gift of a magnificent but simple two-storied 
structure — the Library Hall named the Stephanos Nirmalendu Hall — from 
Eai G. C. Ghosh, Bahadur, C.I.E. In 1921 the college w’as affiliated to 

the I. Sc. standard of the Calcutta University. In 1927 the college was 

permitted to start Civics Classes. In 1928 the college was provided with a 
big College House consisting of six flats with accommodation for six resident 
members of the Staff. In 1948 the college was affiliated in Optional Bengali 
to the Intermediate and B.A. standards and in Commercial Geography 
and Commercial Arithmetic and Book-keeping to the Intermediate standard. 
In 1949 the college was permitted to open Botany and Biology classes. 
In 1951 the college applied to the University for permission to instruct 
Science students up to the B.Sc. (Pass) standard. 

The aim of the college is to impart a sound and liberal education 
based upon and pervaded by Christian teaching and is open to all students, 
without distinction of race, creed or caste. The college has got many special 
features of its own. 


Buildings 

The college stands on spacious grounds. The buildings are large, airy 
and thoroughly up-to-date in equipment of every kind. 

Laboratories 

The Laboratories in scientific subjects are properly equipped. 

Library 

The College Library is situsited in the Nirmalendu Hall of Learning 
presented to the college in 1919 by Bai G. C. Ghosh, Bahadur, C.I.E., 
in memory of his son Nirmalendu. "The upper storey contains the Librai^ 
while the lower floor is used as a Common Boom for the students, and is 
famished with newspapers, games, etc. The library has been improved 
considerably during recent years and is one of the best college libraries in 
Calcutta. 
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Hostels 

There are three Hostels attached to the college standing on spacious 
[rounds — St. David's Hostels, Jani Ali Hostel and the Herbert Stark 
loste). 


Extra-curricular Aetieittes 

There is a college Union Society which organises social meetinge, 
debates, etc. There are also several societies such as Economics Society, 
Literary Societies, etc., and a college magazine. 

The college grounds provide a field for football, cricket and hockey, 
two tennis courts, as also a gymnasium, a swimming bath, etc., organist 
games arc played under skilled supervision. The college awards sports 
colours to students proficient in games. There is a college platoon of the 
N. C. C., belonging to the 1st Bengal Battalion. 

Arrangements for periodical medical examination of students are made 
through the University Students* Welfare Committee.

First Affiliation, 1903. 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

To meet the gro\\ing demand for higher education the college was 
opened in Jane, 1903. 

Government were at first requested by the local public to start a 
college, but their prayer was rejected. The people of the locality then 
approached the Wesleyan Mission to start a college. The District Synod 
of the Missionary Society after very careful consideration of the matter 
decided to‘ establish the college and the Home Committee’s approval was 
received in due course in June, 1903. 

On the 25th June, 1903 in a largely attended public meeting held in 
the Central Hall, Bankura, now occupied by the offices of the Central Co- 
operative Bank over which the Magistrate Mr. Gupta presided, no sooner the 
Principal had concluded his statement than a telegram to the following 
effect was placed in his hands : ** Director promises personal support. Re- 
gistrar also favourable.” Nothing further was required to remove the last 
trace of doubt in the minds of the meeting as to whether the college would 
be recognised by the University. The meeting passed a strong resolution, 
pledging itself to assist in every possible way the establishment of a college 
in Bantvura. The college was opened on the 29th June. 1903, and eleven 
students were enrolled on the first day. 

From the beginning difficulty was experienced in housing the college 
classes. The Central Hall, designed and erected by the Rev. J. Walker 
Duthie in 1699, was inconveniently situated. Both the Principal and the 
Professors had to teach in school as well as lecture in the college, and it 
meant much walking or cycling forwards and backwards. Eventually it was 
decided to remove the classes to the school. Three mud class rooms were 
erected and in these three classes were lodged. The rooms in the old school 
buildings were thus set free for college classes, and one w’as used as a 
laboratory. From such small beginning the present science department has 
grown. 

The college in those days prepared for the First Arts Examination, 
which was held in March, and naturally there was much speculation when 
the results were published in May, 1905. Thirty-one students took the 
examination and twenty-three passed. This was considered an almost 
miraculous result. It meant an increase in numbers, and shifting once 
again to the Central Hall, with all the inconveniences felt before. 

A valuable property of Mr. Anderson, a former Magistrate, was pur- 
chased through auction at a cost of Rs. 14,550. But the property was later 
on acquired by Government for their own purposes and Rs. 16,732-8*0 was 
paid to the Mission. 

Mr. Anderson’s Garden — a property of 119 bighas — was then acquired 
with the help and suggestion of Government at a cost of Re. 8,737-3-6 for 
the college. 

The first founder Principal was Rev. John Mitchell, under whose super- 
vision. the first block of tne college building and also oiie of the hostels 
(College Hostel) were built. During his time, the name of the college 
was Wesleyan !&^sion College and it had affiliation for B.A. and 1.^. 
standards. On his retirement in 1917, Rev. A. E. Brown took charge and 
effected considerable extension of the college building. One of the hostels 
(BosiaJdaiiay^ Bestel), a two-storied residential quarter and a gymnasium 
wip tntilt in the oompound* Besides, the 8<ffiool building was also built 
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during his time. The college had arrangement for the production of gas 
for the laboratories, which were well equipped and electricity was supplied 
from the college Convertor. Affiliation was obtained for B.Sc. subjects, 
with Honours in Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics. Botany was added 
to the college curriculum. On his retirement in 1936, Mr. C. F. Ball took 
charge and, after a distinguished service for twelve years, retired in 1948. 
Bev. J. W. Gulshaw served only for one year and left for England in June, 
1949, when Mr. A. E. Mundle was appointed Principal. During his 
Principalship, Mr. Mundle has been able to effect an important improve- 
ment in opening the Biology section and extending the college building to 
provide adequate laboratories for Botany and Biology. The total cost of 
construction amounted to Rs. 35,000, towards which, the Government of 
West Bengal has contributed Bs. 15,000. Another improvement has been 
in providing further hostel accommodation to the students, p^iis has been 
possible because of a generous gift to the college of a magnificent property 
from a local well-wisher of the college. The college is well in the way 
to expansion and development. 


Buildings 

The college building is a well built structure with good ventilation. It 
has recently been considerably extended to provide accommodation for 
laboratories. 


Laboratories 

The Laboratories are up-to-date and very well-equipped for the Science 
subjects taught. Gas and electricity are manufactured on the premises. 
There is a workshop besides an astronomical observatory. 

Library. 

There is a separate block consisting of the Library, Beading-Boom 
and Common Boom. The library is well-stocked with books. 

The Common Boom is provided with newspapers, magazines and periodi- 
cals. 

Hostels 

There are two large Hostels — Mitchell and Brown Hostels — within the 
College compound with accommodation for 224 students. There is also a 
small Hostel outside the college premises. 

Extra-Curricular Activities 

E'knphasis is laid on Social Welfare Work. Under the auspicious of 
the Social Welfare League the following are the activities : — 

(a) Ni^ht Schools, Adult Education, Milk Canteen, First-aid classes, etc. 

{b) Science and Arts exhibitions are organised by the staff and the 
students. 

(c) Collection of ancient manuscripts by the Sanskrit Department. 

(d) Village Survey of agricultural labour is contemplated. 

(e) The National Cadet Corps is an intregal part of the college. Cadets 
from the college belong to the 4th Bengal Battalion of the N.C.C. 

(/) Debates, Lectures, etc., are being arranged from time to time by 
the Student Union. 

Besides, the extensive college grounds contain three full-sized football 
grounds, four tennis courts and ample provision for badminton, volleyball, 
etc. There is also a gymnasium. Provision has also been made fat stvim- 
ming and rowing.

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SEEAMPOEE COLLEGE 
(Serampore, District — ^Hnghli, West Bengal) 

First Affiliation, 1857, Ee< affiliated, 1910 
Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Serampore College was founded in 1818. under the patronage of the 
Marquis of Hastings, the Goveniui -General of India, by the Eevds. Dr. 
Carey, Dr, Marshman and William Ward, who together with Colonel 

Krefting, the Danish Governor of Serampore, and Mr. J. C. Marshman, 
formed the first College Council. 

The object of the college was the instruction of Indian youth, both 
Christian and non -Christian, in Literature and Science, and the training of 
selected Indian and Anglo-Indian young men for the work of the Chri-:lian 
Ministry, 

In 1821 the college received a donation from King Fredrick of 

Denmark of certain premises to the north-west of the college building and 
this act of liberality was followed in 1827 by the grant of a Eoyal Charter, 
giving perpetuity to the institution and its endowments and empowering 
it to grant Degrees. At the cession of Serampore to the East India 
Company in 1845, this Charter was confirmed at the special request of the 
Danish Sovereign and a special clause was inserted in the treaty providing 
that “ the rights and immunities granted to Serampore College shall not 

be interfered with but continue in force in the same manner as if they had 

been obtained by a Charter from the British Government.” 

The ground on which the college stands was purchased by subscriptions; 
the entire expense of the original buildings amounting to about £15,000, 
was met out of the private funds of the Serampore Missionaries, who were 
the first promoters of the undertaking. The institution was crippled at the 
outset by the loss of the greater part of its invested funds through a series 
of bank* failures only a few years after the granting of the Charter. It 
was enabled to continue its work through the liberality of J. C. Marshman. 
Esq., but not on the scale originally contemplated. The right of conferring 
degrees was, therefore, not exercised. 

On Mr. Marshman’s departure from India in 1R5C, the college, though 
still legally under the control of its own Council, was placed under the 
general direction of the Baptist Missionary Society, wdiich contributed the 
greater amount of the funds needed for its support. In the following year, 
1857, Serampore was one of the first eight colleges to be afiSliated to the 
newly formed Calcutta University. This connection continued till 1882, 
when it was decided to close the Arts Department converting the college 
into a purely Theological Institution. 

Twenty years later the decision of the Universities Commission that 
it was neither practical nor expedient to make provision for a Faculty of 
Theology in connection with any of the existing State Universities, led the 
Decennial Missionary Conference, representing all Protestant Missions in 
India, to ask the Serampore College Council whether it would not be 
possible to make the Serampore Charter available for the granting of degrees 
of Divinity. The Council, advised by Dr. Howells (Principal 1907-1929) 
resolved to accede to this request and^ also to re-organise the college on 
the lines planned by its founders making it capable of imparting instruction 
in Theology of a standard equal to that obtainable in Europe and America. 
With a view to providing a preliminary training in Arts for students 
intending to proceed to the B.D. degree and for the benefit of the Christian 
Ooiraunity and of Hindu and Mussulman youth generally it was also 
ptimted to re-open the Arts classes. 
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Through the generosity of the Arthington Trustees the Council was 
enabled m X9i0 to renovaic liie college and io build a new hostel, including 
extra quarters for the professorial staff, at a cost of about irvro and a half 
lakhs of rupees. 


Buildings 

The college building, erected in 1818 by Dr. Carey, and his colleagues, 
still remaina one of the finest college buildings in India. It is situated in 
ample grounds, on the bank of the river Hooghly, about a mile from the 
Serampore Railway Station and on the outskirts of the town. It is a two- 
storied building about 130 feet square, containing a large Assembly Hiall, 
a Library and Students* Beading Boom, Class ^>oms, Students' and Staff 
Common Booms, an Entrance Hall, and a room at present used as a 
corridor. All the rooms are lofty, none of them being less than 22 ft. high, 
and are welblighted and ventilated. A separate two-storied building for the 
accommodation of Chemistry and Physics classes, including laboratories and 
lecture theatres with accessory rooms, is also attached to the college. In 
addition to the college building there are also in the college compound two 
other large buildings : (1) The College House, at one time occupied by 

Dr. Carey, now provides accommodation for Professors. (2) The Hostel 
Quadrangle with outhouses attached accommodates about 100 student^ and 
three members of the staff. As part of the quadrangle there is also a 
house called Leechman House which is at present used for the Staff Com- 
mon Boom, the Principal's Office and certain class rooms. In the hostel 
there are two common rooms, a common Dining Hall, and a separate sick 
room. To the east of the college compound stands Mack House situated 
on an extensive compound. 


LahoraUmes 

There is a two-storied building for housing the laboratories and lecture 
theatres. The laboratories are well equipped. 

Library 

'ihere is a large and valuable Libra^ to which considerable additions 
are made annually. The Common Boom is provided with periodicals, maga- 
zines and dailies. 


Hostels 

Special attention is paid to residential arrangements. Attached to the 
college there are two well-equipped hostels, one in the college compound 
and the other across the river at Barrackpore. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

The Union Society of the College of which all the students are mem- 
bers, conducts meetings more or less regularly every week at which addresses 
in Bengali and English and debates on various topics of general interest 
are arranged for. 

There is also a Bengali Literary Society (Sahitya Parishad) which holds 
meetings designed to interest students in Bengali language and literature. 

The College Social Service League tries to bring together all students 
on the platform of service to their fellowmen in the town and .the neighbour- 
hood. 

The Serampore Christian Youth Association, oomposad of Christian 
students and others run a Night School for the benefit of the servants in 
the compound. The Christian Students' Brotherhood, affiliated to the 
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Provincial Student Christian Movement, also engages in social work and 
arranges for study circles and religious meetings addressed by speakers 
from outside. 

The College Athletic Club of which all the students are members is in 
charge of seasonal games for students (Football in the Pains Term, 
Cricket and Tennis in the Winter Term and Hockey in the Sprina Term). 
Games of Volleyball, Basketball and Fives are played throughout year. 
There is an annual imports Meet in which students compete for trophies. 

There is also a Science Association in the college at which students orga- 
nise lectures and debates on science subjects. 

A weekly assembly of the whole college meets every Monday for one 
period at which addresses on various subjects are given by members of the 
Staff or speakers from outside. 

There is a imit of the N.C.C. in the college with one of the Professors 
in charge of the unit. The Cadets attended an annual camp at Midnapore 
during the Puja vacation of 1951-52. These Cadets belong to the drd 
Bengal Battalion. 

The College Magazine is published twice a year. 

Subjects in which the College is AffiliaLed and the Combination of

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The institution was established under the direction of the Loreto Sisters 
in 1842, with the object of imparting to Catholic youths a sound religious 
and moral training combined with instruction in every branch of secular 
knowledge suited to their position. 

Children of other religions arc also admitted and their religion is not 
interfered with. 

The Institution includes four Departments, viz.f a College Department, 
a Teachers’ Training Department, a School Department and Kindergarten 
Department conducted according to the principles laid down by the National 
Froebel Union for Kindergarten Teachers.

(9, Bussa Road, Ealighat P.O., Calcutta) 

First Affiliation, 1916 

Short History of Us Establishment and Development 

This college was started at the instnncu of the authorities of the South 
Suburban School founded in 1874 by the local public with the object of 
promoting the growth and spread of higher education in the south suburban 
areas of Calcutta. The immediate occasion which l(^d to the opening of 
the college was the abolition of the University Departments both on the 
Arts and Science sides, by two colleges in and near Bhowanipur, namely, 
the L. M. S. Institution and the Bishop’s College. That there was room 
for a first grade college here was abundantly clear from the very 
beginning, but partly due to financial and partly to other considerations 
the authorities were anicious to move cautiously. They, therefore, applied 
in the first instance for affiliation up to the Intermediate standard only. 
After a protracted negotiation with the Government of India on the subject, 
affiliation of the college was obtained up to the Intermediate standard in 
Arts and Science in certain subjects wdth effect from the commencement of 
the session 1916-17. 

The college was named South Suburban College ” and was started 
in a fine two-storied building at 26, Lansdownc Road, in one of the best 
quarters of Bhowanipur with over 250 students on the Rolls, but the very 
next year it became necessary to remove it to a more spacious and more 
conveniently situated premises at 147, Bussa Road, where it was located 
till September, 1986, and where there was accommodation for about 800 
students. 

In July, 1924, after the death of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, its Founder- 
President, the college was renamed os Asutosh College to perj^tuate his 
memory. The accommodation provided in the rented house having proved 
insufficient for the growing needs of the college, construction of a commodious 
building of its own was undertaken in August, 1934, on one of the most 
attractive sites of South Calcutta, Since the beginning of the session 
1935-36, the college has been housed in its own spacious building at 9, Bussa 
Road just to the North of Hazra Park. 

The college was registered as a Society under Act XXI of 1860 in 
March, 1927. For the purpose of better and more efficient administration, 
it has been split up into three separate units, viz,. (1) the Day Department 
for men students, (2j the Morning Department exclusively for women 
students, and (3) the Evening Department for Conurierce students, each under 
the separate administration of a I'rincipal. 

The Morning Department was formally inaugurated in June, 1932. 
The college authorities have already purchased a spacious rectangular plot 
of land contiguous to the South-West corner of its present building 
measuring 28 Cottahs to provide increased accomniodation for this Depart- 
ment. 

The Evening Department was opened in 1945 for the benefit of youpg 
men, who are otherwise engaged during the day, classes being held from 
6 ^.in. to 9 p.m. on week days and froffi 4-30 p.m. to 9 p.m. on Saturdays. 
This department is meant for students who take im Commercial subjects 
for the I.A. Examination or who join the B.Com. Course. 

Building 

^^The college is located in a spacious three-storied building at the 
fiOPtheni end of the Hazra Park commanding the entire park to its south 
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and consists of two (Arts and Science) blocks. The building contains 
besides the usual Lecture rooms, etc.. Lecture Theatres provided with 
adjacent Preparation Rooms and fitted up with modem reauirements of 
Science teaching, Laboratories, the Workshop and the College Gymnasium. 
There is a large Assembly Hall on the second door and the college also 
enjoys the privilege of usuing the Asutosh Memorial Hall, attached by 
gangways to the College Building, whenever required for academic and 
other purposes. This elegant hall, with its permanent dais and upper door 
balcony, provides accommodation for nearly 1,500 persons. 

Laboratories 

There are well-equipped and commodious laboratories with up-to-date 
arrangements and a fairly larg/v stock of apparatus and chemicals, etc., 
for conducting experiments and Practical work in science subjects. There 
are a dark room and a workshop in connection with the Physics Department, 
and two balance rooms in connection with the Chemistry and Physics 
Departments. The workshop is proving highly useful in repairing and 

making Scientific instruments used in the Laboratories. 

Library 

The College Library is fairly stocked with up-to-date books. Thfere are 
at present more than 12,000 volumes. Besides these, a large number of 
periodicals, both foreign and inland, are subscribed. Students are allowed 

to borrow books without any deposit for reading either at home or in the 

college. Arrangements have been made for a commodious Reading Room 
and also for seminar works in different subjects. There is a Reference 
Section attached to the library. Special facilities are also given to poor 

students for reading text-books. 


ffostel 

A large percentage of students reading in the college live in the locality 
with their parents or guardians. For those who do not do so, suitable 
provision is made in the College Hostel which is located in a spacious 
four-storied building quite adjacent to the college under the personal 
su)>ervision of a Professor- Superintendent. 

A number of seats for women students of this college is available at the 
Chhatri Nikctan, 19, Bipin Pal Road. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a College Union which is a students’ body. Organisation of 
dramatic performances, lectures by eminent men, debates, variety shows, 
social gatherings, relief work, poor fund, etc., under the guidance of 
Professors, are among its varied functions. 

The Common Room, wherein students wait during leisure periods, is 
abundantly supplied with Indian and foreign magazines, newspapers and 
other light reading. 

The College Magazine is bilingual and is ordinarily published three times 
a session. The editors work under the direct control of a committee of six — 
the Principal and five Professors, prizes are awarded for contributions of 
special merit. 

Besides there are the Debating Club, the *' Sahitya Sammilan '* and 
the ** Hindi Literary Society.” 

Excursions and parties are regularly arranged for supplementing lecture 
work and fostering the growth of a strong feeling of fellowship and a faealthj 
corporate life among the teachers and tne taught. 
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Tke Physical and Military Training and Athletic Departments of the 
college are controlled by a committee consisting of the Principal and five 
Professors. 

The Gymnasium of the college is well-equipped and has acquired a 
unique reputation on account of the fact that it has turned out some well- 
known athletes. It is looked after by a Gymnastic Instructor. Physical 
Drill has been made compulsory for the 1st and 3rd-year students. Foot- 
hall and Hockey are regularly played by those students of the college who 
are interested in games. An inter-class football competition i» run in the 
college and a trophy — The Beharilal Bose Challenge Chip — and a number of 
medals, are presented to the winners every year. In Bowing the college has 
shown great proficiency, and the college team takes part in the Rowing 
Competition organised by the University every year. 

A Basket-ball team has also been formed and students have evinced 
considerable , interest in the game. The Basket-ball team won the Inter- 
Collegiate League Championship in two successive years. 

Ample opportunities are provided for the students of this college for 
participating in Inter-Collegiate and Olympic Sports. 

A Bratachari centre has been established in the college. Regular 
Bratachari classes are held under a Bratachari Instructor in the college 
premises, and the Bratachari Society of the college has been recognised by 
the Central Bratachari Society of Bengal. Light refreshments are supplied 
to students under instruction. 

There is an Ambulance Division (The 3rd A.,utosh College Division) 
in the college for the Boy students and First Aid classes are held under a 
qualified Lecturer. The division has done excellent work. 

The Military Training of the college is its most notable feature. The 
college supplies two efficient and thoroughly well disciplined Platoons to 
the National Cadet Corps. The officers and cadets attached to this college 
have given a good account of themselves in rifle and revolver shooting, in 
camps and tactics, in parades and military sports, and won the majority 
of the prizes and trophies. In recognition of all this the military authorities 
have sanctioned this college to be a parade centre. 

Medical examination of students is carried on by the University Students* 
Welfare Committee.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The want of a college at Howrah was for a long time felt both by the 
people of the town and of the district. With the growing educational 
demand of the people, the difficulty which the students of the district had 
to experience in securing admission in Calcutta colleges had been increasing 
from year to year. To remove this long-felt want the lato Rai 
J>3tt Bahadur resolved to establish a Second Grade college at Howrah, but 
unfortunately the Rai Bahadur died before any definite step could be taken. 

Babu Suranjan Butt, the son of the Late Rai Bahadur, was the sole 
trustee of Premises No. 129, Belilios Road, Howrah, which consist of about 
125 bighas of land and a palatial building with several onthouses, formerly 
the residence of the Late Mr. I. R. Belilios. With a view to a park being 
laid out around the said premises he transferred the management of the 
same to the Municipal authorities of Howrah. 

In 1922 Babu Suranjan Butt, in order to give effect to the pious wishes 
of his father, the Late Rai Narasinha Butt Bahadur, and to perpetuate 
his memory, formed a provisional committee of which ho agreed to act 
as a Secretary and applied to and got sanction of the University in 1923, 
to locate a Second Grade College, called the Narasinha Butt College, in 
the aforesaid mansion for teaching English, Vernacular. Mathematics, His- 
tory, Logic and Sanskrit giving a guarantee to maintain the college out of 
his own money if there would be any deficit. He personally supplied the 
whole of the money for the purchase of furniture and books for the Library. 
Since 1932 tbe college has obtained affiliation in Civics to the T.A. standard. 

It was found that there was a general tendency in the town towards 
learning Science, and Babu Suranjan Butt, the founder of the college, 
lost no time in getting the college affiliated in Physics, Chemistry and 
Botany to the Intermediate standard in T924 and supplied the entire fund 
for the equipment of tbe different Laboratories and for lecture apparatus 
from his own pocket. 

The members of tbe Park Committee, of w'hich he' was one, have been 
pleased to let out the said mansion with outhouses and a portion of the 
garden to the college on a nominal rent. 

He was also a sole trustee with regard to 233, Belilios Road, Howrah. 
He set apart a portion of the income of the said premises towards the 
maintenance of the college. Tbe Commissioners of the Howrah Munici- 
pality have been very kindly helping this institution since its foundation 
with a monthly grant of Rs. 300 towards its maintenance. The college 
has been making a steady progress and different courses of studies have 
been added from year to year. In 1941 the B.A. classes were formally 
opened while in 1946 tbe B.Sc. (Pass) classes were started and since 1948 
the college has been affiliated in Honours Chemistry and Mathematics. 

Since 1949 co-education has been introduced in all classes both Bcienee 
aiEid Arts. 

, To meet the increasing demands on the part of students who mostly 
j , to the middle class society and are liardest hit during the present 
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economic crisis an evening section was opened in 1950 for both the I.A. 
and the I. Sc. courses restricting the arts side to commerce subjects only. 
The evening Science classes have however been kept in abeyance. Girls 
are not admitted to Evening Glasses. 

Building 

The college has been located in a palatial building situated in the 
midst of a fine park with an area of about 126 bighas. Numerous tanks 
and a Jhil running along two sides of the garden add to the beauty while 
trees and plants of various description lend an additional charm. A spa- 
cious hall on the second floor has been erected through the munificence of 
the Howrah Municipaliiy. A third storey had been added to the main 
building iu 1941 and in 1951 a second storey was added to the block in 
which the Chemical Laboratory is located. Additions to the building have 
been made from time to time so that the college has a sufficient number 
of spacious lecture halls and laboratories which are among some of the 
finest in the province. 

The college authorities have entered into an agreement with the 
Commissioners of the Howrah Municipality whereby they have been granted 
lease of the buildings for a period of 26 years. 

Laboratories 


The Laboratories are well-equipped and adequate for the needs of the 
<'ollege. 


Library 


The Library is used by the students without any deposit or fee. It 
has a Beading Room attached to it and is well-stocked with books and 
periodicals. 

Hostel 


The Hostel has been located in a fine two-storied building within a 
minute’s walk from the college and is under the supervision of a member of 
the teaching staff. 'Hie residents of the hostel get free medical attendant, 
and use the college gymnasium. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

The »Stu dents’ Common Room is located in a separate building in the 
park. The college has a football ground of its own. The gymnasium which 
is a covered one is well-stocked with appliances for physical exercise and 
the college athletic club has made provision for various outdoor games. 
There is also provision for Military training, our college boys forming a 
rialoon of the Bengal Battalion in the National Cadet Corps. 

The annual sports arc held every year and prizes are awarded for 
proficiency.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

St. Joseph’s College, Calcutta, originally known as St. Xavier’s School 
was founded in 1848. Mgr. Carew, Vicar Apostolic of Bengal, brought 
from Ireland two young men, Francis Fitzpatrick and Alphonso Tolan, 
who had been trained in the novitiate of the Irish (Christian Brothers and 
^ave them the charge of this school. These men with associates wha 
joined them in India formed an institute known as the Calcutta Brothers. 
This institute worked and laboured with great difficulties in charge of the 
school till the amalgamation of their body with the Brothers of the 
Christian Schools of Ireland in 1890. From that year the school went 
from success to success. In 1924 St. Joseph’s College was affiliated to the 
Calcutta University and adopted the Matriculationr Examination of thia 
University. The Intermediate Arts and Science classes were established 
to enable its students to further prosecute their studies according to 
University syllabus. 

Within the last few years several important additions have been made. 
There are (1) a well-furnished Arts Hall, (2) ^n up-to-date Laboratory, 
(8) a well>equipped Geographical Hal] and (4) an efficient Workshop 
(Manual Hall) for wood and metal work. 

Buildings 

The college is housed in a magnificent three-storeyed building with 
necessary conveniences and arrangements. 

Laboratories 

The laboratories in Science subjects are properly equipped. There is a 
Geographical Hall and an efficient workshop. 

Library 

The college has a big Library well stocked with books including books 
of reference.

There is no arrangement for residence of students.

First Affiliation, 1926 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In 1881 the Government of Bengal had under consideration the 
establishment of a Second Grade College to provide the Muslim Community 
with facilities for obtaining a liberal education. In 1884 F.A. classes 
were started in the Calcutta Madrasa, but from July, 1888 the department 
was amalgamated with Presidency College for teaching purposes, the students 
attending the lectures there. Benewed efforts to open Arts classes were 

made, but until 1923 plans did not materialise chiefly owing to lack of 
funds. In that year the proposal was placed before the Legislative Council 
and money sanctioned for the creation of an Arts College. The foundation 
stone of the building was laid by His Excellency Lord Lytton, Governor 
of Bengal, on 9th December, 1924 and the construction of the building 
completed in June, 1926. It was formally opened for the admission of 

students on 2nd July, 1926, as the Islamia College, Calcutta and was 

under the direct control of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 
With the partition of the province due to the division of the country into 
two separate dominions the college was opened to members of all communities 
on the 15th August, 1947. In 1948, Islamia College was renamed Central 
Calcutta College. The college is now under the direct control of the 
Education Directorate, West Bengal. 

Buildings 

The college building is extensive and represents Saracenic type of 
Architecture. 

Laboratories 

The laboratories for the different seven subjects taught are well- 

equipped. 


Library 

The library has more than 10,000 volumes besides some manuscripts 
in Arabic, Persian and Urdu. Books are arranged according to the Dewy 
system. There is ample reading accommodation in the library.

For Moslem students Baker Hostel attached to the Central Calcutta 
College, Calcutta, with 160 good single seated rooms. 

A Hostel for Hindus was mooted in 1949, and eventually arrangements 
were made to lodge 10 Central Calcutta College students at the Eden Hostel 
and another 10 at the Government College of Arts and Crafts Hostel in 
Store Boad, Calcutta.

First Affiliation. 1926 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The growing needs for higher education amongst the people and tho 
increased educational expenses at Calcutta or elsewhere coupled with the 
pernicious evil effeclr, of the din and bustle and unhealthy atmosphere of 
the big towns specially during recent years made the people of Contai 
conscious of the situation and they thought of removing the want of a 
college under their own supervision and at their own place which is at once 
healthy and inexpensive. This idea of a college at the very doors of the 
people originated in their minds as early as 1919 and a Committee with 
the Sub-Divisional Officer as President was formed to raise subscriptions 
from the public which were promised to the extent of more than a lac of 
rupees, a part of which was also realised. But the scheme had ultimately 
to be dropped owing to the political troubles in the country at that time. 
In 1926, however, Sri Biswambhar Dinda, a benevolent Zaminder of the 
locality, came forward with a promise of a princely donation of Rs. 60 ,000 
to make the scheme of a college at Contai an accomplished fact. A provi- 
sional Governing Body with .Tanab A. F. M. Kabman, I.C.S., the then 
Sub-Divisional Officer, as President. Sri Dinda himself as Secretary., Sri 
Bishnupada Chatterjee as Assistant Secretary and Treasurer, and Sri Bipin- 
behari Sasmal and others as members wa<; formed. The organisers got 
the support of Late Kai Sahib Gangadhar Nanda, another benevolent 
Zaminder. who readily paid his munificent gift of Bs. 10,000 and also 
obtained promise of subscriptions to the extent of Rs. 20,000 from other 
gentlemen of the Sub-Division. Special mention may be made in this 
connection of the subscribers, Basudebpnr Wards’ Estate and Chaudhury 
Jadabendranandan Dasmahapatra. B.A.. who paid up their quota of 
Bs. 1,000 each. Besides this pecuniaiy^ help they secured in no time a plot 
of land, a little over an acre, as gift from Mohanta Badrinarayan Das. 

The Governing Body accepted the donation of Sri Biswambhar Dinda 
on two express conditions, viz.^ (a) the college should be named after his 
late lamented only son, Master Prabhatkumar Dinda, who died while a 
student studying for B.A. degree, and (b) there should be two members 
of his family on the Governing Body. The college was accordingly named 
the Contai Prabhatkumar College, and was formally opened by Mr. R. N. 
Beid, I.C.B., the then Collector of Midnapore, on the l^th July, 1926, 

It is with much regret noted that Sri Biswambhar Dinda, the principal 
donor of the college, met a lamentable death at Calcutta on the 5th day 
of May, 1937, whose generosity and substantial donations brought into 
existence of and supplied sustenance to, this infant institution. Bn Dinda 
paid about Bs. 45,000 before bis death. Besides, he has bequeathed a large 
estate for the benefit of the college provided the institution is raised to 
the status of a first grade college. 

The colWe has, however, been affiliated up to the B.A. standard since 
1940 and I.S;. standard since 1947.

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measuring about an acre as stated before. Three acres more were gradually 
added to this by purchase. The local Government was later on moved to 
acquire for the college about 11 acres of land inclusive of the four acres 
mentioned above. Besides this, 5.66 acres of land with a commodious one- 
storied building and an outhouse were purchased in llky. 1994, at a very 
modest price of Rs. 3,600 from the American Baptist, Biengal-Orissa Mission. 

This building could not, however, be utilised forthwith for college classes 
as it was previously taken over by Government on a temporary lease for 
the occupation of the Military detachment stationed at Contai. It was, 
however, made over to the college authorities towards the end of July, 1985, 
and the college was shifted there on the 26th August following. This build- 
ing formed a nucleus of the college building. The site is very beautifully 
situated in the midst of the sand hills characteristic of the sub-division. 
One room was erected on the top of the college building and another with 
a verandah was also built by the Trust Board during the session 1940-41', 
and has been named “ Biswambhar Hall *’ to perpetuate the memory of 
the principal donor and founder of the college, Sri Biswambhar Dinda. 
The outhouse has been thoroughly remodelled according to the present needs 
of the college. There are at present 6 blocks of buildings. The sea is only 
6 miles off from the town and the sea-breeze is available throughout the 
greater part of the year. 

Laboratories 

The Science Laboratories have been properly equipped. 

Library 

The College Library is in its very infancy and admits of development 
in every branch of it. There are, however, valuable collections such as 
Oxford New English Dictionary, Encyclopaedia Britannica (18th edition), 
etc. Students are allowed to borrow books from the Library free of any 
^charge. 

There is a Common Room for students which is provided with some 
dailies and periodicals. 

Hostel 

The Hostel is situated very close to the college. It is under the 
vision of a resident Superintendent?. There is also an attached mess. The 
boarders are given free medical attendance. 

Extra-curricvlar Activities 

To ensure a closer association between the staff and the students ^d. 
to promote the development of the physical, intellectual and social sides 
of corporate life in the college, the College Union has been formed consisting 
of the following sections : — 

(a) Sports. 

(b) Magazine. 

(c) Literary Association and Socials. 

id) Poor Fund and Social Service. 

(s) Common Boom. ^ 

There is an Athletic Club under the supervision of the Physical Instruc- 
tor of the college. The club ordinarily organises football, badminton, 
volley-ball and some indigenous ^ames. For this purpose a play-ground 
just to the west of the Hostel Building has been laid out. 

For the indoor exercise there is a suitable gymnasium provided with 
Indian Clubs, Dumb-bells, Chest and Weight apparatus, etc., and physical 
exercise is compulsory for those who do not take part in sports. 
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There is an arrangement for physical examination of the Btndente ohm 
a year, and reports of such examination are forwarded to guardians for 
their information.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The University Department of this Institution, which is conducted by 
the Jesuit Fathers, is a successor to the former ’'Specials’ Department,” 
established in 1892, which prepared candidates for the various Public Services 
and Administrative Departments of the Government. With changing 
circumstances and conditions, the demand for the ‘‘Specials’ Department" 
fell away and the College authorities dclemiincd to replace it by a University 
Department which would offer the people of the Hill District the opportunity 
of University education. 

In 1927 the College was affiliated to ihe Calcutta University up to the 
I.A. and I.Sc. standards. This affiliation \ras extended in 1948 to the B.A. 
(Pass) and in 1951 to the B.Sc. (Pass) standards, making the Institution 
a full Degree College under the Calcutta University. 

At the persistent request of a large number of young men, working 
in offices, and desirous of getting T'niversity education, the College was 
permitted in 1949 to open evening classes for the I.A. students.

The building and the site are excellent. The western wing of the 
building is reserved for the College Department.

The college is well equipped with Laboratories to teach up to the Inter- 
mediate and B.Sc. standards of the University of Calcutta.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

General Martin bequeathed a large sum of money to be devoted to the 
establishment of a School for the Christian inhabitants of Calcutta under 
the direction of the Supreme Court. The School was opened on let March, 
1836 and was, according to the provision in General Martin's Will, named 
La Martiniere. In 1935, under an order of the High Court, religious 
restrictions on the admission of fee-paying scholars were removed. In 1928 
affiliation for I. A. and I. Sc. with Calcutta University was secured. 

Buildings 

The college buildings stand in large grounds in the healthiest part of 
the city. The new block, completed in 1915, contains an Assembly Hall 
with galleries, eight spacious and airy class rooms and a large Art Room. 
In the old building are a Dining Hall capable of accommodatmg 200*^ boys, 
four Dormitories, a Hospital with a general Ward and a separate Infectious 
Ward, a Dispensary, a Music and Reading Room, etc., besides Chemical 
and Physical Laboratories and Lecture Theatre, a Geography Room, a 
Manual Instruction Room, five Class-rooms and a Book Room. 

Laboratories 

The Chemical and Physical Laboratories have been equipped with all 
apparatus necessary for teaching experimentally the whole course in Physics 
and Chemistry of the I. Sc. syllabus.

The Institution has a Reference Library, a general Lending Library and 
Reading Room. The boys are required to make use of these libraries. 

Hostel 

There is a Boarding establishment under proper supervision.

First Affiliation, 1932 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Victoria Institution wao founded in 1871 by Brahmananda 
Keshabchandra Sen of revered memory. His aim, as he himself put it, 
was *‘to impart a system of education especially adapted to the requirements 
of the female mind and calculated to fit woman for her position in society.'" 
Ongi dally the Institution was not affiliated to the University as such affilia- 
tion was considered to be more a hindrance than a help to the fulfilment of 
the Brahmananda’s ideals. In subsequent years, however, affiliation had to 
be taken; but those in charge of the Institution have always kept before their 
minds the great ideals w^hich inspired its founder. During the eighty-one 
^ears of its existence, the Victoria Institution has played a leading part 
in spreading education among women in Bengal. 

With the rapid spread of w^onien education in Bengal the Institution, 
which was at first a high school, grew remarkably. Its popularity among 
the girl students was great, students who passed out of the school often 
expressed a wish that there were a college department of the Institution in 
which they might continue their studies. To meet these wishes, a college 
branch with affiliation up to the I.A. standard of the Calcutta University 
was started in 1932. The progress of the college was amazing. The number 
of students increased by leaps ana bounds. In July, 1935, the Institution 
was raised to the status of a first grade college. Since then its career has 
been one of uninterrupted progress. At the present moment, it teaches up to 
B.A. Honours Standard English, Sanskrit, History, Economics, Bengali and 
Philosophy. 

The aim of the Institution is not only to fit young women for the various 
University examinations that they take under the careful guidance of able 
and enthusiastic staff, but also to provide an all round general education 
of body and mind, by means of debates, social gathering, games and excur- 
sions. An atmosphere is provided here which gives young women Opportuni- 
ties for self-expression that would perhaps be less available to them in 
crowded co-educational institutions and which fit.s them for the moral and 
social obligations that are to devolve upon them, when they enter life. 

Majority of the students are day-scholars. Arrangements for the con- 
veyance of day-scholars to and from the college by motor buses have been 
made. 

During 1950-51 affiliation has been obtained in I. Sc. (in Physics, 
Chemistry, Biology and Mat hematic’s), with special reference to the Dispersal 
Scheme of the Government. With the generous help of the Government 
a first class Laboratory has been equipped and a Biology Museum with np to 
date appliances and apparatus has been opened. All these have been possible 
through the help of some devoted and distinguished professors, whose services 
the Institution has been fortunate to secure. 


Building 

The college building has accommodation for 250 students. The halls 
and class rooms of the college building as well as the Library, the Laboratory 
and the Common Booms are all well-lit, well-ventilated and spacious.

Since January, 1938, an additional building has been rented f<Mr giving 
further accommodation to boarders. 

There is a visiting Medical Officer and the boarders get free medical 
attendance. 

Boarders are given facilities for playing outdoor games in the spacious 
playgrounds attached to the Hostel. 


Extra-curricular Activities 

Great care is taken to stimulate the corporate life of the institution 
through varied activities of the students. There is a College Union whidi 
has its Debating, Literary, Magazine, Sporting and Social Slsctions and a 
fuller life has been made possible for the students because of these activities. 
The college participates in the Inter-C!ollegiate debating contests. 

The Mncipal is the President of the College Union and each section has 
a member of the teaching staff as its permanent President. The Victoria 
Institution (College) Magazine is published once a year. 

Adequate arrangements are made for Phy.sical Plication on recognised 
lines, liie college has its own play-grounds where students play badminton, 
tennis, basket-ball, volley-ball and tenni-quoit. The college won the 
Women’s Inter-Collegiate Basket-ball Championship for three consecutive 
years.

The College was started at the request of local people as there was no 
College of any kind in the District at the time. 

The local people raised enough money to build a Hostel and it was arranged 
that the local High School (8.U.M. In<;titution) would house the College 
and supply the Teaching and Clerical staff. It was arranged that the College 
should be co-educational and for the local people only. 

The College has remained a small one and has drawn Us students from 
the district and the countries roundabout — Sikkim, Tibet, Bhutan and 
Nepal. The Hostel has been of use to students from the countries named 
and to students whose homes were far from Ealimpong. For female stiideuts 
necessary acoommodation was provided in the Hostel of the local Girls* High 
School.

Short History of its Establishment arid Development 

This school was founded in 1833 in Calcutta, and was moved up to 
Darjeeling in 1863 by Bishop Cotton. It is therefore one of the oldest schoola 
of its type in India. The school is run on traditional public school lines 
with certain modihcations to suit the country and the times. Only boarders 
are accepted. The House and Prefect systems are essential features of the 
school. No distinction whatsoever is made between Eurbpean and Indian 
boys. 


Building 

The school is situated at a veiy high altitude. Part of the compound ior 
over 7,000 ft. above sea level. The stone buildings, with their beautiful lawns 
and cloisters, and the extensive playing fields comprise something like 40 
acres. ‘‘The View,” writes Sir Joseph Hooker, “is one quite unparalleled for 
the scenery it embraces commanding, confessedly, the grandest known lands- 
cape of snowy mountains in the Himalayas, and hence in the world." The 
school stands about 1,000 ft. above Darjeeling, and to the south of it. The 
college classes are held in the Central Buildings, in which are also situated 
the Science and Geography Laboratories, the Library, the Heading Hoorn,, 
and the Hector’s Office. 


Laboratories 

The school possesses very well-equipped science laboratories fitted with 
gas, water and electric lighting. The time-table for the college boys has beea 
so arranged as to allow them every facility for practical work. ‘ 

Libtrary 

The college students have free access tu the School Library which con- 
tains a fair selection of useful books and an abundant supply of novels, news- 
papers, periodicals and magazines. This Library is also used by the college* 
students as a Heading Hoorn. 


Hostel 

All the students are resident. The college boys live in a dormitory under 
the care of a Professor. The dietary is approved by the Civil Surgeon, and 
managed by a specially appointed steward under the supervision of the Hector. 
English Matrons look after the domestic need of the students. 

Medical attention is free, and when sick, boys go to the School Hospital. 
There, they are attended by a trained nurse under the direct supervision of 
the Civil Surgeon, who is the Medical Officer to the school. 

Extra-cursicular Activities

The Robool is run on the familiar hues of the EogUsh Public Schools* 
Tho competitive spirit is encouraged by dividing the boys into four houses. 

The Debating Society meets regularly every fortnight. Other Societies 
which function regularly are, the History Society, the Geographical Society « 
the Amateur Dramatic Society, the science Society and the Photographic 
Society. Several lectures by eminent persous are arranged by the Beotojr 
every year. 
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The School Chronicle it published annually aud etudeuts are encouraged 
to contribute articles for publication. 

Students give their ..own musical entertainments in the Big Hall from 
time to time. 

The college boys come under the same discipline and organisation as 
the rest of the school. 

Special attention is given to games and to physical exercise. Association 
football* hockey and cricket are played by all boys unless medically uufi^ 
Each boys bas four games a week, superintended by a master. Athletic 
sports are held annually. The School bas a Tennis Club of which all the 
d&llege students are memners. Gymnastics. Swedish drill and boxing are 
taught by a qualified instructor, whilst the whole school docs physical training 
‘every morning under house Captains, superintended by a fully trained master. 
The school possesses its own Cadet Corps. Every college boy is a member of 
this platoon. Boys are examined regularly by the Medical Officer.

Tbe Gokbale Memorial Girls' Bcbool was established in 1920, ss a Special 
High School for girls. The school within a few years of its foundation 
presented candidates for the Cambridge School Cert.ificate Examination. Later 
on candiflates were also prepared annually for tbe Matriculation Examination 
of tbe Calcutta University. Affiliation of tbe Intermediate Arts Class lo the 
■Calcutta University was obtained in the yesr 193^' and the designation was 
changed to ‘ Gckbale Memorial Girls' School and College**. The Intermediate 
Science Class was affiliated to the Calcutta University in the year 1948. 

In 1951, with the help of a capital grant from the Education Directorate, 
tbe College Dept, was expanded, and the strength of the college was increased 
to nearly double of what it used to he in previous years. 8m. S. E. Bani 
Ghosh served and helped in the building up of tbe Institution since 1926.

This iosfcitntioo was first started io 1932 as an exclusively Girls' College 
bj the organisers of Beltala Girls' School Satnity, a body registered under 
Act XXI of 1860, afterwards renamed Beltala Girla* Education So^Mety• in 
consequence of the abolition of the Dioce*«an College, the only Girls* College 
in South Calcatta* with the object of meeting the growing demand of the 
GirU of the middle class Indian families for Collegiate education on sound 
nasfonal lines. Examinations of the Calcutta University showed very good 
resultst the percentage of passing rising up to 83 per cent, and some stfidenis 
occupying even the 2Dda the 5th pos’tions amongst successful female 
students in some years. With the increasing demand for an affiliated day 
College exclusively for Girls in South Calcutta and the growing popularity of 
this institution for its satisfactory results, the authorities applied for and 
obtained affiliation of this College in l.A. with effect from 1939 and in B.A» 
in 1947. Admission is open to girl students of all communities. 

Building 

The college is located in an airy and commodious two storied building, 
It contains six big lecture looms, two of which are fitted up with apparatus 
ani equipments (or teaching practical Botany and Geography. There are 
a large Library ball, Principal's office and clerks* offices, Professors' common 
room. There is also a lawn for games and physical exercise.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In resporse to a demand for providing facilities for higher education 
amongst purdah observing Muslim women, the Education Department of 
Bengal decided to ^ouiid a college exclusively for girls. Accordingly the 
Lady Brabourne CoUe:^e, oa.ndd after tin wife of the then Governor of the 
Province, ,wa« established in July, 1939. The College started in a rented 
house in Park Circus, a locality inhabited mainly by Musli ns Land measur- 
ing l8i bi has was acquired by the Government for the College and Hostel 
premises; and the foundation stone w«»8 laid by Sir John Woodbend, the tnen 
Governor of Bengal, on the 2Cth August, 1939. The construction was 
completed in 1941, and the College moved to its own premises in July, 1941. 

The progress of the Coliege was retarded during the Second World War 
when the Military requisitioned the College and Hostel buildings in 194*3, 
and the College with the Hostel had to move to the premises of the David 
Hare Tiainiug C dlege in Ballygiinge Circular Koad. After some time, the 
normal function of the College was again disturbed by the bombing scare, 
when most of the educational institotions of the city were either closed or 
shifted to s^'^me safer p’ace outside Calcutta. The College, however, continued 
functioning for se veral months through the medium cf correspondence. This 
Correspondence Course was a great success, the credit for which goes 
entirely to Miss Grose, the first per.nanen*j Principal of the College. 

The College returned to its own premises four years later in June, 1946. 
But another iuterrupKon of a more serious nature in the progress of the 
College occurred daring the communal riots in August, 1946. The College 
work had to be ruspended for three months, when the College premi<?e8 were 
utilised as a relief centre and hospital for the unfortunate victims of the riot. 

The College, however, re-opened in Novemb''-r, 1946, and since then, there 
has not been any further interruption in the normal work of the College. 

The College authorities aim at imparting not only College education 
according to the prescribed aylUbiis, but also at the development and perfec- 
tion of the personality of the students. Prominence is given to useful extra- 
curricular activities of various kinds — physical training, and social service. 
Attempts are made to impart an education which will enable the girls to 
acquire an all-rcuod development — iiiteilrctual, moral, spiritual, social and 
physical. The ideals of unselfish service, of unhesitating devotion to duty, 
of discipline and self-control are always kept in view. The most prominent 
feature of the College is its cosmopolitan character. It has always been 
singularly free from commaualisrn. It is the largest cosmopolitan educational 
itfstitution of W. Bengal. 

The college has accepted as its Motto the eternal message of the Rig* Veda : 
“w^Wl**** Be United.*' The College Crest is a bunch of closely knit 
ktuses; The College-Song is the famous Song of unity of JyotiHndranath 
Thaktir ; “ A thousand minds are tied together with the very same knot ; a 
thousand lives are dedicated together to the very same cause.** 

The ideal of the College is the age-old Ideal of India herself : the noblest 
Ideal of Unity ; Fraternity and Equality.

Library 

The college has an extensive, up-to-date Library with nearly 12,000 
vohtinda. During tbe session 1949-50, 1,150 volume ? have been added to the 
Library. There is a Libraiy Committee responsible for the management and 
improvement of the Library. 

Hostels 

At present, there are two Hostels attached to the college with 142 boarders. 
These Hostels are supervised by a Superintendent, two Assistant Super- 
intendents and three. Metrous. There is a Medical Officer who visits the 
boarders twice a week and at any time when necessary. 

Extra-Curricular Activities 

Inspite of heavy syllabus time is found for extra-curricular activities 
organised by the various Clubs. Distinguished men and women are invited 
to deliver lectures on various subjects, and debates and disenssions are held 
among the students and the members of the staff themselves. 

Educational Excursions are always regarded as an essential part of 
education in tbe College and these are arranged for at regular intervals. 

The College union is composed of 10 Clubs or Societies mentioned 
below having each a member of the staff as President, a third year-student 
as Secretary and a first-year student as Assistant Secretary. 

The Literary Sociely arranges for readings, recitations, study-circles, 
discussion 'meetings, etc. 

A Becitation Competition (English, Bengali. Sanskrit, and Urdu) was 
held and cups wer#* awarded to successful students. 

A Social S.^rvice Club w'as established in August. 1948. The aims of 
this Club are very ambitions, being both ethical and utilitarian. 

First Aid Classes are held under the St. John's Ambulance Corps. 
13 students passed the First Aid Examination during 1947-50. 

A Co-operative Store has been started from 1940, with two branches in the 
College Hostel and its Extension. 

The Science, Club arranges populir lectures on scientific subjects by well- 
known scientists. A bi-monthly Bengali Manuscript Magazine, entitled 
“ What We Know ” has been starte-l by science students from January, 
1950 and is proving a great success. 

Voluntary contributions from staff and students are collected under the 
auspices of the Stu lents’ Fund Cluo and given for the benefit of poor and meri- 
torious students of tbe College. 

The Magazine Club supervises the publication of the College Magazine. 
The first issue of the Magazine was brought out m Vaisakha, 1357 (ApriL 
1960), 

The Athletic Club is responsible for arranging games and sports for students 
under the direction of the Physical Instruotress. 

The college has a very extensive garden under the supervision of tbe Garden 
Club. " • 

Games, both indoor and outdoor, have been provided for. The College baa 
won the Inter-Collegiate Champion ship six times in snooession. In 1949*50 
it won the Individual Championship as well. This College was the first to 
win the signal honour of being awarded the Governor’s Cup for winning 
College Championship for three years in succession. It also won the J.W.B. 
Provincial Women's Cbampionabip., 
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The PhyeioellnBtniotreBB* Miee M. D 07 , end two membeiB of the teaching 
Btaffi Misa I. Datta and MIbb N. Sinha had been selected for Military Train* 
ing in Delhi. They BnooeBBfully underwent their training and received the 
tank of Second Lieutenants. When they returned to Calcutta after a period 
cl thre^ months, the National Cadet GirU* Division (the first and only one 
so far in W^ Bengal) was opened, with 76 girls of the College by Major 
Onrbab^n Singh, 0. 0. of the First Battalion, on the 13tb August, 1919 . 
Begular Parades and Lectures are held after College hours. Tiffin is provided 
for the students. Daring the course of year, several Military Officers visited 
the newly founded Unit, and they were all greatly impressed by the work 
done by it. The Unit participated in the^laremonial Parade on the Republic 
Bay and Independence Day.

Short History of its F4itabliihment and Development 

The Women's College was founded in July, 1937, by a band of devoted 
Rcbolara under the guidance of Dr. D. L., De, Principal and Secretary, with 
a view to advancing the cause of higher educatiun among women, particular- 
ly of this province, on healthy and approved lines. The promoters of the 
institution, actuated by a rare zeal for a noble cause but literally unsupported 
by any financial resources, addressed themselves to the task of founding a 
model institution, relying wholly upon their spirit of self-sacrifice and their 
robust optimism. The enthusiasm of the workers in no time succeeded in 
enlisting the support of Mr. J. N. Basu, M.A., B.L., Attomy-at-Law, M.L.A., 
the fifct President of the Governing Body which was constituted shortly after 
the foundation of the College. In the beginning, the response from the 
sliidents was not very encouraging. But the standard of efficiency main- 
tained by the teaching staff soon attracted quite a number of students. It 
was felt quite early that the institution gave every promise of speedy ex- 
pansion. Accordingly, the late lamented Maharaja of Santosh, who was 
nc led for bis z«^al for any noble public cause, was approached tbrcngh Mrs. 
Kumudiui Basu, a member of tht. Governing Body of the College. Most 
graciously did the Maharaja take up the cause of the infant institution and, 
as Presidert, gave the institution, in his characteristic manner, the much- 
needed stimulus. But, unfortunately, his sudden death temporarily blighted 
the prospects of the institution. His successor, Sir U. N. Brahmachary, bad 
a short tenure of office during this period of gloom. At no time in its brief 
career did the institution call for greater self-denial and nobler idealism on 
the part of its guide than at this critical juncture. Dr. D. L. De, with his 
characteristic optimism and untiring zeal, stimulated the drooping spirita 
of the workers and pulled the institution through its acutest financial strain. 
With unflagging energy he carried on the work until at last he succeeded in 
impressing upon Mr. A, T. Ganguli, the most remarkable figure in resist of 
patronage of ieatning in this province in recent years, the vital necessity of 
immediate affiliation of the institution to the University of Calcutta. Mr. 
Ganguli 's timely help and his election as President in saccession to Sir U. N. 
Brabmachari infused new life into the institution and spurred the members 
of the Governing Body to submit an application for affiliation of the College. 

On tho 27th of April, 1940, affiliation up to the B.A. standard was recom- 
mended by the University which was duly sanctioned by the Government of 
Bengal with effect from June, 1940. The Women's College is a tradition by 
Itself, being reared up not by the bounty of millionaires, nor blessed in the 
Sdsociation of hallowed names at its very inception. It has grown out of the 
times, its growth being contiibuted to by its woikers, students, patrons and the 
public alike. 

One of the striking features of the institution is the extreme neatness, 
tidiness and attractive interior of its building. 

Regular Weekly Examinations and Tutorial classes form distinctive 
features of the institution. In addition to these, Terminal, Annual and 
Test Eizaminations are held. Prizes are awarded on the resolts of Annual 
Examinations of the First and Third-year Classes and also on those of Uni- 
versity Examinations. 

The Colld^e has arrangements for legular medical examination of 
students by a qualifie 1 Lady Physician. Reports ot sui^ih examlaations are duly 
sent to the guardians. 
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In order to maincain uDimpair«id the physical and mental efficiency of the 
students, free midday tiffius are provided for them. They are also given free 
medical aid. 

The aims and objects of the Collage are to promote female education ca 
healthy and approved lines consistent with Indian oultare and tradition and 
to help students not only to pass Uuiveriity Examinations but also to develop 
character through discipline so that they may not ouly baoome good wives 
and good mothers but also inspiring examples of Social Service based on 
sacrifice, purity and sweetness of character.

Short History of its EstahHshment and Development 

Swami Vivekananda wanted that kind of edacation by which character 
is formed, strength of mind is inoreased, intellect is developed, and by 
which one can stand on one’s own feet. To actualise this ideal, Swamiji 

desired to revive the old institution of living with the Guru in so far as 

that 83 'Ptem of education fitted in with the existing conditions. The authori- 
ties of the Bamakrishna Mission after duly considering the need and useful- 
ness of such a new type of educational institution, made a definite move 
towards the materialisation of this scheme in March, 1939, when they 
decided to, start a residential college at the Mission Headquarters at Belur. 
It was on the Slst January, 1940 (on the occasion of the birthday anniversary 
of Swami Vivekananda), that the foundation of the proposed college was 

laid on a land acquired for the purpose by the side of the Belur Math 

premises, which with its splendid setting ani rich spiritual association, may 
very well be expected to make this seat of learning an ideal one for nourishing 
a life of self-control and self-development and self-realization. The institu- 
tion was affiliated to the Calcutta University from July, 1941, as an Inter- 
mediate Arts College, residential in character, under the designation of the 
Bamakrishna Mission Vidyamandira and it was formally opened on July 4, 
1941. The college got further affiliation in Science subjects in 1946 up 
to the Intermediate standard of the Calcutta University. 

The Vidyamandira is a double-storied, airy and well-lighted building 
and is provided with well-equipped laboratories. As the college is a residen- 
tial one, the alumni reside in the attached Hostel which is a three-storied 
commodious and Tvell- ventilated building having a spacious common Prayer 
Hall in the third-storey. There is, besides, a separate medical ward with 
beds, a dispensary and a whole-time doctor for the treatment of the students 
who fall sick. 

Building 

The Vidyamandira is located close to the Headquarters of the Bama- 
krishna Mission at Belur amid the picturesque, peaceful and elevating sur- 
roundings of a rural area free from the disturbances of the city life. The 
site is right on the Grand Trunk Bead, 4 miles from Calcutta, and is linked 
up with it by a regular bus service. 

The college is a large double-storeyed commodious building with a big 
hall and scions wings for the libraiy and laboratories. The Vidyamandira 
is equipped with up-to-date laboratories for Practical classes in tne science 
subjects. 

Laboratories 


The laboratories are up-to-date and properly equipped for teaching Science 
subjects. , 

Library 

There is a good Library in the college for the use of the students and 
the teaching staff. They have free access to the Belur Math Library also, 
which contains about 6,000 books. The Common Boom for the students is 
well provided with a good number of current newspapers and periodicals 
(b^h Bngliah and Bengali). 
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Hostels 

The Vidyamandira being a wholly residential college, its Hostels form 
an integral part in the scheme of all-ronnd education imparted by it. The 
Hostel is a three- storeyed, airy and well-lighted structure with up-to-date 
sanitary arrangements and electric light. To provide accommodation for a 
larger number of students, a new house in the neighbourhood has been rented 
for Hostel purposes. They are run on the principles of the ancient Gurukula 
and as such they pay special attention to the training of those aspects of a 
boy’s personality which are largely neglected in the educational institutions 
elsewhere. 

Three resident Superintendents, who are monastic members of the Order, 
are in charge of the Hostels and responsible for their discipline under the 
supemsioQ and guidance of the Principal. 

There is a special Medical Ward and a Dispensary for the \'idyamandira. 
A qualified wholetime Medical officer has been appointed to look after the 
health of Ihe students. The boys get free Mdeical help and medicine in 
ordinary cases from the College Dispensary as also from the Dispensary 
of the Mission which is situated close by. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

In addition to the purely academic education imparted according to the 
r^niversity syllabus, Vidyamandira students are provided with special facilities 
for the harmonious development of their head, hand and heart. For this 
reason the extra-curricular activities of the boys form an important part 
of their training. 

The extra-curricular items of the training given may briefly be classified 
as below : — 

(а) Intellectual. — There are a Debating Society and a Literary Society 
in which the students and Professors take an active part. The college 
magazine is published in co-operation with the boys. Boys are also given 
opportunities to organize social functions and develop their aesthetic faculties. 
Excursions to places of educational interest and educational exhibitions are 
arranged occasionally. Classes on First Aid are regularly held. An essay 
competition on the Genius of Bengal is arranged every three months and 
prizes are awarded to best students. Educational films are shown in the 
college from time to time. 

(б) Physical , — There are arrangements for football, volleyball, basket- 
ball, cricket, hockey, badminton and other kindred games. In addition to 
these, the boys play indoor games and take drill and physical exercises 
daily under the supervision of a trained physical instructor. Regular annual 
sports are held in which the boys compete and the successful competitbra 
receive prizes and trophies. 

(c) Spiritual and other activities . — The boys have to join in prayer every 
morning and evening in the Hostel Prayer Hall. Regular religious classes 
are held for them both in the College and in the Hostel. The boys organize 
various kinds of socio-religious functions and festivities in the Hostel ; they 
take part in the periodical religious celebrations of the Belur Math and 
also in the humanitarian activities of the Ramakrishna Mission. 

The students are taught to be self-reliant, active and practical and are 
encouraged to develop a sense oftsocial obligation and responsibility. They 
clean their rooms, look after the shrine, work in the garden, attend to their 
sick brothers and help themselves in many ways. They are made to feel that 
the Hostel is their home.

First Affiliatiom, 1941 

Short History of its Estahlishmerst and Development 

The college was established in 1941) in order to perpetuate the memory 
of the late illustrious Maharaja Sir Manindrachandra Nandy, one of 
the noblest sons of India, who is noted for his unostentatious and muni- 
ficent charities specially towards educational uplift of the country. It is 
located in the very building in which Maharaja Manindrachandra was 
bom and spent his early boyhood. His worthy son Maharaja Srischandra 
Nandy has made over this building to the Governing Body which has made 
in it extensive additions and alterations in order to make it suitable for 
college purposes. A new one'Storied building with foundation for three 
stories is now under construction on the plot of land at the back of the 
main building. 

Since its inception the college has made rapid progress. It received 
affiliation in I. A. and B.A. (including Honours in English) standards from 
July, 1941. Evening classes teaching I. A. standard were opened in 1943. 
In 1945, it received affiliation to B.Com. standard and I. Sic. classes teaching 
Physics, Chemistry and Biology were opened in 1946. The college received 
I. Sc. affiliation in Botany and in B.A. honours in Economics and Bengali 
in 1948. Affiliation for teaching Pali up to B,A. standard was obtained 
in 1951. Higher education for girls has always been the special care of 
the college. Co-education, w’hich has been advocated by the Indian Uni- 
versity Commission was introduced as far back as 1943. To meet the 
wishes of those guardians who do not favour co-education a special depart- 
ment for girl students only, has been opened in the morning. The 
morning department which teaches up to the B.A. standard, is in charge 
of a lady Professor and several lady Professors have been appointed. 
Beginning with about 100 students in 1941 the college has now over 1,100 
students on the Eolls including about 150 girl students. 

Building 

The college, as already stated bolore, is housed in a building of. its 
own on Eamkanto Bose Street, Sbambazar, on an area of one and a half- 
bigha of land. It occupies an excellent position being very near Sham- 
bazar crossing, which is the centre of all tram and bus routes in North 
Calcutta. The neighbourhood is healthy. The class rooms are large, 
W'ell-ventilated and f.tted with electric lights and fans. A new block has 
recently been constructed. 


Laboratories 

The Laboratories in Science subjects have been properly equipped. 

Library 

The college possesses a well-equipped library. With a view to 
encouraging the students to use the Library, free-cards are issned to all 
students, on the production of which they are allowed to take out books 
for reading in the Beading Boom in their leisure hours. Not more than 
one volume is issued at a time. Arrangements for issue of books to 
for hoQie reading also enlist for the beoefit of the stadente. 
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There is a spacious Common Boom, and a large number of English 
and Bengali magazines, periodicals and newspapers is supplied to the 
Common Boom. 


Hostel 

A proposal for a hostel for mofussil students is under consideration. 
Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a College Literary Society under the charge of a Professor 
of the college (i) to hold debates on general topics, (it) to hold discussions 
on literary subjects and (tit) to invite distinguished persons and experts to 
deliver addf esses on different subjects. Meetings are held regularly and « 
students are encouraged to practise public speaking both in English and 
Bengali. Extension Lectures by distinguished men are frequently arranged. 

Besides, there is a ^locial Committee under the direct supervision of 
the Principal to arrange for social gatherings and dramatic performances 
by the students. Every opportunity is provided for enabling the students 
to develop their personality and to attain all-round progress. 

The college has a Magazine called The Maharaja Manindrachandra 
College Magazine.” There is a Magazine Committee with two Editors 
from the staff under the guidance of the Principal. 

There is a Committee for the Sports Section of the college under the 
charge of a Professor oi the college to encourage students to take part in 
sports like Foot-ball, Volley-ball and other games. 

The college provides a platoon to the National Cadet Corps.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Asan^ol College which is at present a first grade one, was started in 
July, 1944, with the avowed object of bringing higher education within the 
easy reach of the poor and middle class people of the locality. The college 
embarked on its useful career as a second grade one with affiliation in 
English, Bengali (Vernacular), Hindi (Vernacular), Sanskrit, Logic, Histoiy, 
Mathematics, Chemistry, Commercial Geography, and Commercial Arith- 
metic and Book-keeping. Having regard to the fact that Asansol is one 
of the biggest industrial centres in West Bengal, the need for the expansion 
and development of the college on the scientific side was keenly felt, and 
in the fitness of things, the affiliation of the college up to the I.Sc. standard 
was sought and obtained in 1945.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Malda College was established in the year 1944 to fulfil the needs of 
liberal education in the district. The partition of Bengal, which brought 
in its wake the partition of the district, resulted in further increase in its 
importance as students began to pour in from Bajshahi, Bogra, Pabna 
and other colleges in the border districts because they severed connections from 
the Calcutta University. The College was next a^iliated for B.A. teaching 
in 1947 and in the year following affiliation in Intermediate Science was 
obtained. The College has also been affiliated in English Honours from 
1950. 


Buildinq 

The College was at first housed in a commodious luiilding with a 
beautiful garden and lawns around it in the heart of fhe town. But the 
interim arrangement is now going to be over with the construction of its 
own building at the crossing of the High Way and the Ba’mahal Boad 
upon an extensive plot of land measuring about 52 highas.

First Affiliation, 1946 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Muralidhar Girls’ College has passed ten years of its useful existence. 
The College when it w^as opened on the 8th of July, 1940 as an annexe 
to the Ballygungc Girls* High School founded by late Muralidhar Banerji, 
M.A. was a modest venture. Unfortunately, he did not survive 
to see the fuldlment of his dream. The Managing Committee 
of the School at the time and some resident Professors of the 
locality took the cue from him and introduced two junior college 
classes to the Scliool with the permission of the Inspectress of 
Schools, on the stipulation thaf the accounts of the School and these classes 
should be kept strictly separate and that, on no account the funds of the 
School should be diverted for the maintenance of these classes. The 
Professors volunteered to render honorary services to the college classes 
(some with a token honorarium and a fexv without any emolument what- 
soever) and the local public came forward with subscriptions to meet the 
essential expenses, rather small at that initial stage, for contingencies, 
clerical and lower subordinate staff and for payment of the honoraria. This 
made abundantly clear the keen interest of the residents in the opening 
of the classes for which there was a genuine demand. The classes were 
held in the School premises in the morning. No affiliation to the Calcutta 
University was sought at that experimental stage. Admissions in the first 
two years raised high hopes and two senior classes, the third and fourth 
years, were added to the two junior classes on the same plan in the second 
year. All hopes, however, were shattered at the end of the second year by 
the Japanese bomb-scare which depleted the college of all but half a dozen 
pupils, and the college had a precarious existence for the next three years. 
Principal N. Sastri who was authorised to carry on as long as he could 
with practically no finance and with depleted roll strength held on tena- 
ciously and with the help of a couple of volunteer educationists (all other 
lecturers having left the station) attended to the proper coaching of the 
few pupils that were left and was amply rewarded by their satisfactory 
results at the Examinations. In 1944, there was a wide awakening amongst 
the local public to save the college from extinction, and many persons 
came forward actively to rehabilitate the Institution. 

Donations were collected chiefly (o create a reserve fund of Rs. 11,000 
for the college and to meet deficits of maintenance at the initial stage. 
The target of Rs. 11,000 for the reserve fund was reached. But the 
University Inspector of Colleges wanted to have a reserve fund of Bs. 15,000 
as the minimum. This was arranged for and in 1945 the college was affi- 
liated to the Calcutta University to the I. A. Standard.

building for the college and day classes were opened instead of the morning 
classes. 

In 1946, 8j. Sobhamay Banerji, son of the founder of the Sdliool, 
donated Bs. 10,000 to the combined Institution which was named after his 
f^her the late Professor Muralidhar Banerji. The loan of Be. 4,000 pre- 
vioilsW raised was repaid and the balance of Bs. 6,000 was distributed 
between the ^hool and the college sections.

Building 

The college is housed in the School Buildii^ with necessary additions 
to suit its requirements as outlined above. The authorities propose to 
have a separate building for the college as early as possible. 

Laboratory 

There is a Botanical Laboratory which is well provided with appliances , 
specimens and charts. 

Library 

The college has a good library to which additions are being made. 

Hostel 

There is no arrangement for residence of students. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a Students’ Union with the Principal as Ex-officio President. 
Under it, there is a debating society which holds at least two debates in 
a year. There is again a literary society with a Secretary, who is also the 
Editor of the college magazine, which is published once every year with 
contribution of articles and poems mostly from students. Social functions 
are held, e.g., the Freshers’ social, the autumn social and the wihter social. 
Birthday celebrations of great Litterateurs, e.g., of Babindranath Tagore, 
of Saratchandra Chatterji and others are held from time to time. Lectures 
of reputed educationists or literary men or women, or other specialist are 
arranged. Educative films, are shown to the students every year by the 
British Information Service. Shakespearian and other classical dramas are 
sometimes shown by other private parties with projectors in the college 
hall at a small cost from the Students’ Fund supplemented by sale of tickets 
of very moderate value. Musical entertainments are provided from time to 
time by the Bengal Music college with the seasonal songs of Babindranath. 
There is a sports section but owing to the want of a spacious field, only 
Badminton is played within the college. Indoor games are supplied to the 
students. An annual sport is held every year and prizes are given away. 
L.xcursions to the Botanical gardens are arranged for the Botany students 
every year under the leadership of the Professor of Botany, and to the 
different sections of the Indian Museum under the guidance of the Professors 
of Commercial Geography, History and Sanskrit. Short tours to farms, 
industrial concerns and to nearby places of educational interest are some- 
times undertaken.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

liamananda College was established in 1945 to commemorate the sacred 
memory of the great well-known journalist and litterateur Late Bamananda 
Chatterjee. 

The college owes its foundation to several public-spirited gentlemen 
who came forward with liberal donations. Sari B. N. Chakrabarty, a mer- 
chant of the locality took the initiative and made a gift of Bs. 26,000 for 
starting the college. The celebrated Eolay family of Bishnupur promised 
full contribution for the construction and installation of the Science Seotioii « 
of the college and contributed Bs. 85,000. Sri A. E. Bhattacharyya, Engi- 
neer, a scion of Bishnupur Bhattacharyya family, promised to donate 
Kb. 20,000 out of which Bs. 10,000 has been paid. Many other contributions 
from other people were received. The Government of West Bengal have 
sanctioned Bs. 80,000 for the construction of the buildings, out of which 
Ks. 69,564 has been received. 

In the hrst year of its existence Sri B. N. Ghakrabarty lent his resi- 
dential quarters and the I.A. classes were started in 1945. In 1946, I.S6,. 
and B.A. classes were opened and the college shifted to its new buildinn 
under construction. The organisers of the college also intend to start I.&. 
in Agriculture in the near future. 

Buildings 

The college has now got its artistically designed massive building on 
an extensive plot of 80 bighas in area. The site of the college is really 
beautiful. Being situated on the Western bank of a very big lake, 
Lalbandh and surrounded by exquisitely beautiful natural scenery of forestSt 
ramparts and ancient ruins of the Malla Bajas of Bishnupur, it presents 
a picturesque site which is perhaps rare in the whole of West Bengal. 

Lahoratoriea 

The Science Laboratories have been accommodated in a well-lighted 
and well-ventilated wing of the collge building. 

Library 

The Library has a good collection of books and the Beading Boom is 
provided with many journals and newspapers. 

Hostel 

There is a big Hostel building attached to the college with accom- 
modation for 100 students. It is unjer the supervision of a resident Warden 
and a visiting Superintendent. There are arrangements for the Physical 
Exercise of the boarders and also for indoor and outdoor games. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

Particular care is taken to build np the character of the students, to 
inspire them with a love for religion and morality and to make them fit 
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for the battle of life. An organissation known as ** Bamananda College 
Information Bureau for Current Affairs ’* has been started and it has been 
placed in charge of a J^ofessor. Under its auspices popular lectures haye 
been delivered to the students on different current topics, thereby stimulat" 
ins the students' interest in the current affairs of the world. It supplies 
information to the students regarding various services under the state and 
Central Governments and admission to professional courses. 

There is a Debating Society in charge of a Professor and debates are 
held at re^lar intervals on current topics. 

Annually a social gathering is held under the auspices of the College 
Union. Dramatic performances, musical demonstrations, recitals, cari- 
catures and variety entertainment programmes are the features of the social 
gathering. 

On significant occasions, such as 15th August, 26th January, etc., the 
students in co-operation with the Professors apply themselves to social wel- 
fare work, planting of trees in the college compound during Bonmohotsav 
and similar other works. On emergent occasions students form Volunteer 
squads to organize voluntary social service to the distressed, such as, the 
refugees coining from East Bengal and others. 

There is a College Magazine. One annual number is published, con- 
taining articles of all types — poems, critical essays, short stories, economic, 
political and scientific treatises in addition to editorials and news regarding 
different departments of the college. Besides a student editor and an 
editorial board a Professor is in charge of the magazine. 

The college has a Common Boom for students with arrangements for 
indoor games, such as, Carom, Bagatelle, etc. 

The total number of the students of the college have been divided into 
several groups, each under a Professor who takes keen interest in the 
moral, intellectual and physical improvement of the students allotted to 
his group. He watches their conduct both inside and outside of the classes. 

A Professor is in charge of the sports department of the college. He 
organises various games among the students. The college has a complete 
football team, volley team, cricket team and badminton team. Begular 
practice games are conducted on the college ground and plenty of oppor- 
tunities are given for participation in tournaments. Facilities are offered 
to the students for physical exercise in a well-equipped local gymnasium 
which is in charge of a Professor. Annual sports competition open to all 
students of the college are also held and prizes awarded.

Short History oj its Establishment and Development 

The college owes its foundation to the piety, public-spirit and muni- 
ficence of the members of Jaipur ia family of Calcutta, who, after the death 
of Late Seth Anandram Jaipuria, a leading industrialist of his time, decided 
to establish a first grade well-equipped college as a suitable memorial to 
their public-spirited and religious minded ancestor. For the venue of the 
college, they were advised to choose the populous northern part of Calcutta 
as being comparatively backward from the point of view of facilities for 
higher education. An extensive plot of land in quiet, pleasant surround- 
ings near' the crossing of Central Avenue and Grey Street was selected for 
the site of the institution and the college w'as set up in June, 1945 at a cost 
of nearly five lacs of rupees. The formal opening ceremony w'as performed 
in December, 1946 by the present Prime Minister of India, Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru. The expenses of running the college are borne by the Jaipuria 
family. 

The institution is open to students of all communities, irrespective of 
caste and creed. It is affiliated to the Calcutta University for imparting 
instruction in I.A., B.A. (Puss and Honours), and B.Com. courses. The 
number of students is limited. The aim is to provide a sound cultural 
and commercial education in an atmosphere of trust, understanding and 
sympathy, based on close personal association of teachers and students and 
attention to the students’ individual needs. 

It has been decided to expand the scope of service of the college by 
opening Science classes in Physics, Chemistry and Biolog}^ from July, 1952. 
Application has been already made to the University for extension of affilia- 
tion in Science courses. 


Buildings 

The college is housed in commodious buildings on a big plot of land 
with beautiful, well-laid-out lawns, iiower gardens and courtyards within 
the compound. The central bloc consists of a magnificent hall which pro- 
vides excellent opportunities for literary and social gatherings, extension 
lectures, debates, dramatic performances and other extra-curricular activities 
of students. 


Library 

The college possesses a fine, well- stocked library. 

Hostel 

There is no arrangement at present for the residence of students. 
Extra-curricular Activities 

A good number of students join the N.C.C. every year. Cadets from 
the college belong to the 1st Bengal Batalion of the N.C.C. 

There are arrangements for games and physical cultiH'e uuder the 
direction of a professor in charge and trained physical Instructor. Provision 
Baa been made for volley ba^l, badminton, table- tennis, boxing and gym- 
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nasties within the college compound. In the gymnasium instruction in 
callisthenics is given by a trained physical culturist. 

The corporate life of the students centres round the College Union 
and its various sections. All students of the college are members of the 
Union. The Union seeks to develop a sense of corporate life among its 
members and to train them for their duties and responsibilities as future 
members of a free, democratic society. It arranges social and literary 
functions, athletic activities and sports-meets, dramatic functions, college 
festivities, etc., and organises social service work. Debating Society, sports 
and games society, dramatic society — each of these is conducted by the 
students under' irie giiiaancc of a Professor. 

A college magazine is published every year. It has three sections 
(English, Bengali and Hindi) and is conducted by students under the 
guidance of a Professor.

First Affiliation, 1946 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

At a public meeting held on the 7th January, 1946 under the presidency 
of the then District Magistrate Mr. B. G. Rao, I.C.S. it was unanimously 
resolved that a Girls' College be established at Berhampore and subscription 
be raised for the purpose. In that very nieeting was announced the hand- 
some donation of Rs. 60,000 from Sri Surendra Narayan Sinha. Other 
donors followed suit and by the time the college was opened in July, 
1946, the donation mounted to over a lakh and a half which subsequently 
rose to a lakh and eighty thousand. Out of this amount one lakh of rupees 
was set apart as a Trust Fund to form the reserve fund. 

The college was housed in a building of Baja Kamalaranjan Ray which 
was made ready for the use of the college from the college funds. The 
efforts of Mr. B. G. Bao and his worthy consort Mrs. Amiya Rao, M.A. 
(Cal. and Oxon.) and Dip. -in Fid. (Oxon.*) resulted in placing the college 
on an equal footing with the old established institutions in less than a 
year’s time. 

Tho University of Calcutta granted affiliation to the college up to 
I. A. standard in 1916. It was then affiliated up to the B.A. Standard. 
Affiliation of I. Sc. classes was received in 1951 and affiliation in Honours 
in History, Philosophy, Sanskrit and Bengali was also received. 

The college was opened with only 30 students but the present numerical 
strength is 128. The college has purchased its own building at a cost of 
lls. 1,25,000 including a building grant of Rs. 60,000 sanctioned by Govern- 
ment. A separate Government grant^ has also been received for the 
construction of a college building on a separate plot of land by taking 
settlement from the Elias Mahal. The college has been declared as a 
sponsored college and is getting grants from Government regularly. 

Building 

The college is located in a nice and well equipped building in the centre 
of the town, with open lawn in the east and the river Bhagirathi in the west. 
A new building is under construction and the college will be shifted as 
soon as the construction is completed. The new building will also be a 
big and commodious one and it is being erected according to the plan approved 
by Government and under close supervision of the Executive Engineer, 
Works and Building. Necessary sanitary arrangements have been made 
and the building is being constructed in a spacious open field. 

Laboratories 

The Science Laboratories have been properly equipped. 

Library 

The Library is well stocked and is being properly used by the students. 

Hostel 

The ho^el is housed in a two-storeyed building attached to the college 
building and has well-lighted and airy" rooms. It has got the advantage 
of tap and tubewell water, adjoining playground, fiower garden, pueca 
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drain with nice sanitary arrangements. It is under' direct supervision of 
the Lady Principal assisted by a Matron and a Professor in charge. It 
is situated within the Cantonment ward of the Municipality.

SUhort Histofy of its Establishment and Development 

The absence of a college in the Tamliik SKib-Division had long beep 
keenly felt. Most of the Matriculates of the Sub-Division bad to give up 
higher studies due to prohibitive exist of education in the metropolis and 
other urban seats of learning. To ubviate these difficulties and also in 
order to guard the unsophisticated mufussil boys against the baneful influ- 
ence of big cities, the proprietors of the Mahishadal Baj Estate, who have 
been the pioneers of English Education in this part of West Bengal, decided 
to start a college at Mahishadal. A Committee was formed with Kumar 
Deba Prasad Garga Bahadur as its President to take the necessary steps. 
In 1946 the Committee applied to the Calcutta University for affiliation up 
to the I.A. standard. Affiliation being granted, the. college was started 
in 1946 and the classes were at first held in the Mahishad^al Baj H. E. 
School. His Excellency Sir Frederick .Tohn Burrows, Governor of Bengal, 
laid the foundation stone of the Mahishadal Baj College building and the 
magnificent building was erected at an expenditure of Bs. 1.40,000 by the 
Mahishadal Baj. It was opened by His Excellency Dr. K. N. Katju, 
Governor of West Bengal on January 3, 1949. The college was granted 
extension of affiliation in Commercial subjects to the T.A. standard in 1948. 
It also obtained affiliation to the B.A. standard in the same year. 

The Proprietors of the Mahishadal Baj Estate made a donation of 
Ks. 25,000 in 1946 when the college was first started. They, are maintain- 
ing the college in a high standard of efficiency and are ungrudgingly 
bearing all deficita. 

Special stress is given to foster a spirit of discipline among the students 
who are required to conform to the rules and discipline of the college. 
Mahishadal Baj College expects every student to become a perfect gentle- 
man in manners and conduct. 

The college has been trying to radiate the light of knowledge among 
a rural people who had for a long time remained steeped in darkness and 
ignorance. To help this noble cause the Proprietors o" the Mahishadal 
Baj Estate have been making large grants to this Institution from the 
very beginning. Recently the Education Directorate of the Government of 
West Bengal have extended their helping hand to the college by sanctioning 
maintenance grants for it.

The college is housed in a magnificent building erected by the 
Mahishadal Baj.

The college has a well-equipped Librajy and Students* Common Boom. 
Extra-curricular Activities 

At Mahishadal there is a Literary Chib named Babindra Sansad.** 
Members and workers of this cultural society are mostly studeifts and ex- 
etudents and also teadiers of the educational institutions of the place. The 
eltSib arranges meetings in which the Professors and students of the college 
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read Essays, Poems, etc., composed by them; this is followed by discnssions* 
Occasionally recitation, songs and other entertainments are arranged by 
students of the college on the eve of the long racations. Sometimes 
dramas and playlets written by renowned dramatists are staged under the 
auspices of the Mahishada] Raj College Students' Union. In times of epi- 
demic stud^ts take part in humanitarian activities in collaboration with 
the sanitary staff of the District Board. 

Excursions to places of historical and industrial importance are also 
arranged under the leadership of a Professor of the college.

One Baja Sati Prasad Scholarship of the value of Bs. 72 per annum is 
awarded to the first boy of Mahishadal Raj School who passes the Matri- 
culation Examination in the First Division and prosecutes his I.A, studies 
in this college. 

One Rani Nalinibala Scholarship of the value of Bs. 48 per annum is 
awarded to the Second boy who passes the Matriculation Examination in 
the First Division and prosecutes his I.A. studies in this college. 

One Kumar Gopal Prasad Scholarship of the value of Bs. 36 per annum 
is awarded to the Third boy who passes the Matriculation Examination in 
the First Division and prosecutes his I.A studies in this college. 

The above scholarships are tenable for 2 years. Liberal concessions in 
tuition fees are also granted by fhe Governing Body to the poor, deserving 
and meritorious students, for which applications must be made to the 
Principal after admission. 

Rcholarships and concessions arc tenable, subject to good conduct and 
satisfactory results in the class examinations and may be suspended at the 
discretion of the Governing Body.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This institution was started in 1946, by late Panchanan Ghongdar 
with a magnificent donation of rupees one lakh at Amta, the centre of the 
District of Howrah, in co-operation with some other distinguished gentle- 
men of the district, with the object of meeting local demand and rendering 
useful services by bringing higher education within the easy reach of 
the rural people who have hardly any means to afford collegiate education 
to their sons in costly towns. The college has been named after his late- 
lamented father Ram Saday Ghongdar. 

He made a free gift of the whole college compound with three buildings 
and a tank. Recently a two-storied Science Block has -been constructed at 
a cost of over Rs. 1,04,500 under the Dispersal Scheme. The founder had 
to pay before hand nearly one-third of the total cost of the Science Block, 
The laboratories have been removed to the new Science Block. For the 
purpose of the college hostel he also made a gift of a plot of land measuring 
about six bighas having three pucca buildings with tiled roof and a tube- well. 

The college secured affiliations to the T.Sc. and B.A. standards from the- 
commencement of the session 1949-60 and the Roll strength is steadily 
increasing every year. 


Buildings 

There are four buildings within the college compound including the* 
recently constituted Science Block. It is a decent two-storied structure on‘ 
the edge of a vast and extensive paddy field that merges with the distant 
horizon.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Gharacbandra Gollege was established on the 1st Ootober, 1947 after 
the name of' the lac<» lamented Odsakarmi Dr. Ghara^handra Chatterjee by 
the members of his family with a generous donacion of fls. 70,0009 the most 
enthusiastic among them being Sri Devaprasad Chatterjee. the Secretary^ 
and Sri Eumudchandra Chatterjee, the treasurer of the Gollege. Amongst 
other organisers of the College were Professor H. D. Bhattacharyya, Dr. S. 
N. Ray of Dacca University and Professor B. C. Sdukherjee of Jagannath 
Gollege, Dacca. The College aims at the physics 1, moral, social and cultural 
development of the students. It is also a centre for the diffusion of knowledge* 
and culture in South Calcutta. Since its inception the College has been 
allowing co-education and since July, 1951 a separate morniog section 
has been opened exclusively for girls. It provides instruction in Arts,. 
Science and Commerce. The I. A. course was opened in 1947, and the 
number of students on the rolls was only 6S. Mext year the B.A. classes 
with Honours in English and Bengali were opened, and in July, 1951 the 
Gollege was affiliated in Economics Honours. In 1948 the Gollege * was- 
affiliated in I.Sc. with Chemistry, Physics, Mathematics and Biology, and 
in B.Com. with Advanced Accountancy and Auditing and Banking and 
Currency as optional subjects. 

The College is located in an area in South Calcutta where educated 
and cultured people reside. Its roll strength was 997 on 1st of January, 
1952. 

The general control and admiuislration of the College in all its dapartments 
— Morning, Day and Evening, is vested in a governing body called the 
**Co1Iege Council'* consisting of 12 members.

The college has grown out of Bhabani Balika Vidyalaya — a Secondary 
School for girls at Amritalal Mukerjee Lane, Shibpur, Howrah. Inter- 
, mediate classes were opened in the. school premises in 1947-48, with the- 
approval of the University, and the classes were held in. the morning. The 
Managing Committee of the school formed the Governing !^dy of the 
college but the funds of the school and the college were kept and administered 
separately. In 1949-50 the college secured affiliation up to the B.A. standard. 
In 1961, the college was removed to the premises formerly occupied by St. 
Thomas' School, Howrah, at 5/3, Mahatma Gandhi Bead. It is the only 
college for girls in Howrah with an average roll strength of 125.

atioTt History of its Establishment and Development 

The Gobardanga Hindu College was founded in 1947 in the wake of 
the partition bf Bengal. It has already made rapid strides in the direction 
of progress. It has been raised to a first grade college and is affiliated to 
the Calcutta University up to I. A., I. Sc. and B.A. standards. The college 
has for its ideal the imparting of higher education in Arts, Science and 
Commerce according to the higlest standard of education — a system in which 
the teachers and the taught arc brought together in close affinity; it aims 
at an all-round training so as to make the students worthy citizens of 
independent India. 

The site selected is a rural place away from the din and bustle of 
urban locality, yet wuthin easy reach of the metropolis. The location is 
near the railway station at Gobardanga, 94‘Parganas, on the Calcutta- 
Bongaon line, at a distance of 36 miles from Calcutta. Generally speaking, 
the place is healthy and steps are being taken to make it healtticr still. 

Buildings 

Two commodious buildings have been constructed on an extensive plot 
of land. The Arts block is sufficiently spacious to accommodate small and 
big classes according to the comfort and convenience of the students. 

The science block consists, among others, of spacious and well-equipped 
laboratories for holding practical classes in Physics, Chemistry and Biology 
and of a big lecture-theatre. 


LahoraVories 

The fittings and equipments of the laboratories are of the most modern 
and up-to-date standard. A Gas plant and a generating set have already 
been installed for facilitating the supply of gas and water to the laboratories. 

Library 

A library with 1240 volumes under the supervision of a Professor-in 
Charge is an additional attraction to tbe students. 

Hostel 

A big and commodious hostel building has been constructed within 
the college compound. Tlie hostel, with modern amenities, provides com- 
fortable accommodation to the boarders. 

There are two highly qualified and experienced Medical Officers and they 
take particular care of the students. 

Extra-currifular Activities 

Quite apart from the purely academic aspect of education, students of 
the college are provided with supplementary training which would make 
up for the want of elements necessary for the building up of character and 
shaping of conduct peculiar to the genius of the people. 

There is a ** Students Union *’ which orgai^es and conducts the differ- 
ent extra-curricular activities. There are debating and literary societies in

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which the students and teachers take lively interests. The college magazine 
which is regularly published is a feature of special importance. Social 
functions are also organised by the students from time to time under the 
management of the Students* Union and excursions to places^ of interest 
arranged for.

Badminton and other kindred games. Arrangements for indoor games 
have been made in the Stiidents* Common Boom which is also supplied with 
important journals and dailies.

llie Maharaja Bir Bikram Collage has been a part of a f?oroprehensivd 
scheme adopted long ago by His Late Highness Maharaja Bir Bikram 
Kishorc Manikya Bahadur, K.O.S.I. of Tripura. The scheme was known 
as the “ Vidyapattan Scheme *’ consisting of one First Grade College, a 
Medical College, a College of Music and Fine Arts, an Agricultural and 
a Technical Institute, etc. But World War II and the unfortunate death 
of the illustrious Maharaja soon after the end of the w^ar delayed the work- 
ing up of the scheme. Her Highness the Maharani Regent however made 
no delay in giving a material shape to His Late Highness's long-cherished 
dewre and the present institution, named as “Mahaiaja Bir Bikram College*’ 
in memory of its founder, wa.s started in 194i7 as a Government Institution 
maintained and financed by the then Government of Tripura. It is now 
a Government of India College.

Short History of its Estahlishment and Development 

Rishi Banldm Chandra College is, in its own humble way, a memento 
to the illustrious memory of the Late Bankim Chandra Chattcrjee of Bande 
Mataram fame. It was started by some energetic and influential people 
of the locality in the year 1947 just alter the partition of Bengal with 22 
students only on Rolls in the Ist-year I. A. class. As it lad no land or 
house of its own, classes used to be held in the building of the local 
Mahendra H. E. School for full <jne academic session. In August, 1948, 
the college came to its own house on its own loasediold land measuring 
more . than 3 bighas in area. The plot was subsequently purchased and 
it is now with all its belongings a college property. It is to be noted that 
originally this land was in the possession of Baiikimchandra who used it 
as his garden. In addition to the structure already existing a new building 
with a floor space of 3794 sq. ft., was constructed in 1951 with the help of 
Funds placed at the disposal of the college by Government under the 
Dispersal Scheme wherein the Science Classes with Laboratories are 
accommodated. Since August, 1948, classes are Ixdng held both in day 
and night shifts. Night shift is meant for B.Com., and I. A. (Com,) 
classes only while during the day T.A. and I. Pc. classes arc held. Co- 
education is allowed only in the day shift. 

Geographically considered, the college is situated at a very suitable 
place, only three minutes’ walk from the Naihati Station. The majority 
of the students including a large number of refugees, both boys and girls » 
come all the way by train from neighbouring stations. The present Roll 
strength is 458. 

Building 

The Qollege has a fairly big building with a spacious Hall. A new 
building is nearing completion. 


Laboratories 

The two laboratories for Physics and Chemistry are housed in the 
college building and are properly equipped. 

Library 

The library is good and is well stocked. 

Hostel 

There is no hostel attached to the college. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a Students’ Union and within the Union, there are 6 sub-

.The Women’s Christian College was started in July, 1945 with a small 
number of students in the Ist-ycar I.A. Class. Gradually 2nd, 3rd and 
4th-year classes were added and the number of students went up to 200. 
All the Arts subjects arc taught except Mathematics — with Honours in 
Bengali. Efforts are being made to seek extension of affiliation in other 
Honours subjects also. 

This college is open to students of all communities without distinction 
of caste or creed. 

The discipline and tone of the college has always been very good. Its 
financial position is sound. The members of the staff enjoy the benefit of 
Provident Fund and Dearness Allowance and have been put in a graded 
scale of pay.

The distinctive feature of the college is to have a very limited Roll 
Number so that the staff and students may coma in close contact with each 
other and have a high moral standard in life, through education in all its 
bearings.

fJhort History of its Estahlishwient and Development 

Bangaon Dinabandhu Mahavidyalaya was established in January, 1948i 
in the wake of the Partition of the Province and Independence of India, to 
meet an urgent demand for higher education of refugee students, who 
migrated in large numbers from East Bengal to this border town. This 
to also in consonance of the Policy of the Government to disperse conges- 
tion of students from Calcutta to MufFueil colleges that local public helped 
on the development of the institution as generously as they could. The 
college was fortunate to receive from a single gentleman, Sri Sudhin 
Chatterjee a sum of Rs. 10,000 as donation. 

The college received sanction of a sum of Rs, 61,000 as grant and 
Rs. 37,600 as loan towards the cost of a building for expansion of the Science 
block from the Government of West Bengal and also a sum of Rs. 25,000 
as grant and Rs-. 7,000 as loan towards the cost of furnitures and Labora- 
tory equipments. It has drawn the major portion of the grant as advance 
and the entire amount sanctioned as loan. 


Building 

The college secured a free gift of ‘23 bighas of good high land^ on the 
bank of the river Ichamati from Md. Haresuddin, Md, Abul Hossain, Md. 
Totfazzal Hossain and Md. Kathu Mallick, on which a big two-storied 
building has been erected. 


Laboratories 

The Tiaboratories are richly-equipped and facilities for proper and 
efficient training in Science have been made available under the guidance 
of experienced Professors. 


Library 

There is an excellent Library with about 1,000 books on various sub- 
jects and on general interest. The students get every scope for using the 
Library regularly.

The college has no Hostel building of its own but the authorities are 
trying to build a permanent hostel for the students at the earliest available 
opportunity.

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BASIRHAT COLLEGE 
(Basirhat, 24*ParganaB, West Bengal) 

First Arpiliatzon. 1947 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Basirhat is a Municipal town and it is the head quarters of the Basirhat 
Sub-division. It is situated 36 miles to the east of Calcutta, accessible 
therefrom by bus and train. There are two High English Schools for bovs 
and one for girls in the town proper, besides two others within the 
Municipal limit. There are 40 High English Schools in the Sub-division. 
Considerable number of Matriculates turn out every year from these Schools, 
who fail to gain admission into the Calcutta Colleges. With a view to 
giving relief to these students and to bring higher education within their 
easy reach it was decided at a public meeting held under the auspices of 
Basirhat Sammilani in April, 1945 to start a college at Basirhat. 
Different organisation Committees were formed in Calcutta and at Basirhat 
to raise subscriptions for the college fund, and a considerable amount was 
raised but the funds raised fell short of the minimum then required by 
the University for affiliation. .Subsequently on account of the partition of 
Bengal circumstances changed and there was a great influx of students 
from East Bengal in 1947. The Organisation Committee then made a fresh 
attempt for raising funds and getting affiliation. The collore was form'*!!"’ 
0 }ienc(l on the 16th November, 1947, by Sri R. K. Mitra, I.C.S., the then 
District Magistrate, 24-Parganas, at the Basirhat H. E. School. 
Afterwards the college began to function in morning shift at the Basirhat 
H. E. School with a band of distinguished Professors. The difficulty of 
holding morning classes was gradually felt and with the kind permission 
of the Municipal authorities the college was shifted to the Town Hall in 
January, 1948, when formal affiliation was obtained with permission to 
present candidates fur the I.A. Examination in 1949.

The Governing Body received a token grant from the State for the 
acquisition of 2.83 acres of land under the L. A. Act for the construction 
of the college building and Principal’s and Professors’ quarters.

The college Tvas started in March, 1942 as a branch of the Vidvasagar 
College, Calcutta, and it obtained separate affiliation in 1948. The roll- 
strength has risen from 49 to nearly 700.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In consideration of the economic problem of the country and in 
'Consideration of disadvantages and difficulties of educating students in 
Calcutta or elsewhere it was keenly felt that at least a Second Grade 
College was absolutely necessary at Eatwa. The people of Katwa with a 
mind to establish a college in the town approached the University for 
affiliation of a college there from July, 1948. The local K. D. Institution 
lent portions of its building for housing the college for four years. The 
then Director of Public Instruction Sri S. Dalta was pleased to include 
this college in the Dispersal Scheme of tlv» Government. Grants for 
building and furniture and equipment were sanctioned. 

Building 

The college consists of two buildings and has a large compound. (1) 
There is the main Science building wherein are housed the Library, the 
Professors’ room, the laboratories of Physics and Chemistry and a lecture 
hall. This portion was constructed with Government grant under the 
Dispersal Scheme. (2) The other building consists of four rooms for Arts 
classes. The college office is accommodated in u separate block in this 
building. 


Laboratories 

There are well-equipped laboratories for Physics, Chemistry and 
Biology, sufficient to meet the requirements of I. A. and I. So. students. 
They contain up-to-date apparatus and a fairly large stock of contingencies 
for conducting experiments and practical work.; The college has a Gas 
Plant. The laboratories of Physics and Chemistry have been enriched 
with Government grant under the Dispersal Scheme. In each of the 
Physical and Chemical laboratories 18 students can work in a highly 
satisfactory manner whereas in the Biology laboratory 14 students can 
work at a time. 


Hostels 

There are two hostels accommodating 63 boarders. These hostels are 
under the personal supervision of two Professor-Superintendents.

Short History of Us Establishment and Development 

The college was established at the initiation of .Sri Haripada Ghosal 
with the active help of Sri Gunidas Goswami, the then Sub-Divisional 
Officer of Uluberia, with public subscriptions varying from Rs. 6,000 to 
annas four. Principal Amiyakumar Sen of the City College, whose advice 
and guidance have been of immense value since the inception of the college 
to the present time, is its patron and well-wisher. At last affiliation was 
secured for Intermediate Examination in Arts only. From the very 
beginning the college held its classes in its own building, consisting of five 
rooms, Avith brick walls and C.T. roofing. AnoihtT building consisting of 
two small rooms and one big hall, constructed by the defunct Union Boards 
Association, was requisitioned for library, office and general lecture purposes. 

When the college was included in the Dispersal Scheme in 1950, the 
Government gave a grant of Rs. 49,000 for the teaching of the Intermediate 
course in Science.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

^ ^^6 College wag founded in the year 1948. It functioned in its own 
ouilding situated in a plot of land comprising about 60 bighas. It was 
started in order to spread liberal education among the people of the locality 
and to other students who left Ihcir hearth and home and took shelter in 
this part of West Bengal. After partition Santipur became a great shelter 
accommodating a large number of people hailing from Pakistan. There 
was a demand Air an Institution like this anti this College grew up 
mainly by the patronage of l*andit Lakshinikanta Maitra, Kavyasamkhya- 
tirtha, M.A.,- LL.B., M.P. The difficulties in which be developed tliis 
Institution were almost insurmountable. 

This College received Government grants (Central and State) to the 
extent of Es. 2,90,000 approximately for extension of buildings, library, 
furniture etc, and lastly for the Science department since its inclusion in the 
Dispersal Scheme of the Government.

First Affiliation, 1948 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Nabadwip Vidyasagar College was established in March, 1942, as a 
branch of Vidyswagar College, Calcutta, and it was invested with 
independent status in 1948 having a separate Gk>veming Body of its own. 

Just before the partition of the country the roll-strength of the college 
then functioning as* a Branch was roughly 200, but shortly after partition 
there was a sudden increase in the roll-strength. The feeder institutiona 
of the college also increased from 4 to 8 within the Municipal area. In 
view of the representation from the public the Governing Body opened the 
Women’s Section in the morning and sought for the permission of the 
University authorities in July, 1950. to offer facilities to the Lady students 
of the locality for prosecuting their post-matriculate studies. Ptermission 
to continue I.A. and B.A. classes in the morning was given by the 
University for the session 1952-53. Nabadwip is a thickly populated 
iiiiinicipal town steadily encroaching upon the outlying areas owing to 
establishment of permanent East-Bengal Colonies in and around the town 
and as such the college bids fair to be a flourishing First-grade college in 
West Bengal. 


Bvildings 

The authorities of the college have secured a long term lease for the 
land and buildings of the college which is situated at the heart of the town. 


Hostels 

There are two hostels to accommodate 47 students. Each hostel is in 
charge of a Superintendent who looks after the activities of the boarders.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Tbe growing needs for higher education amongst the people of Diamond 
Harbour Sub-Division, the increased educational expenses at Calcutta, the 
difficulLy which the students of this Bub-Division had to experience in securing 
admission in the hostels ol Calcutta Colleges together with the pernicious evil 
effects of the din and bustle of the big towns specially during recent years made 
the people of Diamond Harbour conscious of the situation and they thought of 
removing the want of a College ot their own place which is at once healthy and 
cheap. The idea originated as early as in 1926, but it was given up due to 
lack of public support. A similar proposal made before the University of 
Calcutta in March, 1948, was ultimately abandoued on account of the 
inability of the promoters to collect the requisite funds for the purpose. On 
tbe 22nd June, 1948, Sri J agadisbchaadra ELalder, a local businessman 
generously offered a donalion of Bs. 10,00'J for tbe Reserve Fund and Bs. 15,000, 
for the Working Fund of the College provided it was named after his father. 
Fakir Chand Haider. The authorities of the Diamond Harbour H. E. School 
also agreed to lend to the College the use of the school buildings provided the 
College classes were held in the morning. The application for affiliation 
though made late m the year was very promptly cousidered and ultimately 
granted with effect from the beginuing of the session, 1948-1949. The College 
was formally opened on tbe 27th Auga«it, 1918, by Sri Charuebandra Bbandari, 
an ex-minister of We^t Bengal Government, 

Buildings 

Tbe College is at present located in some of the buildings of the local Boys* 
H. E. School who have kindly spared them for the use of the College in the 
morning. The College authorities have, however, purchased land measuring 
6'69 acres amidst ideal surroundings and already begun construction of 
buildings which are expected to be comple^ed by March, 1963.

The college was established in the year 1948 by the untiring perseveranoe 
and efforts of some of the patri'^tic persons of the locality most notable of whom 
are Dr. Badhakrishna Pal, Dr. Harisankar Mukherjee and Sj. Satyakinkar 
Mondsl. The college is situated on the bank of the river Darakeawar having 
an approximate area of 16 bighas of land donated by some local persons.

Short Historft of its Establishment and Development 

Before partition of August. 1947 there was only one college in the whole 
district of Dineipur. But the district itself was parti^oned; two-thirds went to 
Pakistan and one-third t i India The previous college fell within Pakistan. 
So this part of the district was then without any college. Raiganj being 
conveniently connected by KaiKvays with Pakistan, many displaced persons 
settled here and thus the place };rew up into a good Sub-divisional town and an 
Intermediate coUejiie was established here with the strenuous efforts of the 
generous pbblic and the then authorities of the place. In the first year of its 
affiliation the college was fortunate to get a (Government grant of Bs. 1>00 
through the University and lis. 1.250 from the Director of Public Instruction. 
West Bengal. More than 60% of the students being refugees the college in the 
second year of its affiliatun got a loan grint uf Rs. 44000 from the Education 
Officer (Belief and Reh ibilitationl for the emst ruction of a part of its own 
building; in the same year the college also got Government grants of Rs. 2 400 
from the Director of Public Instruction, and Bs. 500 from the University. In 
the third year also the college got Rs 3.000 from the Director of Public Instuo- 
tion. With theae amounts the college has now gut its own building in part* 
and has improved to some extent the condition of its Library. It requires 
further help from the Government for its further improvement and develop- 
Kuent. 

Building 

With the help of the grants mentioned above the college has completed only 
4 rooms on a plot of land situated outside the din and bustle of the town but 
not very far from it. 

Library 

The condition cf the Library has been improved recently. 

Hostel 

There is a (Jollege Hostel with accommodat ion for 20 students.

There is a College Union wh>cli organises . debater, dramatic performances, 
etc. There are also arrangements for games and sports.

Short Hiitory of its Establishment and Development 

Tamralipta was a great centre of learning and culture in the ancient times, 
and naturally enough with the dawn of freedom in India, for the attainment of 
which Tamluk played no small part with untold sufferings and sacrifices, the 
people of the sub-division were inspired with the idea of reffaining their ancient 
greatness in modem shape. This Mahabidyalaya was, therefore, started to 
remove a long^elt want in this part of the State of 'West Bengal by affording 
facilities to both boys and giils to have post-matriculation education at 
one-b'alf of the espenses at Calcutta or other big towns. 

Although started with public enterprise and assistance, the college has all 
along enjoyed Oovernment support.

There a separate Science Block, erected under 
the Dispersal Scheme, including a lecture-hall, Physics Laboratory, Chemistry 
Laboratory, etc* A Biology Laboraiory Room also has been constructed on the- 
Ist floor of this Block with State aid and donations from the public

are housed in the Science Block*

There are two hostels for boys and one for girls having an accommodation 
of 108 students. The hostels have been plac^ under the charge of resident 
Professor Superintendents who always help the students in developing corporate 
life. Provision has been made for a representative library, daily newspapere 
and Free Reading rooms for students residing in the hostels. Hostel No. 1 
has also been furnished with equipments for physical exercise and a radio- 
set for the benefit of the students.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

After the partition of Bengal, a large namber of Hindus from the districts 
of East Dinajpur, Bogra, Bangpur, Pabna, Bajahabi and Myrnensingh came to 
settle in the town of Balurghat. The population of Balurghat thus abruptly 
increased from 5,000 to 25.000. The old inhabitants of the place and the 
refugees found it necessary to start an Arts College in the locality in 1948. 
The Science classes were started in the year 1950 under the Dispersal Scheme 
of West Bengal Government with an efficient staff. 

Building 

The college has not yet been able to construct its own building Classes 
are being held in the Muzaffer Hostel Buildings.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The College Department of Shibpur Dinabundhoo Institution was founded 
in 1948. Inspired by Dr. Mahendralal Sarkar, the illubtriou? Dinobundhoo 
Mukherjee started Science classes with a well-furnished Laboratory as 
early as in 1918 in the school section of this institution. True to the tradi- 
tion created by Late Dinobundhoo Mukherjee, the Managing Committee 
decided to start classes as early as possible for giving the students of Shibpur 
Dinobundhoo Institution higher education generally and particularly in 
Science. , The President of the Managing Committee, Prof. Bejoykrishna 
Bbattscharyya, suggested to the Committee on the Ist December, 1947 that 
Intermediate classes be started in the buildings of the school frcm the next 
year. Accordingly, application for afhliation up to the Intermediate standard 
in Arts and Science was submitted to the University. 

Affiliation was recommended by the University with effer*t from 1948-49 
and was duly aanctioned by Government in July, 1948. The college was 
founded on the 16th August, 1948, with a separate Governing Body. The 
first batch of students from this college appeared in the Intermediate 
EzaminatioDa in 1950. In 1949-50 the college was favoured with affiliation 
up to the B-A. and B.Com. standards. 

The results of I. A. and I, Sc. candidates from tlus college in 1950 and 
1951 and of B.Com examinees in 1951, have been very satisfactory. Another 
gratifying feature is that most of the students reading in this college improved 
upon their Matriculation results in the Intermediate Examinations. The 
Education Minister referred to this when he remarked on the Foundation 
Day Celebrations in 1951 that the college had ** discovered the art of trans- 
forming lead into silver and silver into gold*'. 

The facilities for practical work in the laboratory and theoretical ina-' 
troctiona in the class room are being appreciated more and more. T 
college baa, however, much leeway to make up, and ii is felt that library 
and common room facilities, provision for games and sports, excursions, etc. 
have to be more liberally provided for.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Sripat Singb Dugar, a multi- miilioDaire landlord of Jiagauj in the district 
of Murshidabadf made a princely gift of bis palatial building and a donation of 
seventy five thoasand rupees for establishing a college and a Second tirade 
College was founded at Jiaganj in 1949. The College was named after Sripat 
ISingh Dugar and started imparting instruction, both in Arts and Science. 

Sripat Singh Dugar made a further donation of thirty thousand rupees and 
during 1951-52, the institution was raised to the status of a first grade college 
with affiliation upto the B.A. pass standard. 

Building 

The college building is a magnificent two-storeyed structure with a garden of 
flowers attached to it. The front-view of the building reminds one of the 
grandeur that was Murshidabad in the good old days. The Sripat Singh 
^College Post Office is also housed in the college building which is surrounded 
on all sides by a strong compound wall fifteen feet high. 

Laboratories 

The Science laboratories are well-equipped. 

Library 

The Library is well stocked and additions to it are being made. 

Hostels 

Separate hostels for Hindu and Muslim students have been provided. The 
situations of the buildings are excellent. Far from the madding crowd they 
are ideal retreats for students. The hostel charges are moderate. The college 
spends rupees ten only per month for each student so as to defray his seat-rent 
and establishment charges. The hostel students have their own arrangements 
for games and gymnastics. They also subscribe to daily newspapers. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

The college offers ample scope for extra-curricular activities. Socials and 
debates and cultural functions of the kind are periodically held in the college. 
There is provision foi both indoor and outdoor games. Newspapers and 
journals are liberally subscribed for use io the students* common room. A 
dramatic society to stage Bengali and English and if possible, Sanskrit 
plays is under contemplation.

Short History o/ its Establishment and Development 

Greatly coocerced with the growing unemployment of ecucatfd young men 
as well as the scarcity of food and cloth, the IJniversiW of Calcutta staxted a 
•certifiesle courso in Agriculture at Barrackpore in 1939, with the object of 
directing the attention of these yoangmen to improved agriculture and life in 
rural areas. The miDimum qualification for entry into this course, though 
originally determined as 1.8c. was later reduced to the Matriculation standard. 

But the country's social and economic difficulties and growing food shortage 
made the University feel more keenly about tbe need for improving and 
popularising agricultural education primarily for getting over the educated 
men's no dignity feeling about agriculture by creating interest in its problems 
and progress which would iu due courses create leadership for agricultural 
development The University considered that the best wuy to dr it in tbe 
circumstances was to introduce agriculture as one of the subjects of study from 
tbe lowest to tbe highest stage of education, keeping parity with other subjects 
of general education in arts and science. Graduates and under-graduates in 
agriculture will thus, besides goiug up for service under departments of Agri- 
cultur?! or as teachers of agricultural subjeets in schools and colleges or to farm 
life, also be eligible for all put.lic services requiring general education of 
eimilar academic standards. This, tbe University thought, would remove tbe 
limitation so far imposed upon agricultural education. 

With this objective in view was established tbe Jhargram Agricultural 
College in 1949, on the above model. In the sub division of Jhargram covering 
about 1/200 sq. milesi there was no. institution with facilities for higher 
studies. Tbe Baja of Jhargram keenly felt this public want and was anxious 
to give as much help as be could for establishing a college to impart higher 
education to the local students. But be was greatly interested in agricultural 
education as well. Having come to know about the recommendations of the 
University of Calcutta he approached it with his proposal fo*- the eatablisfameut 
of a First Grade Agricultural College at Jhargram with facilities for teaching 
Agriculture, Arts and Science courses up to the Degree standard. With a view 
to giving a lead to the cause of agricultural education the University accepted 
the proposal of the Baja of Jhargram along with bis generous gift of land 
measuring 17 acres in the town area, 130 acres in a rural area two miles away 
from the town and Bs. 1,00,000, in cash to se^ve as the nucleus^lfor the 
establishment of Puch a college at Jhargram, under a Governing Body of its 
own. The college was accordingly started in 1949 with I.Sc. (Ag.), T.8c., and 
I A. classes. B.Sc.(Ag.) class was started in 1951. 

In 1960, the University decided to transfer the bead quarters of the Kbaira 
Professor of Agriculture and the old Barrackport* Institute to Jhargram for tbe 
development and expansion of the college for Pos^-Graduate studies and 
re^iearch. The Khaira Professor of AL^rioalture is acting as the Principal of 
the college. He has started his research work and is organising facilities for 
post-graduate studies with special reference to research on agricultural 
prohlema. 

Building 

Tbe college building is a one-storied stracture with two wings. 
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Lahofiitories 

Tbe laboratories are well equipped and are well suited for purposes of 
teaobiug and research. There are also experimeutal farms, etc*, sod steps are 
being taken to improve tbe facilities provided. 

Library 

The college has a g lod Library to which additions are being made. 

Hostel 

There are ten hostels with a total accommodation for IffO students. The 
-college has oo hostel building of its own. Hostels are situated in separate 
rented houses near tbe college. 

Exira-currloular Actwities 

Thtre is a sports sfctiqu which plays foot-ball, bricket, volley-ball, etc. 
Tbe colli-ge is very strong in its fool-ball team and participates in all district 
and inter-collegiate contests. 

Exteubioo lectures aie organised from time to time and scbolars like 
Dr Ealidas Nag, Prof. S. N. Bose, Prof. P. H. Sen. and Dr J. C. Kumaiappa 
are invited. 

Subdivi^ional Agricultural and Industrial exhibitions were held in the 
college premises in 1951 to encourage the people in growing more and better 
vegetables and making handicrafts. 

Youth League was invited to encamp here to conduct rural socio-economic 
survey under the guidance of the Professor of Agricultural Elconomics and to 
hold study circles. 

Study tours are undertaken to Midnapore Poultry Farm, Balarampur 
Basic Training Centre. Tata Farm and Iron and Steel Works and other places 
of interest. 

The college observes the Foiindaticn day every year and sports, literary 
discussions and dramatic performances are organised on the occasion. 

A Land Army has been raised from among tbe students to carry on rural 
extension work among the farmers and the tribal people of the neighbouring 
villages under the guidance of the Prinmpal.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The demand for establishing a college at Khargpur was felt for some- 
time, and the necessity was emphasised by the huge influx of refugees from 
Pakistan. With a town population of at least one and a half lacs, main- 
taining about half a dozen High English Schools in the locality and some 
more still growing up, the absence of a college at Khargpur was keenly 
felt by the local gentry. So, an attempt was made in 1948 to start a 
college here. Owing to certain difficulties the scheinc did not materialise 
then, but the work was continued by a different committee under the 
chairmanship of Sri H. C. Sen, the then District Magistrate of Midnapur. 
The very great interest evinced by him and the valuable work of Slri S. Nag, 
8.D.O. (Sadar South), Midnapur, and of others, at last brought the college 
into existence. I. Sc. classes have been opened under the Dispersal Scheme 
of Government. The Government, the District Magistrate and the public 
are taking increasing interest in the further development of the college. 

'Ihe college is open to all irrespective of religion, creed, community or 
sex. The medium of instruction is English. Women students are admitted 
if they r€ 5 Bide in the town with their parents or guardians. 

Building 

Permanent site for the college has been obtained through a gift of 
about 40 bighas of land by Mrs. Saleha Khatun. wife of Janab Nasir Ali 
Khan of Panchberia. Ten additional bighas of land are also expected to be 
received in the near future. The classes have already started in its own 
building at the site. The Science block has been crnslructed, according to 
a plan approved by the Government, under the Dispersal scheme.

Tlio college was startetl in tTiily, "^950, under the Dispersal Scheme of the 
Government of West Bengal with 67 students. The present roll strength 
is about 160 against the inaxirnum limit of 200 fixed by the Government. 
As co-education is permitted in the institution, both men and women 
students are admitted and the present number of women students is 17. 
Tile clas^.eK are now being hehl in I wo separate blocks and the college has 
two well-equipped laboratories and a useful library housed in the newly 
constructed spacious Science Block. Situated on the Diamond Harboupc. 
Boad and connected by four long bus routes and one railway line the 
college is within the easy reach of students from the neighbouring feeder 
schools within a radius of 10 miles.

The S<‘ien<*(i Block of the college with its well-equipT>ed laboratories 
and lecture galleries opened by H. E. the Governor of West Bengal in 
1961, is situated in an open extensive lawn by the Diamond Harbour l^ad 
in a beautiful rural surrounding. With tall palms and coooanuts in the 
compound and in a scenic grandeur 'of green trees all aprnnd, it presents a 
charming panoramic view to visitors. The erection of an Arts Block 
opposite to the Science Block is under contemplation of the Education 
Directorate West Bengal.

At present there is no college Hostel, arrangements for which may be 
made on the completion of Arts Block.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was sponsored bv the Government of West Bengal under 
the Dispersal Scheme in 1950. This Scheme is intended to give proper 
facilities for college education up to the Intermediate Standard in muffasil 
areas so that the congestion of students in the Calcutta area may be 
relieved to an appreciable extent in the interest of all concerntd. The 
Government initially made a total capital grant of Bs. 60,000 for building, 
laboratory, furniture, etc., and further undertook to meet all deficits for the 
present, and to make such recurring granis-m-aid as might be necessary to 
run the college in future. With the co-operation of the authorities of 
Kandi Eaj H. E. School, the college made a good start. 

Building 

The Trustees of the School Endowed property ha\e placed ii whole 
block at the disposal of the college, hurther accommodation has been 
provided bv constructing a Ist-floor on that block. For the present this 
accommodation is quite aufhcient. The construction of a permanent building 
is beiog undertaken by the authorities. 

Laboratories 

There are at present two well-equipped laboratories, one for Physics 
and another for Chemistry. A third laboratory for Biology will be added 
with the handsome donation of Rs. 40,000 from Raja Birendra Chandra Trust 
Fund of Kandi Raj Family. 

Hostel 

The College Hostel is housed in a two-storied building with sanita^ 
baths on either floor. It is located veiy near to the college and in 
excellent surroundings. The Hostel is in charge of a Professor- 
Superintendent who lives in the Hostel with the students. Each boards 
has so far been awarded Rs, 10 per month — Rs. 5 as Hostel Stipend and 
Bs. 5 as seat rent. Mess charges arc moderate, Kandi being situated in a 
surplus area.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Being one of the ten Intermediate colleges sponsored by the Government 
of West Bengal, under what is known as the Dispersal Scheme, Bolpur 
College started I'unctioning from July, 1950, in some of the rooms spared 
for the purpose by Bolpur H. K. School. Bolpur has long been a well- 
known name in Bengal, nay, all over India, by virtue of its association 
with the Poet and proximity to Santiniketan. More a rural mart than a 
town not long ago, Bolpur can now claim the status of a small mofussil 
town, .having a population of over 20,000. The declaration of Bolpur as 
a municipality almost synchronized with the setting up of the college. 
The io\^n itself has two high schools, while in the surrounding villages, 
several miles away, there are eight other high schools. Boi})ur H.E. School, 
Bolpur Girls’ H. E. School, and Bolpur College are located in the same 
part of the town within hailing dislaiice of one another. This college has 
removed' a long-felt want of the locality, inasmueb as Bolpur is situated 
in the heart of a big rural area comprising the southern part of Birbhum 
and the northern part of Buidwan, the inhabitants whereof can hardly afford 
to send their wards to the metropolis or the district towns for higher 
education. 

The (jonstruction of the college building was completed in January, 1951, 
and within a short while the three laboratories were fully equipped. The 
management of the college is entrusted to a Governing Body, some of the 
members of which happen to be members of the Managing Committee of 
Bolpur H. E. School as well. 

Under the Dispersal Scheme Bolpur College has so far received from 
the Go\eriinicnt iis. 1,06, 500 as Capita^ grant for building, furniture, books 
and laboratory equipment, and Bs. 35,500 as maintenance grant. The 
promoters of the eol'ege have collectctl more than twelve thousand nq»ecs 
towards the Eeserve Fund. 

Buihling

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Hooghly Women s College was established in July, 1949, as a 
■Government sponsored college under the Development Scheme of the West 
Bengal Government. It was originally located in a rented house at 
Ghitisura, known as the “ Mission House.** A plot of land measuring 
about ten bighas having been purchased at Pipulpaty by local subscription, 
the construction of a new college building commenced in the early part of 
1951. On the 28th February, 195^, the foundation stone of the new 
college building w’as laid by His Excellency Lr. Kailash Nath Katju and 
the college classes shifted to its new building on January 1, 1952. 

The actual v\orking of the college classes began in the rented house 
on Ist August, 1949. The college was affiliated 1o the Calcutta Univjersity 
from the session 1950-51 w'ith permission to send up candidates for the 
University Examination from the year 1952. 

Initially, the teaching staff of the college was composed of 8 Lecturers 
(including the Principal) hut it has been subsequently increased to 12.

Short History of Us Establishment and Development 

The college was started in August, 1950, as an Intermediate College in 
accordance with the " Dispersal Scheme ** of the West Bengal Government. 
It is run in a neat two-storied building on the Dum Dum Foad, constructed 
by Government on about IJ Bighas of land lent for its use by a local 
school. Government has been bearing the entire cost of furniture and 
equipment and has also agreed to meet for a limited period all deficit in 
maintenance.

This Intermediate College was started in June, 1950, under the Dispersal 
btcheme of the GovernriieiU of ^\ est Bengal, in the jiri'inises of the Maniinala 
GirJs’ School, pending const ruction of the liist tloc/r over the school building 
for the exclusive use ol the college. The Government undertook to hear 
all maintenance v’haiges initially tor the first two years and made a capital 
grant -towards the cosi of construction as well as for Lurnitutc and Library 
books. The Science Laboratories have been equipped almost ('i.tirely by 
Government Grants. The college was affiliated to the University of Calcutta 
in 1950.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In 1943 the Grovt. of West Bengal made a proposal for starting a. 
college for women at Jalpaiguri. The proposal was highly appreciated by 
the citizens of Jalpaiguri and Rani Asnimati Debi, Proprietress of Bai- 
kunthapur Raj Ebtate made a very geiieious donation of Rs. 25,000 for 
the establishment of a women’s college, on condition that it was to be 
named after , her departed husband, Raja Piwannadel) Baikal. 

A pint of Ehash Mahal land measuring about 7 bighas was secured 
from the Government on payment of the usual- dues and the foundation* 
stone of the college building was laid by His Excellency Dr. Kailash.rNath 
Katju on the 14th November, 1950. 

The college started to function on the 31st August, 1950, with only 
12 students in Ist-year Arts class. Classes were held in the morning in the 
local girls’ school. For the first three months, Lecturers from the local 
A. C. College were appointed as part-time Lecturers and Mrs. S. Chanda, 
Mead Mistress of the local Girls' School officiated as Supervisor till the 
appointment of the Principal in December, 1950. 

The college had during 1951-52, 4*2 students on (he rolls. Arts course 
only is allowed at present. Classes are held in a rented house, and a 
hostel for girls has been opened in the same premises. The college bi^ilding 
is now under construction. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

These activities are chiefly of three kinds, (a) Literary, (h) Social 
and (c) Athletic. Duties have been assigned to different lecturers to 
<}rganise activities of different sections. Periodical liter ary» gatherings are 
held and care is taken for holding debates, speeches, recitation and essay 
writing. An annual magazine will be started as soon as the number of 
students increases. 

The girls are encouraged to have social gatherings. They have their 
annual drama before the Puja vacation and gatherings ou different other 
occasions. Every possible attempt is made to take the students on excur- 
sion to nearby places once a year. 

There are arrangements in the college for indoor and outdoor games. 
In winter days girls play badminton and teni coit regularly. The college 
took part in the Inter-College Sports fW^omen) held here in February, 1962. 

The introduction of social service league is under contemplation.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The need ior a Training College lor High English School teachers was 
lelt as early as the middle of the ninetecnih century but no decisive step 
was taken. The Goveininent u£ Bengal at last decided to establish a 
Training College, the result being the establishment ol the David Hare 
Training College in July, 1908, in a luited building. Mr. VV. E. Grillith 
wal^ the first Hrmcipai ol the college. 

Admission was limited only to t\^eIlty students in the first session and 
was restricted mainly to Cloveinment bchool teachers. Two seats were 
reserved in the liisi session for private candidates. 

, The college was shifted to its own and present premises at 25/3, Bally- 
gunge Circular Hoad, Calcutta, m duly, 1926. The Demonstration School 
of the college, Ballygunge Government High School, was opened just 
behind the college premises in January, 1928. 

Owing to nesv developments, college w^ork could not be carried <0ii in 
the existing premises and a great |>ari ol the college woik is now done at 
the annexe (a rented buildingj. 

A notable feature of the i)Ost-war period was that the college WM 
thiown open to women students w'ith elioct from the session 1946-47 till 
the transfer Oi the Women’s Section of the college to Hasting House, 
Alipore, alter the amalgamation of Training Colleges, in West Bengal. 

In 1951 arrangements were made for openmg M.A. and M.Sc. classes 
in Education and the establishment ol i Psychological and iPedagogical 
Bureau la contemplated. 

Library and Laboratories 

The college has a good Library and a Heading Itooin, besides a Geo- 
graphy Koom and Stience Laboratories. 

Hostel 

There is a Hostel attached to the college which is directly under the 
control of the I'nncipal.

4d Christian Secondary Schools — a need v/hich had been stressed in the , 
‘ Survey of Christian High Sbhoole ’ undertaken by the National Christian ^ 
Council. Its primary aim was the training of Non-Graduate ftiiteherB for 
the staffs of Christian Secondary Schools in Bengal, but the facilities for 
training are extended to students of all communities and plans for training 
Graduate teachers have now matured. 

The college was recognised by the Government of Bengal as a special 
Training Schoolnof ‘ the status of a Normal Training fkihooi’ (1938-39) and 
^ the University for L.T. (1939-40i and the affiliation was extended to 
B.T. in 1941,

First Afpiijation, 1885 

Short History of Jis EsiabJishin^nt and Development 

The Siireiidranath Law (^^llege, then known as Ripon Law Conego, waa 
aHilialod in the year 3885 ii]» lo the H.L. (now LL.33.) standard of the 
Calcutta l-niversity. Fornierly ow'ned by the lale 8ir Surendranath 
Ranerjea it was converted into a public institution by a trust deed executed 
by the proprietor. 'Hie college is Jionsed in a spacious three-storied building 
of which the .foundation stone was laid by Sir Edward Ts’ormal Baker, 
Lieutenant-Goi^^or of Bengal, in August, ' 1^10. The Board of Trustees 
decided that with effect iioin the session 1018-19 the entire instilulion 
should bear the name of “ Surendranath ’* and the institution was accord- 
ingly named Surendranath Law College. 

Hostel 

Attached to the college is the ‘ Surendranath C'hhatrahas ’ in which 
accommodation is provided for students who do not live with their parents 
or guardians in town. 

Library 

The college is furnished with an excellent and up-to-date Library which 
was enncluui by 8ir Edward Baker, th*' then Rector of the Calcutta 
I'niversity. The Professor-in-Charge gives thi‘ students necessary guidance 
in utilising the lacilitics offered by the Library. 

Apart from law* books tlieic' are secMions in the lihiaiy dealing with 
sports, alhletic's, adventure. tu<\e.l and mod«'rn (luuitdn and eiiltui’c. 
High Class magazines are also made available to the students. 

Extra -ettrrictilar Activities 

There is a Common Room wliere gath'-'-mg 5 ol ihc Collcgi* T'nion take 
place and which provides students with meort unit les to meel one another 
and lo organise such debates or lectures a- mav appeal to them. 

Jn recent years tht; sfinriing activities of ihe stiuliiiis hrive increasOT;* 
Members take }>art in manly gaums and la.stime^. like loot ball, hoekey, 
cricket, tennis, ba‘^ket-bal! and cycling. Members ol the teaching staff 
encourage the students by taking part in some of thi- activities of the 
I’nion and the Athletic Club. The Seeiefary of the Athletic Club, the 
Captains and Vice-Captains o^' the variou> teams and the Ottice Bearers of 
the TTnion are selected from among the students themselvc's by election 
BO that they may get a training in the managements of their ow^n affairs 
and thereby in preparing themselves for assuming the larger res-ponsibilities 
of life. The aim of these insiilution is to providi* that corporate life which 
is oj^tained in the old-established UlJi^erRlties oi Europ.* by the so-called 
* Residential ’ system. 

Classes are held in the morning from 7 A.M. to 8-30 A.M. and in the 
evening from 5-15 P.M. to 7 P.M.

Short Hiniory oj its Establishment and Development 

The Calcutta Medical College was established by the Govornor-Generars 
Ordej* No. 28 of 1835. Prior to that in October, 1833, a Committee was 
formed by Lord William Bc-ntinck, the then Governor-Goncral of India to 
invusligate into the question of medical education in tliis country. This 
Committee published its report in 1834 recommending the establishment 
of a Medical College for the teiwdiing of the Western Medical Science on 
the saine lines as was tlien prevalent in Europe. A knowledge of English 
was considered essential as in the opinion of the Committee “ tliat language 
combines within itself the circle of all tlie hi ionces and incalculable wealth 
of printed works and illustrations ; ciri*iimsta>iici ^ which give it obvious 
advantages over the oriental language.** Tlie Order provided that the 
college would bo open to all edasses of Indians irrespe<;ti\'e of chaste or 
creed and fixed the ago hinit from 14 to 20 years. The course extended 
over a period of 4 years. 'Fhe number of foundation pupils was limited 
to 50. 

The college was oponod on the 20tli February, 1835, and was first 
accommodated i:i the promises previously occupied by the Potty-Court Jail, 
an old house at the back of tiie then Hindu College. The first .Superin- 
tendent was Dr. M. J. Bramlcy aiul Dr. H, H. Goodevo was appointed 
his only assistant. Tiie SuperiuteiKlent with the aid of his assistant was 
expected to iiistruoL the pupils in Anatomy, Surgery, Medicine and 
Pharmacy. There was th*‘ii no Library, no Museum, no Hospital and no 
“ Philosophical ” apparatus as they wore then called. Anatonucai pre- 
parations were soon obtaiiicil from England through Messrs. Bathgate £ 
Co., and one Mr. Evans was appointed to organise the Museum. There 
was a deep-rooted prejudice at that time ugamst the study of Anatomy 
or dissection of huiu*iii body and it was no mean courage for Pundit 
Midlrisudau Gupta to prove the strength of hi.-. <'onviction by disscfitiiig 
a human body with his own haruls on the lOth January, 1830. It i.s said 
that guns wore lirod from the rampart of Fort William to commemorate 
this great event in the history of medical education in this country. 

The first hospital with an accommodation for 20 patients was opened 
on the 1st April, 1838. The Final Examini-tion of the lirst hatch of stuflents 
was helti on the .30th April, 1838, after a little over 3 years' stinly in the 
college which included besifles the medical subjects proper such basic 
sciences as Physics, Gheriiistry and Botany. Tins college, therefore, has 
the unique distinction of being the first Medical College in the world where 
instructions were given in the preliminary Rciences as well as in the clinical 
subjects and all such subjoc,ts wore included in the qualifying examination. 
Prior to this oven in the Medical Schools in Europe the students were 
allowed to select for the purpose of training and examination one of the 
branches* — ^Medicine, Surgery or Midyifery — in which he desired to practise. 
It was some 20 years later that the same principle of an all-round training 
in the clinical subjects was adopted in the Vienna School of Medicine. 

In order to bring medical relief within the reach of the masses it was 
felt necessary that a Secondary Course should be started in which the 
teaching of the medical subjects would be done through the medium of 
vemaoulars. Accordingly a Hindusthani class was open^ in 1838 for the 
4i4vicati<Hi of subordinate doctors. Majority of the students attending this 
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•class hailed from the Central and Northern India who, on qualifying, were 
mostly recruited as Subordinate Medical Assistants in the Aimy. The 
Bengali class which was intended to furnish subordinate doctors for the 
Civil Hospitals and Jails as well as to meet tHie general scarcity of trained 
medical practitioners was opened 14 years later in 1852. The Medical 
College gradually inereised in size and importance and the consequent 
overcrowding resulting therefrom necessitated in 1873 the transfer of the 
vernacular class to a newly established Medical School — the Campbell 
Medical School, lately upgraded and renamed as the Nilrataii Sarkar Medical 
OoUege. 

The year 1852 is notable for the fact that the magnificient Medical 
College Hospital building, the oldest building in this compound, was opened 
for the reception of patients on the 1st December of that year. 

The University of Calcutta was founded in 1857 and the Medical College 
was aiHliatod to it the same year. In 1860 a Code of Rules was drawn 
up regulating the courses of study and examinations. The students 
.satisfying these conditions were allowed to appear at the examinations 
for Licence in Medicine and Surgery (L.M.S.), Bachelor of Medicine 
•(M.B.) and Doctorate of Medicine (M.D.) of the Calcutta University. The 
L.M.S. course was abolished in 19()7 an<l the course of study was extended 
to 6 years. 

The Medical College is at present a teaching institution for medical 
students ami nurses. The college offers facilities for both Under-Graduate 
and Post-Graduate ^lodical Trainuig. The curriculum for the M.B.B.S. 
Degree consists of (i) at Pre-clinical course and (ii) Clinical course. The 
Pro-clinical course imdudes such basic subjects as Anatomy, Physiology, 
Elementary Pharmacology and Chemistry and the students aie required 
to puss a University Examination before tliey are allowed in the Senior 
course. The Clinical cemrse of study includes the major subjects of medical 
practice — Medicine, Applied Pharmacology and Tlu^rapeiitics, Surgery, 
Pathology, Midwifery and Gynaecology as well as Modi(;al Jurisprudence 
and Hygiene. The <*nrriculum extends over a period of live years — two 
years in the Pre-CMiiiical course and 4.hroe years in the Clinical. On their 
passing the Final Examination they are to tindergo training as Pre-regis- 
tration Clinical Assistants in the hospitals for a period of 6 months. 

Besides tViore is now a Condensed Course of two years for the Medical 
School passed candidates. Of these two years the students receive training^ 
for six months in tho Pre-CUnical course and for a year and a half in the* 
Clinical course. They have to appear at the Final Examination along with 
the regular students and must show the same degree of proficiency in the 
subjects before they aro admitt.ed to the degree of M.B.B.S. 

Tho college also offers facilities for Post-Graduate training. There are 
two excellent Museums — one in the Anatomy and the other in the Pathology 
Departments — full of rare specimens of great scientific value, of which any 
Medical College can justly foel proud in any part of the world. Arrange- 
ments exists for special courses of study and training in different subjects 
under tho respective heads of departments which prepare the students 
either for specialist practice or for higher University Examinations. Re- 
search work is done and valuable results have been achieved in various 
branches of tho medical science. 

This institution is one of the biggest training centres for nurses in 
India. The full course is one o# three years. The nursing profession 
onoe despised by tho educated Bengali community is now drawing recruits 
from middle class families. In fact, it has opened up a new avenue of 
employment which is not only paying but humane and dignified at the 
same time. « 

Tlie Medical College group of Hospitals includes— (i) the Medical 
College Ho8p«ial, (ii) Prince of Wales Hospital, (m) Eden Hospital, (iv) 
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Eye lofinnary, (v) Ezra Hospital, (e») Shyama Oharan Law Inflrmary,i 
which aow accommodates the Chest Department, {vii) Sir John Anderson 
Casualty Block including the * Sisu Nibas.’ 

The Outdoor Departments are {%) Medical Out-patients’ Department^ 
(h) Surgical Out-patients* Department, (m) Maternity Out-patients’ Depart- 
meat, (to) Eye Out-patients* Department, (v) Chest Department, 
Neurology and Psychiatry Departments, {vii) Fracture Clinic, {viii) Skin 
Department, (ise) Dental Department, (x) Ear, Nose and Throat Depart- 
ment, (xi) V. D. Clinic and (xii) X-ray Department. 

The attached hospitals have a normal accommodation for 798 patients 
but during recent years it has been running an extra of about 300 beds 
in addition. There are at least ten operation theatres. The activities of 
the hospitals can be easily imagined from the fact that last year about 
32,000 were treated as In-patients and about 10,00,000 received medical 
attention in the various Out-patients’ Departments. 

The plan of development includes among other projects the introduc- 
tion of a new set-up with a view to ensuring better teaching for the Under- 
Graduate and Post-Graduate students. In this sr^lieme there are several 
posts of Professors in all major clinical subjects — each a Specialist in his 
own particular brancVi of Medicine, Surgery or Midwifery. Apart from 
the question of offering better opportunities to the students under training, 
the new set-up is intended to afford bettor facilities for Specialist treat- 
ment of patients in the hospitals. 

Building 

The college department consists of a number of buildings spread over an 
extensive compound. The classes, laboratories and museums are located in 
these buildings. The administrative block is a threc-storicd building with 
lecture theatre, administrative office and students’ common room in the 
ground floor, the library on the first floor and the examination hall on 
the top floor. There are lecture theatres for the purpose of lectures on 
subjects for the senior courses of studies. The Vuiildings are magnificent and 
the laboratories are fitted up with iir)-to-da,to apphanres. The special features 
of the college are its hospitals and museums, the latter containing rare 
specimens of great scientific value. There is a library for tlie use of the 
teachers and me students. 

Hostel 

* There is a hostel called Swarnamayee Hostel in the college compound 
for the residence of the women students of the eollege. Men students are 
accommodated in 9 messes attached to the college in hired buildings under 
the direct control of the Principal with a Resident Superintendent in each 
of them. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a Students* Union which with its various sections takes keen 
interest in extra-curricular activities. The literary section manages the 
Medical College magazine and arranges debates. The students take ]^art 
in inter-medical college debating competition and All-Bengal luter-collegiate 
recitation competition. Arrangements are also made for scientific and 
educational lectures by distinguished medical men of India and other 
countries. There is an athletic section which organises sports and other 
athletic activities, cricket, tennis, football, etc. 

The Social service section organises meetings and socials, birth and 
death anniversaries of eminent men as also observes the United Nations 
Day and other snch factions. The Union has lately revived a Students* 
W^aie Committee for' the benefit of deserving and needy students. 

The students join the National Cadet Corps, the authorised strength of

Stipends, Scholarships, etc. 

The scholarships available in this college are broadly classiiied as 
follows 

(1) College Scholarships. — (a) Ten college scholarships of Bs. 25 each 
with free tuition tenable for one year awarded to the first ten students on 
the result of the Test Examination of the Ist-year class, provided they have 
not attended more than one course in the Ist-year class. 

(6) Ten college scholarships of Rs. 25 each with free tuition tenable for 
one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the 2nd-year’8 
Test Examination, provided they have not attended more than one course 
in the 2nd-year class and also passed the Ist M.B.B.S. Examination of the 
Calcutia University at the first attempt. 

(c) Ten college scholarships of Rs. 26 each with free tuition awarded 
lo first ten students on the results of the Test Examinations of the 3rd- 
year class provided such students have not attended more than one course 
in the 3rd-ycar class. 

(d) 'Pen college scholarships of Rs. 25 each with free tuition tenable 
for one year awarded to the first ten students on the results of the Test 
Examination of the 4th year class, provided such students have not attended 
more than one course in the 4th-year class. 

Note. — Students of West Bengal (permanent residents or domiciled) 
and East Bengal Hindu students if they sign a declaration to the effect 
that they will permanently resettle in 'West Bengal, both male and female, 
are allowed to compete or these scholarships, 40 per cent, is the pass 'marks 
for the l^cst Es.aminatton, 60 per cent, in the aggregate must be obtained 
by a candidate to be eligible for a scholarship.

(3) Female Medical Scholarships. — Five college scholarships (one for 
each year) of the value of Rs. 25 will be awarded to the female students of 
the regular classes who do not hold any other Government Scholarships or 
Dufferin Fund Scholarship. 

(4) Trust Fund Scholarships. 

Scholarships of categories (1) to (3) will not be allowed to be combined. 
Similarly holders of Dufferin and I>. 0. Laha Scholarships will not be 
entitled to any other scholarships exc^ept Trust Fund Scholarship. 

A'./?. — Besides these scholarships mentioned above the following scholar- 
ships are also usually available : — 

(1) D. C. Laha Scholarship of Rs. 30 is awarded by Director of Public 
Instruction, West Bengal, to a student who stands first at the let M.B.B.94 
Examination of the Calcutta University. 

(2) A limited number of schol&rships of Bs. 25 and Bs. 30 are awarded 
by the Countess of Dufferin Fund Council to the lady students of this 
college as and when available.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college, tbe first non-official recognised Medical College in India, came 
into existence in 1916. Tbe affiliation to tbe University of Galcutta in the 
Preliminary Scientific M.B. Standard was obtained in April, 1916. The 
Institution had its origin in the year 1886 when some independent medical 
practitioners met and thought that there was a great demand for medical 
education, and that the Government medical schools were unable either to cope 
with it or to supply a sufficient number of trained medical mcti fur the people. 
It vras decided to start the first private medical school und^r the name of 
Calcutta School of Medicine to supplement tbe efforts of the Government. 
The curriculum was modified in 1887 and framed according to that of tbe 
Government medical schools. The name was also changed to *‘Cdl<iitta 
Medical School'*. For clinical instruction the stiidents used to attend (he 
Mayo Hospital from the year 1868. The school continued in a ivnted hotise 
for seventeen years. Tbe bulk of the present site was bought in 1896 and tbe 
school was removed to Belgachia in 1903. The Albert Vjclor Hospital (One 
storied building) was formally opened with 40 beds in 1902. Tbe upper storey 
was built and then new wards were opened in 1909, the total number of beds 
being thus increased to 100. The institution flourished, and many trained 
men of the Hospital Assistant standard passed out. Tne College of Pity;«ician8 
and Surgeons of Bengal, another private institution starud in 1895 aiming 
at medical education of the collegiate standard, was amHlgamated with it 
in 1908. Tbe combind institution was now called tbe Calcutta Medical School 
and College of Physicians and Surgeon of Bengal, and cennnued to do t^fui 
work till the Se-»sion 1917-18, During thirty ycais hundreds of traiuea 
medical men passed out who are doing useful work under GovemineLi , Muni- 
cipalities, in the various induBtries (jute, tea, shipping, etc. or as c/ nntry practi- 
tiouers. This was renderd possible, mainly by tbe vohintHry, ungrudging and 
unpaid work done both in tbe school and in the Hospital by the independent 
medical profession. 

In 1911, before the introduction of tbe Medical Begistralion Bill, the 
Government asked the private medical institutions in Calcutta to unite and 
form one good and efficient teaching institution with a view to helping its 
recognition by tbe University or the Bengal Council of Medical Begistrstion. 
Attempt at this union continued for nearly two years but failed. The Govern- 
ment of India then decided to render financial help to the present institution 
at Belgachia with a view to its ultimate affiliation to tbe University of Calcutta. 
Negotiations were opened between the Government and the representatives of 
the Institution in May, 1913. Ultimately a scheme was framed, the main 
iBonditioDs of which were that the Government would give a capital grant of 
5 lakhs, provided the Committee raised 9 lakhs from the public and a recurring 

g rant of Bs. 60,000 provided they got Bs. 30,000 a year from tbe Calcutta 
orporation and Hs. 10,000 annually from tbe University. The authorities had' 
great difficulties in fulfilling the conditions of the Secretary of State and in 
diteining affiiliation of the University. The difficulties were, however, overcome 
gnd ^ fireiaffiliatiou to tbe University of Calcutta was obtained in April, 1916. 
d!!hd belltge was formally opened at Belgachia by Lord Carmichael, G^emor 
eif itex^eelf on tbe 5th July, 1916. * 
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In July, 1917, the college wm affiliated up to the standard of the First M.B. 
Examination. The affiliation of the college was extended to the Final M.B., 
Examination in July, 1919 Students of the College appeared for the Final 
M.B. Examination for the first time in April, 1922. 

The College was named after Lord Charmichael on 7th April, 1919, in 
appreciation of his sernces in conneotioa with its affiiliation. In May, 1918, 
the name of the Society was altered to Medical Education Society of Bengal. 
New Rules and Bye-lawg were framed and the government of the college 
is now vested in a Council consisting of 14 members. 

The nnireraity of Calcutta revised the Medical Curriculum in 1937, 
in terms of the Medical Ciirnculam adopted by the Medical Council of India. 
This revised regulation did away with the Preliminary Scientific M.B. Depart- 
ments, i.e , the Departments of Physics, Inorganic Chemistry, Botany and 
Zoology. Considering the up-to-data equipment of the Laboratories and highly 
efficient staff of the Departments the Garmichael Medical College authorities 
decided to open an I Sc. Department attached to the College, the subjects 
to be taught being English, Bengali. Physics. Chf*miatry. Mathematics, 
Botany, Zoology and Biology. Affiliation to the I. Sc. Standard was sanctioned 
in 193S, and the I. Sc. Department was opened with effect from Session 1939 40. 
The Senate granted this College an extension of affiliation to the D.G.O. and 
D.O.M.S. Course. D G O. Coarse was opened in November, 1947, and the 
D.O.M.S. Course in July, 1948. 

The name of the College was changed to B. G. Ear Medical College at a 
Special General Meeting held on 2nd March, 1948. 

Building 

The College Buildings St ind on extensive grounds just on the outskirts of 
the City proper, and contain besides five Lecture Theatres, up-to>date Labora^ 
tories. Museums and Hospitals. 


Laboratory 

Thete are well- fitted laboratories for the Practical instruction of students 
and for research work by the si aff atrached to the departments of Chemistry , 
Physiology, Physics, Botany, Zoology, Pharmacy, Pathology, Bacteriology and 
Bio-Cheinistry. 

Library 

The Library contains more than 19,000 volumes and includes many works 
of reference and valuable complete set of journals, and it is of great use to the 
teaching staff, students and reseaicli workers. The reading room is extensively 
used by students. 

Museum 

A very large number of specimens, inudels, instruments, etc., has been 
collected for the Museum and grouped under the following heads of subjects, 
viz.. Pathology, Medicina, Surgery, Obstetrics and Gynaecology, Hygiene, 
Anatomy, Materia Medica, Botany and Zoology. The Pathological oolleotion 
is fairly complete and a catalogue has been prepared^ 

Hostel 

Students not residing with parents or guardians are required to reside in 
the College Hostels. There are two hostels, ouo for medical students yrhiob is 
a four-storeyed building within the college compound and the other for I. Be. 
Students house*;^ in a rented building.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The Lake Medical College with an attached Hospital having 1000 beds in 
the Lake Area, Calcutta, was established in April, 1947 on a temporary basis 
by the Government of India and was managed by the West Bengal State 
Government as the Central Government's Agent for the training of Ex-Army 
Medical Licentiates undergoing Condensed M.B.B.8. Course from June, 1947. 

At the time the College was started, arrangements for teaching in Anatomy, 
Physiology, Pharmacology and Pathology were msde in the Calcutta 
Medical College and B. G. Kar Medical College and arrangements for 
teaching in Clinical Subjects were made in the Lake Medical College, Calcutta. 
Subsequently necessary arrangements for teaching in Anatomy, Physiology, 
Pharmacology and Pathology had also been made in the Lake Medical College, 
Calcutta. A fully equipped U.6.A. Army Hospital situated in the Lake Area 
in Calcutta, was taken over for the purpose. The College and Hospital were 
accommodated in temporary buildings having pucca floors, single brick walls 
and tiled roofs with gas and electric connections, and aii •conditioned Opera- 
tion Theatre. 

In July, 1950, the Government of India having decided that there should 
be no further admission of students the College was closed down in June, 1952.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The scheme of conversion of the Nilratan Sarkar Medical School into a 
College was accepted and was given effect from Isl July, 1948. The College 
started its Ist-year class with 105 students. It was affiliated to the Calcutta 
University upto the Ist M.B.B.S. Standard from July, 1948, and up to the 
Final M.B.B.S. Standard from July, 1950. 

On the suggestion of the Govt, the College obtained the permission of the 
Calcutta University to admit students in the Winter Term beginning from 
November, 1951 The system of admitting students in both the Summer and 
Winter Terms though already in vogue in some other countries is novel in 
India. 

Now admission in the old School was stopped from 1948. But the old 
classes of the School still continue. Both the College Section and the School 
Section are ruoning concurrently from 1948. School staff are continuing in 
respect of the School Classes. Separate staff for the various Departments ol the 
College was appointed in 1948. 

The Nilratan Sarkar Hospital (formerly Campbell Hospital) was opened 
by the justices of peace for the town of Calcutta, the predecessors of the 
present Municipal Corporation, on 1st July, 1867. On the let December, 1873, 
it was attached to the then Campbell Medical School (now Nilratan Sarkar 
Medical School). It was attached to the Nilratan Sarkar Medical College 
from July, 1950. It has 712 beds at present and provides a wealth of Clinical 
materials for teaching and research purposes. Many research workers inclu- 
ding those from the World Health Organisation, School of Tropical Medicine, 
All India Institute of Hygiene and Public Health and the stall of the College 
have conducted researches on Plague, Cholera, Kala-azar and other Diseases 
cases in this Hospital. 

Necessary additions and alternations to the existing buildingB of the School 
had been made at the time of conversion of the School into a Medical College. 
Subsequent to that, construction works have been undertaken for expansion of 
the College and Hospitals. 

Following construction work have already been completed : — 

(a) Chemistry Dept., Pathology Dept, and expansion of the existing 
Physiology Dept, at a total coat of about Ks. 3,08,IX)0. 

(b) Expansion of the Lady Elliot Hostel for women students at a cost of 
Ra.

(c> An imposing 2 storied building for an up-to-date Out-patient Depart- 
ment having different Sections and 3 Lecture Halls— one with gallery at a 
cost of more than Rs. 6,63,000. The newly constructed Out-patient Depart- 
ment is considered to bo one of the biggest of its kind in India.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Calcutta Natioual Medical Institute *’ derives its name fioiu the 
amalgamation of the National Medical Institute" and the * Calcutta 
Medical Institute," the two ncn-sectarian medical schools in Calcutta. The 
National Medical Institute (or the Jatija Ayurbijnan Parishad). was started 
as a part of the non-co-operation movement inaugurated by Mahatma Gandbi 
in 1923, The Institute was a section of the Gauria Sarbya-Vidyayatan started 
by late Desbandbu Chittaranjan Das v ith a necleus of Rs. 15,000, from the 
" Tilak Swaraj Fund." A five years* course of study was adopted but the 
strained relation between the then Government and the National OrgBnisations 
stood in the way of its further development and the authorities of the Institute 
as well as the students had to pass through difficult ordeals and sufferings 
in various ways. Tn 1927, the Corpoiation of Calcutta made over 11 bighas 
of land with an outdoor dispensary at 24, Gorachaod Road to the authorities 
of the Institute on a 99 years* lease. Later on a three-storied Hospital 
Building providing for lOfi beds was built on the land in memory oT late 
De^bandhu Das. In 1930, the Governim-nt <»f Bengal paid a grant of 
R&. 4,00,000 and with the help of the said grant and the amount of donation 
received from the generous public, the authorities purebaped another 13 bighas 
of land adjoining the Ho^^pital premises and constructed two large two-storied 
buildings cn it one which, at present, accommodates lecture theatres, 
Laboratories, Museums, etc., for the College and the other is being utilised 
as Anatomy Department with its diii-ection Hall, Museums^ Lecture theatre 
and other auxiliaries. 

For the time being, however, affiliation was obtaianed for the L.M.P. 
Course of the State .Medical Faculty of Bengal, while all the time, the 
inienticn cherished by th? authorities v^as to get the Institute affiliated to 
the M.B.B.S. standard of the Calcutta University. Late Dr. Bundarirnohan 
Das was its first Urincipal and late Dr. K. S. Roy and Dr, B. C Sengupta* 
were Joint Secretaries for over 25 years. 

The Calcutta Medical Institute, the first non-sectarian Medical School in 
Bengal, was started in 1911 by late Dr. S. K. Mullick and others under the 
name of " The College of the Physicians and Surgeons." When all the 
non-official institutions were banned by the Indian Medical Degrees Act of 
1916 this Institute had to struggle hard against various adverse circumstances 
Tn 1923, this Institure was re-organise.l in the name of Calcutta Medical 
Institute under the patronage of the then eminent people, and was affiliated 
to the State Medical Faculty of Bengal to train up students for the L.M.F. 
Examinations. Dr. J. C. (Shatter jee was the Superintendent and Sri Satinath 
Roy was Secretary of Calcutta Medical Institute for a number of years. 
Ultimately the two schools were, as already stated, amalgamated and from 
1948 admission of students for the L.M.F. Course has been diacontinued and 
students are being admitted for the M.B.B.S. Course only. 

Laboratories 

Pathology : 

Clinical section of the Pathology Department has been made attractive and 
instructive to the students* The Bacteriological portion is well developed with 
special reference to different infective aspects of the subject. 
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Serolcgical anS histopathologioal ezamiaatioos of patieats of the 
hospitals attached to the college are Dodertakeii and the Ptudents get ainple 
facilities for learning diagnostic methods of human infections and ailoienta 
as well as pathological investigation of the cases. 

• 

Physiology : 

The laboratories consist of (a) Histology. (6) Chemical Physiology and 
(c) Experimental Physiology and are well-equippf^d with almost all the neces- 
aary equipments such as latest types of M>ograpb, Tuduotion Coils, Poligraph^ 
Shygmograph. Egrograpb,Fako8Cope, OphthaliDOflcope, Perimeter, Homocyto- 
meters, HflamoglobiDometers, fume chamber, sensitive chemical balances 
etc. 

Pharmacology : 

There are two laboratories in this Department. One is meant for Practical 
Pharmacy work and the other for Experimental Pharmacology work. Both the 
laboratories are well-equipped with adequate number of instruments and 
appliances such as Kymograph, Respiration Pump, Drum with extension 
Isoliated Heart Perfusion Apparatus etc. 

Chemistry : 

The laboratory is well-equipped for both teaching of students and biochemi- 
cal work for the hospitals also for research work. 

Library 

The working of the Library is managed by a Committee called ** Library 
Committee ** under the direct supervision and guidance of the Principal. 

The Library has been completely re-organised with the rejection of a large 
number of old volumes and addition of a fairly large number of new books and 
journals. 

The collections in the Library consist of the following scientific medical 
and allied subjects : —

Anatomy : 

The Mueenm consists of (i) specimens of dissections of the different parts 
of the body, (u) specimens of a number of interesting and abnormal cases, 
iiii) diagrams of regional dissection and others for guidance of students, 
Uv) models of the whole baman body and its different parts, (o) articulated 
skeleton:? of human body, frog and guineapig, (vi) sets of bones showing 
attachments of muscles and ligaments, foetal bones, loose bones for study by 
students and {vii) important skiagrams of different parts of the body. 

Pathology : 

The Mn8<*um comprises of the different sections of Parasitology with the 
subdivisions — Protozoology and Helminthology. The specimens preserved 
in the museum are very representative of the different general and special 
pathological conditions. 

Public Health : 

The Museum is well-equipped and contains a large numbe: of models, 
charts and pictures. New specimens and models are being added to the old 
stock. • 


Forensic Medicine : 

The old Museum of the school section contains a fairly large number of 
models and diagrams They are being shifted to the College side.

Short history of its Establishment and Development 

Prior to 1920, medical graduates in India had to go to England or else- 
where to study tropical medicine and hygiene systematically* This was 
obviously incongruous and in 1914, Sir Leonard Rogers conceived the idea 
of establishing Institutes in India for Post-Graduate study in tropical 
medicine and hygiene. His first proposal was to open, on an All-India 
basis, a School of Tropical Medicine in Calcutta and an Institute of Hygiene 
in Bombay. Various considerations and circumstances prevented this 
proposal from coming to fruition for a considerable time, but eventually, 
in 1920,' the Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene which 
combined teaching and research in both tropical medicine and hygiene, 
came into existence. A Professorship in Hygiene was established and a 
course of instruction arranged for the Diploma in Public Health of the 
Calcutta University. 

Dr. W. S. Carter, Associate Director of Rockefeller Foundation, in his 
periodic tours of India, became deeply impressed with the necessity for 
establishing a separate institute of Hygiene. As a result of his discussion 
with the authorities concerned, Dr. Carter, on behalf of Rockefeller Foun 
dation addressed the Gov'^ornment of India in terms embodying the proposa 
for the establishment of an .t\ll-India Institute of Hygiene, oiferring to 
provide the cost of site selected«and to build and equip it. This offer was 
gratefully accepted by the Government of India and thus ultimately came 
into existence by the side of the School of Tropical Medicine, the All-India 
Institute of Hygiene and Public Health, in 1932. 

The Institute started functioning with five of its six proposed sections, 
viz., (1) Public Health Administration, (2) Vital Statistics and Epideinio- 
logy, (3) Malariology and Rural Hygiene, (4) Biochemistry and Nutrition 
and (5) Maternity and Child Welfare. The last named functioned \mder 
the supervision and control of the Countess of Dufierin Fund from 1933-37, 
when it was taken over by the Government of India. The full complement 
of the teaching staff was mode available in 1937 with the formal transfer 
to the Government of India of the Section of Maternity and Child Welfare 
and the opening of the Sanitary Engineering Section. 

The teaching responsibility of Institute was at first restricted to the 
training of candidates for the Diploma in Public Health of the Calcutta 
University and the Diploma in Maternity and Child Welfare and the Diploma 
in Public Health and Hygiene of the Faculty of Tropical Medicine and 
Hygiene, Bengal. 

To keep abreast of modem trends in the training of public health 
personnel the courses of instruction at the Institute, particularly the curri- 
culum for Part I of the D.P.H. were modified in 1939. The Institute has 
no Section for Physiological Hygiene as such but a nucleus was constituted 
in 1940. The desigmtion of the Section«of Malariology and Rural Hygiene 
was changed to Microbiology. 

Dming World War II, the stafi of the Institute became increasii^ly 
oooupied with training Army personnel and adhoc investigations into 
problems associated with the war. A Blood Bark was organised to meet the 
j^quirem^t of blood for the wounded soldiers and air-raid victims during 
tb0 war.^ With the cessation of hostilities, the academic programme of 
iha Lostitute was further enkurged in 1946 and a number df new short 
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isourses wero introduced and the strength of thp existing classes were 
doubled for meeting the larger requirements of Public Health workers in 
post-war schemes and for re-settlement of demobilised personnel. The 
Institute obtained affiliation for the D.M. So C.W. Course to the Calcutta 
University in 1946. In view of the growing importance of Statistics, 
the Statistics Section was separated from the Section of Vital Statistics 
and Epidemiology in 1945 and a sub-snetion in Industrial Hygiene was 
created for training health personnel in Industrial Hygiene and for carrying 
out research in this fiold. Public Health Engineering has of late assumed 
gpreat iinportanoe as a special field of study. Many complicated prolbems 
in Public Health Engineering have arisen in the country. Engineers 
without a Public H ialth background are not likely to solve the problems 
satisfactorily. A Post-(:lraduiito course was, therefore, introduced in 1945 in 
the aubjecr- for training Engineer'^ in this special fiold of study. For training 
hospital dietotians, etc., a diploma course in Dietetics was started in 1949. 
The Industrial Hygiene sub-section*5was expanded into a full fledged Section 
and a diploma course in Industrial Medicine was introduced in 1950. 

Rural Practice Field 

A Rural Commuoity Controlled Practice Field is attached to this Institute. 
The rural field station is known as the S N. Mallick Model Training 
Health Centre and is about 21 miles flora Calcutta. At present the centre 
covers four Union Boards having a total area of 33 scj. miles and a population 
of 63,000 approximately. The scheme finally aims at bringing within its 
scope the whole of the Serampore Sub-tlivision. 

The primary objectives of the Practice Field are (t) to determine and 
demonstrate methods of public health administration which can bring essen- 
tial medical protection to the rural population within the level of expenditure 
that the country can afford at its present stage of economic development# 
and (n) to afford participative opportunity for training medical and public 
health personnel. An important feature of the scheme is the co-ordination 
of the curative aud preventive functions under a single administration in 
order to achieve the!maxiraum results. 

Facilities for training in the Practice Field were afforded to the studenis 
of the D.P.H., L.P.H., D M. & C.W. D.I.H., Dip. Diet, M.B. (P.H.) 
and other courses of this Institute as well as to the students of t.he Social 
Work course of the Calcutta University# The Sir John Anderson Health 
School and to the Medical Officers of the Wesl-Bengsl and other State 
Governments. The period of training extended from one week to a month. 

An Urban Maternity & Child Welfare Clinic and a Diot-Kitohsn is also 
run by the Institute both for teaching and investigative purposes. 

Research 

Besides training of Public Health personnel the other main activity of 
the Institute is research work on Public Health problems. Numerons 
researches have been carried out since the Institute was established. Some 
of the more important work relate to Tuberculosis, Cholera, Malaria, Epidemic, 
Dropsy, Typhus# etc. Numerous papers were published in scientific journal* 
by members of staff, embodying the results of their research activities based 
at this Institute. 

Moreover expert advice on technical matters were given by the members 
of staff of this Institute to Indnatrial Organisations, Railway authorities. 
State Governments, etc. as and when required. Some of the Professors of 
the Institute have been members of one or the other expert eommittees set 
MP by International organisation like World Health Organisation, etc. 

Building • 

The plan of the Building is baaed on the **anit room** system# the unit 
room ^ing ft by 21 feet. The building is four-storeyed and is E-shsped# 
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with a lawa iosida the coinpouDd. The library is io the central block oo 
the top floor. Three unit rooms on each floor and the library and readinpr 
room are air-conditioned during the hot months of the year. The bead of 
each section has a cool unit room and in addition there is a spare cooled 
unit room on each floor where workers on that floor may work in comfort, 
or engage in any special work requiring a cooled atmosphere. 

Library 

Since its inception the Institute has been building op a library of its 
own. There are now about 16,000 scientiflc publications, books and journals 
mostly dealing with health and allied subjects. A sufficiently large number 
of periodicals are also subscribed for regularly with a view* to keeping in 
touch with the latest rcsearchea etc., carried out in foreign countries. These 
are made available not only lo the staff and students of this Institute but 
also to all those who are employed on or interested in health work 

Museum 

The Institute also maintains a museum with a large number of models, 
specimens, charts and diagrams of great educative value. 

Hostel 

A hostel has been started from 1939, where accommodation for 50 students 
are available at present. Students are provided with recreational and 
other amenities in the hostel as far as possible. 

Extra-car jicular activities 

There is a sports club providing facilities both for indoor and out>docr 
games (Chess. Carani. Foot-bail, Badminton, Volly ball etc.). Annual 
sports competition is held in which both the students and staff participate. 
Dramatic performance is also staged every year by tbe students while at 
field training in Singur. 

Periodical tours are undertaken by tbe students in industrial centres, 
coal mines area, etc. for field training. 

No magazine is published by tbe Institute but arrangements exist for 
publishing from time to time. Public health news in tbe form of bulletins, 
etc,, as a supplement to the Provincial Public Health Magazine.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 


The Bengal Engineering College, a residential Institution since 1880, has 
developed from the Calcutta College of Cml Engineering which was opened 
.at the Writers’ Buildings in November* 1856 and affiliated to the Calcutta 
UniTcrsity in 1867 for the Lioenciate course in Civil Engineering. In 1865 it 
was amalgamated with the Presidency College, Calcutta. Later in 1360 it was 
detached from the Presidency College and shifted to the present premises and 
boused’ in the buildings of the Old &8bops College. 

Up* to 1898, the main function of the College was to train Civil Engineers 
for the Public Works Department and Mechanical Apprentices. In 1880, 
classes in Agriculture and in 1906 Mining Engineering classes were opened. 
In 1907 a class for the training of Moi or Mechanics and in 1910 a class in 
Dyeing were opened. The Motor Mechanics class was, however, discontinued 
in 1910. After the establishment of the Indian School of mines at Dhanbad 
by the Government of India in 1926-27, admission to the Mining Engineering 
classes was discontinued. 

The Re-organisation and Development Committee 

In 1945, the Government of West Bengal set up a committee to advise them 
on the re-organisation and developnieni* of this College. The committee recom- 
mended two plans, viz, ‘^Immediate Plan*’ and a ‘’Final Plan’* with a view to 
(f) producing a larger number of better qualid'^d engineers each year, iti) 
improving the curricula and the Methods of training and study. {Hi) introdu- 
cing courses in Architecture and Town & Begional Planning, providing 
facilities for Post-Graduate studies and Research and (r) eff(‘Cting closer liaison 
with industry. The Government of West Bengal decided to implement the 
Immediate Plan in January, 1946 and the Final Plan in November, 1946 with 
effect from the commencement of the academic Sessions 1945-46 and 1943-49 
respectively. 

Buildings 

The College stands on extensive groun is at Sibpur in the suburb of Calcutta. 
There are number of buildings to hoij«o^ the various department a, the labora- 
tories, the workshops etc*, besides the Hosttl buildings which are within ihe 
College compound. New buildings are air.o under construction under the deve- 
lopment scheme which was put into operation in 1915-46. A sum of Bs. one 
crore will be spent under this scheme on the new college and hostel Buildin^^s 
and staE quarters. 

Library 

The Library contains books on Engineering and allied subjects besides many 
learned journals of different countries, and U well suited for purposes of stu dy 
and research.

Shart History of its Establishment and Development 

Before the great European war most of raw hides and skins of the country 
were exported to Germany and Australia. With the eoinmeucemeot of the 
hostilities this was stopped and the necessity for making arrangements for 
tanning hide« within the Empire became obvious. Calcutta being one of the 
largest hide market** realised the situation and scattered attempts were made 
for the devebpment of tanning industry. 

In October, 1917, the proposal for the establishment of a Ilesearch Tannery 
in Calcutta was discussed at the Conference of Controllers held in Simla and 
the Munition Board approved of the proposal and the Director of Industries. 
Bengal, formulated a scheme in consultation with Mr. B. M. Das, Manager 
of the National Tannery and Mr. Fraymouth, Director of the Research Tannery 
at Maihar. which was subsequently approved by the Government and tho 
Ualcutta Research Tannery was opened in May, 1919, on experimental basis 
for 3 years. After the experimental period of 3 years was over the Besearch 
Tannery was retained for a further period of 5 years and ultimately was placed 
on a permanent footing as Bengal Tanning Institute ” in June, 1926. 

The Institute has been carrying on three functions, uiz., Demonstration, 
Research and Training since its inception* Improved methods of tanning are 
demonstrated at various centres in the Province as a result of which villagers 
j a remote places become conversant with these methods. Researches on varions 
problems for the improvement of the quality of leather for various use and of 
tanning materials etc., are undertaken and reported to the trade for guidance. 

Along with the Demonstration and Research, training of students is also 
undertaken. After the completion of training they either start business or get 
employment in existing concerns without difficulty. There are 24 seats at the 
Institute of which 4 are reserved for Bihar which actually pays a proportionate 
oontribution towards the cost of research and training. Students from other 
Provinces or States are also admitted subject to the approval of the Govern- 
menl of West Bengal. 

In the year 1929 a Leather Trade School wss attached to the Bengal 
Tanning Institute to impart training in the manufacture of boots and shoes 
and leather goods. There are 20 seats in the class and students, after com- 
pletion of the training are capable of starting a shoe making business of their 
own or find employments in existing shoe factories. 

The Institute was further developed in the year 1938 and it wa*^ affiliated 
to the Calcutta University for the introduction of the University Certificate 
Uourse in Tanning in 1941 in addition to the existing Certificate Course* 
The latest development is to introduce a B.Sc. (Tech.) course of Leather 
Teohnology in place of the existing University Certificate Course in order to 
raise the standard of training on foreign lines and the matter is still under 
^consideration. * 

Subjects in which the Institute is Affiliated and Combination of 
Subjects Allowed 

The Institute is affiliated to the Calcutta University for a University 
Certificate in Tanning and the candidates passing the I. Sc. Examination with 
Physics, Obefbistry and Mathematics are admitted to this course. 
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The following combination of the subject allowed — 

(1) Principles of Leather Manufacture. 

.2) Methods of Leather Manufacture. 

(3) Analytical Chemietiy of Leather Manufacture.. 

(4) Eleoientary Microscopy and Bacteriology of Leather Manufacture. 

(5) Statistics and Costing. 

(6) Leather Trades Engineering.

CHITTAGONG COLLEGE 
Fibst Affiliation, 1869 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

This coUoge was supported by Government, and was under the control 
of the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal. 

It was originally opened as a Zila School in 1836 by the General Com- 
mittee of Public Instruction. In January, 1869, it was raised to a Second 
Grade College teaching up to the F.A. (now Intermediate) standard. The 
Collegiate School was separated from tlie college in 1910 and the college 
was made a First Grade College teaching up to the degree examination. 

Building 

There are four buildings for the accommodation of this college. There 
is also a kutcha building where the Students’ Common Room is housed. 

The main building of the college is a big one-storied structure. The 
Principal’s room, the College Odice, the Library and the Professors’ rooms 
are in this building which also contains four class-rooms. 

The Science classes for Physics* and Chemistry including classes for 
Practical work in those subjects are held in a separate block provided for 
the purpose. 

There is a small block with two rooms specially meant for the 3rd- 
and 4th-year Arts classes. The rooms of the two-storied Old Hindu Hostel , 
Building is now utilized for tutorial and other small classes. 

Laboratory 

The Laboratories for the Department of Physics and Chemistry are 
accommodated in a separate building constructed for the purpose. They 
are equipped for the teaching of Physics and Chemistry up to the B.Sc. 
(Pass) standard. 


Hostel 

Attached to the college there is a Mahomedan Hostel. Buddhist 
boarders are temporarily accommodated in a rented house. 

Lilfrary 

Tlie College labrary contains a good number of volumes. There is a 
Rea<ling Room for periodicals in the Library itself.

Here Ph 3 rsical Training classes 
are held and small-area games of various kinds are played by the students 
under the supervision of the Ph 3 rBical Instructor who is a whole-time officer 
of the college. Besides the students play football, cricket and hockey 
forming regvdar teams under the control of the College Union. The college 
has no proper play-ground of its own.

They arc awarded by the Principal of the 
college. 

Four Mohsin Stipends of Rs. each tenable for two years are available 
annually for the Moslem students of the First-year and Third-year Classes. 
The stipends are sanctioned by the Principal of the college. 

The Governing Body is authorised to grant free studentships up to two 
per cent, of the total number of students on the rolls. 

There is an endowment scholarship called the “Rai Golokchaiidra 
Choudhury Bahadur's Scholarship" of Rs. 6 a month, tenable at this college 
for two years and awarded every year to the successful candidate at the 
Matriculation Examination, who stands next below the Government J unior 
Scholars from the District of Chittagong. 

There is also an endowment scholarship, called the "Kisorimohini 
Scholarship" of Rs. 5-8-0 per month, tenable at the college (except when 
the recipient is a female) for two years and awardable every alternate yefu* 
to the most deserving of the poor students of the Chittagong District, 
who may pass the Matriculation Examination of the Calcutta University 
but fail to secure any other scholarship. 

A Silver Medal called the "Nityananda Medal” to the value of the 
interest of Rs. 400 given by Babii Rameschandra Das, Deputy Magistrate^ 
in memory of his father, the late Babu Nityananda Das of Alampur, District 
Chittagong, is awarded annually to the best among the successful candidates 
from the Chittagong College in the B.A. or B.Sc. Examination. 

Free studentships 2% of the total strength for all (general) ; 6% 

special for Muslims ; and 5% special for scheduled castes and Educationally 
Backward communities are awarded annually by the Governing Body of 
the college on the recommendation of the Principal.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Rajahahi College was originally a private Engli^ school founded in 
1828 and subsequently taken over by Government and turned into a Zila 
School in 1836. In 1872 Raja Haranath Ray of Dubalhati made a gift of 
a Zamindari estate yielding an annual income of Rs. 5,000 and Government 
at once raised the school to the status of a second-grade college in 1873. 
A further gift came from Maharani Saratsundari Devi who bore the full 
cost of erecting a pucca building for the college. In 1876 it was proposed 
to turn it into a first-grade college and with the timely gift of Rs. 1,50,000 
made by Raja Pramathanath Rai of Dighapatia through the Rajshahi 
Association, it became possible for Government to carry out the proposal 
and raise the institution to a first-grade college in 1878 when B.A. Classes 
were opened for the first time with Mr. F. T. Dowding as Principal. The 
Rajshahi Association was able to raise a further subscription of Rs. 60,703 
with which a new building was erected, wherein the college classes were 
shifted. In 1881, M.A. Classes wore added and in 1883 B.L. Classes too. 
These clases continued for 29 years, when in 1909 owing to the New Re- 
gulations of the Calcutta University the B.L. and M.A. afiOliations were 
withdrawn. The college now teaches up to the B.A. and B.Sc. Honours 
standards. A separate two-storied block of six rooms was built in 1925 
at a cost of Rs. 87,000. 


Building 

The college consists of a group of buildings spread in a large compound, 
<1) The Main Arts Building — ^wherein are housed the Library, the College 
Office, the Principal’s Room, Se'minar classes and Professor’s Common 
Rooms, (2) the Old Madarso — ^wliich provides lecture and tutorial rooms, 
<3) the New Building — consisting of four large rooms each capable of seating 
about 150 students and two halls accommodating the Botanical Laboratory 
and a part of the Chemical Laboratory, i4) Physical Laboratory, (61 
Chemical Laboratory and (6) some smaller buildings used as class romms. 

Laboralory 

The colleges has three Laboratories — one for the teaching of Chemistry, 
one for Physics and one for Botany. The Chemical Laboratory is a one- 
storied building, and the Physical Laboratory is a two-storied building. 
All of them ai'e well-equipped for the teaching of Physics and Chemistry 
up to the Honours and Botany up to the B.Sc. Pass standard. 

Hostel 

The students reside in six blocks of the College Hostel, on two of which 
Moslem students have a prior claim. The accommodation in each block 
is about 35 and certain rooms afire set apart as the Superintendent’s office 
and Students’ Common and a Prayer Room in the case of Muslim 

Boarders. 


lAhrary 

There is a good Library containing over 23,362 books and 56 periodicals 
with a big Reading Room attached to it. There is idso a Common Room

attadbed to the ooUege wherein the students can read newspapers, periodi- 
cals, magazin^, etc., and indtilge in indoor games, e.gr., oarrom, table-timnisr 
etc., for which there are permanent arrangements. Literary meetings- 
and debates are held in the Hall. 

Extra-curricular Activities 


Sufficient facilities are given to the students to have debates and dis- 
cussions in literary matters for the development of corporate life. The^ 
Kajshahi College Magazine is published by them. There is a Common 
Boom where ample facilities for indoor games and study are provided. 

Attached to the college is an open g 3 rmna 8 ium which is attended by 
many students. There are ai5o different sections of sports, viz., football 
cricket, tennis, rowing, hockey water-polo and swiming. There are arrange- 
ments for the medical examination of the students twice a year by the college 
Medical Officer.

A silver medal of the value of Rs. 5 in memory of late Babu Sudhir- 
Chandra Niyogi, M.A., B.L., Rajshahi, is awarded every year to the student 
who stands higlxest in the Philosophy (Honours) list at the B.A., from the 
Rajshahi College. 

Under the new Scholarship Rules the Government have offered a 
number of Second-Grade Junior scholarships, besides some General ones, 
for the First-year l.A. and I.Sc. students of the Rajshahi College. These 
are of the value of Rs. 10 per month and are tenable only at the Rajshahi 
College where the scholarship -holders will also be given the benefit of free 
tuition. Particulars are given below : — 

(1) Two General scholarships for students of all communities passing 

from schools of the Rajshahi and Malda districts. 

(2) Two scholarships reserved for non-Muslim (other than Scheduled 

Caste) students who pass from schools of Rajshahi (1) and 
Malda (1). 

{*!) Five such scholarships for Muslim students who pass from the 
schools of tho Rajshahi (2), Malda (1), Darjeeling (1) and Jalpai- 
guri (1) districts. 

(4) Four such scholarships for Scheduled Caste students who pass 
from schools of Rajshahi (1), Malda (1) and Dinajpur (2). 

Quite a large number of stipends is also awarded by Government to 
Muslim and Scheduled Caste students of the Rajshahi College. These 
stipends are sanctioned from year to year and are open to students of the 
First- and Second-year l.A. and I.Sc. and Third-year B.A. and B.Sc. 
Classes. 

There are about thirty half-f^e studentships at the disposal of the 
Rajshahi College. Each of these is tenable for two consecutive sessions, 
and all are intended for deserving students of the college as a whole, ir- 
respective of class or branch of study. Needy and meritorious students^ 
of the Depressed, Backward or Minority communities receive special 
consideration. , 

Five free-studentships are disposed of by the Dubalhati Raj Estate, 
Dubalhati, Rajshahi, and award^ to students of the Rajslmhi OoUegei. 
Each of them is tenable for two continuous sessions. 
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Besides the above free and half-free studentships, the Muslim students 
and students belonging to the Scheduled Castes and educationally Back- 
ward Classes are granted some free and half-free studentships specially 
aanotioned for them.

Short History of its Eatahliahment and Development 

Tbis college was originally founded as an H. E. School by the late Babu 
Ramratan Ray, the local Zaminder. It was raised to the status of a second 
grade college in 1886 and to that of a first grade college in 1890. There 
are, however, at present no B.A. Classes in the institution. When the 
new Regulations came into force, its affiliation was restricted to I.A. In 
1921, Physics and Chemistry Classes were opened when affiliation was 
extended to l.So. in these subjects. The whole institution — the college' 
and the attached collegiate school in all the departments — is under tha 
control and supervision of the Principal. 

Building 

The college building is a largo pucca one situated in the midst of a vast 
lawn, which affords good space for all sorts of manly exercises. It provider 
accommodation for 150 students in each class. 

Laboratory 

The laboratories are well -equipped with all the necessary instruments 
£md are provided with gas and water. Special attention is paid to practical 
works. 

Hostel 

The boarding house attached to the college is also a pucca one whic h 
from its position and facilities for athletic sports must prove an attraotiv e 
residency to the students. There is no Hostel for Muhammadan students • 

Library 

The Library of the college is well-furnished with all the necessary or 
important works— English literature and the subjects taught in this college- 
It is also provided with important English and Bengali Magazines. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a Physical Instructor in charge of the athletic department.* 
There are extensive playgrounds attached to the college providing facilities 
for all sorts of outdoor games.

First Affiliation, 1889 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The institiibion was founded as a High English School on the 27th June, 
1884, by the late Babu Brajamohan Dutt, Judge, Court of Small Cau'^es, 
Nadia. Babu Brajamohan Dubt expressed a wish to raise the institution 
to the status of a second grade college, but it could not be affiliated on 
account of his sudden death. His sons, Babus Aswinikumar Dutt, Kamini- 
kumar Dutt and Jamlnlkumar Dutt, out of respect for the wishes of tJieir 
^deceased father, opened the F.A. Classes in June, 1889. The B.A. Classes 
were opened lator on in 1898. 

Babu Aswinikumar Dutt gave up an extensive practice at the Bar to 
work as an ‘Honorary Professor and served the college from its foundation 
up to- 1906. 

In March, 1912, the Proprietors by a Trust Deed made over their rights 
and the management of the college to a Council in which the Government, 
the Proprietors and local interest were represented. It was agreed that the 
School Department should continue as before. The Rev. Fr. L. Strong, 
M.A. (Oxon.), was the first President of the Council. The Government 
by an indenture generously agreed to pay to the institution three quarters 
of a lakli of rupees for the construction of a college building and a suitable 
monthly grant for the maintenance of the college, and also acquiiod and 
made over a plot of land measuring 40 bighas for the purposes of the college. 

Building 

The college is situated on an extensive ground measuring about 60 
bighas of land. There are six bloclcs of buildings containing 17 lecture 
rooms with accommodation for about 1,600 students and two blocks for 
practical Physics and Chemistry and one room for workshop and electric 
installation and one big lecture hall measuring 40 feet by 60 feet. There 
are two hostels in the college compound with accommodation for 172 
students. 

Library 

There are over 7,000 books in the library. 

Laboratory 

There are four Science Laboratories in two separate buildings, having 
aceommodation for practical work at a time for 70 in Physics and for 80 in 
Chemistry. There are two dark rooms, three balance rooms and a galvano- 
meter room. 

Hostel 

r- 

There are two Collegiate Hostels, each under a Superintendent, one for 
the Hindus and the other for the Muslims, capable of accommodating 
about 172 boarders. 

A Medical Officer attends the Collegiate Hostels daily. Boarding 
charges including establishment charges are moderate. 

Extra-curricular ActvvUies 

The aim of the college is to impart moral cmd religious instruction on 
l)i«ifl-8ectarian lines along with intellectual and physical trainiitg* and the 
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'following institutions founded by late Babu Aswinikumar Dutt may be 
mentioned among the special features of the college : — 

(1) The Teachers’ and Students’ Friendly Union for presenting to 
students, by moans of hymns, readings, sexmons and discourses on the 
lives of great men, unsectarian cardinal principles of religion and morality. 
This has been virtually replaced by QUa and Upanishad classes on Friday. 

(2) ‘The Little Brothers of the Poor” consisting of a band of students 
.for attending on the sick and helpless. 

(3) Excursion parties of Teachers and Students. 

The college gives facilities for games and sports which ore participated 
,in by about 40 per cent, of the students. There are playing fields and 
three tennis courts within the college compound. There is also a covered 
gymnasium measuring 40 feet by 80 feet where instructions are given by 
a competent gymnastic teacher. Physical examination of the First- and 
the Third-year students is made by the Medical Officer. Physical exercise 
has been made compulsory for students of the First- and Third-year clcusses 
and a graduate trained Physical Instructor has been appointed for the 
purpose.

A Short History of its Eatablishmenb and Development 

The Inatitution was founded in 1886 as a higher grade English school 
by the late Raja Girishchandra Roy, Zaminder of Sylhet, whose long- 
continued efforts in the cause of higher education materialist in securing 
for its afiOliation up to the F.A. Standard in 1891. The Institution was 
named by the proprietor after his grandfather Babu Murcurichand Roy, 
and was formally opened on 27th June, 1892. 

The college was provincialised from 1st A{jril, 1912, and raised to the 
status of a first grade college in 1916. The name ‘'Murarichand College’* 
was retained by agreement between tho proprietor and the Government. 
The enrolment in 1911-12 was 100 students and classes met in the rooms 
of the Giriscliondra High School. After provincial isat ion the develop- 
ment of the college was rapid. In 1906 affiliation was restricted to English, 
Vernacular, Mathematics, Logic, Chemistry, Sanskrit, Arabic and Persian 
to the Intermediate stage. By 1916 affiliation had been extended to l.Sc. 
and B.A. courses and in 1919 affiliation to the B.A. (Honours) standard 
was introduced in Sanskrit. In 1922 provision was made for preparation 
of students for Honours examinations in all Arts subjects, and in 1926 
extension of affiliation to the B.So. courses in both Pass and Honours 
was granted. 

The college for this period was housed in very inadequate and tem- 
porary buildings in the town of Sylliet in tho main street. From 1912 
plans were under consideration for tho construction of permanent buildings 
and after much deliberation and conflict of public opmion as to the most 
suitable site, land was acquired near Thackory Tila, extending to nearly 
120 acres some 2^ miles from 8ylhet, for the accommodation of the pro- 
jected new buildings and attached hostels. 

The foundation stone was laid by His Excellency Sir William Marris, 
Governor of Assam, on the 19th August, 1921, and the existing new college 
building was formally opened by His Excellency Sir William Reid, acting 
Governor of Assam, on the 27th July, 1925. 

Building 

The building which cost approximately about nine Icdrhs of Rupees 
comprise : (1) Double-storied B.A. block with four lecture halls (60 ft. by 
30 ft.), 4 lecture rooms, (2) a library and examination hall meraur^ 90 ft. 
by 42 ft. with 8 seminar rooms, (3) Chemistry block, (4) Physics block, (6) 
Workshop and gas factory, (6) Administration block containing the college 
office, Principal’s office and Professors’ Common Room, (7) Men’s Common 
Room fitted with a permanent stage for theatrical performances ; (8) 

Women’s Common Room equipped with Indoor Games and Booitaffy 
arrangements, (9) Four blocks of hostels with residential quarters for 
Superintendents and hospital and dispensary, and (10) Principars residence* 
Tho college has also its own water supply, and extensive playing fields 
are provided. From 13th August, 1934, electric fans and lights have been 
provided for B.A. block, Ubrary and administration block. These have 
since b^^ provided for the Chemistry and Physics block as well* 

Laboratory

The Science Laboratories, Physics and Chemistry, are new

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The Botanical Laboratory is now temporarily located near the hostels ; 
there is also a Botanical garden in front of the Laboratory. 

The college maintains its own gas plant and the Physics department 
has an electric installation of 6 K. W. capacity. 

Hostel 

There are four permanent hostels attached to the college* two of them 
being reserved for Mahomedans, each accommodating 36 boarders. A 
medical officer is in charge of the lioolth of the boarders and there is a dis- 
pensary and hospital attached to the hostels with a resident compounder 
in charge. 


Library 

The college possesses a largo and up-to-date 'aoll-built library in a 
separate building. The total number of volumes of books on the 31st 
October, 1040, was 11,908 and those are available for use by students 
subject to the Library Rules. 


Extra-curricular Activities 
A ihliticft 

Extensive playing tields arc attached to the college and games are well- 
organised by students under tlio guidance of members of the staff. All 
students are required to fiay annually o sports subscription of Ks. 2. 

Social Actirdtic^ 

The hostels maintain an organised Union. There is a spacious Collego 
Common Room for men amply provided with periodicals, also a separate 
Common Room for women.

ifhon History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was originally founded by Babu Gopalohandra Lahiri who 
in 1808 added the F.A. classes to his school teaching up to the Entrance 
standard, known as the Pabna Institution. In 1906 the management of 
the ooUego was made over by the proprietor to a committee elected by ths 
public. In 1911, with a view to perpetuating the loving memory of the 
King Emperor Edward VII, the college was named after His Late Imperial 
Majesty. New buildings for the coUege and its hostels were erects in 
1915-16 on a precious site on the river Ichamati at a cost of over a lakh of 
rupees — a substantial portion of which (Rs. 50,000) was contributed by 
the late Rai Banamali Ray, Baheidur. Zamindar of Tarash. 

Building 

The college buildings consist of three handsome one>storied structures 
with spacious, airy, well-lighted rooms for ^e difEerent classes besides 
€unple accommodation for Science laboratories. 

Laboratory 

The Science Laboratories are equipped with a large stock of apparatus 
required for Intermediate and B.Sc. Teaching, and the working benches 
for the students are provided with gas and water fittings. They have 
been spoken of as among the 6nest laboratories in private mofussil colleges. 

Hostel 

Attached to the college there are Hostels for Hindus as well as for 
Muhammadans. 


Library 

It is furnished with more than 6,000 useful volumes. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a College Debating Club for discussion of various topics oi 
interest.

There are two scholarships called the “Banamali «Tubilee Scholarship'* 
after their donor» the late l^i Bcuiamali Kay, Bahadur of Tarash, Fabna, 
of the value of Ks. 8 a month and originally tenable for two years at the 
Rajshahi College which have been made tenable at this college also from 
the year 1906-07. They are awarded to the two best students who pass 
the Matriculation Examination, one from the Pabna Zila School and the 
other from the Serajganj H. E. School, and who fail to obtain Gk>vemment 
Scholarship. 

A prize of the value of Rs. 60 named the “Bulwor Lytton Prize” is 
awarded annually on the results of the I.A. and I.Sc. Examination to the 
student of the college securing the highest number of mailcs in the aggre- 
gate.

A Short History of its Establishment and Deodopmervt 

This college was the outcome of the long-continued efforts of the 1 ate 
Bai Anandachandra Bay, Bahadur, in furtherance of the cause of higher 
education in the Division of Chittagong. In 1886, he founded a high 
school at Comilla, known as Roy’s Entrance School and in 1888 he changed 
the ncune of the Institution to Victoria School in commemoration of the 
Jubilee of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen-Empress Victoria of 
hallowed memory. The college grew out of this school in 1899 and was 
affiliated up to the F.A. standard at the time. The Institution was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire in 1902, but through the strenuous efforts, un- 
tiring enthusiasm and unfailing munihcence of the Founder, it revived 
within a short time. The Founder alone maintained both the school 
and the college till 1904 when the management of the college was separated 
from that of the school and was made over to a Board of Trustees con- 
sisting of His Higliness the Maharaja of Tripura State, the Magistrate 
and Collector of Tippera and the Founder himself. The Maharaja made 
a free gift of the college site. His Highness and the Founder agreed to 
make annual contributions and to meet the deficit, if any. In 1908, it 
was found necessary to take Government aid, for which the Trust Deed 
of 1904 had to be replaced by a new one, the personnel of the Board of 
Trustees remainmg the same as before. After the execution of the new 
Trust Deed, His Highness and the Government made capital grants ; the 
Government further agreed to make annual grants when necessary and 
desirable. His Highness and the Foimder too increased their annual 
grants. Though under separate managements the school and the college 
continued to be situated in the same compound till 1909, when the college 
W€U( removed to a spacious pucca building on its present site, which also 
was a free gift of His Highness. When the new Begulations of the Uni- 
versity came into force, the affiliation of the college was restricted to the 
l.A. standard. In 1918, a second spacious building was constructed 
partly with public subscriptions and partly with aid from His Highness, 
and the status of the college was raised to the B.A. standard. I.Sc. classes 
were opened in 1924 with a spacious lecture gallery and two spacious halls 
for practical classes. 

Under the terms of the Trust Deed of 1908, the management of the 
college was made over to a Governing Body consisting of the tliree trustees 
and the Principal of the college. In November, 1919, Nawab Syed Hossam 
Hyder Chowdhury, Khan Bahadur, was taken in as a member of the 
€k>veming Body and, on his death, Nawab Sir K. G. M. Faroqui, 
Bahadur, was put in his place in April, 1921. The Founder was the Secretary 
of the college since its foundation and on his death on the 8th November, 
1920, his brother Rai Satischandra Hay, Bahadur, M.B.E., was appointed 
a trustee and Secretary of the college on the 18th April, 1921. It is en- 
tirely to this gentleman that the credit of opening the Science classes in 
1924 is due. On 6th July, 1932, the Principal was appointed ox-offloio 
Secretary to the Governing Body in place of Bai Satischan^a Bay, Bahadur, 
resigned. 


Building 

There are 4 blocks of buildings for the college. There is Hpstel slti- 
oommodation for Hindu and Muslim students wit^ family quartets fbr 
the Superintcjfidents, 
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LaboraUiry 

The laboratory consists of one lecture theatre to accommodate 150 
students and two practical classes sufficiently big for 40 students to work 
at a time in each. There is a dark room attached to the Physics Laboratory 
and a balance room for the Chemical Department. The Practical clcunes 
are fitted with up-to-date working tables and cupboards. There are 
apparatus more than sufficient for the l.Sc. classes both in Physics and 
in the Chemistry Departments. There is a gas plant after Manstield con- 
nected with the laboratory. The gallery and the Practical classes are 
supplied with water-taps and sinks. 


Hostel 

One Hindu Hostel consisting of three blocks and one Muhammadan 
Hostel provide Hostel accommodation. 


Library 

There are more than 9,144 books in the CoUogo Library. Students 
and Professors are allowed to borrow books from the Library. 


Extra-curricfjlar A rttritipn 

There is a College Assembly consisting of the representatives of the 
students from different classes for carrying out the business of the college 
activities in which students participate. There are four depailments of 
such activities; viz., (I) Sports, Games and Gymnasium Department, 
(2) Entertainment Department, (5) Literary Department and (4) Common 
Room Department. The Literary Department has three branches — 
Debating, Reading Room and Magazine. One member of the teaching 
staff is (and in some cases two are) in charge of each department with 
student secretaries to assist him. There is a Working Committee con- 
sisting of some members of the Assembly and appointed by the Assembly 
for carrying out the business of each department. Generally the student 
members of the committee do the actual work under the sui)ervision of 
the members in charge. 

Under the auspices of the Literary Committee, the Literary Club or 
the Debating Society meets generally on Saturdays when Debates are 
held or papers are read by the students and occasionally by the members 
of the staff. 

Under the supervision of the same committee, a College Magazine, 
named “The College Chronicle,” is published t wice or thrice a year. 

Under the auspices of the Entertainment Committee, dramatic jHsr- 
formance and periodical social functions are held. 

A large number of teachers attend the playground whenever a game is 
played by the students of the college. 

These arrangements are calculate to afford facilities for social inter- 
course between the teachers and the taught and among the students of 
the college. 

There is a gymncuiium in charge of a Physical Instructor. It is ade- 
quately equipp^. F'acilities for cricket, football, hockey, badminton, 
volley-ball, basket-ball, tennis and some sorts of country games and sports 
aa well as swimming and rowing under proper guidance are affordw to 
stodrats. There is a small oommittee consisting of some members of the 
tswMfiiing, staff and of some students to look iSter games and physical 
education.

Stipends, Scholarships, Prizes, etc, 

Maharaja’s Scholarship of Hs. 15 a month, tenable for two years in the 
Comilla Victoria College, is awarded annually to the student who stands 
first in Intermediate Examinations from this college and takes his admission 
here, excepting the Government scholarship-holders. 

CoUege Stipends — Several stipends of different values (maximum value 
being equal to the tuition fee) are awarded to the students of the college 
in consideration of their merits and poverty on the results of a competitive 
examination in the case of first-year students and on the results of the 
Intermediate Examinations in the case of the 3rd-year students. Govern- 
ment scholarship -holders are awarded stipends, in lieu of free student- 
ships, equivalent in value to their tuition fees. 

Two gold medals called Lytton Medals are awarded to the students 
who stand first among the successful I.Sc. and B.A. candidates. Lord 
Lytton, a former Governor of Bengal, visited the Comilla Victoria College, 
and was very much pleased with whlit he saw. As a mark of his appre- 
ciation of the good work done by the college and in order to encourage 
the students His Excellency wap pleased to make a donation of Rs. 1,000. 
Out of this sum a capital fund of Rs. 700 was created — the interest to 
cover the expenses of an annual prize of two gold medals called the Lytton 
Medals — ^to associate His Excellency’s name with the college. 

Svdhir Prize — A prize of books worth Rs. 10 is awarded to the student 
of the 1st -year Class who stands first in the annual examination. Sriman 
Sudhirkumar Mukherjoo, a very promising student of the college, died 
while ho was in the 2nd-yoar I.Sc. Class, deeply mourned by all his teachers 
and fellow students. Ho had secured a Junior Divisional Scholarship 
of Rs. 15 a month and had become universally popular by his merit and 
character. His afflicted father, Rai Saheb Jyotischandra Mukherjee, 
M.A., himself once a Professor of this college, offered a sum of Rs. 125 to 
bo utilised a capital fund, the interest on which has to be spent in awarding 
an annual prize of books to commemorate the name of his only son. 

The practice of awarding prizes to meritorious students on the results 
of annual examination and to some students for physical feats has also been 
introduced. *

Short History of its EsUMblishment and Development 

This institution was mainly residential and was founded in 1902 amidst 
beautiful rural surroundings on a ma^ificent bend of the river Bhairab. 
principally with the objec t of givdng Hindu boys a training in their religion 
and reviving ancient Hindu learning ; it has in view also the furtherance 
of the cause of general education. It constitutes a religious trust under 
the management of a Board of Trustees. It has two departments, the 
college and the Chatuspathi. The Chatuspathi was started in 1903 for 
teaching various branches of ancient Sanskrit learning and for training up 
boys as far as practicable, according to the directions embodied in the 
Hindu religious code. For the first five years the students of the college 
department were allowed to sit for the F.A. Examination as private students. 
In 1907 the college was affiliated up to the Intermediate Course in English, 
Bengali, Sanskrit, History, Logic and Mathematics. The affiliation was 
extended up to the Intermediate course in Physics and Chemistry in 1909 
and Botany was added in 1911. Tn 1914 the affiliation was extended 
to the B.A. Pass standard in English, Bengali, Sanskrit, Mathematics, 
History and Philosophy. Further extensions of affiliation were secured 
in 1923 in Physics (Pass), Chemistry (Pass), and Mathematics (Pass and 
Honours), up to the B.Sc. standard and in Physics (Pass), Chemistry 
(Pass), Sanskrit (Honours), and Mathematics (Honours), up to the B.A. 
standard ; in 1 924 in English and Philosophy up to the B.A. Honours 
standard, in 1927-28 in Economics (Paas) up to the B.A. standard, and 
in 1931 in Civics up to the Intermediate standard. Classical Bengali 
has been added to the B.A. curriculum in 1938. The college is situated 
in a spacious compoimd with college buildings as well as hostel buildings. 
The maximtizn accommodation for the whole college is 600. 

Building 

One two-storied building containing 9 rooms and another building con- 
taining 13 rooms. A pucca building for accommodating the Common 
Boom has already been constructed and another to accommodate Botanical 
Laboratory was constructed in the session before last. Another hall has 
been constructed last session to be used as a lecture hall. 

Laboratory 

The Chemical, Physical and Botanical departments with their com- 
modious and well -ventilated laboratory and lecture theatres have bc^en 
provided with necessary and up-to-date apparatus. The supply of water 
and gas is regular. A worksliop is attached to the laboratory, where many 
delicate instruments have been turned out by skilled workmen under the 
direction of Professors and Demonstrators. 

Hostel 

The Hindu and Mahomedan Hostels have accommodation for about 
200 students of the college. The Mahomedan Hostel has pucca building. 
The Hindu Hostel comprises one big two-storied building (built out of 
Ch^yemn^ent Grant), one one-storied building which is set apart for the 
residence of poor and meritorious students who live free of charge according 
to the desire of the Maharaja of Cossimbazar who bore its cost, six blocks 
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fwith tiled roofs each oontaining 8 single-seated rooms and a large number 
of thatched cottages and two corrugated-iron bim^alows where students 
Ilive at a nominal cost in conditions of rural simplicity. 

The hostel is divided into a number of convenient groups, each under 
the charge of a Professor-Superintendent who acts as the mentor and 
guide of the students, the whole being under the co-ordinating influence 
of a (General Superintendent. 

There is a Medical Offlcer. a graduate of the Calcutta Medical College, 
who renders free medical aid to all boarders. 

Library 

The college has an excellent Library, containing more than 12.000 
volumes which is constantly receiving additions. It is accommodated 
in a spacious hall and provides special facilities for study and reference. 


Extra^curricvlar Activities 


The college being mainly a residential one. the teachers and the students 
live together and got endless opportunities of mixing with one another 
and developing a strong corporate lifo among themselves. 

The College Union is a most useful institution in this respect. It has 
got a number of branches, namely (1) Library Section. (2) Magazine Section, 
(3) Games and Sports Section. (4) Social Service Section, (5) Entertainment 
Section. The practice of organising Sankirtan parties at the college temple 
and arranging religious lectures and ceremonies and social gathering from 
time to time also contributes to the growth of a healthy corporate fife. 

The College has a migazinc which is issued thrice or twice a year 
unde, the name “D.^vayatan”. 

The college has a big playing field for outdoor games measuring 600 sq. 
ft. in the very centre of the college compound where football, cricket, 
hockey and tennis are regularly .played. There are also smaller areas 
for minor games. The college runs open tournaments in football, hockey 
nnd tennis for encouragement of their games. 

There is a covered well-equipped gymnasium which is attended by 
many students under the guidance of a qualified Resident Physical Ins- 
tructor. Arrangements have been made for the occasional medical exami- 
nation of the students, specially of the boarders in the hostels, by the 
Medical Officer of the college. From this year, Drill has been introduced 
in 1st- and 3rd -year classes.

It was established in 1908 as a second-grade college after the disaffi- 
liation of the Mymensingh Branch of the City College and was raised to 
the drst grade status in 1914.

The college building consists of 38 rooms and is situated at a distance 
from the congested areas of the town over an area of 15 ctcres of land.

Government scholarship-holders are given full free-studentships. 

9 stipends of Rs. 4 per month each are awarded annually to the most 
meritorious students of the college. Half-free studentships are awarded to 
40 students of the college eveiy year in consideration of poverty and merit. 
Younger brothers and sisters reading at college with elder brothers or 
sisters cure allowed to read at half the usual rate. Two scholarships of 
the monthly value of Ks. C each and called Sudhendunarayan Aoharyya- 
ohowdhury Scholarships are available in the Intermediate Classes to poor 
and good students belonging to depressed sections of the community.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The college was started in July, 1917, and is the result of the earnest 
efforts of the residents of this district to remove a long-felt want. A scheme 
for the establishment of a college had originated as early as 1913, but it was 
not till 1914 that active steps were taken to carry it out. A committee of 
ocal representative gentlemen met under the presidency of Mr. J, N. Gupta 
M.A., I.C.S., the then District Magistrate, and the scheme took definite 
shape. By March, 1917, donations to tho extent of about Rs. 7^ lacs had 
been raised. Ati application to the University was then made for affiliation 
of tho proposed college up to the B.A. standard, which was subsequently 
obtained. 

The college occupied tho now building in July, 1918. 

From the funds subscribed, over two lacs were invested in War Loan. 
Among tho principal single donors may be mentioned the name of Raja 
Bahadur Gopal Lai Ray of Tajhat (Rs. 1,00,000), Rai Annadamohan Ray- 
ohaudhuri, Bahadur, of Tepa (Rs. 1,00,000), and the Hon*ble Maharaja 
Sir Manindrachandra Nandi, Bahadur, K.C.1>E. (Rs. 50,000). . 

In February, 1918, His Excellency the Earl of Ronaldshay, Governor 
of Bengal, declared the new buildings open, spoke of the college scheme with 
the warmest approval, and announced a Government grant of 50,000 rupees 
towards land acquisition and capital expenditure on buildings to which 
another 40,000 rupees was afterwards added. H. E. Lord L^ton in his 
visit expressing his very great pleasuro in visiting the institution hoped 
that it might obtain its B.Sc. Classes during his tenure of office. This l^d 
wish of His Excellency was fulfilled and the college opened B.Sc. 
Classes. 

Building 

The College buildings are amongst the finest in undivided Bengal. 
These are situated on an extensive plot of ground measuring 900 bighas.* 

Laboratory 

The Science Laboratories (Physics and Chemistry) opened in 1922-23 
arc spacious and fully equipped with two lecture theatres with an accom- 
modation for practical work for 150 I.Sc. and 45 B.Sc. students. A separate 
laboratory for Botany with an attached lecture room was opened from 
the beginning of the session 1932 <33. It provides for 00 Intermediate stu- 
dents in Botany. The extension of all the laboratories was carried out. 

Hostel 

There are four Residential Hostels in the college compound, two for 
Hindus and two for Mahomedans. Ono additional Hindu hostel was opened 
in August, 1938. A portion of the additional Hindu hostel accommoda- 
ting 32 students is proposed to be converted into a segregation ward, and the 
College Dispensary is also to be housed there. 

Library 

The Library is well-equipped with more than 10,000 volumes and pro* 
vided with • Reading Room for students and Professojrs# 
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jESxtra-curricular Activities 

Th6 Oommon Room occupies a separate building and is very well-pro 
vided with current newspapers and periodicals including popular scientific 
and physical culture magazines. It is in the special charge of a Physical 
Director of the college, who is assisted by a a Students* Committee. 

Special efforts are made to develop the corporate life of the college 
through the Professors’ Council and Club and the College Union and other 
Committees, whose work is carried on jointly by the students and Profe- 
ssors. The College Magazine published twice every session also contributes 
to the healthy growth of college life. There are also three Societies, viz., a 
Literary Society, an Historical Society and a Science Society function- 
ing under the guidance of Professors. 

There are splendid facilities for ail outdoor games, and gymnastics are 
always encouraged. Inter-class competitions in games as well as athletic 
sports are held every year, and physical exercise for all boarders with drill 
during, college hours is enjoined upon all students. There is an open and 
spacious gymnasium fully equipped. There are arrangements for medical 
•examipation of students. 


Scholarships, Medals, Stipends and Concessions 

Government Scholars are given free tuition. Two gold medals, the 
Lytton and Sir Aautosh Medals, and two College Scholarships arc awarded 
eo I.So. and I.A. students standiixg firsi> from tho college and prosecuting 
further studies here with Honours. A number of college stipends are 
also awarded to deserving students. Also foe coucossions are liberally 
made for poor and meritorious students.

Short Hiatory of its Establishment and Development 

This college, which formerly went by the name of Bagerhat College, 
owes its origin to the energetic efforts of the promoters of the Haveli Par- 
yana Sooial Re-union ^ an organisation for the advancement of education, 
sanitation and social reform in the Pargana which includes the town of 
Bagerhat and its neighbourhood. It is backed by the entire Sub-division 
of Bagerhat and supported by a Board of Trustees. 

The present name of the college after its great patron, Acharyya Sir 
Praphullachandra Kay, Kt., dates from April 28, 1933, on which a resolu- 
tion in favour of tVio change was adopted by the Governing Body of the 
college in response to the unanimous wishes of the people of Bagerhat 
Sub-division as expressed on the occasion of the Praphulla-Jayanti celebra- 
tions held in the college ground on the 27th April, 1933, on the completion 
of the great savant's seventieth year of life. 

It is situated on a healthy rural site consisting of a big maidan (over 
55 bighas in extent) facing the Khulna Bagerhat Light Railway line with 
a streamlet flowing close by. The Bagerhat College Railway Station is 
close to the college compound. 

There is also a park known as the Ramnarayan Park round the college 
Reserve Tank with a pavilion facing the college playground. It is illumi- 
nated with electric light every evening and is traversed by a pucca path- 
way all round. The Suk Sarohar, the bathing tank of the college, pro- 
vides an excellent swimming bath. The staff of the college has got a Co- 
operative Credit Society with the S.D.O. of Bagerhat as its ex-offioio Chair- 
man and the Principal as the Vice-Chairman. 

Building 

The college has commodious buildings with an imposing frontage. It 
is open all around. 


Laboratory 

The laboratories provide facilities for practical work in Physios and 
Chemistry. It is open for research work too, and the Dyeing and Weaving 
Departments of the college are attached to it. 

The Electric Power House of the college provides electrical energy 
for use of fans, lights, etc. 

Hostel 

There are Hostels for Hindu and Mahomedan students with a block 
apeoially meant for Namasudras. 

Library 

There is a good library which is used by the students and teachers. 

Extra-curriculaf Activities 

There is a College Magazine. There are arrangements for games, sports 
■«nd gymnastics. There are several clubs and assooiationB of students 
within the college. ^ „ 
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There is aooommodation for about 500 students in the college and 
some 84 students in the hostels.

Short History oj its EstaHiahment and. Development 

The college is situated in the best part of the town of Faridpur, the 
headquarters of the district of the same name in East Bengal. The ground 
on which it stands is open on all sides and commands a beautiful view. It 
was first established as a second grade college in July, 1918, and was afhlia* 
ted up to the T.A. standard in English, Bengali, Sanskrit. Mathematics. 
Logic, and History. The college W'^as named after the late Babu Rajendra- 
chandra Raychaudhiiri, the zemindar of Baisrasi in the district of Faridpur. 
whose public-spirited son and heir, Babu Ramoschandra Raychaudhuri, 
at tho instance of tho Late Babu Ambikacharan Majumdar, an all-India 
leader and tho first President of the Governing Body of the college, by a 
munificent donation of Rs. 50,000 made tho institution an accomplished 
fact. A sum of about Rs. 30,000 more was raised from the public mainly 
through tho endeavour of tho late Babu Ambikacharan Maiuindar who 
was not only tho founder but the very life and soul of tho college. Babu 
Rameschandra Raychaudhuri made a further donation of Rs. 2,000 at tho 
time of opening tho I.Sn. Chissos in 1923. Among tho chief minor donors 
the following names may bo mentioned : — 

Maharaja Sir Maninchandra Nandi, Baharlur, who paid Rs. 2,000 

Babu Praphullanath Tagore, who paid Us, 2,500, and 

Kumar Arunchandra Sinha, who paid Rs, 2,000. 

Tho history of tho college has boon a history of steady expansion. It 
has been a first grade college since 1921. 

Land for tho erection of the college builuing and college hostels both 
for Hindu and Muhammadan students was obtained from tho Government 
in permanent lease at a. in>minal rent. Tho area of tho land at first was about 
17 bighas. This area has been extended since 1926, so that the total area 
at present is 9.24 acres or about* 35 bighas. 

Building 

Tho college building is tw'o-storied, spacious and substantial, with accom*, 
modaiion for over 500 students. There are four big class rooms and three* 
small rooms in this building. Tho Principal’s room and his office are located 
on one part of it. In tho upper storey are located the library, the reading 
room and tho Professor’s waiting room. A few yards off there is the Labora- 
tory of which a description is given separately. Tho class-rooms, the Libra- 
ry and tho Heading Room are tis well-ventilated and well-lighted as possible. 

Laboratory 

The Laboratories are housed in a spacious building which stands very 
close to the main building of tho college and fulfil all the requirmenta of 
the students. They arc well-equipped laboratories. The leoture-gallery 
can accommodate about 160 students. There is one store-room for Chemis- 
try and one for Physios. Each of the departments has got a separate pre- 
paration room and a separate practical class. There are two fume chambers 
one for the lecture theatre and the. other for the Chemistry practical class! 
Besides there is one Dark room and one Balance room. There is also a 
complete arrangement for the supply of gas and pipe-water, A radio set 
has been installed in the Physical Laboratory, 

Host^ 

There is a pucca Hindu Hostel and a pueoa tiled Mahomed{^n Hostel in 
the college compound. The Hindu Hostel consists of four*^0cks or build-

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ings and the Mahomedan Hostel oonsists of two blocks. The college 
hostels are under the direct supervision of a Superintendent who is a Pro- 
fessor of the college. There is a qualified paid doctor who daily visits the 
Hostels and Messes and renders medical aid whenever necessary. 

TAhrary 

The Library is a spacious hall in the upper storey of the main building* 
It measures about 50 feet in length and 24 feet in breadth. The centre of 
the hall is used by the students as their reading room. The Library is 
steadily expanding. It is in charge of a wholetime Librarian. 

Extra curricvUar Aclivities 

The following organisations make up the corporate life of the college : 
(tf) a debating club, (6) an athletic club, (c) a Social Service League, (d) 
a Students* Mutual Aid Society. 

There is also a College Magazine. 

The college affords liberal facilities for games and sports. There are 
two playgrounds and a well-equipped gymnasium. 


Scholarships, Prizes, Htc. 

Two scholarships of the value of Rs. 10 a month are awarded by the 
college to those Matriculates of the First-year Class who obtain first-grade 
and second-grade junior scholarships : one scholarship of Ks. 10 n month 
is awarded to a first-grade jimior scholar. Besides there are two endowed 
free-studentships, known as tJie Swarnamoyeo anti the Mahendranarayan 
free-studentships, establisliovl respectively by the late Babii »Surendrakumar 
Dasgupta, B.L., a plca<lor ot the District Court and by the late Rai Bahadur 
Mahendi'anarayau liaychaudhuia, an enlightened zemindar of Baisriisl in 
the district of Faridpur. Each of the geritlornen has paid Ks. 80t) for the 
purpose. Over and above those endowed free -studentships the college 
itself grants several free -student ships to those students of t,he different 
classes who arc considered deserving by iv»ason of tlieir jiON'orty and mer*t. 
The free-studentships of the last class are soniotimos Kj»lit up into half- 
free studentships. There are also throe oihcr sehohirslups, viz,, Lyiton 
‘and Ishan fcScliolarships. Accord Linx to the new scholarship rules the 
Principal has been cmpowcrfsl by tlio Governnioiit to award .so>'cral scholar- 
ships and stipends in college aud district basis.

Short History of its Estahlishment and Development 

The Feni College was started in 1922 with affiliations up to the I.A, 
standard. For some years past the people of Noakhali and particularly 
of the Feni Sub-division have been trying to start a college with a view 
to removing their long- felt grievance regarding higher education. Their 
efforts were crowned with success even at a time when non-co-operation 
movement was in the fullest swing. They raised subscriptions locally 
to the extent of about Rs. 20,000 and the District Board of Nookhaii came 
forward with a donation of Ks. 50,000 for construction of two magnificent 
hostels, one for tlie Hindu students and another equally big for the Maho- 
medan students. There is just behirvl the former Hindu Hostel extension, 
a corrugated. iron-roofod house with p icca plinth, accommodating twenty 
Hindu boarders. Another corrugated -iron-roofed house, where the now 
defunct Moslem High English S(diool was located, accommodates about 
thirty Maliomedans. The Raj pur family belo^iging to the rich Saha 
community of this <li<’trict ha^ I ou lea-se a (iuo two-storied building for 
residence of forty Hindu boarders, 'I’liero is an extensive playing ground 
prepared at an expendit ure of Rs. 5,(K)0. It has already become an attrac- 
tive feature of the institution and lias supplied a keenly-felt want of this 
locality. 

The college from its very inception lias shown remarkably steady pro- 
gress, so much so that after two years of its beginning, i.e , in 1924, the 
Government and thf3 University thought its outlook was mos< hopeful and 
tlius raised its status to that of a First Grade Collogo with affiliation in aJU 
the .Arts suhioots iiK-luding ISlathomatics and Honours in History. His 
Excolloncy 8i'‘ Hugh Laus(iowji Stophoiison, K.O.T.E*, C.S.I., I-C.S., 
the acting Governor of Bengal, visited the college on the JOth of August, 
1926, and was very mui'h improsscii by the progress that the college had 
made in an iuensd ibly short time and formally opened the upper storey 
of the main collogo building, which was nearing completion. His Ex- 
collcncy signalis»»d hi^ visit to the college by a capital gi’imt of Rs. 20,000, 
toworil;’ the cost of cxrcrision funl Hh. o.hOO out ofhia ‘l^K-crotionary Fund’ 
just to enublo ilie college to oil its oid debts. The special feature 

of the institution is a large ptMventago of Maiioniodan students ap com 
paivd w'ith neigh bonvirig colleges. The auihoL’iiie» of this college uro 
particularly grateiul lo His Highness the AJaharaja of Tripura for the 
recurring grunt of Rs. 50 i )or inenrom and to Rabu Cliandicharaii Law of 
Calcutta ai!u Kumar Arunclmndr* JSmha l^aliadur of Paikpara, two of the 
premier Zamitidtu's of tlii? di.setricr, for their donation of Rs. 4,000 and 
Rs. 2,000 repp«ytivoJy. Lieut. JSa^yt /K^rachandra Ghoshmaulik, AI.Sc., 
B.L., anothci* prominent landlord of tins district, paid Ks. 1,000 and Rai 
Pyarilal Raychaudhiiri, Bahadur, Zcniiadar of J^aistanagar, paid Rs. 500 
for the improv’^ement of tlio college. Babu Ohandralcumar Chaudhury, 
Zemindar of Bariaspara family, in the district of Noakhali, has donated 
a sum of Rs. 1,000 (one thousand) on condition that a nominee of this 
family will be entitled to a fuil-freo concession annually in ihis college. 

Builifing 

The college now possesses a two-storied building with about twenty-oiie 
rooms, big and small, in which college classes are held. 

Hostel 

There are two big hostels in brick-built houses, one for Hindds and 
she other for Mi^slims. These are tlie gifts of the Noakhali District Board.

Besides, there is the Hindu Hostel o^ctension, a corrugated iron-roofed 
house with metalled plinth, one Hamaath Mess is meant for Hindu boarders. 
It is a fine brick-built two-storied house with pucca latrine, dining hall 
and kitchen. The Islamia Mess — the now defunct Moslem High School 
building — accommodates members. There are duperintondents in resi- 
dence in all those Hostels and Messes and they draw their honorarium 
in addition to their salary as members of the teaching staff. There are 
separate establishments for Weaver and Buddhist students. 

Library 

Equipments and purchase of books for the Ijibrary cost the autho- 
rities of this colleg:e about Rs. 26,250. The Library is located in the upper 
Storey of the main college building.

It 
has frequent sittings, whore attendance of all the students on the roll is 
oompuisbry.

A huge Gymnasium erected at a cost of Us. 5,()0h is ready for use. A 
fully trained Gymnastic Inspector has boon lekitig his classes regularly. 
Attendance of First-year students at tho Pliysical training class is com- 
pulsory.

A Short History of its Establishment and Development 

On the 8th of August, 1937, a public meeting was held at Munshiganj, 
under the auspices of Mr. A. B. Ganguli, Sub -Divisional Oflicor, for 

establishing a college at Vikrampur with the donation of a lakli of rupees 
made by Babu Asutosh Ganguli, M.A., a worthy son of Vikrampur. It 
was unanimously resolved that a college bo started at Munshiganj and 
that it be named Haraganga College, Vikrampur, to perpetuate the revered 
memory of the parents of the founder of the college, Mr. A. T. Ganguli, 
and further that the name of the college be never changed. 

The local high school was in possession of a big plot of acquired land 
and out of that the school authorities very kindly surrendered 14 B. 6 K. 
and 2 Oh. of land for the establishment of the college, and the Government 
were pleased to lease out the plot of land at an annual rental of Bs. 24 
to the college authorities for the said purpose. 

After all preliminary arrangements which took a considerable time the* 
Hon*ble Mr. A. K. Fazlul Kaque, M.A., B.L., the Premier of Bengal, who 
took great interest in establishing a college at Vikrampur, laid the found- 
ation stone of the college on the 18th December, 1938. 

Mr, A. T. Ganguli, who is the founder of the college, has executed a 
Trust Deed vesting the properties of the college in three trustees. The main 
object of the Trust Deed is two-fold, viz.y (a) to impart cheap and efficient 
college education in a highly healthy and beautiful locality free from the 
unhealthy and distracting influences of big towns and cities, and (6) to 
create a centre of Hindu culture by imparting free education in the Vedas, 
the Upanishads and the system of the Hindu Darshanas on traditional 
lines. 

Building 

The college is a magnificent two-storied building. There are 16 rooms. 
Six rooms measure 30^ X 25', two rooms 34' x 28' and 6 rooms 25' X 18'. 
The corridors all along the building and in both the floors measure 8'- 3" in 
breadth. A new Assembly Hall has been built for which Mr. A. T. Ganguli 
has donated another sum of ten thousand rupees. 

Laboratory 

There are Physical and Chemical Laboratories with one Science Theatre 
in some of the bigger rooms. There is also a Botanical Laboratory. 

Hostel 

As to Hostels, the main Hindu Hostel is situated within the college 
compound by the side of a big tank measuring 285' X 150' on the other side 
of which stemds the college building. This Hindu Hostel is an £ -shaped 
thr^ storied building facing south, and open on all sides, with an accommo- 
dation for 200 boarders. The Kitchen and the Dining Hall are attached 
to it, and there are 22 sanitary latrines. The old Hostel is a corrugated 
iron structure for nearly 50 boarders. 

The Moslem Hostel is a hired two storied building in the town which 
accommodates 24 boarders, 

, Library 

. The College Library is situated in a spacious room open on all sides. 
There is also arrangement in it for 50 students for quiet sfudies. 
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There are more than 2,100 volumes of books in the Library, and all 
facilities are offered to the students for using tho Library freely. 

Extra-curricular Activities 


One of tho noteworthy facts of this college is that the original scheme 
contemplates starting a ‘ Tol ’ for teaching the Vedas, the TJpanishads and 
the Hindu Darshanas on traditional lines. 

A good Library of Hindu sacred books has been opened ; two well- 
qualified Pandits have boon appointed on attractive salaries, and the scho- 
lars are given free education, free board and lodging and stipends. A certain 
Vedic course is compulsory for all the Tol students. In short, the aim is to 
create a centre of Hindu culture and learning. 

Excellent facilitios for games and sports exist. There is a Common 
room for students.

SIR ASUTOSH COLLEGE, KANUNGOPARA (CHITTAGONG) 
First Affiliation, 1939 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

Chittagong long felt tho need of a second college in the district and 
public opinion was mobilised to that end. An attempt for the college 
was made in 1926 which, however, failed to materialise due to sudden 
financial set-backs. In 1933 the Kanungopara Education Society was regis- 
tered under Act XXXI of 1860 with the definite object of starting a college 
there. In 1935 the next attempt was made for the foundation of the 
colle^. The project was, however, left aside on account of unexpected 
political troubles in the country. In 1939 the third attempt was made and 
with sucoessf the college having received University reoognitiott from 
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Jtxne, 1939. Mr. Rebatiraman Datta» M.A., boro the responsibilities of 
finanoe and organisation throughout the long years and at his wish the 
college was founded after the name of the groat Sir Asutosh Mookherjee, the 
mighty torch-bearer of higher education in Bengal. With effect from the 
commencement of the session 1941-42, the college was granted an extension 
of affiliation up to the B.A. standard. 

Building 

Three decent buildings have been constructed in an excellent position. 
Another building with five rooms has boon constructed. These furnish 
the college with 13 big rooms to accommodate 150 students each, 3 rooms 
for 100 students each, and 18 small rooms. 

Hostel 

Very decent hostels have been constructed for both the Hindus and the 
Muhammadans and all the teachers reside with the students. 

Tjihrary 

A beautiful library has been set up with a good collection of books. 
The number of books in the library now exceeds 1,200. 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a College Union with the following sections : —

SJwrt History of its Establishment and Development 

The idea of starting a college in Bogra first originated with the late 
;}|Atwab Abdus Sobhan Chowdhury and since his time suoceSsive District 
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Magistrates and some non-of!icial gentlemen of the town tried to give a prac- 
tical shape to the idea but circumstances proving unfavourable every time 
the actual starting of a college here had to be postponed till July, 1939, when 
a bancl of public-spirited gentlemen headed by Khan Bahadur Mohammad 
Ali, M.L.A., succeeded in securing Univ^ersity affiliation up to the I.A. 
standard for a collogo in Bogra. 

The opening ceremony was formally performed by the Hon’ble Khan 
Bahadur Azizul Huque, C.I.E. (the then Vice-Chancellor of the Calcutta 
University, after whom the college is named) on 9th July, 1939. The insti- 
tution proved an immediate success. The popularity of the college is ri- 
sing steadily.

MADAN MOHAir COLLEGE, SYLHET 
First Affiliation, 1940 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

% 

The Murarichand College was removed to its present site, at a distance 
of about thr^e miles from the town, in 1926. Since then, there has been 
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aa unmistakable demand for a new college within the municipal limits of 
the town of Sylhet. The demand became more insistent of late when it 
was foimd that every year a large number of students was refused admission 
to the M, C. College for want of accommodation. In response to this 
growing demand two public-spirited gentlemen of this town, Babu Mohini- 
mohan Das and Babu Jogendramohan Das, came forward with the oiler 
of a plot of land and a donation of Ks. 7,000 (Rupees seven thousand) 
only in cash, to be supplemented by the amount required for the cons- 
truction of the college building. The offer was accepted and in accordance 
with the wishes of the donors, it was resolved that the institution would 
be named "Madan Mohan College* after the name of their father late Babu 
Madanmohan Das. The University was, accordingly, approached with 
a prayer for affiliation in March, 1940, and thanks to the efforts made 
by Rai Bahadur P. C. Dutt, C.I.E., Advocate-General, Assam, the final 
orders granting affiliation were passed in the following May. It must 
also be mentioned, to the credit of the organiser, that within the short 
period of three months only, they could complete all their arrangements 
including the construction of the college building and before the classes 
were opened in July, 1940, the college had all it needed to make a start. 

Building 

A large and open plot of land contiguous to the original site of the 
college which has a largo building had been secured and a new building 
consisting of three rooms, each measuring 24' x 15', was constructed thereon. 
This meant the extension of the college boundary up to the main road 
on the west. 


Library 

A large number of books in various subjects have been collected for 
the Library. Efforts are also being made to create a fund to be used ex- 
clusively for the expansion of the college Library, 

Extra-curricular Activities 

There is a C.ollege Union consisting of representatives formally elected 
by the students. Its object is to foster a spirit of fellowship and good- 
W^l amongst the members and it controls the various extra-curricular 
activities of the college. At present, there are 3 departments, namely, 
(1) Sports Department, (2) Common Room Department and (3) Social 
Department. One member of the teaching staff is in charge of each 
department, with a student-secretary to do the actual work under his 
supervision. The scope of such activities will become wider as the number 
of students on the rolls increases. 

The Common Room is well supplied with periodicals and indoor games 
and social gatherings are held from time to time which provide an outlet 
for their abilities in music and debate. 

. The number of students in the college is rather small. Yet to empha- 
sise the value of sports, facilities have been provided for Football, Hockey, 
Badminton, Volley-ball, Tennicoit and Cricket.

SItort History of its Establishment and, Development 

The Fazlul Huq College, Chakhar was founded by the Hon’ble Mr. A. K. 
Fuzlul Huq, M.A., B.L., Chief Minister of Bengal, in his native village in 
the midst of rural surroundings “to level up culturally,” as the Hon’bl© 
Chief Minister himself has put it, “the rural areas of Chakhar-Khalisd>kota 
and the adjoining villages, to meet the aspiration of all in matters of higher 
education in a quieter atmosphere.” It was also his earnest ^desire to 
make collegiate education hero as much cheap as possible so as to bring 
it within the easy reach of the poorer sections of the student community- 
And as His Excellency the Governor of Bengal said in his speech at the 
opening ceremony of the College, “Here in this village in the heart of the 
country-side I find .... an educational centre brought right to the villagers^ 
door,” thereby offering ample opportunity to “many promising boys, 
who were debarred from getting the education they deserved owing to 
the difficulty and expense of going to the towns where educational centres 
were so often located, far away from the reach of rural population.” 

Building 

A big two-storeyed Building for the College measuring 190' X 70' X 38' 
was constructed and was opened by His Excellency the Governor of Beng^ 
on the 27th November, 1940. There are two big Halls, each measuring 
60'x50' and eight commodious Rooms each measuring 60'x26'. 

Hostel 

There are three Hostels, one for Moslem students at Chakhar, one for 
Caste Hindu students and one for Scheduled Caste students — both the 
Hindu Hostels are located at Khalisakota. In all these Hostels no charge 
is made for the present for seat-rent and establishment. There is arrange- 
ment for free medical aid. 

Library 

Books worth over Rupees three thousand five hundred have been 

? iurch^ed. Books worth Rs. 2,500 have also been received out of the 
mperial grant. There is in addition the Fuzlul Huq Public Library at 
Chakhar, containing a number of advanced books and there is every faci- 
lity on the part of the College students to make use of them.

Short History of its Estnblishnient and Development 

The necessity for establishing a College at Sirajganj had ell along been 
keenly felt. This Sub-division tuims out 250 Matriculates on an average 
every year. Mr. A. H. Onraishi, I.C.S., S.D.O., Sirajganj, took up the 
m’^tter. 

In November, 1939, a meeting of the leading non -officials of the town 
was held under the Presidentship of the S.D.O., Mr. A. H. Quraishi. It 
was unanimously resolved to establish a College hero. A provisional 
Founders’ Committee representing ell secvions of people was forn)od. 

The generous public, especially tVio poor agriculturists of the Sub- 
division, voluntarily subscribtxl to the College Fund, On the 9th of Juno, 
1940, while laying the Foundation stone of tlie College building, the Hon’ble 
Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq, Chief Minister, Bengal, said, “It goes to the credit 
of the poor agriculturists of Sirajganj that we find a College here. I shall 
go all over Bengal and tell the people to take lessons from them who con- 
■tributed a huge sum of money for education in suen a short period.” Local 
bodies and many outside workers have clone all in their power to bring 
the scheme into shape. The District Board, under the Chairmanship of 
Ji^. Abdul Rashid Mahmood, B.L., M.L.A., made a handsome ^ant for 
the construction of the College Hostel buildings. Mr, Abdulla Al-I^hmood, 
M.A., B.L., M.L.A., dest'rves the thanks of the Governing Body for the 
pains he took to secure the University affiliation. A plot of land com- 
prising 66 bighas was bought at a cost of Rs. 16,000 witnin the Municipal 
area.

Magnificent College and Hostel buildings with quarters for the staff 
have b^n constructed for which a plot of 66 bighas of land within the 
Municipal area has been acquired at a cost of Bs.

Elites of the Muslim Community of tlio Malda district desired to start 
an Islamic l.A, (*ollog<i ot Adiila, iho old capital of Bengal for centuries, 
bii^ ultimately dooidf d to opeij a gonoral collogo for the benefit of both 
Hindu and Moslem students belonging spi>cially to the poor agriculturist 
class. Adina was considered to be the most siiitablo place for starting 
the college becaiiso it was the centre of the district with cheap living end 
easy communications and also because a gift of 300 bighas of land and 12 
largo tanks was received for the starting of the college from Begum Shamsun 
Nahar Shoba. The college was named after Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq, Chief 
Minister of undivided Bengal, in recognition of his patronage. The college 
was deom#»d an urgent necessity because of the low percentage of literacy 
in the district and bho financial backwardness of the people preventing 
them from giving higher education to their wards in distant places. The 
promotois of the college also decided to start an industrial school along 
with the college. But on account of the most unsuitable climate of Adina, 
the first college of the district was actually started in 1940 near about 
tho very healthy village of Dadanchak, on the Ganges, where a Govermnenl- 
aided industrial school was already in existance. The chief organiser and 
the soul of tho college as well as of alUothor institutions in the district was 
Mr. Idris Ahmed, M.L.A.

Mr. G. A. Small, B. A., the the n Director of Public Instruction, 
took a very sj^pathe Ac view of the cause and kindly permitted tlio holding 
-of the college classes in the morning in the local Government Girls’ High 
School and also allowed tliree professors of tlie M. C. College to take classes 
in this college as well. Since the 2ncl-yoar of its start, the college was 
fortimate in enjoying Government grant. The Government agreed to 
sanction for the college the grant of a plot of land, 6 bigbas in area, situated 
in a most convenient part of tbf town. A sum of about Rs. 12,000. was 
colleotod from the public, the principal donors being Sj. Brojt nclra Narayan 
Chaudhury, M.A., B.L., and Sj. Buid>a Nath Mukherjeo, B.A., M.L.A., 
the foimor having paid Ks. 6,000 and the latter Rs. 2,000.

Students may also make arrangement for 
lodgings with resident families in or near about the village on suitable 
terms. The medical oflcer of the College visits the Hostel on all week 
days in the morning, and attends deserving cases among all students of 
the College free of charge. 


Library 

Books numbering over four thousand have been stocked in the Library. 
Apart from woll-ehuson books of reference in all subjects and several 
sets of text- books for the use of stud mts, a collection has been made of 
standard authors and of well-written works on different subjects. All 
possible arrangements hiivo been made for the inanagement of the Library 
on the lines of up-to-date methods. 

Extra-curricular A ctioit ies 

The CoMogo Union with its tliiw Cominithies — th Magazine and Literary 
Oommitteo, the Athleiic Couimitteo and tho Con raittee for Socials and 
Entertainmcni.s — lias been framed wirh tho Principal as its cx-offlcio 
Frosidont. Each ct)mmittee has one Prof.-in- -liargo. Besides other 
aetivitios of the Union, wtiokly debates and pul ctures form an im- 
portant feature. The JSriknil Coilogo Magazine which is bilingual and 
published tliree times a ses^-iou is placet under the editorship and "manage- 
ment of students. 

To ensure tho spirit of follow-fooling and (io-oporation among the stu- 
dents and tho staff, the College has undortaJeon to work out a now scheme. 
Tho students of the College, besides those who aj’O residents of tho Hostel, 
are lodged in Jaigirs that are spread over nearly sixtooii villages surround- 
ing the College. Those vilJagog are divided in six zones, each zone being 
placed in charge of a Professor who#would visit it from time to time. The 
sbudonts of each zone in collaboration with the residents of that locality, 
develop there a centre of culture by starting societies for debates, dramas, 
sports, entertainments and other activities of social importance. And if 
they succeed, there may be started an honest competition ftmAng the re- 
presentatives of different zones for which prizes and medals may be de- 
clared by the College for the best attainment of students in spher^ of zone 
activities. Zcgie-work will also include the establishment of a close touch 
f with the people of the locality.

Physioal Eduoaticm of the students of the College is conducted by an 
expert. Arrangemenls are made for Cricket, Hookey, Foot-ball, Volley- 
ball, Basket ball, etc.,, as well as indigenous rural games. The College 
has a Swimming pool about 100 yds. x 50 yds. where water-polo, rowihg 
and Boat races form an interesting pastime of the students. Drills o3a 
parades to tMe accompaniment of drums and bugles are a re^lar feature 
of outdoor activities. A well-equipped Gymnasium is under construction. 
Participation in games, parades or physical exorcise is compulsory for aU 
students. The mediccd officer in consultation with the Physical Instructor 
keeps record of the medical examination of students from time to time. 

- (o) Vocational Course — Students of the Commerce Section may join 
the vocational course in Typing and Stenography which is conducted 
under the direction of an experienced M.A. A small Machine fee of Be. 1 
only each month is charged for this course.

The necessity for founding a Colley© at Jessore for facilities of higher 
education had been felt long ago and attempts were made from time to 
time without any result. The idea took a defiuito shape in August, 1940, 
when at the initiative of 8j. Mohitosh Raiehoudhuri, a public meeting 
was convened over the signatures of himself, Rai Bahadur Keshablal Ray- 
ehaudhuri and Sj. Su^ndranath Haidar, Clui.irman of the Jossore Munici- 
pality, to consider what steps should be taken to materialise this object. 
The meeting which was presided over by Mr. S. K. Gupta, I C.S., the then 
Di^riot Judg^ of Jessore enthusiastically supported the proposal. It

was unanimously decided Ifeat a first grade College should be established 
in the toWi^ as soon as pracbioable «nd that a start sl^uld be given, to the 
scheme by opening an Intermediate Arts Clas.s from July, <1941. An Exe- 
cutive Committee consisting of 34 members was formed foir this purpose 
with plenary powers with Sj. Kshitinath Ghosh and Sj. Mohitosh Itai- 
choudhuri aS Secretary and Jt. Secretary respectively, Jibanratan 
Dhar, M.B., as Treasurer and Sj. Prafullakumar Raychoudhuri, M.A., 
^.L., as Asstt. Secretary. A General Committee consistii^ of 150 members 
was also formed to popularise the scheme in the district. Sj. Mohitosh 
Raichoudhuri was authorised by the Committee to form a sub-committee 
in Calcutta to collect funds and to approach the Government and the 
University autliorities and to do all other things necessary to give efieet 
to this scheme. 

After framing the constitution, the Exocutiv-e Committee approached 
the authorities of tho local Medical Institute for tlie gift of their land and 
building to tho Collogo Committee as they had no longer any necessity for 
their properties after their failure to secure recognition for the Institute. 
With commendable magnanimity the said authorities agreed to make over 
those properties to the College Committee with certain reservations making 
the task of the organisora of tho College much easier than it would other- 
wise have been in tho ordinary course of events. 

Tho Executive Committee after getting assurance of the gift of this 
fine asset consisting of one big two-storied building and one big one-storied 
building with eii t=)xtonsivo compound comprising several bighas ^of land 
situated ill tho b.'\st part of the town valued at more than Rs. 40,000, sot 
about collecting funds after issuing a printed ajjpeal signed among others 
by Sir P. C. Uay, Sir Manmathanath Mukhorjee, Kt., Dr. Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee, Mr, Fazlul liuq. Sir K. Naziinuddin and Mr. H. Suhrawardy. 
It was also necessary to buiUl a lecture hall which the Committee under- 
took 1-0 do and by tho time tho Inspeclor of C^Vdlegea came, tho work was 
ill good progress and tlmiiks to tho kind donation of Sj. Manindranath 
Mil 1*0, Solicitor, u public-spirited inhabitant of Jessoro, it was finished 
quite in good time for the classes to bo held there. 

Bvildivg 

As stated in tho short history of tho college, the present college 
buildings are resuscitated structures of tho previously known Medical Ins- 
titute. Tho buildings are situated on an extensive ground away from 
the congested areas of tho toNvn. The spacious compound with its lawny 
outlook throughout and with a few line-shaped fruit trees of luxuriant 
growth clustering at the backside is surrounded by strong walls. There 
are three commodious buildings in ivhich tho collego work is carried on. 
Tlio main building which is a largo two-storied structure contains the 
Office, tho Library, tho Reading Room, Ladies’ Common Room, tho Teaching 
Staff’s Common Room and l^incipal’s, Office Room on tho ground floor, 
and some built lecture rooms on the first floor. Of the other two buildings 
one is newly to hold bigger classes in its spacious hall. Another new 
building has been constructed. 

HoaUd 

Most of the students are local. A few of those who came from out- 
side have been permitted to reside with approved guardiaEUlii> Tho rest 
are accommodated in two attached messes not far from the oouefi^ under 
the strict supervision of two Professors of the collego. One of them has 
b^ii selected for the Hindus and tho other for the Muslim students. 

Library 

The college Library possesses a good collection of books inoludiDg 
modem litsrature, A Readii^ Room is attached to it. New books ase 
invested in it fpm time to time.

Daring the emergen/^y period created by the World War II, when 
Calcutta was facing a crisis, the authorities of the Ripon Colloge (now named 
Surendranath College) dec ided to open a branch college at Dinajpur town 
not only for its ovn evacue studeiiia but also for other new students. The 
district of Dinajpur hal no college then and consequently the prospect 
of having a good roll -strength was bright. The college was started in 
the morning in the premis-js of the Maharaja Girijanatli High School on 
certain terms and conditions. The Univosity allowed admission for a 
limited period of two years, but as the emergency continued, the classes 
were also allowed to continue.

^ The«people of the Manikganj Sub-division having 20 H. E. Schools 
felt the necessity for a college as boys had to go outside for higher 
edacation. To remove this difficulty, the organisers, Sri ffil. 0. Neogy 
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and Sri K. S. Ray among them, selected the village Terasree to the extreme 
west of the district bordering on two other districts, vis., Mymensingh and 
Pabna, for the location of a new college, so that the college might meet 
the needs of all the three districts. The place was healthy and living 
very cheap. The chief donor Sri Siddheswari Prasad Rayohaudhnri, 
Zemindor of Terasree made a gift of a plot of 20 bighas for the college 
surrounding the Kalinarayan Academy which he maintained to perpetuate 
the memory of his father. These considerations actuated tlie organisers 
to locate the college at Terasree. Sri Kaichaudhuri made a total gift of 
about Rs. 35,000 in cash and land and structures thereon. The college 
was aifiliated to the I. A. standard with effect from 1942. There was 
hostel arrangement for 40 boarders. They did not have to pay anything 
for accommodation — the land and hostel buildings were a gift from Sri 
Kaichaudhuri. On account of want of space at Terasree, the college 
shifted to the sub-divisional town of Manickganj just after a year. Rai 
Bahadur R. P. Saha became the chief donor under the changed condition 
with a donation of Ra. 60,000 to his credit and a promise to meet the monthly 
deficit. The name of the college was changed to Devendra College, Manik- 
gonj, after the name of his father.

The people of the localit y around Ramdia village formed a society for 
promoting the moral, intellectual and general welfare of the local people. 
The village is in the sub-division of Gopalganj, district Faridpur, and is 
the centre of a largo number of villages. The only college of the district, 
Faridpur Rujendra College, was at a distance of about 60 miles. The stu- 
dents of the locality were usually accommodated in Narail Victoria College, 
district Jessore, about 22 miles away. The j>rincely donor, Mr. Birla, 
supplied most of tho money for the establishment of the college for the 
uplift of this community, extremely backward in education. Mr. Birla 
also arrtingcd for tho establishment of a temple and a charitable dispensary 
by the side of the college and also for tha training of the students in scientific 
agriculture and cottage industries so that the students might have religious 
ideals and might feel tho diginity of manual labour. The college autho- 
rities secured a plot of 35 bighas for the pm-pose of the college. Tho people 
were so enthusiastic about the proposal for the establishment of a college 
that owners of land adjoining the plpt meant for the college were willing 
to place theirs at the disposal of the authorities and wanted to push through 
the scheme as quickly as possible. Fifteen High Schools within 10 miles 
&om the place became the feeder institutions. The college was first oflOi- 
liated in 1942. l.Sc. affiliation was granted from 1946.

The distriot of Noakhali claimed *over 26 H.E. Schools nut there was 
only one college at Feni, on the eastern side of the district, which during

The necessity of a collm, specially for the students of the central and 
western parte of the dutrict, was therefore felt keenly. As, however, 
\i|i 0 tbtm of Noakhali, had been progressively dami^ged by erosion eaused 

the river yusgfma, the general opinim turned in favour of startiiig a 
%3|ege at CSbauiquhani, a repu^ business centre abouf 9 mOes mm 
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Noakhali. Before applying for affiliation, the leading people of Chaumu- 
hani secured a plot of 9 bighas of land and made preparations for starting 
construction of temporary structures thereon for the purpose of the college.

Rai Mahendrakumar Ghosh, Bahadur of Khulna, the chief donor, tho

The school was situated on Municipal land and the school 
building was orectod mostly with Municipal donations. The Municipality 
interested itself in college education for girls and in 1937 college classes 
for girls wore opened in the school premises, for the upkeep of which 
the Municipality began to make a grant of Rs. 110 per month through the 
local Young Women’s Association. The application for formal affiliation 
of the college was submitted to the University in December, 1941, 
but the University could not recommend affiliation on financial grounds. 
The application was renewed in 1942 and 1943 and was rejected on each 
occasion on the same ground. In 1945 a Marwari merchant, Mr. Madanlal 
Saraogi of Messrs. Tolaram Nathumell, made a donation of Be. 25,000 
in cash and about a lakh of rupees in land and a splendid two-storeyed 
building, on condition that the college be named as Seth Tolaram Girls* 
College in memory of his father. Application for affiliation weJs imme- 
diately renewod on tho basis of this offer. The University recommended 
affiliation of the college this time and it was afiiliated to the I.A. standard 
with effect from 1945.

Jamalpar is the Head Quarters station of the Sub-division of that 
name in the district of Mymensingh. There were three colleges in tho 
district, tho nearest one Mymonsingh A. M. College was 40 miles away* 
The Sub-division of Jamalpur was without a college. The Sub-division 
hod a population of about 10 lakhs and tho H. E. Schools there numbered 
twenty-two. Tho leading men of the Sub-division headed by the Sub- • 
Divisional Officer tried lo establish a college in 1 943 and collected Rs. 21,000, 
out of which a sum of Rs, 20,000 was donated by the Jamalpur Public Mela 
Committee. The University at that time could not recommend the storting 
of a college ets the funds raised ^ere not considered sufficient for the pur- 
pose. The petition was renewed in 1946 and at the time of inspection 
m the beginning of 1946 the funds stood at about Rs, 60,000* A rich 
Mahomedan gentleman, Haji Asshek Md. Talukdar came forward with a 
donation of Rs, 40,000 and already paid Rs. 15,000. The Collector of 
Mymensingh sanctioned about 95 bignas of Khasmahal land yrithin the 
Municipal area for the purpose of the college. The Sub-Divisional Officer 
and the olher interested persons hoped to raise the funds to o of 
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rupees within a short time. The building in which the college was tempo - 
rari!^ housed had eight rooms and a hall with two other smell rooms. 
Ihis was considered sufficient for the functioning of a second grade college. 
On thf recommendation of the University the college was granted affiliation 
to the I. A. standard with effect from 1946.

Difficulties of communication and low income of the people mostly 
dependent on agriculture precluded the boys of Satkhira Sub-division 
from joining a college, although there were 21 H. E. Schools in the Sub- 
division. There was, therefore, an urgent necessity of a college for which 
the induential men of Satkhira bestirred themselves from the end of 1945. 
They constructed a first floor on the local school building for college pur- 
poses and raised a donation of Bs. 76,000 even before affiliation. The 
college was granted affiliation with effect from 1946.

CHAKDIUR COLLEGE, TIPPERAH 
First Affiliation, 1946 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

In 1943 ComiUa Victoria College was permitted on accoimt of the war 
situation to open a branch at Cliandpiir on a temporary basis. The war 
being over and things coming back to normal conditions, the branch college 
* at Ghandpur weus to be liquidated from the oommenooment of the session 
1946-47. The people of Chandpur, the biggest trade centre of the district 
of Tipperah, at the junction of the Meghna and the Dakatia, with a ptmula- 
tion of 30,000 and 5 H. E, Schools in the town proper and 20 other H. E. 
Schools in the Hub-division, long felt tffe necessity for a college of their 
own. They took up the matter in right earnest when the question of 
closing down of the Chandpur branch of the ComiUa Victoria College came 
up, and collected Rs. 1,34,500 besides a suitable plot of land for a new 
eolifige. They bad been giving substantial financial help to the branch 
coll^ during lean days. The most important feature in the coUeotjon 
|^i4f: |^ds for the college was the system— compulsqrv monthly 

fund-^Hself-imposed by the merohonts whicu prought in 
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Rb, 1,4W per month. The orgaaiaers of the college were therefore free 
trom all financial anxiety, and approached the University for its affiliation 
to the I. A. standard which the college received in 1946. The first-year 
class was started on its own site, after a temporary structure had been 
erooted for the time being on the pucca floor of the abondoned military 
structures. The branch of the Victoria College continued with the second- 
year class only during the session 1946-47.

COTTON COLLEGE, GAUHATI 
First Affiliation, 1901 

Short History of its jSstablishment and Development 

The college was established in 1901 as a purely Government InstituMon 
during the adinnLstration of Sir Kerry Cotton after whom it baa been 

^ mamtained and contmUed by the 

0^5% a* » second-grade institation teaduM xta to the 

F.A. standard it maa housed m a haiUSng erectad by Oovenunmt. at a 
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cost of over half a lakh of rupees. The short history of the college is one 
of steady ^wth since its estabUahznenti due chiefly to the keen interest 
taken by Sir Lancelot Hare and Sir Archdale Earle in extending its sphere 
of usefulness. In 1909 when Assan formed part of Eekstem Bengal^ B.A. 
And B.Sc. Classes were first opened and a rew Science block wf^ added 
to the main building. Since 1912, when Assam was reconstituted into a 
separate administration, the college has tuidergone further expansion. 
Honours classes in different branches of study were opened in 1914 and 
numerous additions have been made to meet increasing demands, two 
new blocks having been added for the exclusive accommodation of tho 
Arts Section. The college has large Science Theatres with woll-equipped 
Chemical and Physical Laboratories, a good Library and two Common 
Booms, ore for male and one for female students, provided with leading 
periodicals and newspapers. At a distance of half a mile from the college 
there is a spacious playground entirely belonging to tho college and tho 
collegiate school. 

Building 

There are six buildings all equipped with electric lights and fans, pro- 
viding accommodauion for about 600 Arts and 160 Science students. 

Laboratory 

There are well-equipped laboratories in Chemistry, Physics, Botary 
and Biology giving accommodation for more than hundred and forty 
Intermediate and thirty-five B.Sc. studonts in each of the l.Sc. and of the 
B.Sc. Classes. 

The Botany laboratory was shifted to I. E, S. quarters where also 
the Botany Classes wore hold. Biology Classes were held in the I. E. S. 
quarters No. III. 


Library 

There is a small but well-chosen library consisting of 16,840 volumes 
(1941-42). The Common Room Ls amply prtjvidcd with games and maga- 
zines. A room has been added to tho library as a Reading Room. 

, Hostel 

Connected with tho college and under tho control of tho Piincipal, 
there are six separate hostels for Hindus and Maliomodans under tho 
supervision and management of six resident superintendents. Tho college 
hostels have accommodation for 483 boarders. The cost of living in the 
hostel ranges from Rs. 10 to Rs. 11 according to market fluctuations. 
There la a medical officer in chargo of tho hostels who looks after tho health 
of the boarders. One hostel is reservml for Christian, Hill Races, Maho- 
medan and Hindu students, with a common *^Moss.’* 

The American Baptist Mission have opened one hostel for the male 
students on tho Strand Road and another in tho Satribari compound for 
girls. Some girl students also live in tho Panbazar Girls’ School Boarding.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

St). Edmund’s College was founded by Sir Archdale Earle, Ccxnmissioner 
of Assam, and was opened in 1916 with a roll of 39 boys. The institute 
is designed mainly for the education of youths according to the prirciples 
and doctrine of the Catholic Church, but nen -Christian students are ako 
admitted. 

Up to 1924 the college had confined its attention to the Cambridge 
Senior and Higher Local Examinations. During those eight years, most 
of the candidates presented for the Cambridge Examinations were suc- 
cessful. 

Commencing with the year 1936-37, the college had been afi^liated up‘ 
to B.A. and B.T. standards of the Calcutta University. 

Building 

A large block of buildings has been constructed and provision has 
been made for Library, up-to-date class rooms, professors’ and students’ 
common rooms and a hostel for Christian students.

JAGANNATH BOROOAH COLLEGE, JORHAT, ASSAM 
First Affiliation, 1931 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The initiation of the college was made possible by the munificent gift of 
a commodious building and site measuring 15 bighas by Mr. Muralidliar 
Borooah, B.A., one of the loading Planters of Upper Assam. The property 
was valued at Rupees one lakh and fifteen thousand. 

A colloj^e at Jorhat had long boon a hope of tho educated people, and 
the quick realisation of the project was due to the munificence of Mr. 
Borooah and the willingness of some local M.A.'s to serve the college, with- 
out any remuneration in tlie initial stages. Mr. K. K. Handiqui, M.A. 
(Cal. and Oxon.), who belongs to tho Planting community, accepted tho 
, office of the Principal. It was noteworthy that tho college 'was the only 
GoverAm3nt-aided private institution of the kind in Upper Assam. It 
is nam^d after the late Rai Bahadur Jagannath Borooah, grandfather 
of Mr. Muralidhar Borooah. 

Building 

The Colley building which was extendi is situated in tho best quarter 
of the town in an extensive compound. Tho buildmg has a large portico 
und well -protected verandahs suitable for holding small classes. A spacious 
new building has been constructed for the B.A. and B.Com. Classes^ 

Hostel 

There is a Hostel attached to the college, providing accommodation 
for 38 students. It is a newly-built pucoa building in tho college com^ 
pound.

GURUCHARAN COLLEGE, SILCHAR (ASSAM) 

First Affiliation, July, 1935 
History of its Establishment and Development 

Although the increasing demand for Higher Education in tlie District 
of Caohar and the want of a college at Silcliar had long been agitating the 
public mind it was not until Srimati Kiransasi Nag, a Hindu widow, an- 
noimoed a donation of Rs. 10,000 (Rupees Ten Thousand) in 1934 that 
public opinion began to crystallise in favour of a college. It is only fitting 
to aclmowlodgo that Srijut Bislmu C. De, B.A., a member of the Governing 
Body of the oollogo, worked ceaselessly to shape local opinion to that end. 
And it was also principally duo to his efforts that the interest of the bene- 
volent lady was evoked in the scheme for a college at Silchar, to be named 
after her husband, the late Babu Gurucharan Nag, in perpetuation of his 
memory. 

The question of a suitable site and ready-made building in a town like 
Silchar constituted a grave problem. But the generous offer of Srijut 
Pramod M. Datta of Lakhai, Sylhet, the owner of a magnificent riverside 
bungalow, one of the biggest of its kind in this part of the country, to part 
with it for a nominal price for the purpose of the college, provided a roaiy 
solutioii of the problem. 

Mr. K. K. Chanda, M.A., B.L., although in retirement, readily accepted 
the office of tlie Chairman of the Body of promoters who ushered the college 
into existence, and continued in the same capacity until his death. The 
quick realisation of such an ambitious scheme wo s in no small measure due 
also to the willing co-operation of a few distinguished scholars of the town 
who volunteered their services to the collogp without any remuneration 
and had actually undertaken lecture -work in different subjects at con- 
siderable inconvenience to themselves. The teaching staff of the college 
has since been farther reinforced by fresh appointments. Mr. A. K. Chanda; 
Barrister-at-Law, H.L.A. (Assam), accepted the Prinoipalship of the college 
in an honorary capacity at its inception and continued to be in charge 
of it for sometime despite the pressure of multifarious activities. 

The popularity that the college achieved in the very first year of its 
existence is being more than maintaired which naturally raises great 
expectations about its future expansion. 

Government were pleased to ^ant the college cm annual aid in appre- 
ciation of the commendable self-help shown by this institutkm ai^ parti- 
cularly its endeavour to foster growth of female edooatibn by arranging 
for the mstruction of women at this oollege. 
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BuUding 

Th3 ooUegd budgalow, once aa impoaing scrucfcure, ideally situated in 
the midst of ploi^ureaqae sylvan surroundings on a magnificent curve of the 
river Barak» on the opposite bank of Silchar and commanding a splendid 
view of the town with ius spaoioua halls, beautiful grounds and n any natural 
advartages, possessed by very few colleges, was practically swallowed up 
by the river in 1030. The college has, however, built up its new home, 
perched on a hillock or the outskirts of the town amidst a setting of pastoral 
scenery of exquisite beauty. The prevailing atmosphere is on< of peace 
and tranquillity ; men and nature seem to have joined hands in investing 
this new home beauty hardly to be found in other institutions in the pro- 
vince. Designed in a gorgeous scale, the buildings are among the land- 
marks of the town of Silchar and the valued assets of the whole province. 

Library 

There is a well-equipped Library with a Heading Room attached to 
it. Presentations are being received and new books purchased ir» from 
time to tiipr. It is earnestly hoped that the college will ore long possess 
a high-class library. Particular attention is being paid to the choice of 
books in different subjects. The Oachar Native Joint-Stock Company 
have paid a sum of Ra. 3,000 (Rupees Three Thousand), for the expansion 
of the Library and similar donations are expected. 

The Students’ Common Room has boon quite adequately furnished. 
As it is very much in demand, efforts are being made to render it ar attrac- 
tive feature of the college. It is kept well-provided with a variety of in- 
door games as also interosting and instructive periodicals. 

Extra-curricular ActivUiea 

“Mejliss*' is the name of the College Union around which grows up 
the corporate life of the college. Its main object is to foster a spirit of 
fellowship and good-will between the ^-eachors and the taught and among 
the students themselves. It aims at enlarging the outlook of the students 
by initiatii g discussion On literary, social and odier matters of conunon 
interesv. 

“Mejliss” controls the various branches of student activities in the 
cdllega, such as the Debating Club, Reading Club, Dramatic Club, Swimming 
Club, Athletic Club, etc. Social gatherings are also held from time to 
time under the auspices of the ‘*Mcjliss.’* A particularly gratifying feature 
‘ of uhe corporate life of the college is thav students always receive the active 
co-operation of their teachers In all thoir wholesome accivitios. The 
“M'ijliss” has a domocraac constitution ii' which the claims of students 
have received adequate recognition and reprosen tat ion. 

The Municipal Board have providtjd a largo playground which is 
utilised for football, basket-ball, etc. There is ample spaco in the college 
compound for such ^amos as tenris, badminton, volley-ball, etc. 

, A college gymnasium has also been formed. The Director of Public 
Instruction has beer pleased to pejri>it the Physical Instructoi of the Normal 
School to supervise the physic^ instruction of the students of the college. 

, It is considered as one of the best equipped gyinnasiuir>s in the province. 

Scholarships, Stipends, etc, 

Free-sbadentships and half-free stodenti^ips are awarded to a limited 
QUmber of poor and meritorious students on the results of an examination, 
Jbel^foen^ after admission is closed.

St. Anthony’s College was founded and inaugorated in the year 1911 
with the object of providing the youth of Assam with a sound mental, 
moral and physical education. It was then designated as a Middle English 
School, recognised by the University of Calcutta on the 19th June, 1931, 
and affiliated up to the l.A. standard on the 8th July, 1935. A college 
had boon a longfelt need in the beautiful town of Shillong, important not 
only as tho headquarters of a province but also as a sanatorium for the 
eastern part of India. It was, thoroforo, with a view to placing the bene- 
fits of collegiat<3 education within easy roach of all classes and comm unities, 
that tho Salosian Fathers of Don Bosco started the St. Anthony’s College 
which is situated in a healthy locality at Laitumklirah, with well-built, 
well-ventilated buildings and spacious compounds.

LADY KEANE GIRLS" COLLEGE, SHILLONG 
First Affiliation, 1938 

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

A High English School for girls was started by the Shillong public in 
1932, which was named after the wife of the then Provincial Governor lato 
Sir Michael Keane. The Department of Education and the Shillong Muni- 
cipality also encouraged the venture by granting aid to the growing ins- 
titution. The active sympathy and solicitude of Lady Keane who took 
a keen mrsonal interest in the institution proved a great asset and good 
augury for its success. Doubts as to its stability were sot at rest, money 
flowed in from unexpected sources, enrolment increased and the Institution 
became increasingly popular. 

Encouraged by these happy results, the Mar aging Committee of the 
school took in 1935 another forward step and developed the school to 
the status of an Intermediate College. 

Building 

The grant of a magnifleent piece of land extending over 9 acres and 
centrally situated was obtained from the Government of India through 
the good offices of Lady Keane. The buildings for the cbccommodation 
of the college and attached hostel for 30 inmates were constructed through 
public munifloence at a cost of about Rs. 45,000, of which Rs. 20,000 was 
contributed by Rai Bahadur Rameswor Lai Saharia for a hostel, and 
Rs. 10,000 by Rai Bahadur Nopat Rai Kodia for the college building. 
A trust deed was executed with the Director of Public Instruction, Assam, 
and the Deputy Commissioner, Khasi and Jainti Hills, as ex~offioio Trustees, 

This college for girls was the pioneer Institution for girls in the pro- 
vince of Assam. 

Hostel 

There is a beautiful Hostel attached to the college made possible by the 
muniflcence of Rai Bahadur Ramoswar Lai Saharia who gave a donation » 
of Rs. 20,000 and the hostel was named in memory of his late mother 
Chand Sahariani. It accommodates about 30 boarders. A lady Professor 
is the Superintendent and another lady, the Matron, looks after the boarders. 

A liberal attitude characterises the boarders in this Hostel, so that 
Hindu, Mahomedan and Christian girls as well as Bengalis, Assamese and 
others reside together. 

Library 

There is a good collection of books in the library, which is being cons- 
tantly added to. The library is used as the Students’ Common Room, 
whore English, Bengali and Assamese magazines are kept.

Short History of its Establishmmt and Development 

With a view to spreading higher education and to bringing it within 
easy reach of all those who cannot afford to have it elsewhere, the public 
of Barpeta decided to establish a second grade Arts College with a trust 
Fund of Rs. 10,000 generously created by a local lady to perpetuate the 
memory of her husband the late Mr. Madhab Chanclra Choudhury, and 
public contributions. The college was formally opened by the then Premier 
of Assam on the 14th of July, 1939. A donation of Ks. 4,000 was subse- 
quently made by Sj. Chandicharan Kakati of Barpeta, in recognition of 
which the college allege authority decided to name he Hsll of the college 
after the donor. 

Building 

Tho college was holding classes in a portion of the Bxrpeta Vidyapith 
H. E. S3hoor builiing with nscassary p-rmission of the school authorities 
as a temporary measure. A plot of land measuring 20 bighas within the 
municipal area was secured for the college and hostel purposes.

Short History of its Establishment and Development 

The need of a separata Women’s College at Ganhati had long since 
been keenly felt by the public of Ganhati : and it was by the untiring zeal 
and sincere ofibrt of Mrs. Rajbala Das, M.A., that the idea of establishing 
a Girls* College was given a practical shape only in the year 1939. It 
must be montioned in this connection that Rai Bahadur Dr. Suryakuznar 
BhUyan, M.A., B.L,, Ph.D. (Lond.) and Dr. Jyotishchandra Das, B.Sc., 
M.B., L.M. (Dublin), and many other kind-hearted gentlemen of the town 
rendered a great help in this ideal work : and some qualified local gentle- 
men of the town kindly consented to work as Lecturers purely on gratis 
at the time of opening the college. 

Tlio college was formally opened on the 18th of July of 1939. The 
college was first designated as the Gauliati Girli^’ College but subsequently 
the name was changed to Hadhakanta Handique Girls’ College, Gauliati, 
after the name of Rai Bahadur Radhakanta Handique who made a princely 
donation of Rs. 15,073 only to the college on two difibrent occasions. In 
addition to this amount, he donated another sum of Rs. 5,000 in the year 
1941 for the purpose of the college building. He promised to make still 
another donation of Rs. 28,350 for the construction of the college building 
and for opening the Scienco Classes up to I.Sc. standard in this college.

PHANAMANJARI COLLEGE, IMPHAL, MANIPUR STATE 
First Affiliation, 1946 

Short Hisiory of its Esiabliskment and Development 

As far back as in 1932 the people of Implial felt the necessity of a college 
there, the place boing 135 miles away from the railway. The local students 
had to go to the Cotton College, Gauliati, or the M. C. College, Sylliet, 
which were situated at a distance of 150 miles or over. To remove this 
want, a provisional Govorning Body was formed which included four 
members of the Slate Durbar. It expected a free gift of 28 acres of land 
from the State and Messrs. Sa<lasukh Mansukhrai of Imphal, volunteered 
to bear the initial expenditure for orccting* a suitable college building, 
provided tho collego was named after the late Babu Sadasiddi Sarangi, 
one of the proprietors of tlio firm. The University recommended affiliation 
from 1933, but the Government of Bengal refused to grant afiUiation on 
the ground that the proposed collego had not tho support of His Highness 
the Maharaja of Manipur and that the college could not hope to survh^ 
without financial and other assistances from ilie State. 

The people continvied their ofibrt and in 1939 obtained the promise of 
a financial help of Rs. 10,000 from Her Highness tho Maharani of Manipur 
and resolved to name the college after Her Highness as Dbanamanjari 
College. The Uuivorsity again recommended affiliation of the coU^^ 
from 1940. Tho Government of Bengal refused to grant affiliation mainly 
on financial grounds but promised to grant afilliations, provided certain 
conditions were fulfilled. The college was finally affiliated to the LA, 
standard with efiect from 1946. Next year the college applied for, B.A« 
affiliation. On the recommendation of the University the college received , 
extension of affiliation to the B.A. standard and also in certain other subjects 
to tho I.A. standard with effect from 1948. Tho Manipur State took over 
the entire management of the college on and ficm the lat July, 1948. In. 
March, 1949, the college applied fox l.Sc. affiliation and also for extension 
of affiliation in certain other subjects to the B.A. (Pass Honours) 
standard. The University laid down certain conditions to o^wfilled 
fore the extension of affiliation prayod for could be recomm^cled, , Al- 
though all other colleges in Assam went imder the Gatdmti Hidymity 
with effect from the 1st January, 1948, Dhanamanjari College bpted to 
go uuder that University with effect from 1949*60 when the jtiriadicticn

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The History ol the foundation of the Collese Is set out In the following 
minute by Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Kt., C.S.f.» D.L.^ D.Se., Ph.D,, 

F.R.A.S.9 F.R.S.E., F.A.S.B., when he was the Vioe-Chaneelior of the Uni- 
versity : — “Tna branoh of our educational system which stands in need of the 
most urgent an 1 radical reform is that concerned with the teaching of Law 
for oup Degree Examinations. It is a noteworthy fact that we have not got 
a single College devoted entirely to the study of Law as we have in the oases 
of Medicine and Engineering. When the University was founded in 1857« 
Law classes ware attached to the Presidency College which was, in the main» 
an Arts College. The number of Law students was comparatively smaU, 
and the first Professors employed to teach Law were men of considerable 
distinction. Ir 1864 the Govornraont decided to attach Law classes to its 
Colleges at Hughli, Dacca, Krishnagar, Berhampur and Patna. In each 
case, a distinguished graduate in Law was appointed on a fixed monthly 
salary, and the best mop available from the ranks of the then new batches 
of Law graduates wore engaged. The classes at all these Colleges were com- 
paratively small, and the teaching imparted was more or less efficient from 
the point of view of tho Law Regulations as they existed at the time. In 
1869 similar Law classes were attached to the Colleges at Cuttack and 
Chittagong, and in 1880 Law classes were attached to the College at Rajshahi. 
Up to the point of time wo have reached the Law classes were attached only 
to Govornmorit Colleges, ard the fees charged were moderately high : in the 
case of the Presidency College, the fee was five rupees a n::^onth in the First- 
year class and ton rupees a month in the Second and Third-year classes ; in 
tho case of other Collogos, it uas nowhere loss than five ruppes a ironth. In 
1889, the authorities of the Calcutta Metropolitan Institution applied for 
affiliation in Law. Tho application was granted, and as no conditions were 
imposed Law classes wore opened with a monthly fee of three rupees ir the 
First-year class, four in tho Second and fivo in the Third -year class. Tho 
imm 3di%te result was that th*’ Presidency College lost the majority of its Law. 
students. Shortly after the City College was affiliated in Law in 1883. Two 
years later, the Ripon Ooliog) was affiliated in Law in 1885 and opened 
olaiiso3 at a uniform rate of Ihroo rupees, with tho result that the other pri- 
vate 0 >llog3s wore obliged to com^ down to tho samo level. About this time 
tho Governmont closed tho Law classes in the Presidency College, Since 
then, another College has been affiliated in Law in Calcutta, namely, the 
Bangabasi College, in 1896, and six Colleges in Mofussil have also been affi- 
liated in Law, namely, Cooch-Behar, Bhagalpur, Midnapur, Bankipur, 
Bari^l and Rangoon. The University, therefore, has at present tinre 
nominally 19 Colleges to which Law classes are attached, but there are really 
18 at work, as tho Presidency College have had no classes during more than 
twenty years. The Calcutta Colleges have raised their fee &om rupees 
three to rupees four. In the Mofussil Colleges tho fee ranges from rupees 
three to rupees six. The classes c^verywhere in the pi»t were more or less 
fhll but the College which had the Uhrgest number on its rolls is the Bipon 
College. As regards the efficiency of these Colleges judged from the point 
of view of the requirements of the New Regulations, only one opinion is 
possible : they are nowhere near the mark, and the arrangements made 
can, at the best, be regarded as nominal compliance with the BegolationSk 
The system which has prevailed for many years past in most of Oovm* 
mant Oollegeaui the Mofussil, namely, to pay the Law Lecturer the amouok 
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^ fees paid by the students, has been suioidah To take one example in a 
Oovemment College situated not very many miles from Calcutta^ there was 
doting the last session only one student, who paid five rupees a month, 
and for this sum a Government Pleader, who is the Law Leoturer, is suppos(.'d 
to have taken him through a complete course of Law studies. In Crleutta, 
where the number of students is very large, the state of things has been 
just the opposite, and a successful endeavour has been made to turn the 
Law classes into as lucrative a business as possible, Thf objeci» has been 
gained, practically, by an entire sacrifico of discipline. A class may have 
on its rolls 150 students ; the lecturer begins at the appointed time, say 
8 o'clock in the morning, with a dozen students; after ho has lectured 
for half an hour, students begin to drop in till the class becomes pretty full 
when the rolls are called. Proper continuity of work is hardly possible 
under such circumstances. The majority of the students have no books ; 
they do not intend to listen to the lectures ; very many of thorn are em- 
ployed as teachers in schools or clekrs in offices, and their only anxiety is 
to get credit for attendance at a certain number of lectures as required by 
the University Regulations ; and it is by no means an unusual incident for 
a student to. get himself marked ‘present* by a proxy. Not only arc tho 
majority of the students irregular and unpunctual in attendance not only 
is attendance expressly for the purpose of colourable compliance with 
the University Regulations — tho same laxity charactorisos, in many 
instances, the payment of collego fees which aro often allowed to fall into 
arrears and are sometimes unrealised and lost to tho college. AH this 
laxity encouragi s our graduates to enter themselves largely as Law sturlorts, 
so that at some future time when occassion may ariso or whon the/ may 
find it converient, they may appear at tho examination on the strength 
of their attendance at these lectures. This is manifestly contrary to tho 
spirit of the New Rogulafiors. The new University Regulations in Law 
contomplato a thorough training in all the subjects of tho examination. 
The number of subjects has boon increased by tho ir trod action of important 
branches like Roman Law, Theory of Legislation, Equity and English 
Law of Roal Property. The number of lectures to be delivered, to cover 
tho course, is considerably in excess of what was required under the Old 
Regulations. Students are required to attend Moot Courts where legal 
problems are discussed by thorn under tho Presidency of tehir Professor 
as judge. This can be done with profit and instruction, only if the students 
have been taken in small batches and taught by their teachers to study 
e-nd analyse cases and to deduce legal principles from a first hand study 
of important judicial decisions. Then again, in the examination under 
the New Regulations, 40 per cert, of the marks are to bo allotted to the 
solution of questions fran ed with a view to test the ability of candidates 
' to apply the more important legal principles to concrete cases. The 
Reguletions provide not only that full credit is to be given for well-roasoncd 
answeres to such questions, oven though tho conclusions happen to differ 
froni the view taken in decided cases, but also that no credit shall be given 
for bare answers unsupported by ar^ments. All this implies a far more 
thorough training than can be obtained by mere ntteodance at lectures 
delivered to large classes of students. Indeed, che Regulations assume 
‘ a thorough grounding in legal principles, and a systematic study of illus- 
trative cases such as can be pursued only in a good Law Library and under 
the guidance of m efficient teacher placed in charge of a limited number 
of students. From the point of view of tho New Regulations, not one of 
the Law classes oar consequently pretend to make any approach to offleienoy. 
No ooUega has a good Law Library or a sufficient number of teachers. 
No attempt is made to enforce discipline among the students. The Bengal 
Education Department has realised this, and I understand that the Law 
classes attached to all the Government oollegos in Bengal will ^ closed 
i the 4>eginning of the current session. The Government of Eastern 
and Assam have also realised the situation, and thejiaw classes 
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alibaohod to tho Govdmznaat colleges in the Province will shortly be closed, 
and will be replaced by a Law School at Dacca, a proposal for the afhUation 
of which will be submitted to the University by the Director of Public 
Instruction. So far as the private colleges out of Calcutta are concerned, 
they cannot possibly satisfy the requirements of the Regulations. So 
far as the private colleges in Calcutta are concerned, the authorities of 
Bangabasi College have already intimated to the University that they have 
decided to discontinue the Law classes from the beginning of the ensuing 
session. So far as the Metropolitan Institution and the City College are 
concerned, neither of them makes a substantial profit upon the Law classes 
and if their Law classes are closed, tho financial position of the Colleges 
would not bo seriously affected. As regards tho Kipon College with which 
I shall doal later on the case is different : this particular College effects a 
substantial saving upon the Law cla.ssos, a portion of which is apparently 
absorbed in the inairtonanco of the Arts Department. If the Law classes 
in the Ripon College are closed, it would mean a substantial loss to the 
Proprietor. As I have already stated however, none of tho existing Law 
classes is efficient from tho point of view of the New Regulations, and 
I am not prepared to concede that these Law classes should be allowed 
to exist either for the maintenance of the Arts classes or for the profit of 
the Proprietors, Under Section 7, Chapter XIX of the Regulations, tho 
University is called upon to submit tho case of each college to the Govern- 
ment of India and I feel no doubt that neither tho Syndicate nor tho Senate 
can, with any sense of self-rospect, recommend tho continuance of the* 
present system which has been a serious blot on our educational methods 
for many years past. 1 invite tho University, therefore, to face tho situation,, 
and refuse to countenance any longer what has hitherto prospered under 
tho name of legal education. Tho only solution of the situation is lo 
close all tho Law classos and for the University to found a Law College 
like the Law Collogo in Madras, Bombay and Allahabad. The Law Colleges 
in tho other provinces are owned arid maintained by Government ; the 
Law College proposed by mo will, however, be a University College, though 
we may thankfully accept any aid which tho Govornnrent may give, I 
do not desire it to bo understood, however, that I claim any monopoly 
for the University Law College as I have already stated there will be a 
similar Law School, though on a smaller scale, at Dacca and, I trust, that 
at no distant dato there may be a well-equipped Law School for Behar 
at Bankipur. It is not inconceivable also that with liberal endowments 
a Law College may bo established in some other part of the province. But 
whenever or wherever such an institution may be established and whoever 
maintain it, the essential condition for its affiliation to the University 
must bo that it is a bona fide centre of legal education . 

Tho abov.i Minute wa'J oonsldored by the Syndicate at their meeting 
on the 4th July, 1908, when the following Resolution was adopted: — ^ 

“ That tho Syndicate recommend to tho Senate that a University 
Law College be osuablished and that the Syndicate be authorised to appeint 
a Provinsional Committee to organise it.” 

The Minute was also considered by the Faculty of Law at a special 
meeting held on the 14th of July, 1908, when the following motion waa 
carried : — 


Standard of Affiliation 

** That the Faculty do record its opinion that for the mroxnotion of legal 
education of students for degrees in Law, it is desirable to establish a 
University Law College, to serve as a model College, but not so as to orei^o 
a monoj^ly, either general or local.*’ 
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Date of First Affilialtiork 

Oa the 2lBt July, 1608, upon the motion of the Hon*ble the Vice* 
Ohaneellor^ the Senate unanimously accepted the recommendation of 
the Syndicate and the Faculty of Law that a University Law College be 
established. This resolution of the Senate subsequently received the 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council on the 25th August, 1908, and 
the college was formally affiliated to the University in Law with effect 
from July, 1909.

The Proceedings of the Governing Body are subject to confirmation 
by the Syndicate. 

'The staff of the college consists of a Principal, a Vice-Principal and 
as mstny Professors as are needed to meet the requirements of the students. 

Each of the three years' course comprises not less than 200 working 
*days. Tnere are two terms in each year, the first of which extends from 
the last week of June to the end of November, and the second from the 
beginning of December to the end of April.

OoUegc Scholarships and Prizes 
LL.M. 

Two scholarships of Rs. 30 each per month have been established fot 
the encouragement of LL.M. studies in the College. 

LL.B. 

There are sixteen scholarships of Rs. 12 a month, each tenable for^ 
one year. Four of these cure open to competition among the mudents 
of the First-year class, six among the students of the SecQnd-y«te Class 
and six among thh students of the Third-year Class. The soholarttkipe 
in the First-year Class are awarded upon the results of the College test 
T^hich is held usually in the month of December. Of the six eoholarsh^

toioiary Sxaniiiiatioii iu lliaw held in June and two upon the results of 
the Baxne examination in Ddoember, aixd of the six scholarships in the 
Third-year Class, four upon the results of the Intennediate Examination 
in Law hold in June and two upon the results of the sam3 examination 
in Dsoember. All these scholarships take retrospoobive effect from June 
and Decetnber respectively. 

Fourteen scholarships of Rs. 12 a month, each tenable for one year, ^ 
nre also awarded from the endowment established by the late Maharaja 
Manindraohandra Nandi of Cossimbazar. Six of these are open to com- 
petition among the students of the First-year Glass, four among the students 
of the Second-year Class and four among the students of the Third -year 
Class. Students, who have graduated from the Krishnath College, Ber- 
hamporo, will have a preferential claim to these scholarships. But no 
scholar^ip will be awarded to a student who has not satisfactorily ac- 
quitted himself at the TJni^'crsity or College Examination, as the case 
may be. 

Students must obtain 50 per cent, of the marks in the Competitive 
E.xamination in order to bo eligible for any of the scholarships granted 
by tbe College. In case there aro not sufficient deserving candidates as 
mentioned above, the scholarships may be awarded at the Competitive 
Examination to be hold next year. 

In addition to the scholarships referred to above, four prizes, called 
Sir Asutosh Mookerjee Law Prizes, are awarded annually to meritorious 
students of the University Law College. Tw'o prizes of the value of Rs. 
45 and Rs. 40 respectively, consisting of law books, are' awarded to two 
Second-year students on the results of the Preliminary Law Examination 
held in Juno. Two other prizes of the respective value of Rs, 45 and 
Rs. 40 are awarded to two Tliird-year studenis on the results of the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Law held in June. Students who aro entitled 
under the University Regulations to secure prize of books from the Uni- 
versity on the results of the same examinations will not be eligible to 
receive the above prizes. ' 

University and Government Prizes, Medals and Exhibitions 

The following scholarships, prizes and medals are awarded annually 
by the University and the Government on the results of the Law Exa- 
minations ; — 

1. Maharaja Sir J. M. Tagore Gold and Silver Medals are open to 
'Competition among candidates, who shall have attended 75 per cent, of 

the lectures of the Tagore Law Professor for the year in which Iho exa- 
mination shall bo held. In order to bo oiigibie for the Gold Medal a candi- 
date must have obtained at least 06 per cent, of the total marks and in 
order to be eligible for the SiivcT Medal a candidate must have obtained 
at least 50 per cent, of the tola! marks. 

2. Parbaticharan Ray Gold Medal is awarded to the student who 
stands first at the Intermediate Law' Examination held in June and Decem- 
ber. 

3. On the results of the Final Law Examinations held in June and 
becember, a scholarship known as the Prasannakumar Tagore Law Scholar- 
«hip of the value of Ks. 20 per month tenable for six months is awarded

Migration of Studente from other Universities 


Students are admitted on migration from other Universities. But 
they are required to obtain previous permission of the Vice-Chancellor 
and Syndicate of the Calcutta University. For this purpose ft is essential 
that they should procure the following documents, to avoid disappoint- . 
ment : — 

(a) B.A., B*Sc., B.Com. or B.E. Diploma or in the absence of the 

Diploma, an authentic certificate to the effect that the Degree has been 
taJien. 

(5) Migration Certificate from his own University permitting him 
to continue his studios under another University. 

(c) Matriculation Certificate showing his age at the time of a.dmissioxi 
to the same or corresponding examination. 

He will also be required to pay Bs. 20 as Migration fee. As it takes 
time to obtain the sanction of the Vice-Chancellor and Syndicato, students 
are strictly advised to apply through the Principal, not later than the 
first week of J une, to enable them to secure timely admission in the first ^ 
term. 

Residence of Students 

Every student who does not reside with his parent or other legpl guar- 
dian, or guardian approved by the Principal of his college, shall reside 
either in his College Hostel or in a lodging approved by his college. 

Any student making a false declarations, in respect of tha guardiarship 
under which ho is living, shall be punished by the Principal of his college, 
who will deal with the offenoo as occasion requires. Students will fill 
up the Residence Form supplied by the College Office qn or before 1st* 
August. 

The Hardings Hostel

The college at Santiniketan is one of the various institutions of Visva- 
Bhara i, founded by Sjt. Rabindranath Tagore^ N.L., DXitt., at Santi- 
niketan. Birbhum, Bengal. Visva-Bharati has grown out of the school 
started by Tagore in the year 1901 on the foundation of the ashrama 
<named Santiniketan) which owed its inception to his father Maharsi 
Debendranath Tagore. “ The aim of Visva-Bharati,” in Tagore’s own 
words, ” is to acknowledge the best ideal of the present age in the centre 
of her educational mission. The first thing which must occupy our atten- 
tior is to concentrate in this Institution the different cultures of the East. 
With the realisation of the ancestral wealth of our own culture, comes our 
responsibility to offer our sacrifices to the highest truth of man.** 

” All that is great and true in humanity is ever waiting at our gate 
to be invited. Visva-Bharati is India’s invitation to the world, her offer 
of sacritico to the highest truth of man.” 

The institution is situated about a hundred miles from Calcutta and 
is at a distance of a mile and a half from Bolpur — a station on the Loop 
line of the East Indian Railway. It is remote from the distractions of 
town life and yet within easy reach of the stimulating activities of an 
intellectual centre. A quiet spot in the middle of open coimtry with wide 
open plains stretching to the horizon on all sides, Santiniketan has about 
it an atmosphere of spiritual serenity which along with its peculiar features 
attracts students not only from every part of India but also from other 
parts of Asia and Europe. 

The institution is residential. A limited number of day scholars are 
admitted. There cure separate hostels for boys and girls. 

There are extensive play grounds where boys and girls have separate 
facilities for playing various games, foreign and indigenous. 

The Library has a rich collection of books and periodicals and manus- 
cripts which are at the disposal of the students who cure given every possible 
assistance in their seminar studies. 

The number of students being very limited in ecM)h class individual 
attention is possible. 

The extra-academic curriculum include painting, drawing, music, 
dcmcing, sloid, weaving, crafts, and training in social and economic survey- 
ing tinder expert guidance. Students cure encouraged to take the above 
subjects cbccording to their tc^ste and talent. 

The Art Museum, Seasonal Festivals, Musical and Dramatic Perfor- 
mances are to stimulate the creative talents of the students. 

Eminent men including scholars cmd artists of different countries often 
'Visit Santiniketcm, and give tolks on various topics. The students have 
the opportunity of coming in personal contcurt with them. ^ 

^ The Institution has since been reorganised as an University by^ 
an Act of Central Legislature* 
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The Vienra-Bharati Institute of Rural Reconstruction at Santiniketan 
wfajoh is at a distance of a mile and a half from Santiniketan provides faci- 
lities for a close touch with the village life and its problems. The social emd 
economic survey of the neighbouring villages is generally organised by 
this depcurtment of Visva-Bharati. 

The corporate life of the students grows through the various social 
functions, picnics and excursions. 

The institution has its own Power House, Water- Works, Co-operative 
Store and an indoor hostipal exclusively for its residents. 

Admission* 

Candidates for admission are required to produce an official certificate 
of good character from the institution thejr attended last. 

A limited number of scholarships and stipends are granted to ]>oor 
and deserving students, for which applications are to be made in the 
prescribed form. 

West Bengal Government scholarships aro tenable. 

Students attending this institution are allowed the privilege of appear- 
ing at the I.A., I.Sc. and B.A. Examinations of this University as non- 
collegiate students. The following subjects are taught : —

Messrs, Powell, Skues and Graham Smith, GMioitors, London, in their 
letter, dated tho 9lh June, 1942, mtinagted that under the Will of Mj^, 
AlfM Clarke "fidwards, formody Registrai^ oi*^th$s University, an amount 
Of A 2,206-16-8 thie University which they und[ertook%> send 


(Ktvor IMal «at irf tlto ,^vi[ «F the medal. 
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by a cheque, on return of an account enclosed with their letter, duly signed. 
It was also stated that they could cable the amount, if the University 
so desired, after deducting the usual cost. 

* It was stated that the University should allow th em to retain £ 3.3 
to cover their expenses and if that was agreed to, the balance due to the 
University woul^be reduced to £ 2,203<»12-8, if however, this was not 
conceded, they would send the full amount. 

A copy of the Clause 6 of the Will was forwarded wherein mention 
was made of the fact of founding a scholarship by the University which 
should be called The Alfred Clarke Edwards Scholarsliip,*’ without any 
other details. 4 

The Will runs as follows : — 

V. In the event of the funds settled by me upon my marriage with 
ifhy said dear wife by an Indenture dated the second day of December, 
One thoiisand nine hundred and eleven and made between myself of the 
first part and the Public Trustee of the third part becoming either in 
possession or reversion port of my gen|ral estate and subject to disposition 
by this my Will. Then subject to the trusts powers and provisions in thO 
said Indenture contained and to the powers by law vested in the Public 
Trustee and to every exercise of such respective powers I hereby give 
bequeath and appoint one-fourth part of my interest in the funds settled 
by the said Indenture of Settlement or in the stock or securities for the 
time being representing the same after the decease of the said Isabella 
Lupton Edwards subject to a due proportion of the Estate Duty payable 
in respect of such fund and to all other death or succession duties or deduc- 
tions payable out of or in respect thereof to the Warden or Hector and 
Scholars of the College of the Blessed Mary and All Saints Lincoln in the 
University of Oxford and commonly called Lincoln College that is to say 
to Lincoln College Oxford (of which College I held a Scholarship when 
1 was a student there) to found a College Prize which Prize may if the 
said College pleases be called The Alfred Clarke Edwards Prize to 
be awarded by the said Lincoln College and 1 give bequeath and appoint 
the remaining three fourths of my said reversionary interestf^in the said 
fund or in the stocks or securities for the time being representing the same 
subject to the like duties to the University of Calcutta, India (of which 
University I was for sometime Registrar) to found a University Scholar- 
ship which may if the said University pleases be called “ The Alfred Clarke 
Edwards iScholarsliip ’’ to be awarded by the said University of Calcutta? 

Note* — ^Mr. A. O. Edwards was the Registrar of this University for 
the period from 1899-1901. Mr. Edwards died on 10th July, 1916. His 
wife Mrs. Edwards died on the 24th Juno, 1940. As they had^io iaaudi 
under the terms of the Will, the amount, viz., £ 2,206-15-8 reverted to^ the 
University.** 

The Solicitors were asked to send the amount less the cost by cable and 
the matter was reported to the Senate for approval on 26th Septeftn- 
ber, 1942. 

A sum of Ra. 20,331-9-0 (equivalent to £ 2,203-13-9) was subsequently « 
received, under the terms of the Will of the late Mr. Alfir^ Clarhe Edwards, 
formerly Registrar of this University, through the Imperial Bank of Iridis^ 
Calcutta. ‘

SIR CHARUOHANDRA GHOSH MEMORIAL FUND 

The Hon’ble the Chief Justice, Bengal, addressed to the Vice-Chonoellor 

the Sir O. 0* Ghosh Memorial Fund ; — 

The foUowing is an extract from the letter 

1 am glcul to inform you that the members of the Committee of the 
Sir C. C. Ghosh Memori^ Fund ,have accepted the scheme put forward 
in your letter and are willing to hand over the entii’e fund to the properly 
coi^tituted Trustees of the Calcutta University for the purpose of orga- 
nising a course of lectures of perennial interest -to be delivered every other 
year by some woll-knoi^i?h lawyer or jurist of the country and the awarding 
of a pri:e on the results of a competitive examination to be held on the 
theme of the lectures. 

There is standing to the credit of the fund 3i% Government Secu- 
rities, 1947-50 of the face value Of Rs. 5,800 and Rs. 826>9-l derived from 
interest (as on July 1, 1945) in the current account with the Impel ial 
Bank of India. 

Note, — ^The above letter is in reply to a letter from the Vice-Chancellor 
on the subject. The following is an extract from the Vice-Chancellor’s 
letter : — 

With the income fetched by 3i% Government Securities of the face 
value of Bs. 500 it W'^ill be possible to organise eve^ second year a course 
of lectures on legal topics of current or perennial interest to be delivered 
by some well-known lawyer or jurist of the country. Tlie lectureship 
be named after Sir Charu Chunder. There are already two or thrc» 
such leoturesAiips on non-legal subjects luider the University, which are 
all highly popular. 

It will not be possible to induce any lawyer of some standing to under- 
take the task with one ^ar’s income from the endowment. The two years’ 
income may give a fair value for, say, three lectures. 

At the same time, on the lines now followed under the Tagore Law 
Foundation, a prise ^so to be named after Sir Charu Chunder may be 
awarded on the results of a competitive examination to be held on the 
theme of the lectures with questions set by the lecturer himself. That 
would require at least another Rs. 1,090. 

If the trustees be prs|M||pd to place Government Securities worth 
Rs, 6^000 at the disposal oftne Univereity, then I think my idea may be 
given fun effect to. i 

The endowment was accepted with thanks^ by the Syndicate on 3rd 
Augfast, 1945.

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The lectures shall be published by the University as early as possible, 
the cost being met from the income of the Fund, if availaUe or by the 
University. The sale proceeds of tho lectures after defraying the cost, 
shall be paid to the lecturer, in whom the copyright of the lectures shall 
vest. 

No person who has been appointed a Lecturer shall be re-appointed 
before the lapse of 3 years. 

If in any year no suitable candidate is found the appointment of an 
additional lecturer may be made in a subsequent year, the honorarium 
of the Additional Lecturer being met from the savings of the previous 
year. 

The Syndicate may for special reasons request the Special Committee 
to reconsider their decision but shall not be competent to substitute another 
name recommended by the Special Committee. The name of the lec- 
turer shall be published in the University Calendar. 

(n) Sir C. C. Ghosh Medal. 

Out of the residue of the income of the Sir C. C. Ghosh Memorial Fund 
a Gold-rimmed Silver Medal shall be awarded to tho candidate obtaining, 
the highest number of marks in a competitive Examination to be hold on 
the theme of the C. C. Ghosh Memorial Lectures which shall be open to 
such students of Law Colleges affiliated to the University as have attended 
at least 60% of tho lectures delivered by tho Sir C. C. Ghosh Memorial 
Lecturer for the year in which the Examination is hold. 

In order to be eligible for the medal a candidate must obtain 66% of 
the total marks. 

Tho medal shall be awarded by the Syndicate on the results of the 
Examination to be ordinarily hold by the le^^turor. If in any year no 
candidate is found suitable for the award, the savings shall be added to 
the corpus of the fund. 

The name of the medallist shall be published in the Calendar. 


SIR NRIPENDRANATH SARKAR PRIZE 

Mr. Ratanmohan Chatteijee, Solicitor and a member of the Senate 
in a letter, dated the 3l8t January, 1940, on the subjeqjb of creating 
an endowment by one of his clients (who desires to remain anonyihous 
and who instructed him to purchase G. P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 
500 to be utilised in such manner as he will in his absolute discretion he 
thinks fit) stated that he decided to place the fund at the disposal of the 
University for creating an endowment named after Sir NripendAnath 
Sircar, whose permission in the matter had been obtained and requested 
that the terms might be settled by the University in consultation with 
iiim, the fundamental condition of the endorsement being that it should 
be entirely free from any communid bicus.

(tece value) Vould be soon fprwarded to the University with the hope 
that the numerous friends and admirers of Sir Nripendra would by i£eir 
future contributions so increase the present slender fund as would euAble 
the University to devote it to a useful purpose worthy of the name by 
which the endowment is to be known.

Candidates for the scholarships shall submit to the Registrar, along 
with their applications : — 

(а) Certificates for their good conduct from persons of respectability 
and position with whom they may bo acquainted. 

(б) Certificates of their physiced capacity to undergo the course of 
life and study which they will have to follow in the country to which 
they intend to proceed, signed or coomtorsigned by a medical man holding 
a degree or diploma of a recognised British or Indian University or Licensing 
Body. 

The applications shall be considered by a Committee of the Syndicate 
consisting of the Vice-Chancellor and three other members and the scholar- 
ship shaU be awarded by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the 
Committee. 

Every scholar shedl, within four weeks of his arrival at the selected 
place of study, forward a report to the Registrar countersigned by the 
proper authorities, showing (a) the course of study he proposes to follow, 
(&) the arrangements made for his residence, supeiwision and control. 
Any departure from the conditions to study and residence thus reported 
shall be duly intimated by the scholar for the approval of the Syndicate. 

Every scholar shall at the end of each term at the Institution where 
he prosecutes his studies, forward to the Registrar a certificate from the 
proper authorities, showing that his residence, conduct and the progress 
m study have been satisfactory during the term. The continuance of 
the scholarship shall depend upon the regular production of such certi- 
ficates. 

Every scholar will be liable to forfeit his. scholarship, who, not being 
disabled by illness or prevented by any other cause which the Syndicate 
may deem sufficient, fails to complete his studies in accordance with the 
terms and conditions set out in liis application. If a scholarship be for- 
feited the scholar will be further liable to refimd the amount, already 
paid to him. 

Subject to due compliance with the above conditions, the allowance 
will be forwarded quarterly in advance by the Registrar free of all chaiges 
to clfief controlling authority of the Institution where the scholar prose- 
cutes his studies for payment to him. 

If however in any year the Committee above referred to is of opinion 
that none of the applicants is suitable for the awcurd no award shall be 
made. The amount of the scholarship or any part thereof m&y in such 
a ockse be utilised by the Syndicate in paying the cost of passage to a apholar 
who has been already granted a foreign scholarship by University 
or any outside body.
